§  2.  That  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  various  sheriffs  and    Duty  of  shenffs, 
other  officers  to  report  the  names  of  any  and  all  persons  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  section  one.  of  this  act  to  the  grand 
Jur}'  of  the  countj'  at  the  next  regular  term  of  the  court. 

§  3.  That  any  sheriff  or  other  officer  or  person,  mentioned    Penalty  for  vio- 
lating. 
in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  act,  violating  the  same,  shall  be 

deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon   indictment  and 

conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  tliesum  of  twenty -five  dollars,  to 

be  collected  as  other  fines. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

citizens  of  this  State;  shall  study  the  vital  statistics  of  this 
Stale,  and  strive  to  make  intelligent  and  profitable  use  of  the 
collected  records  of  the  causes  of  sickness  and  death  amo!)g 
the  people.  They  shall  make  sanitary  investigations  and  in- 
quiry' concerning  the  causes  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epi- 
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demies  arid  endemics;  the  causes  of  mortality  and  the  effects 
of  locality,  employments,  conditions,  food,  water-supply,  hab- 
its, and  other  circumstances  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 
They  shall  make  sanitary  inspection  and  surveys  of  such

of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  to  or  within  the  Slate.

hospitals  necessary  for  the  medical  treatment  of  any  persons

cure  from  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  a  license  permitting 
him  to  transact  the  business  of  such  a  warehouse,  which 
license  shall  be  issued  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  on  a  written 
application  setting  forth  the  location  and  name  of  such  ware- 
house, and  the  name  of  each  person  interested  as  owner  or 
principal  in  the  management  thereof;  if  the  warehouse  be 
owned  or  kept  by  a  corporation,  its  name  and  those  of  its 
Fee.  president,   secretary,   and   treasurer.     This   license   shall  be 

granted  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  to  the  clerk, 
and  shall  be  recorded  in  the  bond-and-power-of-attorney  book 
in  the  clerk's  office.

against  the  Commonwealth,  for  services  incident  to  the  ar- 
rest, trial,  or  conviction  of  any  person  or  persons  charged  PcDaity  for,  &c. 
with  felony,  or  for  the  transportation  of  person  or  persons 
under  arrest  or  conviction  to  the  jail,  penitentiar}*,  or  Irom 
one  county  to  another,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  contined  in 
the  penitentiary  for  not  less  than  one  nor  mor«  than  four 
years.

Be  it  enacted  bjf  Ike  General  AssenMjf  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

S  1.  The  Oommiftsioners  of  the  Sinkini^  Fund  shall   here-   Commi»sfQ:WrR  r

§  2.  That  a  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary  shali  be  elected  by  Wardwi  to  be 
joint  ballot  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  commencinpr 
on  the  first  day  of  March  of  the  year  of  his  election,  subjoi^t 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act :  Provided,  That  the  Warden 
elected  bj'  the  present  General  Assembly  shall  qualify  imme- 
diately after  his  election,  and  shall  hold  his  office  until  March 
1, 1884,  also  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.

horse  or  mule  within  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  secure 
the  indictment  and  conviction  of  such  person  in  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  person  so  securing  the  conviction 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  reward  of  fifty  dollars  therefor. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  so  securing  the  arrest  court  to  make 
and  conviction  of  any  person  guilty  of  horseor  mule-stealing, 
if  he  desires  said  reward,  to  apply  to  the  court  in  which  the 
accused  is  convicted  for  same ;  and  if  the  court  is  satisfied, 
from  testimony  taken^  that  the  person  applying  for  such  re- 
ward has,  in  good  faith,  arrested,  or  directiy  and  immediately 
caused  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  a  person  guilty  of  horse 
or  mule-stealing,  he  shall  cause  to  be  entered  on  the  record- 
b3ok  of  the  court  a  judgment,  stating  the  name  of  the  person 
entitled  to  the  reward,  and  for  what  the  reward  is  granted, 
and  the  amount  thereof;  and  the  person  so  allowed  such  re- 
ward, upon  the  production  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
of  a  transcript  of  said  order,  under  the  official  signature  and 
seal  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  where  the  conviction  is  had,  tho 
Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  thereof. 

§3.  The  clerk  furnishing  such  transcript  shall  be  allowed   cierk'«fces 
the  same  fees  for  same  as  he  is  now  allowed  by  law  for  similar 
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services^  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  eniitted  to  sucFi 
re^^aixl. 

§  4.  That  in  no  case  shall  more  than  one  such  reward  be 
Only  one  rcwrrd.  granted  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  same  person  for 

the  same  offense. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

pletely destroy,  by  fire,  the  residence  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Best  and  a 
large  amount  of  personal  property  in  his  said  residence;  and 
whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that  the 
said  Dr.  J.  M.  Best  departed  this  life  without  receiving  any 
compensation  for  his  property  thus  destroyed,  and  by  his  last 
will  devised  all  his  property  to  Miss  Maggie  Houston,  includ- 
ing the  claim  against  the  United  States  Government  for  the 
said  property;  and  whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  this  General 
Assembly,  the  burning  of  said  property  under  said  order  was 
a  taking  of  said  property  for  the  public  use,  in  the  trne  mean 
ing  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  for  which

tude of  the  Mississippi  Valley — covering  by  far  the  largest 
extent  of  surface  drained  by  one  system  of  waters  found  in 
the  temperate  zones  of  the  earth — which  now  furnishes  to  the 
world  a  larger  portion  of  material  for  human  subsistence  than 
an}'  equal  extent  of  the  earth's  surface;  furnishing  also  the 
great  bulk  of  material  that  enters  into  the  foreign  and  domes- 
tic commerce  of  this  country  ;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  vast  resources  of  this  great  valley,  as  in  the  past,  so  in 
the  future,  must  continue  chiefly  dependent  upon  the  facilities 
afforded  to  commerce  by  the  Mississippi  river  and  its  tribu- 
taries for  their  development;  and  in  view  of  the  great  extent 
to  which  those  resources  may  be  brought  under  development, 
by  extending  the  navigation  of  said  river  and  its  tributaries, 
by  a  systematic  improvement  of  the  same,  the  enlargement  of 
the  commercial  area,  and  the  great  increase  of  both  the  foreign 
and  domestic  commerce  of  this  country  thereby  ;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  Titat  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  deem  it  appropriate,  in  response  to  the  address 
of  the  Mississippi  Valley  States  CommisBion,  to  manifest 
hereby  its  cordial  approval  of  the  same,  and  to  express  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  its  conviction  that  the  great 
natural  syfttem  of  waters  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  should  be

the  enemy  to  dislodge  said  Federal  forces,  resulting  in  the 
destruction  ol  the  houses  and  merchandise  of  the  following 
peraons,  viz:  J.  J.  Parrish,  F.  M.  Gray,  Thomas  English,  W. 
W.  Trimble,  John  L.  Magee,  D.  A.  Girrus,  John  Quinlan,  J. 
Newt.  Smith,  guardian  Mary  A.  Hall,  Robert  C.  Wherritt, 
Lawson  Oxley,  Henry  Johnson,  James  S.  Frizell,  T.  A.  Fra- 
ser,  Henry  E.  Shawhan,  Eliza  Bell,  Isaac  N.  Webb,  Wm.  L. 
Northcutt,  H.  C.  Nebel, Thomas  K.  Rankin,  Greenup  Reming- 
ton, Charles  A.  Webster,  Frank  Box,  Harman  Rohs,  Susan 
Tomlinson,  James  E.  Dickey,  J.  Newt.  Smith,  John  Bruce,  J. 
W.  Mcintosh,  and  F.  X.  C.  Nott,  administrator,  &c. ;  and 
whereas,  it  appears  the  houses  were  converted  to  the  use  of 
the  Federal  soldiers,  and  absolutely  used  to  protect  the  men, 
as  the  danger  was  imminent  and  impending,  and  the  necessity 
was  urgent  for  the  public  service,  and  was  such  as  would  not 
have  admitted  delaj- ;  it  seems  the  property  was  taken  pos- 
session of  by  the  Union  forces  whilst  resisting  the  hostilities 
of  the  public  enemy ;  and  said  citizens  were  called  upon  and 
required  to  give  up  their  private  property  for  the  advantages 
of  the  community,  this  property  having  been  actually  taken 
for  the  use  of,  and  used  by,  the  army  of  the  United  States 
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as  shelter,  and  while  thus  occupied  it  was  destroyed.  These 
being  the  facts  in  the  case,  in  the  opinion  of  this  General  As- 
sembly the  fifth  article  of  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  contemplates  that  private  property  shall 
not  be  taken  for  public  good,  use,  safety,  or  convenience 
without  just  compensation  therefor,  otherwise  public  bur- 
dens would  be  shared  unequally;  be  it  therefore

being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatever;  it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change 
and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure.

have  done :  Provided^  No  levy  to  pay  for  the  same  shall  be 
made  out  of  the  funds  of  Campbell  county.

CHAPTER  17.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  at  any  place  within 
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two  miles  of  Liberty  and  Locast  Grove  ChnrcheSi  in  Christian 
county,  or  either  of  them. 

§2.  That  any  person  bo  selling  shall  be  sabject  for  each   Fine. 
offense  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county,  or  by  indictment  in  the 
circuit  court. 

§3.  That  the  county  attorney,  in  all  prosecutions  before  Co«nty  atto 
justices  of  the  peace  under  this  act,  shall  receive  as  compen- 
sation for  his  services  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  fines  im- 
posed, when  he  attends  in  person  at  the  trial.

of  said  eity  at  the  time  fixed  by  law  when  thoy  should  have 
been  levied,  and  did  not  make  said  levy  until  the  20th  No-* 
vember,  1879,  his  term  of  office  having  in  the  meantime  ex- 
pired ;  and  whereas,  said  city  council,  on  making  said  levy, 
directed  the  clerk  of  said  city  to  deliver  the  tax-books  there- 
for into  the  hands  of  the  said  S.  A.  Young,  late  marshal  of 
said  city,  for  collection  under  the  bond  executed  by  him  as 
hereinbefore  stated;  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  pre- 
mises, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  action  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Hender- 
son in  delivering  to  S.  A.  Young,  late  marshal  of  said  city,  the 
LOG.  L.,  vou  !. — 2 
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tax-books  of  the  city  of  Henderson  for  the  year  1879,  be,  and 
the  same  is  now  hereby,  legalized  and  made  valid,  and  the 
said  S.  A.  Yoang,  late  marshal  of  said  city,  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  proceed  to  collect  said  taxes;  and  he  is 
granted  the  same  powers,  and  is  to  perform  the  same  duties,

That  William  L.  Creal,  S.  M.  Sanders,  Pleasant  Mc- 
Dowell,  H.  L.  Spratt,  and  John  Brownfield,  the  present 
trustees  of  said  institution,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-jpolitic  and  corporate  by  the 
name  and  title  of  East  Lynn  College,  and  as  such  shall  have 
perpetual  succession  with  full  power  to  acquire,  hold,  and 
transfer  real  and  personal  estate,  and  to  make  such  rulds,  by- 
laws, and  ordinances  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
government  of  said  institution,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  or  laws  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  institution  shall  have  power  to 
employ  a  common  seal,  and  to  confer  upon  the  graduates  of 
the  iikstitution  any  of  the  degrees  conferred  by  other  corpo- 
rate institutions  of  learning  in  the  State.

§  4.  The  commissioners  shall  procure  books,  in  which  the 
stockholders  shall  enter  into  ^le  following  obligations,  to-wit: 
We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  promise  to  pay 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Augusta  and  Foster 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  names  in  such  pro- 
portions and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  president  and  di- 
rectors may  require:  Provided,  The  calls  shall  be  thirty  days 
apart,  and  that  interest  is  to  be  paid  on  the  calls,  if  not  paid 
within  thirty  days  after  the  calls  are  made,  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  until  paid.

twenty  years  after  date,  and  at  such  p}aee  as  said  mayor  and 
council  shali  by  ordinance  prescribe;,  but  the  whole  amount 
to  be  issued  shall  not  exceed  sixty  thousand  dollars.

§  3.  That  section  twenty-three  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  following  enacted  in  lieu  thereof, 
to-wit:  That  the  police  judge  shall  issue  his  process  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Lancaster;  and  make  them 
returnable  before  him  as  police  judge  of  Lancaster  (except  in 
cases  otherwise  provided  for),  directed  to  the  marshal  of  said 
town  or  to  the  sheriflf  or  any  constable  of  Garrard  county.

this  is  an  amendment,  by  the  issue  of  bonds  as  provided  in 
said  act,  having  not  less  than  one  and  not  more  than  five 
years  to  run  from  the  date  of  issue,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually: 
Provided^  That  bonds  shall  not  be  issued  under  the  [irovisions 
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of  this  act  for  a  greater  amount  than  the  amount  of  the 
bonds,  exclusive  of  interest,  issued  under  and  b}''  virtue  of 
the  act  of  January  12,  1878.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Greenup  be, 
and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  a  sum 
of  money,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  in- 
terest not  exceeding  eight  per  centum,  and  for  a  period  not 
longer  than  one  year,  and  issue  the  bonds  of  the  town  there- 
for, to  pay  the  debts  contracted  by  said  board  of  trustees  in 
extending  and  repairing  the  grade  at  the  public  landing  of 
said  town. 

§  2.  The  funds  arising  from  wharfage  fees  at  said  public 
landing  shall  constitute  a  separate  fund  to  liquidate  the 
bonded  debt  of  said  town  authorized  by  this  act;  and  when 
such  bonded  debt  is  paid,  the  wharfage  fees  shall  be  paid  into 
the  general  fund  of  the  town,  and  become  a  part  of  the  rev- 
enue thereof. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Boone  counties. 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  timber  and  cost  of  con- 
structing wooden  fences  along  roads  and  highways;   there 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  whenever  any  owner  or  owners,  occupier  or  occu*- 
piers  of  any  land  or  lands  bordering  upon  any  public  road  or 
highway,  except  a  street  or  alley  in  a  town  or  village,  or 
through  which  any  public  road  or  highway  may  pass,  may 
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wish  to  plant  and  cultivate  any  hed^e  or  live  fence  alo»ig  the 
margin  of  his,  her.  or  their  land,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any- 
such  person  or  persons  to  set  or  plant  any  such  hedge  or 
live  fence  precisely  on  the  line  of  the  road  or  public  highway; 
and  also  to  place  on  the  margin  of  such  road  a  protection 
fence,  not  to  occupy  more  than  six  feet  of  the  margin  or  edge 
of  said  road.  And  such  protection  fence,  when  placed  opposite 
any  live  fence  or  hedge  actually  set  or  planted,  shall  be  per- 
mitted by  the  supervisor  and  all  other  persons  to  remain  for 
the  terra  of  five  yet^rs  :  Provided,  That  the  judge  of  the  county 
courts  may  grant  (upon  application  in  open  court)  permission 
in  writing  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  hedge  or  live  fence 
to  continue  such  protection  fence  any  term  of  time  that  said 
courts  may  deem  necessary. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  benefit  of  this  act  shall  give  notice  in  the  county  court  of 
said  counties,  and  said  court  shall  order  a  record  to  be  made 
of  said  notice  or  application  upon  the  order  book  of  said 
court:  Provided,  The  safety  of  public  travel  shall  not  be  en- 
dangered by  said  fence.

half  miles  of  said  town,  and  the  county  court  of  Anderson 
county  is  prohibited  from  granting  license  to  any  person  to

Such  apprentiee- 
shrp  fthaPI  be  effected  in  like  manner,  and  maj  contain  any 
Huitable  covenants,  including  a  covenant  that  such  child  shall 
be  not  treated  as  a  servant,  but  shall  only  be  to  a  person  sui 
juris,  and  the  wife  of  such  person  »eed  not  enite.  Beside 
the  remedies  granted  by  law  upon  such  articles,  said  corpora- 
tion may  have  like  remedy  as  above  prescribed  upon  articlcR 
exf  adoption  with  like  effect.  Such  apprenticeship  ^hali  expire 
at  twenty-one  years  of  age,  where  the  apprentice  is  a  boy, 
and  eighteen  years  of  ago  when  she  is  a  girl,  or  sooger  if  the 
articles  so  prescribe.  A  child  may  be  adopted  by  both  hus- 
band and  wife  in  the  same  instrument.  Instruments  of  adop^ 
tion  and  apprenticeship  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
power  of  said  corporation  to  so  dispose  of  said  child  as  be- 
tween said  corporation  or  said  chfid  and  its  real  and  persona) 
representative,  and  the  person  so  adopting  it  or  receiving  it 
as  an  apprentice  and  his  or  her  real  and  personal  representa- 
tive.

denominations  as  the  city  council  may  prescribe,  and  bearing

due,  and  repledging  the  said  bonds  to  the  parties  furnishing 
said  money  at  a  premium  to  said  county,  and  subject  to  re- 
demption from  said  holder  at  the  pleasure  of  said  county 
court,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  legalized  and  made  binding. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  139. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  Fpirttuons,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  within 
two  miles  of  New  Gasper  Ohurcb,  in  Warren  county. 

Ke  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonujealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful'for  any  person  or  persons  to 
vend  or  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  two 
miles  from  New  Gasper  Church,  in  Warren  county.  If  any 
person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
June  1st,  1880.

CHAPTER  140 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  Scott,  of  Fleming  county. 

Whereas,  Various  respectable  citizens  of  the  county  of 
Fleming  have  petitioned  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  to  authorize  John  Scott  to  peddle 
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general  merchandise  in  the  coanty  of  Fleming  without  pro- 
curiQg  a  license  therefor  ; 

Be  it  enaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  Scott,  a  citiseD  of  Fleming  coanty,  be  and 
he  18  hereby,  empowered  to  peddle  general  merchandiRe  in 
the  county  of  Fleming  without  being  required  to  procure 
any  license  as  peddler,  as  now  required  to  do :  Provided,  Noth- 
ing in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  grant  to  the  said 
John  Scott  the  right  or  privilege  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous, 
malt,  or  other  intoxicating  liquors,  or  any  mixture. thereof,  in 
any  quantity  whatever;   and  be  in  force  for  two  years  only. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  141. 

AH  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  W.  Gooke,  P.  A.  Cooke,  and  W.  H.  Cooke, 

of    Warren  county. 

Whereas,  John  W.  Cooke,  P.  A.  Cooke,  and  W.  H.  Cooke, 
live  near  the  Edmonson  county  line,  in  Warren  county,  and 
own  land  adjoining  the  Warren  county  line,  which  lays  in 
Edmonson  county;  and  whereas,  the  present  law  requiring 
said  John  W.,  P.  A.,  and  W.  H.  Cooke  to  list  their  Edmonson 
county  land  for  taxation  in  Edmonson  county,  works  a  great 
hardship  and  inconvenience;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  said  John  W.  Cooke,  P.  A.  Cooke,  and  W.  H.  Cooke 
be  allowed  and  empowered,  if  they  so  desire,  to  list  the  lands 
owned  by  them  situated  in  Edmonson  county  in  Warren 
county,  and  to  pay  taxes  thereon  in  Warren  county  in  place 
of  Edmonson  county  ;  and  the  receipt  of  the  tax-collector  of 
Warren  county  shall  be  a  full  acquittance  for  such  taxes  : 
Provided^  The  sheriff  of  Warren  county  shall,  after  said 
taxes  are  so  collected,  be  transmitted  to  the  sheriff  of  Edmon- 
son county,  in  so  far  as  said  taxes  are  paid  for  county  pur- 
poses. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

18U. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  five  of  aaid  act  shall  read  as  follows :  The 
judge  of  said  court  shall  bo  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1880,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  to  hold  his  oflSce  for  two  years  or  till  his  suc- 
cessor is  duly  elected  and  qualified.  And  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  said  office,  when  more  than  one  year  is  unexpired, 
the  trustees  shall  order  an  election  to  fill  said  vacancy;  when 
a  year  or  less,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  election  by 
the  trustees. 

§  2.  Section  six  of  said  act  is  so  amended  as  to  read:  The 
marshal  of  said  town  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1880,  and  each 
year  thereafter,  to  hold  his  office  for  one  year ;  and  in  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  said  office,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the 
trustees. 

§  3.  So  much  of  said  act  of  March  28th,  1872,  as  is  in  con- 
flict with  this  act,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take

g  1.  That  all  persons  in  this  Commonwealth  who  are  now, 
or  may  be  hereafter,  engaged  in  the  business  of  an  auctioneer 
of  commission  houses  in  thecity  of  Louisville,  shall  be  exempt 
from  serving  on  juries  while  carrying  on  such  business. 

§  2.  This  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  145. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  Montlcello  to  tax  and  license  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  malt,  and  viuous  liquors  within  the  town  of  Mooticello. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Monticello, 
in  Wayne  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  em- 
powered and  authorized  to  grant  license  authorizingthe  sale 
of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  by  the  small,  and  in 
quantities  not  greater  than  four  gallons,  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  town,  and  to  assess  and  collect  an  annual 
tax  on  all  persons  vending  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors 
under  license  from  said  trustees,  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fiily  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  upon  each 
person  so  obtaining  license.  Said  trustees  may,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, require  said  tax  to  be  paid  before  the  issual  of  the 
license,  or  may  put  the  same  upon  the  basis  of  other  specific 
taxation  authorized  by  the  charter  of  said  town. 

§  2.  Before  any  license  shall  bo  granted  to  any  one  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  person  or  persons  applying 
therefor  shall  produce  the  receipt  of  the  clerk  of  the  Wayne

county  court,  showing  the  payment  of  each  person  to  the 
State  the  t»x  required  by  general  law  upon  license  to  sell 
ardent  spirits. 

§  3.  That  all  druggists  doing  business  in  said  town  shall  be 
required,  before  they  sell  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors 
upon  a  prescription  from  any  doctor  or  otherwise,  to  obtain  a 
license,  as  in  the  case  of  other  persons  named  in  this  act;  and 
fur  a  violation  of  this  section  they  shall  be  subject,  upon  an 
indictmi^nt  by  the  grand  jury  of  said  county,  to  the  same 
penalties  now  fixed  by  law. 

§  4.  Before  any  person  or  persons  obtaining  a  license  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  proceed  to  sell  thereunder, 
such  person  or  persons  shall  execute  before  the  Wayne  county 
court,  a  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  the  sure- 
ties in  which  shall  be  worth  above  exemptions  one  thousand 
dollars,  conditioned  that  the  person  obtaining  said  license  will 
faithfully  keep  the  provisions  of  the  general  laws  of  Ken- 
tucky regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  which  bond 
may  be  sued  upon  by  any  person  aggrieved  by  its  violation. 

§  5.  All  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Monticello, 
and  all  local  laws  applying  to  said  town,  and  all  laws  of  any 
character,  general  or  special,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  inconsistent  with  its  provisions,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

§  t>.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  afler 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  146. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Highland 
Cemetery,  approved  March  6th,  1869,"  approved  January  29,  1878. 

Whereas,  By  the  aforesaid  act,  approved  January  29th, 
1878,  the  Highland  Cemetery  was  authorized  to  borrow  money, 
and  issue  its  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  thou- 
sand (815,000)  dollars,  payable  in  twenty  years  from  their 
date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum; 
and  whereas,  said  cemetery  finds  itself  unable,  from  its  in- 
come, to  pay  so  large  a  rate  of  interest;  and  whereas,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  incorporating 
said  cemetery,  all  receipts  are  required  to  "  be  applied  exclu- 
sively under  the  direction  of  the  board  to  laying  oat,  pre- 
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serving,  protecting,  and  embellishing  the  cerneterj'  and  the 
Hvenaes  loading  thereto,  and  to  paying  the  necessar}*  expenBes 
of  the  corporation;"  and  whereas,  said  cemetery  is  in  debt 
lor  improving  and  embellishing  its  grounds,  as  stated  in  the 
act  of  January  29,  1878,  for  which  purpose  it  was  authorized 
to  issue  bonds  under  said  act;  now,  therefore,  in  order  to 
onable  said  Highland  Cemetery  to  pay  its  debt  incurred  as 
aforesaid. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth 
of'  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Highland  Cemetery 
is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  and  issue  its  bonds  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  fifleen  thousand  dollars  (815,000), 
]>ayable  in  twenty  years  from  date,  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  their  date,  payable  semi- 
annually. These  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  its  corporate 
seal,  signed  by  its  president  and  countersigned  b3*  its  secre- 
tary, with  interest  coupons  attached  signed  by  its  Hecretary. 
These  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  State  and  municipal  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  in  such  amounts,  and  they,  together  with 
the  coupons,  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  place  as  the  board 
shall  direct;  and  said  bonds  may  be  sold  or  hj'pothecated  by 
it  at  not  less  than  par.  The  bonds  authorized  by  this  act 
shnll  not  be  issued  in  addition  to,  but  onlj*  in  lieu  of,  the 
bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  January 
29,  1878. 

I  2.  That  to  secure  the  payment  of  these  bonds,  and  the 
accruing  interest  thereon,  all  of  the  real  estate  of  the  cenne- 
tery  is  hereby  pledged  except  the  avenues  and  the  ground 
laid  out  and  platted  for  burial  purposes. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  13.  The  fund  due  deceased  members  shall  not  he  snhject 
to  the  claims  of  creditors,  and  shall  not  be  reached  b}*  attach- 
ment, garnishment,  or  other  process  of  law,  so  as  to  divert  it 
from  the  beneficiaries  named  in  the  application  for  member- 
ship. Sl)Ould  said  beneficiaries  be  other  than  the  heirs  of 
said  member,  and  die  intestate  and  without  heirs  before  re- 
ceiving the  benefit  of  the  fund  due  at  his  death,  the  proceeds 
of  the  fund  then  due  shall  go  to  the  heirs  of  the  member 
himself.

CHAPTER  150. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Kranting  of  tavern  license  in  Vancebnrg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Lewis  count}'  court  sliall  have  power  and 
authority  to  grant  licenses  to  keep  tavern  in  the  city  of 
Vanceburg  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  grant.  The 
order  granting  the  license  shail  state  to  whom  the  same  is 
granted,  and  the  place  where  the  tavern  is  to  be  kept,  and 
the  period  for  which  the  license  is  granted.  The  county 
court  shall  not  grant  a  license  to  any  person  to  keep  a  tavern 
who  shall  bo  of  bad  character,  or  who  does  not  keep  an  or- 
derly house,  nor  unless  the  court  shall  believe  the  applicant 
is  possessed  with  houses,  bedding,  and  provisions  to  keep  an 
orderly,  law-abiding  tavern.  The  court  must  also  besatis6ed 
that  the  keeping  of  a  tavern  at  the  place  proposed  is  necessary 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public.  No  license  shall  be 
granted  until  the  applicant  has  taken  the  oath  required  by 
law  and  entered  into  an  obligation  iri  court  to  the  Common- 
wealth as  required  bylaw.  Before  the  license  is  granted,  ihe 
applicant  shall  pay  the  State  tax,  and  shall  also  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  town  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  town  council 
of  Vanceburg  under  the  provisions  of  its  present  charter  and 
laws.  The  granting  of  tavern  license  shall  authorize  the  ap- 
plicant to  sell  in  his  tavern  house  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  by  the  drink  or  in  any  quantity. 

§  2.  All  laws  in  force  in  this  State  in  relation  to  taverns 
and  the  liability  of  tavern-keepers  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  declared  in  full  force  and  effect  in  Vanceburg  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  The  applicant  shall  give 
the  notice  now  required  by  law  of  the  intended  application  to 
the  county  court  for  license,  and  the  county  court  shall,  in  all 
respects,  be  governed  by  the  laws  now  in  force  in  the  State  in 
regard  to  granting  licenses  to  keep  a  tavern,  suspending  the 
same  except  as  modified  in  this  act« 
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^  3.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  quaiiBed  voters  of 
the  town  of  Vanceburg  for  their  approval  or  rejection;  and 
in  order  to  take  the  sense  of  the  voters  of  said  town,  a  poll 
for  that  purpose  shall  be  opened  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
1880,  between  the  lioura  of  six  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  seven 
o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  that  day  at  the  court-house  of  said  town; 
and  if  a  majority  of  said  voters  shall  be  in  favor  of  this  act, 
then  it  shall  become  the  law  regulating  the  sale  of  liquors  in 
said  town;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  be  cast  against  the  act, 
then  it  shall  be  inoperative,  and  the  law  for  said  town  remain 
as  it  now  is,  and  as  though  this  act  had  never  passed  or  been 
approved.  The  voters  present  at  the  hour  of  opening  the 
polls  shall  select  two  judges  and  a  clerk  to  conduct  the  elec- 
tion, who  shall  be  sworn  to  discharge  their  duties  faithfully 
and  impartially.  They  shull  make  out  and  give  a  certificate 
of  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  act,  signed  by 
them,  and  shall  return  or  deliver  the  same  to  the  county  court 
of  said  county  at  its  next  regular  term  thereafter,  and  the 
judge  thereof  shall  order  the 'same  to  be  filed  and  spread  upon 
the  order  book  of  said  court,  and  which  shall  be  done  and  be 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  contained. 

§4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  NicbolasTille  and  Keniackj  River  Turnpike 

Compan  J . 

Whereas,  The  Nicholasville  and  Kentueky  River  Turn- 
pike Company  made  a  mortgage  of  its  rights,  credits,  and  fran- 
chises to  Samuel  Muir,  B.  S.  Duncan,  and  A.  M!.  Young,  to 
secure  an  indebtedness  incurred  in  the  construction  of  said 
turnpike  road,  and  said  mortgage  having  been  foreclosed,  and 
at  the  judicial  sale  made  of  the  same,  Charles  Hemphill,  Dud- 
ley Portwood,  N.  D.  Miles,  Henry  M.  Chrisman,  Conrad  C. 
Chrisman,  and  John  Portwood  became  the  purchasers  of  that 
portion  of  said  turnpike  road  extending  from  the  eastern 
limits  of  the  town  of  Nicholasville  to  about  three  quarters  of 
a  mile  easterly  of  Mount  Lebanon  Church,  including  all  of 
said  turnpike  road,  with  its  rights,  credits,  and  franchises,  ex- 
cept the  Sulphur  Well  branch  thereof,  as  will  appear  by  deed 
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to  same  in  the  JesBamioe  county  court  clerk'a  oflSce;  and  the 
said  Conrad  C.  Chrisman  having  Bold  and  eonvejed  his  undi- 
vided interest  in  and  to  said  turnpike  road,  under  said  pur- 
chase, to  Mary  Hemphill,  and  the  administrators  of  Henry  M. 
Chrisman  havinfi^  sold  and  conveyed  his  undivided  interest 
therein  to  Jos.  H.  Chrisman  and  Z.  T.  Chrisman,  also  the  ex- 
ecutors of  John  Portwood  having  sold  and  conveyed  his 
undivided  interest  in  and  to  said  turnpike  road  to  John  A. 
Willis ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  Charles  Hemphill.  Dudley  Portwood,  N.  D. 
Miles,  Mary  Hemphill.  Jos.  H.  Chrisman  Z.  T.  Chrisman,  and 
John  A.  Willis,  and  their  successors,  are  herehy  created  a 
hody-corporatc,  and  under  the  name  and  8t3Me  of  the  Nicho- 
lasville  and  Kentucky  River  Turnpike  Company,  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  existence;  and  by 
the  aforesaid  name,  and  in  their  corporate  capacity,  may  sue 
and  he  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity;  may  hold,  enjo}'',  possess,  sell,  convey,  and  dis- 
pose of  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  in  value. 

§  2.  That  the  original  act  incorporating  the  Nicholasville 
and  Kentucky  Kiver  Turnpike  Road  Company,  approved 
March  7th,  1850,  is  hereby  adopted  as  a  part  of  this  act, 
except  so  far  as  said  act  may  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

f^  3.  That  the  amended  charter  of  the  Nicholasville  and 
Kentucky  River  Turnpike  Company,  approved  February  16, 
1870.  also  the  amendment  to  said  charter,  approved  March 
28th,  1873,  are  hereby  adopted  as  part  of  this  act. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  require  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  turnpike  company'  to  make  or  ratify  any  contract  involv- 
ing the  rights  or  interests  of  said  turnpike  company. 

§  5.  That  the  stockholders  of  the  said  company  shall  in  no 
wa\'  be  answerable  in  person,  or  their  individual  property  lia- 
ble, for  any  contract  or  agreement  of  said  company,  or  for  any 
losses,  deficiencies,  or  failures  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  but  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock,  together  with 
the  rights  and  franchises  of  said  corporation, and  nothing  more,

shall  be  liable  for  all  lawful  demands  against  the  said  com- 
pany. 

§  6.  That  the  company  incorporated  by  this  act  shall  meet 
in  the  town  of  Nicholasville  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March, 
1880,  und  electa  president  and  four  directors  of  said  company, 
to  serve  until  others  are  elected ;  and  that  all  future  elections 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  in  every  successive 
year,  at  such  place  as  the  president  and  directors  for  the  time 
being  shall  designate. 

§  7.  That,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sulphur  Well  branch  of 
tho  Nicholasville  and  Kentucky  Kiver  Turnpike  Kpad,  it  is 
agreed  by  the  company  incorporated  by  this  act,  tho  act  pur- 
porting to  incorporate  the  said  branch  road  as  u  separate  and 
distinct  road  from  the  Nicholasville  and  Kentucky  Kiver 
Turnpike  Road,  approved  March  25th,  1872,  may  have  full 
force  imd  effect,  and  nothing  in  this  act  is  to  interfere  with 
the  rights  of  said  branch  road  under  said  act  of  1872.

boats  for  that  purpose;  to  build  and  purchase  all  necessary 
tools,  implements,  and  apparatus  of  all  kinds  to  conduct  their

§  1.  That  the  tenth  section  of  an  act  to  amend  and  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  in  reference  to  the  town  of  Prince- 
ton, approved  February  28th,  1870,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, amended  by  adding  thereto  as  follows,  viz:  That  any 
male  white  person,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have 
resided  in  the  town  of  Princeton  four  months  next  before  any 
regular  election  for  said  town,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
marshal  of  said  town,  whether  he  shall  have  lived  in  said 
town,  county,  or  State,  the  time  now  required  by  law  to  be  a 
legal  voter  or  not. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its  pas* 

sage.

CHAPTER  162. 

AN  ACT  (o  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  incorporate  Princeton  Col- 
lege," approved  February  20,  1860. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  Prineeton 
College,"  approved  February  20,  1860,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  as  follows : 

§  10.  Whenever  a  majority  of  said  board  of  trustees  concur 
in  the  opinion  that  the  best  interests  of  said  Princeton  Col- 
lege require  a  sale  of  any  or  all  of  its  property,  real  or  per- 
sonal, or  both,  the  said  board  of  trustees,  a  majority  thereof 
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concurrifii^  therein,  may  Bell  said  property,  or  any  part  thereof, 
at  private  or  public  sale,  on  nuch  terms,  in  such  manner,  and 
in  Huch  parcels,  as  the  majority  of  said  board  of  trustees  may 
deem  best,  and  a  conveyance  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
of  the  real  estate  so  sold,  signed  by  a  majority  of  said  board 
of  trustees,  acknowledged  as  conveyances  of  real  estate  are 
usually  acknowledged  and  recorded  in  the  Caldwell  county 
clerk's  office,  shall  be  valid,  and  the  title  thereby  given  and 
conveyed  to  said  purchaser  or  purchasers  shall  be  good  against 
all  claimants  whatsoever. 

g  11.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  propertj'  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  against  said  college;  and 
if,  after  said  debts  are  paid,  there  remains  a  surplus  of  funds, 
said  surplus  shall  be  divided  among  the  holders  of  stock  in 
said  college,  in  such  a  manner  as  the  majority  of  said  board  of 
trustees  may  decide.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Danville, 
in  respect  to  locating  repair  8bop3  of  the  GiuclQuati  Railway  at  or  near 
the  iibove  town,  and  to  autliorize  said  board  of  irostees  to  issue  and  sell 
bonds  to  pay  cost  and  expense  of  said  location. 

Whereas,  The  board  of  iriistees  of  the  town  of  Danville, 
at  the  instance  and  request  of  a  large  number  of  the  citisens 
and  tax-payers  of  said  town,  for  purpose  of  securing  the  loca- 
tion of  the  machine  and  repair  shops  for  the  first  freight 
division  of  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Kailway,  near  the  tow^n  of 
Danville,  assumed  to  pay  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars, 
the  cost  of  lands,  and  other  expenses  and  cost  of  securing 
said  location,  and  which  action  of  said  board  of  trustees  has 
secured  the  location  of  said  shops  near  said  town;  and  said 
board,  and  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  and  tax-payers  of 
said  town  of  Danville,  have  petitioned  this  General  Assembly 
to  legalize  said  acts  of  said  board,  and  for  authority  to  be 
given  to  said  board  to  issue  bonds  of  said  town  to  be  sold  for 
purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  securing  the  location  of  said 
shops,  and  to  levy  a  tax  to  pay  the  bonds  and  interest. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

s^  1.  That  the  action  of  said  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of

bond  until  its  maturity.  Said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be 
payable  to  bearer,  and  made  payable  at  such  place  as  may  be 
designated  by  said  hoard  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  signed  b}' 
the  chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees  and  attested  by  its 
clerk.  The  bonds  shall  bo  numbered  successively  from  one 
to  twelve,  inclusive,  and  each  coupon  shall  show  on  its  face  by 
proper  figures  the  number  of  the  bond  to  which  it  is  or  has 
been  attached.

ceedings in  all  respects,  as  other  taxes  levied  by  said  board  in 
said  town  and  authorized  to  be  collected  under  the  act  above 
mentioned,  or  an}*  other  act  or  acts  amendatory  of  said  act. 
The  marshal  or  other  collector  to  receive  the  same  compensa- 
tion for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  authorized  by  this  act  as 
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he  is  entitled  to  receive  for  collection  of  other  taxes  levied  in 
said  town.  The  property  in  said  town  liable  to  payment  of 
taxes  levied  under  this  act  to  be  ascertained  and  assessed  at 
same  time  and  in  same  manner  as  it  is  now  ascertained  and 
assessed  for  other  taxation,  under  the  act  or  acts  now  in  force 
relating  to  said  town. 

§  4.  The  marshal  of  said  town,  or  other  collector  appointed 
by  said  board,  before  proceeding  to  collect  the  taxes  herein 
anthorized   to  be  levied,  shall  be  required  by  said   hoard  to 
execute  to  said  board  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  solvent  sure- 
ties to  be  approved  by  the  board,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  of  his  duties  in  the  collection  the  taxes 
levied  under  this  act,  and  his  faithful  account  and  payment 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  all  such  taxes  collected  on  or 
before  the  Orst  day  of  October  of  each  year  during  his  con- 
tinuance in  office.

For  breach  of  any  of  said  bonds  to  be  re- 
quired' of  said  officers,  said  board  of  trustees  may  institate 
suit  on  the  bond  or  bonds  in  the  Bo^'le  circuit  or  Boyle  couit 
of  common  pleas,  and  recover  against  the  principal  and  sure- 
ties in  his  bond  or  bonds  any  sum  received  by  the  principal, 
for  taxes  levied  and  collected  as  herein  authorized,  and  for 
which  he  had  failed  to  properly  account  and  pa}-  to  the  proper 
person  or  persons,  and  any  other  damages  which  may  be  as- 
sessed in  the  court  in  which  the  action  may  be  brought  for 
any  default  by  the  principal  in  observing  his  bond  or  bonds. 
§  5.  The  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  said  board  of 
trustees  under  this  act,  may  be  sold  by  the  chairman  of  said 
board,  under  the  order  of  the  board,  to  any  one  or  more  per- 
sons or  corporations  for  not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceec's 
shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  securing  the 
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location  of  said  shops  assumed  by  said  board,  and  any  inter- 
est due  and  payable  on  the  same  borrowed  for  that  purpose.

CHAPTER  164. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  approved  December  7,  1850,  entitled  **An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association  at 
Lfzington." 

Whereas,  The  buildings  of  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  Association  at  Lexington  were  destroyed  by  fire 
while  in  the  possession  of  United  States  troops,  during  the  late 
war;  and  whereas,  said  association  has  used  the  money  with 
which  the  Government  has  partially  reimbursed  it,  along  with 
ihe  voluntary  contributions  of  private  citizens,  to  reconstruct, 
as  far  as  possible,  necessary  buildings;  and  whereas,  said  asso- 
ciation is  conducted  solely  for  the  development  and  improve- 
ment of  the  mechanical  and  agricultural  interests  of  the  State, 
and  not  in  the  interest  of  any  individual,  or  in  the  exclusive 
inlorest  of  any  section;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfu  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Ken- 
tucky Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association  at  Lexing- 
ton," approved  December  7th,  1850,  be  amended  by  providing 
that  the  real  and  personal  property  now  owned,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  acquired,  by  said  association,  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  State  and  county  taxation  for  two  years:  Provided^ 
Its  income  from  said  property  and  from  all  other  sources  is 
expended  to  promote  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  interests 
of  Kentucky:  And  provided  further^  That  the  payment  of  any 
dividend  to  its  stockholders,  or  the  expending  or  investing 
any  portion  of  its  said  income  or  other  resources  in  any 
other  way  than  that  indicated  by  this  act,  shall  operate  as  a 
repeal  of  this  amendment,  and  to  make  said  property  again 
subject  to  taxation. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  afler  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Newport 
be,  and  are  hereby,  invested  with  the  sole  and  exclusive  power 
and  authority  to  determine,  fix,  and  regulate  the  amount  of 
compensation  to  which  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Campbell 
county  court  and  the  county  attorney  for  said  county  are 
respectively  entitled  for  the  following  ofScial  services,  to  be 
rendered  by  them  in  the  city  of  Newport,  to-wit:  Said  jud^e, 
for  performing  the  duties  required  of  him  by  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  establishing  county  courts  in  New- 
port," and  approved  February  26th,  1863,  and  said  attorney 
for  his  services  in  attending  on  said  courts  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  above  recited  act. 

§  2.  That  said  judg'e  and  attorney  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive,  and  shall  not  receive,  any  other  or  additional  com- 
pensation whatever  for  said  services  from  the  city  of  Newport 
than  the  amount  so  fixed  and  determined  on  by  said  board;

the  diseiiso  of  the  applicant,  and  also  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  physician,  the  spirits  are  needed  and  necessary;  not  more 
than  one  sale  shall  be  made  on  any  prescription. 

§  2.  That  if  any  person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  he  shall  bo  fined  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  upon  indictment  of  a 
grand  jury,  or  upon  warrant  before  a  justice  of  the  peace.

and  approved  March  15th,  1878,  shall  apply  to  the  said  coanty 
of  Logan,  but  shall  not  be  enforced  therein  unless  a  majority 
of  the  justices  in  commission  at  the  said  meeting  in  October 
next  approve  the  same  ;  and  in  case  they  shall  so  approve  the 
same,  then  this  act  shall  be  enforced  in  the  said  coanty  of 
Logan  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  officers  and  under 
the  same  rules,  regulations,  and  penalties  laid  down  in  the 
act  above  herein  referred  to  and  recited.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
attorney  to  enforce  this  liabilty  by  suit  or  otherwise,  in  the 
name  and  for  the  benefit  of  any  person  or  persons  interested. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

bonds  of  said  county  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  enlarging  the 
court-house  of  said  county. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  three  years  from  their  dates  respectively,  and 
shall  bear  six  per  cent,  interest  per  annum  from  date,  pay- 
able annuall}",  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  county  judge  of 
said  county,  attested  by  the  county  clerk,  and  have  the  seal  of 
the  county  affixed  thereto. 

§  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  of  Woodford  county,  at  Versailles,  Kentucky. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTEK206. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Jeffersoo  Southern  Pond  Draining 

Gonnpanj 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  right,  privilege,  and  authority  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  granted  to  the  Je:fferson  Southern  Pond 
Draining  Company,  to  straighten  Pond  creek,  in  Jefferson 
county,  by  means  of  ditches,  at  any  point  or  points  from  the 
mouth  of  said  company's  ditch  in  the  lands  of  Adam  Hub- 
bard, to  the  mouth  of  Bear  Camp  creek;  and  for  said  purpose 
the  said  company,  between  the  mouth  of  said  ditch  and  the 
mouth  of  said  creek,  may,  by  purchase  or  by  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum^  acquire,  hold,  and  use  land  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  width,  in,  along,  or  near  to  said  pond  creek,  or 
the  right  of  way  thereon,  for  the  purpose  of  building  ditches 
and  embankments. 

§  2.  That  the  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  in  this  act  granted, 
and  all  proceedings  thereunder,  shall  be  issued  and  tried  in  the 
manner  as  provided  for  the  condemnation  of  land  or  property 
set  forth  in  chapter  110  of  the  General  Statutes  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  concerning  turnpike,  gravel,  and 
plank  roads,  excepting  that  said  writ  shall  be  issued  by  and 
from  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Jefferson  court  of  common  pleas, 
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and  like  jurisdiction  under  said  writ  is  hereby  granted  to  said 
court  as  is  granted  to  circuit  courts  under  said  chapter. 
§3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  Febroarj  12,  1880. 


CHAPTER  207. 

AN  ACT  to  protect  frame  in  the  coonties  of  KentoD,  Campbell,  Fayette, 

and  Madison. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Aasemhly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  shoot,  net,  trap,  catch, 
or  in  any  manner  to  kill  or  destroy  any  Virginia  partridge  or 
quail  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1882. 

§  2.  That  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  with  the  costs  of  the 
prosecution,  shall  be  levied  against  all  persons  offending 
against  this  law  ;  the  said  fine  to  be  recoverable  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  within  the  Commonwealth;  one  half  of 
the  fine  thus  levied  shall  be  given  the  prosecuting  witness, 
and  each  bird  so  shot,  netted,  trapped,  caught,  or  killed  or 
destroyed  will  constitute  a  separate  offense.  It  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  guilt  to  have  such  a  bird  or  birds 
in  possession  in  the  field.  Any  citizen  shall  power  to  make 
arrest  under  this  act,  where  the  violation  thereof  shall  have 
come  under  his  own  observation;  and  whilst  acting  as  an 
officer,  should  it  become  necessary,  he  shall  have  the  right  to 
summon  a  posse.  This  act  shall  apply  only  to  Kenton,  Camp- 
bell, Fayette,  and  Madison  counties. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Approved  February  12,  1880. 


CflAPTEK  208. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  city  of  Newport  to  issue  bonds  for  certain  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Newport  have  power  to  issue  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  such  times,  in 
such  sums  and  denominations  as  the  board  of  councilmen  may 
ordain.     That  said   bonds  shall  be  payable  in  thirty  years

from  dale  thereof,  but  at  the  option  of  said  city  at  an3'  time 
after  five  years  from  date  thereof;  and  shall  have  coupons 
attached  thereto  for  payment  of  tiie  interest  on  said  bonds  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  semi-annually.  That  said 
bonds  and  the  interest  thereof  shall  be  payable  at  the  city 
treasurer's  oflSce  in  Newport,  Kentucky,  and  be  exempt  from 
taxation  bj'  said  city,  and  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  treas- 
urer, and  have  the  seal  of  said  cit}*  attached  thereto.  That 
said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  at  less  than  par  value,  and  that 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  same  shall  be  applied  as  follows  : 
Twenty  thousand  dollars  to  redeem  the  cemetery  bonds  here- 
tofore issued  by  said  city,  and  due  in  May,  1881,  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars  in  payment  of  the  present  floating  debt  of 
said  city.  And 'the  board  of  council  men  of  said  city  shall  levy 
a  tax  on  the  real  and  personal  property  in  said  cit}'  in  each 
year  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  principal 
at  maturity,  in  addition  to  that  on  her  present  bonded  debt, 
and  for  the  necessary  expenditures  of  said  cit\'  not  exceeding 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  taxa- 
ble valuation  thereof;  and  the  incurring  of  any  floating  debt 
by  said  city  is  hereby  expressly  forbidden, 
g  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  February  12,  18S0. 


CHAPTER  209. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Newport  and  Licking  Turnpike  Rond 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Newport  and  Licking  Turnpike  Hoad  Com- 
pany is  hereb}^  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  its  bonds 
in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  bearing  interest  from  the  date  of  issue 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
said  bonds  to  be  made  payable  ten  years  after  date. 

§  2.  The  said  company  may,  at  any  time  before  maturity', 
take  up  said  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  by  paying  therefor  the 
principal  and  accrued  interest  thereon.  Said  bonds  shall 
each  be  of  the  denomination  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  The  said  company  may  at  any  time,  for  the  purpose 
bereinafier  set  forth,  sell  any  of  said  bonds  at  not  less  than 
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par,  and  with  the  money  thus  obtained  take  up  and  pay  off, 
first,  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  company, 
and  second,  pay  off  all  floating  indebtedness  of  the  company. 

§  4.  All  said  bonds  shall  boar  date  as  of  their  day  of  sale, 
and  no  bond  shall  be  issued  or  sold,  nor  shall  any  of  the 
money  derived  from  the  sale  of  any  of  said  bonds  be  used,  for 
any  purpose  other  than  that  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

g  5.  The  said  company  is  also  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  the  stock  of  the  company  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  sell  the  same  at  not  less  than 
par,  and  wiih  the  money  thus  obtained  may  take  up  the  pres- 
ent bonds  of  the  company,  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act^ 
or  the  floating  indebtedness  of  the  company,  or  either  or  any 
of  said  indebtedness,  but  may  use  said  money  for  no  other 
purpose;  and  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  is  inereaKed  in 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  said  purpose. 

§  6.  The  said  company  is  authorized  to  contract  with  the 
city  of  Newport  in  reference  to  the  use,  improvement,  change 
of  grade,  or  control  of  that  part  of  the  road  of  the  company 
lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  without  in  any 
way  impairing  the  right  of  the  said  company  to  charge  for 
and  collect  tolls  over  the  same. 

§  7.  The  said  company  is  also  authorized  to  sell  to  the  city 
of  Newport  ail  its  rights,  iranchises,  and  property  in  and  to 
the  part  of  said  road  Ij'ing  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
city;  and  the  said  part  of  abid  road,  when  so  sold  by  said 
company,  shall  become  a  public  street  in  said  city. 

§  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  afler  its  passage. 

Approved  February  12,  1880. 


CHAPTER  210. 

AK  ACT  to  prohibit  Ibe  sale  of  spiriluuas,  vioous,  or  ioa)t  liquors  In  the 
▼ilUge  of  JHcksoQ^ille,  Bourboo  county^  or  withia  two  miles  of  said  r'lU 
lage. 

Be  it  etiacied  ^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammanwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  vend 
any  spirituous,  malt^or  vinous  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  cither, 
in  any  quantity,  in  the  village  of  Jacksonville,  Bourbon  county, 
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or  within  two  miles  in  any  direction  from  the  middle  of  said 
village. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  board  of  trustees  of 
the  village  of  Jacksonville,  or  the  county  court  of  Bourbon 
county,  to  grant  or  issue,  or  cause  to  be  granted  or  issued, 
any  license  to  any  person  or  persons  authorizing  or  empower- 
ing such  person  to  sell  or  vend  any  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous 
liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either,  within  said  village  of  Jackson- 
ville, or  within  two  miles  in  any  direction  from  the  middle  of 
said  village;  and  any  license  so  issued  shall  be  void. 

§  3.  That  if  any  person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  such  person,  on  conviction  thereof, 
shall,  for  each  violation  of  said  section,  be  fined  fifly  dollars. 

g  4.  That  thisact  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  February  12,  1880. 


CHAPTER  211. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  requiring  the  Jefferson  county 
court  to  appoint  a  measurer  of  tan-bark  for  said  county,'^  approved  March 
21,  1872. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

g  1.  That  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ke\itucky,  approved  on  the  21st 
day  of  March,  1872,  entitled  "An  act  requiring  the  Jefferson 
county  court  to  appoint  a  measurer  of  tan -bark  for  said 
county,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  that  in 
lieu  thereof  it  is  enacted  that  the  county  court  of  the  county 
of  Jefferson  shall  appoint  a  measurer  of  tan-bark,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  when  desired  by  the  vendor  or  vendee,  to  measure 
the  tan-bark  sold  in  said  county.  He  shall,  in  a  well-bound 
book  keep  and  make  a  true  record  of  all  tan-bark  measured 
by  him,  the  date  on  which  measured,  the  quantity  measured, 
and  the  names  of  the  vendors  and  vendees  thereof,  the  num- 
ber of  the  car  containing  said  tan-bark,  and  any  other  fact 
necessary  to  identify  the  measurement  and  amount  thereof. 
Said  measurer  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  against  and  receive 
from  the  buyer  or  seller  who  requires  the  measurement  to  be 
made,  fifteen  cents  per  cord:  Provided^  That  no  measurer  of 
tan-bark  in  the  county  of  Jefferson  or  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
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appointed  or  oleoted  under  this  act,  or  any  other,  shall  make 
any  measarement  of  tan-bark  unless  requested  by  either  the 
buyer  or  the  seller  thereof. 

§  2.  This  act  is  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  Febraarj  12,  1880. 


CHAPTEK  212. 

AN^  ACT  for  the  benefil  of  the  public  roads  In  Meade  and  other  countied. 

B€  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  levy  courts  of  Meade,  Bourbon,  Barren,  Car- 
roll, Jessamine,  Kenton,  Grant,  Hancock,  Harrison,  Mo- 
Cracken,  Clay,  Jackson,  Owsley,  Logan,  Whitley,  Knox, 
Madison,  Wayne,  Clinton,  Cumberland,  Simpson,  Fayette, 
Johnson,  Floyd,  and  Gallatin  counties  shall  elect  a  general 
superintendent  of  the  roads  in  said  counties,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  two  years,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  oversee 
all  county  roads  within  their  respectives  counties,  keep  them 
in  good  order,  remove  all  obstructions  which  may  be  placed 
upon  any  such  road,  and  open  or  change  any  road  or  roads 
that  the  county  courts  of  said  counties  may  direct;  which 
roads  shall  be  opened  or  changed  as  now  provided  by  chapter 
ninety 'four,  article  one,  of  General  Statutes. 

§  2.  That  said  superintendents  shall  be  empowered  to  hire 
as  many  and  such  hands  as  may  be  necessary  to  perform  the 
necessary  work  on  said  roads;  and  they  shall  pay  the  smallest 
wages  possible  to  hire  good,  suitable  hands,  and  shall  also  be 
empowered  to  purchase  all  necessary  tools  and  implements 
to  perform  said  work  with,  and  said  tools  and  implements 
shall  belong  to  the  counties  and  be  under  the  control  of  the 
acting  superintendent:  Provided^  That  the  county  courts  of 
the  respective  counties  shall,  by  order,  direct  the  number  of 
bands  to  be  employed  by  the  superintendent  for  such  prices 
as  it  deems  proper,  and  shall  regulate  the  quantity  of  tools 
he  shall  purchase. 

§  3.  That  said  superintendents  shall  make  a  full  report  to 
the  county  court  of  their  respective  counties  of  all  the  work 
they  have  had  performed,  all  the  tools  or  implements  they 
have  purchased,  and  the  full  itemized  cost  of  such  work  and 
tools  or  implements,  and  all  other  expenses  necessary  to  the 
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full  performance  of  their  duties  on  said  roads  ;  and  a  full 
report  of  the  number  of  days  they  so  are  engaged  in  perform- 
ing their  duties  on  said  roads. 

§4.  That  said  Huperintendents  shall  be  paid  a  reasonable 
componaation  for  hjs  services,  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  court 
of  said  county. 

§  5.  That  the  levy  courts  of  said  counties,  at  their  annual 
sittings,  shall  assess  a  tax  of  not  more  than  five  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  their  re- 
spective counties,  and  not  more  than  two  dollars  on  each  male 
person  over  twenty-one  years  old. 

§  6.  That  said  county  levy  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff 
of  the  respective  counties  as  any  other  county  levy,  and  they 
shall  pa}*  out  the  same  in  discharge  of  the  liabilities  incurred 
by  the  superintendents  for  labor,  hands,  tools,  or  implements 
purchased  by  them,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent 
given  to  the  laborer  or  seller  of  the  tools  or  implements, 
showing  the  amount  and  character  of  labor  performed,  and  of 
tools  and  implements  bought,  and  the  price-  paid  for  them  ; 
and  the  obligations  of  the  sheriff  shall  be  the  same  under  this 
act  as  they  now  are  in  relation  to  the  countj'  levy  as  pre- 
scribed by  section  seven,  article  two,  chapter  twenty-seven, 
General  Statutes  :  Provided^  That  the  sheriff  in  each  of  said 
counties  shall  take  and  pay  no  such  certificate  until  the  same 
shall  be  indorsed  "approved"  by  the  presiding  judge  of  said 
county  court;  and  he  shall  have  credit  in  his  annual  settle- 
ment for  no  such  certificate  that  shall  not  be  so  indorsed. 

g  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  in  each  of 
said  counties  to  give  the  refusal  of  employment  upon  any  of 
the  roads  upon  which  he  works  to  the  persons  resident  in  the 
voting  precincts  where  the  work  is  being  done,  and  who  have 
been  assessed  for  taxation  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  provided  such  persons  can  be  employed  at  the  same  price 
that  other  hands  of  equal  effic'ency  can  be  employed  for;  and 
the  certificate  of  the  superintendent  given  to  such  person 
shall  be  taken  by  the  sheriff  in  payment  or  as  a  credit  upon 
the  road  tax  of  such  person,  said  certificate  showing  the  num- 
ber of  days  that  he  has  labored  and  the  price  per  day. 

§  8.  The  superintendents  of  each  of  said  counties  shall,  be- 
fore they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such, 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  his  duties,  and  shall  execute 
bond,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  conditioned 
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for  a  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  tliat  ho  will  not 
be  guilty  of  any  roiBfeasunce  or  nonfeasance  in  office,  on 
which  Buit  may  be  brought,  from  lime  to  time,  by  any  person 
aggrieved  by  a  violation  of  said  bond. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  election  in 
each  of  the  counties  to  cause  a  poll  to  be  opened  at  each  vot- 
ing place  in  suid  counties,  at  the  next  August  election,  and  to 
ask  each  voter  whether  he  votes  for  or  against  the  law  re- 
quiring the  roads  in  your  county  to  be  kept  up  by  taxation 
instead  of  by  road  workings,  and  to  record  the  votes;  and  if 
a  majority  of  those  voting  tor  and  against  said  law  vote  for 
it,  then  this  act  shall  be  thereafter  obeyed  and  enforced  in 
said  counties,  and  thereafter  no  person  siiall  be  bound  to  work 
on  roads  in  said  counties  under  existing  law  ;  but  if  a  majority 
of  such  voters  shall  not  vote  in  favor  of  this  act,  the  present 
road  law  shall  remain  in  force. 

§  10.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  each  of  said 
counties  to  post  written  or  printed  notices  in  at  least  throe  or 
more  of  the  moat  public  places  in  each  voting  preci!>ct  in  said 
counties,  for  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  next  August 
election;  said  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  object  of  the 
election. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  lake  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  February  12,  1880. 


CHAPTER  213. 

AN  ACT  legalizinj^  and  Authorizing  the  Gallatin  conntj  court  to  levy  a  tax 

and  i.osue  bonds  for  public  improvemeots. 

Whereas,  At  a  special  term  of  the  Gallatin  count}*  court, 
held  on  the  5th  day  of  Januar}',  1880,  a  majority  ot  the  justices 
in  commission  in  said  county  being  present  and  concurring,  it 
was  ordered  that  five  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  new  jail  in  said  county,  and  having  at 
the  same  time  levied  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  twenty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property,  and  one 
dollar  on  each  tithe  in  said  county  for  the  year  1880,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  for  said  jail;  and  having  requested  an  act 
from  the  General  A.ssembly  of  Kentucky  to  legalize  the  action 
of  said  court  in  making  said  levy,  and  to  authorize  the  county 
court  at  its  regular  court  of  claims  for  the  years  1880,  1881, 
1882,  1883,  and  1884,  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  twenty 
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cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  properly, 
and  one  dollar  on  each  tithe  for  said  years,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  for  said  jail  and  liquidating  the  outstanding  indebted- 
ttce^i  of  said  county,  and  to  further  authorize  the  county  court 
of  said  county  to  issue  bonds  for  the  present  payment  of  the 
same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei*al  Assembly  fif  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentiLcky: 

§  1.  That  Bod.  Perry,  Ben.  S.  Lindsay,  and  J.  S.  Brown, 
committee  appointed  by  said  court  for  that  purpose,  are  au- 
ihorized  to  issue  bonds,  not  to  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  jdil  ordered  to  be  built  by 
the  Gallatin  county  court,  and  taking  up  the  present  out- 
standing indebtedness  of  said  county. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than 
eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  annually,  and  shall  run 
live  years,  but  may  be  redeemed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  county 
court  at  any  time  after  one  year. 

§  3.  That  said  bonds  may  be  issued  in  such  sums  as  the 
court  may  direct,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

g  4.  The  court  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bond,  and 
when  issued,  they  shall  be  signed  bj*  the  county  judge,  attested 
by  the  county  clerk,  and  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  county 
court. 

§  5.  The  court  may  appoint  commissioners  to  sell  said 
bonds,  and  prescribe  the  time,  terms,  and  manner  of  selling 
the  same  :  Provided^  That  no  bond  shall  be  sold  at  less  than 
par. 

§  6.  It  e-hall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  provide  [for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  for  their  final  pay- 
ment when  due. 

§  7.  To  enable  the  court  to  comply  with  this  act,  all  its  act- 
ings and  doings  on  the  fifth  day  of  January,  1880,  connected 
with  the  objects  set  forth  herein  are  legalized,  and  It  is  author- 
ized to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  and 
one  dollar  on  each  tithe  in  said  county. 

§  8.  That  the  tax  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner,  by  the  same  officer,  and  under  the  same  lia- 
bility, as  the  other  taxes  are  collected  in  etaid  county. 

§  9.  That  the  county  court  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
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orders  necessary  for  carrying  into  execution  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  remain 
in  force  five  years. 

Approved  Febraary  12,  1880. 


CHAPTER  214. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Menifee  Grarel  Road  Goropaoy.

The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
prescribe  and  regulate  the  elevation  and  grades  of  said  road, 
the  width  and  the  part  that  may  be  covered  with  gravel  or 
stone;  shall  designate  the  place  of  erecting  toll-gates,  with

§  1.  That  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Knights  of  St. 
George,  of  Covington,  Kentucky,  to-wit:  M.  T.  Shine,  Ben, 
Klane,  Frank  Grotehaus,  Fred.  Averbeck,  H.  H.  J.  Puthotf 
Theodore  Wieck,  and  Barney  liaum,  be, and  they  arc  herebj', 
incorporated  and  created  a  body -corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Knights  of  St.  George,  of  Covington,  Ken- 
tucky; the  object  of  said  corporation  being  united  energy  in 
the  advancement  of  Christian  morals  among  the  knights, 
combined  with  mental  as  well  as  physical  exercise,  and 
spreading  the  Catholic  faith  in  America;  and  they  and  their 
associates  and  successors  in  said  organization  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  by  said  corporate  name  are  hereby 
made  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  take,  hold,  and 
convey  property,  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  both 
real  and  personal,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  all  the  courts  of  law  or  equity  in  this  Common- 
wealth; contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  may  break  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 
They  may  make  and  ordain  by-laws  and  regulations  for  their 
government  after  organization,  provided    the  same  are  not 
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fnconsiatervt  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  Coranion- 
wealth  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
The  corporate  property  shall  alone  be  liable  for  the  corporate 
debts  of  this  corporation.  The  General  Assembly  reserves 
the  right  to  amend,  alter,  or  repeal  this  aet. 
§  2.  This  act  sliali  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTEB  216. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  HangiDg  Fork  and  Green  River  Turi»> 

pike  Road  Gonapany, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  tlie  Hanging  Fork  and  Green 
Eiver  Turnpike  Eoad  Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  so  amended 
as  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  acquire,  by 
contract,  the  right  to  use,  as  a  part  of  its  road,  that  portion 
of  the  Turnersville,  McKinney's  Station,  and  Cofiey^s  Mill 
Turnpike  Koad,  which  lies  between  the  Intersection  of  the 
two  roads  at  McKinney's  Station  and  their  intersection  near 
the  residence  west  of  McKinney's  Station,  recently  occupied 
by  J.  B.  McKinney. 

§  2.  That  when  the  company  shall  have  so  acquired  the 
right  to  use  the  portion  of  the  turnpike  above  mentioned,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  estimate  that  as  a  portion 
of  its  line  of  road  in  charging  tolls,  and  to  collect  tolls  from 
persons  passing  over  it  in  connection  with  the  Hanging  Fork 
and  Green  Eivor  Turnpike:  Provided^  That  only  one  company 
shall  collect  tolls. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 

its  passage.

CHAPTER  217. 

AM  ACT  to  change  the  name  and  amend  the  charter  of  the  Newport  Geme^ 

tery  Company,  in  Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  name  of  the  Newport  cemetery  bo,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  changed  to  that  of"  The  Evergreen  Cemetery 
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Company,"  of  Newport,  Kentucky.  If,  from  any  cause,  the 
annual  election  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  fail  to  be 
held  at  the  time  appointed,  then  each  election  shall  be  held 
as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  and  at  a  time  to  be  named  by 
eaid  board  ;  and  the  directors  in  office  shall  continue  therein 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Any  tie  vote 
at  any  election  shall  bo  determined  by  lot  under  the  direc- 
tion of  said  board. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  provide  for  an  accumulating  fund 
arising  from  sales  of  burial  lots,  bequests,  donations,  or  any 
other  source,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  invest  in  United 
Stales  or  Newport  bonds,  or  loan  out,  upon  adequate  security, 
any  part  of  such  fund  not  then  needed  for  the  purchase  of  ad- 
ditional grounds  to  said  cemetery  or  for  improvement  of  its 
property.  The  security  for  any  such  loan  must  be  of  real 
estate  in  Campbell  county,  clear,  free,  and  unincumbered. 

§  3.  In  order  to  preserve  such  fund  from  loss,  the  said  com- 
pany shall,  in  any  suit  to  enforce  payment  of  any  such  loan, 
recover  not  only  principal  and  interest,  but  costs,  all  attor- 
ney's fees,  and  expenses  incurred  in  such  suit  or  litigation; 
the  same  to  be  adjudged  and  fixed  by  the  court,  and  to  be  a 
lien  upon  any  securities  that  may  have  been  given  for  the  loan. 

§  4.  Said  board  may  employ  a  sexton  and  such  other  per- 
sons us  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  have  charge  of  and  carry 
on  the  work  of  said  cemetery,  and  shall  proscribe  their  re- 
spective duties  and  compensation,  and  may  discharge  them  at 
pleasure.  Said  sexton,  and  such  other  persons  as  said  board 
may  designate  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  watchmen  in  and 
about  said  cemetery,  and  for  its  protection  and  preservation 
shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  peace  officer  of  said  county, 
and  ma}*,  anywhere  in  said  county,  arrest  any  trespasser 
upon  said  cemetery,  and  any  person  guilty  of  riotous  or  un- 
lawful conduct  in  or  about  it,  and  may  take  any  such  offender 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  or  before  the 
mayor  of  Newport,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law.  Any 
such  justice  or  said  mayor  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  any  such  cause.  Said  watchman  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  fees  as  other  officers  for  like  services. 

§  5.  Any  person  that  may  own  lots  or  grounds  in  said  cem- 
etery at  any  time  may  dispose  thereof  by  gift,  contract,  deed, 
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or  do  vise,  and  may  entail  or  transfer  the  same  in  trust,  but 
for  cemetery  purposes  only. 

§  6.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  retrocede  to  cover  all 
acts  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Newport  Cemetery  Com- 
pany. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its  pas- 
sage.

AN   ACT   to  incorporate   the  Hickmao  Lumber  and  Manufactaring  Com- 
pany, in  Fulton  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of.  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  C.  S.  Handle,  H.  A.  Tyler,  George  Warren,  Sam- 
Ccrporaton.  oel  Landrom,  A.  E.  Coleman,  J.  Ambergesons,  George  N. 
Helm,  J.  J.  C.  Bondurant,  and  K.  T.  Tyler,  and  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  Hickman  Lumber  and  Manufac- 
turing Company,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years;  and  by  that 
nam'e  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with 
sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and  places;  and  have  and  use  a 
corporate  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  buy  and  sell 
Powers  of  the  timber,  lumber,  and  saw-logs,  and   plane  and   manufacture

lumber  into  furniture  and  such  other  articles  as  it  may  please 
so  to  do,  and  to  plane  lumber  and  sell  the  same,  and  saw  logs 
and  timber,  and  sell  the  lumber,  and  buy  land  and  erect  upon 
the  same  such  buildings,  houses,  sheds,  and  conveniences  as 
may  be  proper  for  their  business,  and  repair,  change,  add  to, 
and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure,  and  to  buy  all  such  ma- 
chinery, tools,  and  implements  as  may  be  necessary  in  the 
said  business  of  said  corporation,  and  to  alter,  repair,  and  add 
to  the  same  at  their  pleasure,  and  keep  and  buy  and  sell  such 
stores  and  supplies  as  may  be  deemed  proper  for  their  said 
business.

J.  J.  C.  Bondarant,  George  Warren,  H.  A.  Tjler,  and  George 
Helm,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified ;  but  an  election  for  a  board  of  dlroctora 
shall  be  held  by  the  stockholders  once  every  succeeding  year; 
and  when  elected,  they  shall  remain  in  ofiSco  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  of  directors  may 
pass  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  and  may

§  5.  The  stockholders  shall  not  be  liable  individually  for  individual  Uabii- 

itv 

any  debt,  contract,  or  liability  of  the  corporation  ;  but  the 
stock,  property,  and  rights  held  and  owned  by  the  corpora- 
tion shall  only  be  liable  therefor. 

§6.  The  said  corporation  is  empowered  to  borrow  money  May  issue  bonds. 
and  issue  its  bonds,  and,  to  secure  the  same,  to  mortgage  any 
and  all  of  the  corporate  property:  Provided,  That  such  bonds 
shall  not  exceed  in  value  the  capital  stock  of  the  corpora- 
tion. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  the 
capital  stock  of  said  corporation .  from  taxation,  municipal, 
State,  or  county. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  DaoTille  and 
Perryville  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved  Febraarj  23,  1846. 

Whereas.  Tbore  is  no  bridge  across  Salt  river,  on  the 
Danville  and  Perryville  Tornpike  Koad,  and  the  public  con- 
venience requires  the  erection  of  such  bridge;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Getieral  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealtfi 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  directors  of  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  money  to  build  said  bridge,  and  also  to  improve  the 
grade  of  said  road,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  open,  or 
cause  books  to  be  opened,  for  subscription  of  not  exceeding 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and 
provide  for  the  collection  thereof,  and  issuance  of  certificates 
for  such  stock  subscriptions,  which  shall  be  part  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  corporation,  and  the  holders  of  which  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  all  elections  of  directors  of  said  company, 
to  be  held  at  any  time  after  said  subscriptions,  and  in  all 
other  matters  to  have  und  enjo}'  the  rights  of  stockholders  in 
said  company. 

^  2.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to 
build,  or  cause  said  bridge  to  be  built,  make  contracts  for  the 
same,  acquire  stone  for  same  by  contract  or  condemnation  of 
proper  quarries,  as  provided  in  the  character,  and  to  do  any 
and  all  acts  necessary  for  the  completion  of  said  bridge;  and 
they  shall  have  power  to  change  the  grade  of  such  part  of 
their  road,  by  reducing  the  angle  of  elevation,  as  they  may 
deem  in  their  judgment  proper. 

§  3.  Thid  ad  shall  take  ofi<t3Ct  on  its  passage.

CHAPTER  220. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  charter  the  filizabethtown 
and  Padncah  Railroad  Company, ''  approved  February  24,  1668. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  char- 
ter the  Elizabethtown  and  Paducah  Kailroad  Company,*'  ap- 
proved February  24th,  1868,  be  amended  as  follows  :  That  the 
remedy  given  by  said  amended  act  of  February  24th,  1868, 
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for  the  collection  of  the  bonds  and  coupons  aathorized  to  be 
iRSiied,  and  which  were  in  fact  issued  under  and  by  author- 
ity of  said  amended  act,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  exclusive  of 
all  other  remedies;  and  the  remedy  provided  in  said  act  of 
the  24th  of  February,  1868,  alone  shall  apply  to  the  collec- 
tion of  ail  bonds  and  coupons  issued  as  aforesaid,  and  to  all 
actions,  suits,  and  motions  now  pending,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  brought,  for  the  collection  of  any  such  bonds,  cou- 
pons, or  judgments,  which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
rendered  upon  such  bonds  or  coupons. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  221. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  High  Bridge  Camp  Meeting  Association,  in 

Jessamine  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  ' 
of  Kent'Ujcky: 

§  1.  That  James  Dorman,  Howard  Murphy,  E.  P.  Edring- 
ton,  W.  H.  Penebaker,  J.  D.  Hughes,  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body -corporate,  under  the 
name  of  the  High  Bridge  Camp  Meeting  Association;  and 
shall  have  power  and  authority  by  that  name  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  bo  sued,  to  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places,  as  a 
natural  person;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  with 
power  to  alter  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  one 
thousand  dollars,  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  increased 
to  fifteen  thousand,  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporators  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act  to  open  books  for  the  subscription 
of  the  capital  stock  authorized  to  be  raised  by  the  second  sec- 
tion thereof,  any  three  of  whom  may  act;  and  when  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  and  paid  in,  they  may 
proceed  to  business  by  organizing,  electing  a  president  and 
four  directors,  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  together  with  any 
other  subordinate  officers  .or  agents  that  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary to  carry  into  execution  all  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
said  association. 
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§  4.  Said  association  shall  have  power  to  establish  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  as  are  deemed  expedient  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs,  and  for  the  preservation  of  order 
within  the  limits  of  all  the  property  over  which  they  have 
control,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Kentucky  and  the 
United  States,  and  by  ordinance  to  forbid  the  sale  of  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  their  territory;  to  appoint 
marshals,  who  shall  see  that  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of 
said  corporation  are  duly  executed,  and  who  shall  have  tbo 
same  power  in  maintaining  order  as  is  exercised  by  the  mar- 
shals of  incorporated  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

§  5.  At  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  first  election  of  the  officers  of  said  corpo- 
ration, and  all  future  elections  shall  be  fixed  according  to  the 
by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

§  6.  The  chief  object  of  said  corporation  is  the  purchasing 
or  leasing^  for  a  term  of  years,  a  certain  tract  of  land  at 
High  Bridge,  in  Jessamine  county,  to  hold  and  improve  the 
same  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  religious  and  moral  meetings 
and  assemblage  of  people,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
to  right  of  entrance  and  occupancy  by  the  public,  and  their 
good  deportment  while  on  the  grounds,  as  may  be  imposed  by 
said  association  ;  and  the  erecting  thereon  of  cottages  for  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public,  who  shall  be  furnished 
by  said  corporation  with  good  diet  for  themselves  and  pro- 
vender for  their  horses  at  customary  rates. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  222. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Richard  Board. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky : 

g  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  shall  be  allowed  to  JRichard  Board,  clerk  of  the  Mer- 
cer circuit  and  common  pleas  courts,  to  list  and  collect  his 
uncollected  fee-bills,  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties 
provided  by  law  for  collecting  illegal  fee-bills. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTEE  223. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  Deposit  Bank  of   Midway,  Kentucky ,  to  reduce 

its  capUal  stock. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  hereafter  for  the  president  and 
directors  of  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Midway,  to  purchase  the 
stock  of  said  bank,  and  to  cancel  the  stock  so  purchased,  so 
as  to  reduce  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank  as  may  be  deemed 
best  for  the  stockholders:  Provided^  however^  That  the  capital 
stock  shall  not  be  reduced  to  a  less  amount  than  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  224. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Mercer  county  court  to  convey  to  the  trustees  of 
the  town  of  Harrodsbnrg  a  section  of  the  court-house  square  for  certain 
purposes . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GenercU  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Mercer  county  court  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, authorized  and  empowered  to  convey  to  the  trustees  of 
the  town  of  Harrodsburg  a  section  of  the  court-house  square 
in  said  town,  to-wit:  a  lot  on  the  southeast  corner  thereof, 
not  exceeding  thirty-six  feet,  fronting  on  Main  street,  and 
running  back  forty  feet,  to  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing thereon  for  an  engine  house,  literary  hall,  and  trustees' 
room,  and  not  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

§  2.  That  said  county  court,  by  its  presiding  officer,  the 
judge  of  said  county,  shall,  by  and  per  deed,  convey  said  parcel 
of  ground  to  the  trustees  of  said  town  for  said  purposes  and 
uses. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  225. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vioous,  or  malt  liquors  in  the 
town  of  Centerville,  Bourbon  coun^p^or  within  two  miles  of  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  vend 
any  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either, 
in  any  quantity,  in  the  town  of  Centerville,  Bourbon  county, 
or  within  two  miles  in  any  direction  from  the  middle  of  said 
town. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  town  of  Centerville.  or  the  county,  court  of  Bourbon 
county,  to  grant  or  issue,  or  cause  to  be  granted  or  issued, 
any  license  to  any  person  or  persons,  authorizing  or  empow- 
ering such  person  to  sell  or  vend  any  spirituous,  malt,  or 
vinous  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either,  within  said  town  of 
Centerville,  or  within  two  miles  in  any  direction  from  the 
middle  of  said  town;  and  any  license  so  issued  shall  bo  void. 

§  3.  That  if  any  person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  such  person,  on  conviction  thereof, 
shall,  for  each  violation  of  said  section,  be  fined  fifty  dollars. 

g  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  alter  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Dry  Run  and  Oxford  Turnpike  Road  Company 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name  of 
Nam?.  tihe  Dry  Eun  and  Oxford  Turnpike  Hoad  Company,  for  the 

purpose  of  constructing  an  artificial  macadamized  road  from 
the  Georgetown  and  Dry  Eidge  Turnpike,  commencing  at 
the  mouth  of  a  lane  opposite  W.  J.  Keale*s  to  Oxford,  in  SScott 
county,  and  that  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
Capital itock.      exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 

dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  books  for  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company 
shall  be  opened  on  the  second  Monday  in  February,  or  as 
soon  tbereafler  as  may  be  convenient,  at  Kinkaid  Station, 
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in  said  county,  under  the  direction  of  C.  J.  Fleming,  Uriaa 
Ham  brick,  Joseph  8.  ilogers,  C.  P.  Davenport,  and  John 
Sheiey,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  that 
purpose;  that  the  commissioners  shall  take  from  each  and 
every  person  subscribing  for  stock  in  said  company,  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  following  obligation, 
viz:  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  promise  to 
pay  to  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  the  Dry  Run 
and  Oxford  Turnpike  Koad  Company,  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  every  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite 
to  our  names  respectively,  in  such  manner  and  proportion, 
and  at  such  times,  as  we  may  be  required  by  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company.  Witness  our  hands,  this  — 
day  of ,  1880. 

§  3.  That  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  (Sl,500) 
dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,,  the  said  commissioners

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

Article  I. 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  filoomfield,  as  laid  off  and  described 
in  the  plat  of  said  town,  recorded  in  the  Nelson  county  clerk's 
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office,  and  enlarged  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved 
February  9th,  1861,  shall  be  known,  and  is  hereby  declared 
the  extent  and  limit  of  said  town,  and  is  hereby  incorporated 
and  declared  a  body-politic,  with  the  powers  and  privileges 
vested  in  said  town  by  this  act,  under  the  name  and  stylo  of 
the  "Town  of  Bloorafield." 
§  2.   The  prudential,   fiscal,   and    municipal  concerns  are  Trustees— when 

elected. 

hereby  vested  in  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  annually 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  February,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied. Said  trustees  shall  qualify  and  enter  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March 
succeeding  their  election.  Said  trustees  shall  qualify  by  tak- 
ing the  oath  of  officia  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

g  3.  Should  any  member  of  the  said  board  of  trustees  die,  Vacaacv  in  board

§5.  All  qualified  voters  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  who  whomayirote. 
have  resided  in  said  town  for  six  months  preceding  the  elec- 
tion at  which  they  oflV)r  to  vote,  and  all  qualified  voters  of 
Nelson  county  who  own  real  estate  in  said  town,  are  declared 
the  qualified  voters  of  Bloomfieid:  Provided,  That  no  such 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  such  election  who  cannot 
exhibit  the  tax  collector's  receipt  for  all  taxes  assessed  against 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  members 
chairman  of  said  board,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
for  which  he  is  elected,  and  shall  be  styled  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Bloomfieid. 

§7.  The   board  of  trustees  of  Bloomfieid  are  vested  with  Power  of  trus- 

tees 

power  to  make  and  receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in  rela- 
tion to  said  town.  They  are  hereby  vested  with  power  and 
control  over  the  squares,  streets,  and  alleys  in  said  town,  or 
which  may  be  hereafler  opened.  They  shall  direct  the  open- 
ing, improvement,  or  repairing  same  in  such  manner  as  they

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ma}*  deem  best.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  all  neces- 
sary side  walks,  with  suitable  curbing  constructed,  improved, 
or  repaired  in  said  town,  and  shall  assess  the  cost  thereof 
against  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  fronting  on  sidewalks 
thus  constructed,  improved  or  repaired,  and  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  a  lien  on  the  lot. 

§  8.  Said  board  of  trustees  are  vested  with  power,  first,  to 
make  all  necessary  ordinances  for  the  regulation  and  good 
government  of  said  town;  second,  to*  pass  all  necessary 
ordinances  for  the  suppression  riots,  routs,  and  breaches  of 
the  peace,  affrays,  unlawful  assemblies,  riotous  or  disorderly 
conduct  and  drunkenness  in  said  town,  and  to  provide  for  the 
punishments  of  persons  engaged  in  said  offenses,  and  to  fix 
the  penalties;  third,  to  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  ordinances  of  said  town  in  such  sums  as  they  may 
deem  best;  not,  however,  in  any  case  to  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars  for  any  one  offense;  fourth,  to  declare  by  ordinances 
what  are  nuisances  within  said  town,  and  by  their  order  to 
direct  same  to  be  abated;  and  they  may,  by  ordinance,  impose 
fines  upon  persons  guilty  of  creating  or  continuing  nuisances 
in  said  town. 
§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  appoint 
TrusteesshaUap-  a  treasurer,  clnrk,  assessor,  and  attorney  for  said  town,  and  to 

point  officers. 

provide  by  ordinance  for  the  compensation  of  each,  and  shall 
require  bond  from  the  clerk,  assessor,  and  treasurer  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties;  in  addition  to 
which,  said  officers  shall  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution  of  Kentucky. 

Article  II. 

g  1.  The  board  of  trustees  of  Bloom  field  have  power  to  levy 
May  levy  tax.  ^"^  collcct  a  tax  upoD  the  property  in  said  town,  not  to  ex- 
ceed in  any  one  3^ ear  one  per  centum  on  the  assessed  valuer 
and  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll-tax  on  the  male  inhabitants  of 
said  town  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  on  each  male  inhabitant 
of  said  town  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

§  2.  At  the  regular  election  of  trustees  for  the  town  of 
Bloomfield,  the  question  as  to  whether  license  shall  be  granted 
for  keeping  co^ee-houses,  saloons,  or  houses  and  places  wherein 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  are  sold  or  given,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  of  said  town  ;  and  if  a  majority  of  said 
voters  shall  vote  in  favor  of  granting  such  license,  then  the 
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board  of  trnRtirees  shall  be  vested  with  power  to  license  and 
tax  sttch  coffee- faoase,  saloon,  or  bouse  or  place  wherein  spirit- 
iioas,  vinous,  or  malt  liqnors  are  sold  or  given:  Provided, 
That  the  tax  to  keep  a  coffee-house,  saloon,  or  house  or  place 
wherein  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  are  sold  or  given, 
shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
nor  more  than  three  hundred  :  And  provided  further.  That  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  drug  stores  in  which  spirituous  and 
vinous  liqnors  are  sold  on  prescription.  If,  however,  a  major- 
ity of  said  voters  shalt  vote  against  granting  such  licen;^, 
then,  and  in  that  case,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  no 
power  to  grant  such  license.

CHAPTER  228. 

AN  ACT  to  bestow  medftls  upon  Wm.  Devao,  John  Gilloolj,  and  John 

TqIIj,  for  heroic  deeds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  in  grateful  recognition  of  the  heroic  daring  of 
William  Devan,  John  Giliooly,  and  John  Tully,  in  rescuing 
many  persons  from  drowning  at  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio  river, 
during  the  past  four  years,  near  Louisville,  Kentucky,  there 
be  appropriated,  out  of  money  in  the  Treasurj^  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  and  authority  of  the  Governor 
of  Kentucky,  in  causing  to  be  struck  and  appropriately  in- 
scribed three  gold  medals,  one  of  which  shall  be  by  him  or 
his  authority  presented  to  said  William  Devan,  John  Giliooly, 
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and  John  Tally,  respectively,  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Matual  Benefit  Association,  of  Maysville,  Kentucky,  with 
perpetual  succession,  and  full  power  to  make  contracts,  sue 
and  be  sued  by  its  corporate  name;  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  acquire  by  purchase,  deed  of  conveyance,  lease,  or  other 
lawful  mode,  and  the  same  hold,  use,  and  enjoy,  any  real  or 
personal  property  which  the  board  of  directors  of  said  asso- 
ciation may  deem  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  association,  not 
exceeding,  however,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  at  any  one 
time,  which  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation;  and  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof,  to  sell,  convey,  lease,  or  assign,  transfer,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform,  for  the 
welfare  of  said  association,  whatever  shall  lawfully  pertain 
to  such  corporate  bodies. 

§  2.  The  object  of  the  association  is  to  provide  and  main-  Object  of  corpo- 
tain,  by  regular  contributions,  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the 
families  of  deceased  members.  At  the  death  of  a  member,  a  Beneficiary  fund 
benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  family;  that  is,  to  his  wife  and 
children,  grandchildren,  mother,  sister,  father,  brothers,  and 
in  the  order  here  named,  provided  the  deceased  member  has 
not  otherwise  directed.  If  he  has  no  family,  as  above  speci- 
fied, and  dies  intestate,  the  expenses  of  his  last  illness  and 
funeral  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  amount  to  which  he

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Roberts  Lodge,  No.  172,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 

in  Fnlton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assetnbly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

g  1.  That  the  officers  and  members  of  Roberts  Lodge,  No. 
172,  of  Fnlton,  Fulton  county,  Kentucky,  and  those  who  may 
bereafler  become  members  thereof,  be,  and  they  are  herebj"^, 
created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Roberts 
Lodge,  No.  172,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  purchasing  and  holding 
all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  required  for  the 
use  and  accommodation  of  said  lodge;  to  receive  all  necessary 
conveyances;  to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  they  now  have  or  may  hereafter  acquire,  or 
any  interest  therein. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  lodge 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  confined  to  Taylor  Bard,  B.  M.  Tay- 
lor, Robert  Brown,  H.  F.  Taylor,  master,  wardens,  and  secre- 
tary of  said  lodge,  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  trustees 
thereof,  who  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all  contracts  per- 
taining to  the  real  estate  in  any  respect,  either  in  purchasing, 
building,  renting,  selling,  or  for  any  and  every  other  purpose, 
which  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  said  lodge  when 
made  in  pursuance  of  and  order  under  the  by-laws  and  in- 
structions of  said  lodge;  and  service  of  process  on  any  of 
said  trustees  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  said  corporation. 

§  3.  That  all  acts  of  said  lodge  heretofore  done,  or  of  any 
member  thereof  in  behalf  of  said  lodge,  touching  the  pur- 
chase, building,  holding,  sale,  and  conveyance  of  any  prop- 
erty owned,  used,  or  conveyed  by  said  lodge,  or  any  member 
thereof  acting  as  a  committee  appointed  by  said  lodge,  and 
in  pursuance  of  instructions  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  legalized  and  confirmed  as  fully  and  efi^ectually  as  if 
done  in  their  present  incorporated  capacity,  as  herein  created. 

§  4.  Said  corporate  body  may  have  and  use  a  corporate  seah 
which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

§  5.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  amend, 
change,  or  modify  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  231. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  ihe  Bank  of  Hopkinoville. 

Whereas,  The  Bank  of  Kentucky  did  bueiness  for  a  period 
of  several  years  through  a  branch  thereof,  located  in  the  town 
of  Hopkinsville,  Christian  county,  Kentucky,  and  said  bank, 
while  BO  doing  business  through  its  said  branch,  acquired  title 
to  real  estate  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and 
also  acquired  and  held  the  legal  titles  to  various  other  parcels 
of  reul  estate  situated  in  different  counties  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  whicli  were  taken  by  and  conveyed  to  it  as  surety 
for  debts,  or  in  satisfaction  of  debts  and  judgments  due  to  it. 
and  whereas,  in  or  about  the  year  1869,  the  said  Bank  of  Ken- 
tucky, desiring  and  intending  to  close  up  the  business  of  its 
said  branch,  sold  its  assets  and  property  pertaining  to  said 
branch  to  the  Bank  of  Hopkinsville,  and  its  president,  di- 
rectors and  company  sold  and  conveyed  to  the  said  Bank  of 
Hopkinsville  the  several  parcels  of  land  so  acquired  and  held 
by  it  as  aforesaid ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  all  deeds  and  conveyances  heretofore  made  by 
the  president,  directors  and  company  of  the  Bank  of  Kentucky 
to  the  Bank  of  Hopkinsville,  and  which  have  been  properly 
acknowledged  and  recorded,  shall  be  taken  and  held  as  valid, 
and  shall  be  as  good  and  effectual  to  pass  the  legal  title  to  the 
estate  so  conveyed  as  if  said  estate  had  been  acquired  as  surety 
for,  or  in  payment  of,  debts  or  judgments  due  to  the  Bank  of 
Hopkinsville. 

§  2.  Thi»  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 

its  passage,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemblT^  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky ; 

§  1.  That  the  Masoi^  County  Building  and  Sartng  AssociS' 
tion,  opgaBized  in  the  eity  of  fiiaysTflle,  Aentuck}-,  by  the 
adoption  of  a  constitution  asd  by-laws,  and  the  election  of 
Tliomas  Welfs,  Jan>es  J.  Wood,  George  W.  Blatterman,  K. 
Albert.  I>avid  Hickinger,  Andrew  T  Cos,  John  R  Aady,- 
John  N.  Thomas,  James  F.  Btirboar,  MiUon  C  i4u8seH,  and 
K.  K.  Hoefiich  as  a  board  of  directors,  which,  from  their  owr> 
number,  pursnant  to  the  provisions  of  their  con&trtutioD, 
elected  Thomas  Wellfr,  president;  James  J.  Wood,  vice  presi- 
dent}  Mi)toi>  C.  Kussell,  secretary,  and  B.  K.  Hocfiich,  treas- 
nrer,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  rneorporated  and  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  and  by  the  name  of  the  Mason

or  investments  of  the  association  shall  be  based  upon  the  first 
lien  on  real  estate  located  in  Mason  county,  Kentucky.

CHAPTER  236. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  ihe  Mays vi lie  AgricuUiiral  and  Mechanical  Asso- 
ciation. 

Whereas,  Divers  persons  of  Mason  and  adjoining  counties 
have  organized  an  association,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Maysviile  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association,  to 
promote  improvement  in  the  science  and  art  of  agriculture 
and  mechanics,  in  all  their  branches,  relations,  and  interestH; 
in  horticulture  and  floriculture;  in  the  breeds  of  all  useful 
domestic  animals,  poultry,  &c.,  &c.;  in  education  with  refer- 
ence to  the  elevation,  dignity,  and  c£Sciency  of  agricullural 
and  mechanical  pursuits  in  their  relation  to  commerce;  to 
advance  household  industry,  manufactures,  and  rural  econ- 
omy, and  generally  to  disseminate  useful  knowledge  upon 
those  subiects,  and  to  exalt  the  minds,  morals,  and  interests 
of  all  industrial  classes;  and  for  those  purposes  have  chosen 
a  president,  three  vice  presidents,  atid  nine  directors,  to  con- 
trol and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  association,  and  desire  an 
act  of  incorporation  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  said  association  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Maysviile  Agricultural  and  Me- 
chanical Association;  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in 
this  Commonwealth;  and  shall  be  capuble  of  acquiring  and  May  hoia  real 
holding,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  land  or  lands,  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  acres,  and  may  improve,  sell,  and 
convey  the  same,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  at  pleasure; 
and  may  acquire  the  use  and  occupancy  of  grounds  fur  a 
term  or  terms  of  years,  by  contract,  lease,  or  otherwise;  and 
may  acquire  and  hold,  and  dispose  of,  all  such  real  and 
personal  or  other  estate  or  property  as  the  president,  vice

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president,  and  directors  of  said  association  may  deem  neces- 
sary and  proper,  and  do  any  other  act  that  will  contribute 
to  advance  the  object  and  intent  of  the  association;  the  deed 
or  deeds  of  conveyance,  in  case  of  any  sale  or  sales  of  real 
estate,  to  be  signed  by  a  quorum  of  the  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion; and  all  acts  heretofore  done  and  performed  b}'  the  pres- 
ident, vice  presidents,  and  directors  of  said  association,  in 
anticipation  of,  and  in  accordance  with,  the  powers  conferred 
by  this  section,  are  itereby  legalized  and  made  as  effectual  in 
law  as  if  done  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  Said  association 
shall  have  the  right  to  adopt  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  to 
abolish  or  change  same  at  pleasure,  or  use  the  private  sent  or 
scroll  of  the  president  until  a  seal  is  adopted. 

§  2.  That   the   capital   stock    of   this    association    shall    be 

Capital  stock        twcnty-fivc  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 

each;  and  if,  at  any  time,  the  board  of  directors,  by  In- 
structions from  the  stockholders,  expressed  at  any  regular 
or  legally  called  meeting  of  the  same,  shall  think  it  advisa- 
ble to  enlarge  the  capital  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing  fifty  thousand  dollars,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do 
so  in  such  mannerj  and  at  such  rates  per  share,  as  the  asso- 
ciation, at  such  regular  or  called  meeting,  shall  direct,  a  ma- 
jority' of  those  present  in  person  or  by  proxy  concurring. 
All  stockholders  must  have  paid  all  calls  upon  the  amouut  of 
stock  subscribed  by  each,  before  they  will  be  entitled  to  any 

Slock  pcjsonai   privileges  as  stockholders.     The  stock  of  the  association  shall 

be  held  to  be  personal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  on 
the  books. of  the  association  only  in  such  manner  as  thB  board 
of  directors  shall  direct. 

§  3.  That  the  officers  of  the  association  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  three  vice  presidents,  and  nine  directors;  but  the 
officers  already  chosen  on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1880,  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  2d  Monday'  in  May,  1881,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  An  election, 
however,  of  a  president,  three  vice  presidents,  and  nine  direct- 
ors shall  be  had  on  the  2d  Monday  of  May,  1881,  by  the  quali- 
fied stockholders  of  the  association,  either  in  person  or  bj'  writ-

secretary,  assistant  secretary  or  secretaries,  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  the  association,  and  contribute  to  the  good  order  and  man- 
agement of  same,  and  to  prescribe  the  various  duties  of  said 
officers.

of  any  kind,  drugs,  nostrums,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
or  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  exhibit  any 
show,  circus,  menagerie,  or  theatrical  performance,  without 
the  consent,  in  writing,  of  said  board;  and  no  gaming  device 
whatever  shall  be  exhibited,  or  erected,  or  carried  on  upon 
the  grounds  except  by  written  consent  of  said  board;  and 
any  person  who  shall  violate,  or  attempt  to  violate,  any  of

quell  all  disturbances  of  the  peace,  and  generally  to  see  that 
order  and  decorum  prevails  during  the  time  of  holding  the 
annual  and  other  fairs,  and  at  any  other  time  that  their 
services  may  be  required  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  rules 
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and  regulations  of  the  association,  and  protect  any  and  all 
exbibitiottfl  given  upon  the  grounds  of  the  association  under 
the  auspices  of  tke  association  or  by  the  permission  of  the 
board-  of  directors. 

§8.  That  said  association,  in  tts  tsorporate  capacity,  with  f'^PJJ*^  ^'*^^*^ 
all  the  estate  belonging  thereto,  shall  be  liable  for  uy  debt  or 
debts  heretofore  as  well  as  hereafter  created  by  its  authority, 
and  shall  have  power  to  sue  for  and  collect  any  subscriptions 
heretofore  made,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  made,  or  other 
demands  justly  due  them,  as  fully  as  though  the  same  had 
been  contracted  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  9.  No  stockholder  shall  be  held  responsible  for  any  debt  stockholders' ii»- 

bility. 

of  the  association  beyond  the  amount  of  his  stock;  but  the 
president,  vice  presidents,  and  directors,  a  majority  of  all  con- 
curring, shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  and  mortgage  the 
property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  association,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  two  thirds  of  the  value  of  the  property  of  the 
association,  same  to  be  expended  for  benefit  of  the  associa- 
tion. 

§10.  All  fines  for  violations  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  sec-   Fines— how  ap- 
tions,  and  all  fines  for  breaches  of  the  peace  and  other  offenses 
committed   upon  the  fair  grounds  of  the  association  during 
the  annual  or  other  fairs,  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  asso- 
ciation, and  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  association. 

§  11.  Said  association,  by  and  through  its  president,  vice 
presidents,  and  board  of  directors,  shall  have  power  to  con- 
tract and  agree  for  the  erection  of  all  necessary  buildings  on 
their  grounds  for  the  purpose  of  carrjM ng  out  the  object  and 
aims  of  the  association,  and  to  hold  personal  property,  not 
exceeding  filleen  thousand  dollars,  and  to  exercise  all  pow- 
ers and  franchises  which  are  usually  exercised,  or  are  now 
allowed  by  law,  in  any  of  the  agricultural  or  mechanical 
associations  of  this  State,  under  any  of  the  statutes  of  this 
CoramoQwealth. 

§  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 

its  passage.

CHAPTER  237. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Nftlional  Teacbere'  Life  losurftnce  Cooipflnj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  T.  C.  H.  Vance,  George  Chase,  and  S.  S.  Puckett, 
and  Iheir  apsociates  and  succesHors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  bod \' -corporate,  under  the  name  National  Teachers' 
Life  Insurance  Company;  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  and  sfiall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, with  the  right  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  renewable 
and  changeable  at  pleasure,  and  to  make  such  regulations  and 
adopt  such  plans  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  estab- 
lishment and  continuation  of  the  business  named  in  this  act 
of  incorporation. 

§  2.  The  object  of  this  enactment  is  to  authorize  the  incor- 
porators, together  with  their  associates  and  successors,  as  a 
company,  to  establish  and  conduct  a  system  of  assurance  by 
which  the  heirs  of  any  legal  policj'-holder  shall  receive  a 
benefit,  and  b}*  which  superannuated  or  otherwise  disabled 
teachers  who  are  policy-holders  shall  receive  an  annuity. 

§  3.  The  money  paid  to  the  heirs  of  policy-holders  or  to 
superannuated  or  otherwise  disabled  teachers  shall  be  raised 
by  a  definite  assessment  on  the  surviving  policy-holders, 
which  assessment  shall  be  made  only  after  having  received 
legal  notice  of  the  death  of  a  policy-holder,  and  such  legal 
notice  of  death  shall  be  the  written  claim  of  the  beneficiary 
of  deceased  member,  giving  name,  age,  place  and  circum- 
stance of  death,  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  a  disin- 
terested party. 

§  4.  The  amount  paid  by  the  companj^  as  a  benefit  shall  not 
exceed  three  thousand  dollars;  and  when  the  number  of  policy- 
holders is  less  than  one  thousand,  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
dollar  from  every  policy-holder;  and  in  the  latter  case  the 
amount  shall  bo  determined  by  the  number  of  persons  paying 
the  assessment  made  upon  them. 

§  f).  The  contract  between  the  company  and  the  insured  or 
policy-holder  shall  constitute  a  legal  part  of  each  and  every 
policy,  and  shall  include  the  pro  rata  assessment  based  upon 
the  number  of  legal  polic^'-holders. 

§  6.  The  office  or  place  of  business  of  the  company  shall  be 
at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  and   may  be  changed  therefrom  at 
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any  time  and  located  at  any  place  in   the  State,  only  after 
having  given  notice  to  all  policy-holders. 

§  7.  The  company-  shall  have  power  to  create  an  advisory 
board  (the  members  of  which  may  be  residents  of  any  part 
of  the  United  States),  and  to  define  its  duties  and  the  dut}'  of 
each  member  thereof,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  maj*  occur 
therein,  and  to  create  such  other  offices  and  agencies  as  may 
be  considered  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

§  8.  No  member  of  the  corporation  shall  in  any  way  be 
responsible  for  any  liability  of  the  company,  but  the  property 
of  the  company  as  a  corporation  alono  shall  be  liable  for  all 
just  claims. 

§  9.  This  company  shall  not  be  subject  to  insurance  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any 
deposit  or  report,  or  pay  any  tax  or  charge  required  of  insur^ 
ance  companies. 

§  10.  The  fund  due  the  legal  heirs  of  policy-holders,  or  the 
annuity  due  superannuated  or  otherwise  disabled  teachers, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  claims  of  creditors. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  section  second  of  said  act  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended  by  putting  the  word  *'six"  in  lieu  of  the  word 
"four/'  in  the  second  line  of  said  section.

§2.  That  the  assessor  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  D.uiesofthc  •*

in  said  town  of  Falmouth  may  commence  the  duties  of  his 
office  on  the  tenth  day  of  January  in  each  year,  and  shall 
complete  his  list,  and  return  his  tax-book  to  said  board  of 
trustees  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  in  each  year; 
but  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  he  must  give  bond,  pay' 
able  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  in  such  sum,  and 
with  such  conditions  and  sureties,  as  said  board  may  direct. 
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conditioned  tliat  he  will   faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  hiB 
Bald  office. 

g  3.  The  aesesHor  is  authorised,  with  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  to  appoint  not  more  than  two  sober,  dis- 
<ireel,aad  ea^fttkle  i^raona,  residents  of  said  town,  and  not 
ander  the  at^e  of  twenty-three  yesrv,  Ca  aniiii  luak  ia  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties;  and  they  may  be  removed  by  firnr  aft 
his  pleasure. 

§  4.  All  taxable  property  in  said  town  shall  be  valued  as  of 
the  tenth  day  of  January  in  the  year  listed;  and  the  person 
or  persons  owning  or  possessing  same  on  that  day  shall  list  it 
with  the  assessor,  and  remain  bound  for  the  t4ixe8f  notwith- 
standing he  may  have  sold  or  parted  with  same. 

§  5.  Merchants,  manufacturers,  and  grocers,  doing  business 
in  said  town,  sholl  list  with  the  assessor  goods  and  groceries 
on  hand  on  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year;  and  the  as- 
sessor shall  call  upon  such  persons  for  the  list  of  said  prop- 
erty between  the  first  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  in  each 
year.  The  assessor  shall  state  in  his  tax-book,  in  the  appro- 
priate place,  in  full,  the  Christian  and  surname  of  persons, 
and  the  proper  name  and  title  of  things  liable  to  taxation. 

§  6.  The  assessor  and  his  assistants  shall  have  power  and 
are  hereby  authoriEed  to  administer  the  oaths  required  to  be 
taken  by  persons  whose  property  is  required  to  be  listed  for 
taxation. 

§  7.  If  any  person  shall  fail  to  give  a  list  of  his  property 
when  legally  called  upon  by  the  assessor  or  his  assistants  to 
do  so,  or  give  a  false  or  fraudulent  list,  or  refuse  to  give  the 
amount  he  is  worth,  he  shall  be  subjected  to  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  additional  on  the  amount  of  his  taxes. 

§  8.  Th«  a«^S8or,  at  the  time  he  returns  his  tax-book,  shaU 

also  return  all  delinquents  described  in  the  preceding  section; 

and  the  board  of  trustees,  afler  giving  reasonable  notice,  in 

writing,  to  such  delinquent,  and  investigating  the  return  of 

the  assessor^  shall  add  the  additional  amount  of  taxes.     Par 

the  purpose  of  making   this  investigation,  the  chairman  of 

\  Buid  board  Is  hereby  empowered  to  swear  witnesses  intro- 

\  duced  upon  either  side,  and,  before  adding  said  twenty-five 

\  per  cent.,  said  board  must  be  satisfied  that  said  return  of  the 

assessor  is  correct. 

§  9.  Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  pay  his  tax  by  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  shall  have  added  thereto  ten  per 


▼isors. 
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cent,  on  the  original  amount  of  his  taxes,  and  the  collector  of 
said  town  is  directed  to  add  and  collect  his  tax  and  ten  per 
cent. 

§  10.  Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  give  in  his  list  of  taxable 
property  because  he  was  not  called  upon  by  the  assessor,  may, 
after  the  return  of  said  tnx^book,  list  the  same  with  the  clerk 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  in  taking  same  said  clerk  shall 
be  governed  by  the  same  laws  regulating  the  assessor  herein. 

§  11.  The  assessor  shall  make  out  his  tax-book  in  fair,  legi^ 
ble  handwriting,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  add  the  amount 
of  value  in  each  column  before  returning  it  to  said  board  of 
trustees. 

Supervisors. 

§  12.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  Duties  ofsuptf 
appoint  three  discreet  tax-payers,  citizens  of  said  town,  as  a 
board  of  supervisors,  who,  or  any  two  of  whom,  after  being 
duly  sworn,  shall  proceed  to  perform  their  duties.  They 
shall  be  allowed  one  dolfar  per  day  for  their  services,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  town  treasury;  a  copy  of  said  order  of  appoint* 
ment  shall  be  made  out  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  delivered  to  each  of  them  by  the  marshal  of  said  town. 
They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  but  may  be  reappointed. 

§  13.  Said  board  of  supervisors  shall  not  hold  their  session 
longer  than  two  days  in  each  year,  and  shall  convene  for  the 
transaction  of  their  business  at  the  council  rooms  of  the  board 
of  trustees  at  such  time  as  said  board  may  direct. 

§  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  «aid  board  of  supervisors*  at 
such  meetings,  to  examine  the  tax-book,  and  to  correct  any 
error  of  the  assessor,  of  whatever  nature  it  may  be;  and  they 
shall  change  the  valuation  of  property  whenever  they  think 
it  necessary,  or  when  the  same  is  required,  and  to  this  end 
they  may  swear  witnesses  and  hear  testimony. 

§  15.  The  board  of  supervisors,  during  their  session,,  may 
receive  the  tax  list  of  any  ome  omitted  by  the  assessor,  and 
enter  the  same  in  the  tax^book.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceedings,  and  annex  their  certificate  that  the}''  have 
examined,  corrected,  and  approved  the  tax^book,  all  of  which 
they  shall  turn  over  to  the  town  clerk  immediately  after  their 
work  is  completed,  who  shall  make  due  return  of  same  to  the 
board  of  trustees  at  their  first  regular  meeting  thereafter. 
The  board  of  trustees  shall  enter  the  certificate  and  approval 
of  said  board  of  supervisors  to  said  tax^book  on  their  record, 
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and  upon  that  basis  shall  make  their  settlement  with  the  as* 
sesftor. 

§  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  of  said  town  to 
attend  the  sessions  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  when 
they  are  of  opinion  that  the  taxes  of  any  tax-payer  should  be 
increased,  they  shall  deliver  written  notices  of  their  intention 
to  do  so  to  said  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  at  once  to  serve 
said  notice  on  said  tax-paj'er;  or  if  said  notice  cannot  be  so 
served,  then  on  his  agent;  after  which,  either  ho  or  his  agent 
may  appear  before  said  board  of  supervisors  and  resist  the 
increase  of  his  tax,  by  the  introduction  of  testimony  as  to  the 
value  of  the  property,  or  in  any  other  manner  that  said  board 
may  allow.  But  such  person  shall  be  bound  by  the  decision 
of  said  board,  unless,  upon  application  to  the  board  of  trustees 
thereafter  made,  all  or  a  part  of  said  tax  be  remitted  or  re- 
leased, which  power  shall  not  exist  in  said  board  of  trustees 
unless  the  applicant  shows  that  justice  demands  that  said 
release  should  be  made. 

§  17.  That  section  fourteen  of  said  act  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing therefrom  all  the  words  after  the  word  thereof,  in  the  fifth 
line,  and  before  the  word  shall,  in  the  ninth  line.

CHAPTER  239. 

AN  ACT  to  appropriate  money  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  joint  com- 
mittee of  tbe  two  Hoases  to  investigate  the  management  and  conduct  of 
the  Western  Lunatic  Asylum  and  Asylum  for  the  Blind. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  sQm  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars 
und  sixty-five  cents  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated, 
to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  James  Blackburn,  J.  H« 
Wilkinson,  J.  W.  Dycus,  G.  D.  Ewing,  and  B.  P.  Reynolds, 
joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House,  necessarily  incurred 
by  them  in  the  investigation  into  the  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Western  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Hopkinsville,  and 
the  Asylum  for  the  Blind  at  Louisville;  and  the  Auditor  is 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  for  said 
amount. 

§  2.  That  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars  is  appropriated  to  pay 
John  R.  Magoffin  for  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  procuring 
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attendaDce  of  witneeses  before  eaid  committee,  and  that  the 
Auditor  be  required  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  said  sum. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  243. 

AN  ACT  creating  the  office  of  county  treasurer  of  Lincoln  coud'j,  and  to 
provide  for  his  election  bj  the  Lincoln  county  court. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  the  office  of  county  treas-  Tcnnof  office. 
urer  of  Lincoln  county,  the  incumbent  of  which  shall  hold 
his  office  from  the  date  of  his  election  or  appointment  until 
the  next  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  court  of  claims  of  said 
county,  and  until  his  successor  then  elected  is  qualified;  and 
his  term  of  office  shall  commence  as  soon  after  his  election  as  ' 
he  shall  qualify  ;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  qualify  before  the 
next  regular  monthly  term  of  the  Lincoln  county  court,  his 
office  shall  then  be  declared  vacant  by  an  order  of  said  court. 

§  2.  The  county  court  of  Lincoln  county,  composed  of  the  How  elected 
county  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of 
said  county  in  commission,  shall,  at  the  regular  annual  court 
of  claims  for  said  county  each  year,  elect  the  treasurer  pro- 
vided for  by  the  first  section'  of  this  act.  The  members  of 
said  court  voting,  and  the  person  voted  for  by  each,  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  order-book.  It  shall  require  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  casft  to  elect.  The  county  judge  shall  have  no 
vole  in  such  election,  unless  there  be  but  two  persons  voted 
for,  and  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  each,  in  which  event  he 
shall  cast  the  deciding  vote. 

§  3.  Said  treasurer  shall  be  a  male  person  over  twenty-one  Qualifications. 
years  of  age,  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the 
State  of  Kentuck}^  and  shall  have  been  for  one  year  next 
preceding  his  election  a  resident  of  Lincoln  county.  Ho  shall 
keep  his  office  at  or  within  one  mile  of  the  county  seat;  and 
upon  his  ceasing  to  reside  in  Lincoln  county,  or  upon  his 
failui*e  to  keep  his  office  as  herein  provided  for,  the  office  shall 
be  declared  vacant  by  an  order  of  the  Lincoln  county  court 
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made  of  record  at  a  regular  monthly  term ;  and  In  case  of  any 
vacancy  in  sard  office,  it  shall  bo  temporarrfy  filled  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  court  of  claimB  by  appointment  of 
the  county  court  made  by  order  in  Hke  manner. 

§  4.  Said  treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of 
Shall  execute   the  dutics  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  before  sard  court 

bond. 

of  claims,  or  before  the  county  court,  at  a  regular  monthly 
term,  and  ii>  open  co»rt,  paj'able  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  for  the  use  and  benetft  of  the  coanty  court  of 
Lincoln  county,  with  one  or  nrrore  suretfes  to  be  appro^^ed 
by  one  of  said  courts,  by  an  order  entered  of  record,  condi- 
tioned for   the  faithful    performance  of  hfs    duties   as   such 
treasurer;  and   that  he  will   faithfully  account  for  and  pay 
over  all  funds  which  may  be  received  by  him  as  such  treas- 
urer  to   the   person   or  i)ersans  entitled   thereto   unJer   the 
order  or  orders  of  either  of  said  courts^  and  to  pay  over  to 
his  successor  any  and  all   money,  and  to  deliver  to  his  sne" 
eessor  all   property   and  effects  remavnyng   in   his  hancTs  or 
Hn<der  his  control  undisposed  of  by  the  orders  of  said  courts^ 
for  a  breach  of  which   bond,  urpon  an  order  of  either  of  said 
courts,  suit  may  be  instituted  and  recovery  had  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdicTtion.     fie  shall,  at  the  same  time  tlvat  he 
executes  said  bond,  take  an  oath    before  one  of  said   eourt» 
faithfully  to  discharge*  t her  duties  o^f  his  o-ffiee. 

§  5.  The  said  treasurer  shall  recerve,  and,  under  the  orders 
Duties,  of  the  conrt  of  claims  or  the  county  eonrt  of  Lincoln  coun- 

ty, disburse  ai^  the  public  funds  of  said  county,  which  may 
be  received  by  hrm  as  suci)  treasurer.  He  shall,  when  di- 
reeled  by  either  of  sard  courts,  take  charge  of  and  collect  all 
accounts  and  claims  due  or  owing  to  said  county,  and  account 
for  the  same  when  collected.  He  shall  collect  and  accouut 
for  all  dividends  to  which  said  county  may,  from  time  ta 
time,  be  entitled  from  turnpike  companies,  and  all  moneys  to 
which  sard  county  is  entitled,  and  from  all  other  sources  what^ 
ever,  except  the  county  leTy,  the  collection  of  whicfe  is  not 
otherwise  expressly  provided  for  by  law.  He  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  each  regular  annual  term  of  the  court 
of  claims  of  said  county,  make  and  tile  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  Lincoln  county  court  a  complete  statement  of  his  at*-' 
counts,  showing  what  funds,  and  the  amount  thereof,  have 
been  received  by  hira,  and  from  what  source,  and  what  dis- 
bursements have  been  made  by  him,  the  amount  thereof,  andf 
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Upon  what  orders ^  which  fltatement,  when  approved  by  said 
<;ourt,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  ord-er-book  with  the  proceed- 
ings of  said  «ourt  of  claims.  He  shall  deliver  to  bis  successor 
All  money  and  other  property  or  effects  of  said  coanty  remain- 
ing in  his^  hands  or  under  his  control  undisposed  of  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

§  6.  The  oourt  of  claims  of  said  county  shali,  at  the  next  ccmp  nsanon 
term  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  said  treas- 
urer, allow  him  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services, 
not  to  exceed  two  per  oent.  of  the  amount  disbursed  by  him, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy  in  the  sam«  manner  that 
the  allowances  to  the  county  judge  an(}  oounty  attorney  are 
paid. 

§  7.  Thfs  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 

the  first  day  of  October,  1880.

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtii

foe,  and  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate,  by  the  name  of  the  Kentucky  Historical  Society;  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended, 
and  have  all  the  faculties  and  liabilities  of  a  corporation. 
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§  2.  That  the  object  of  said  society  shall  be  to  collect,  pre- 
serve, and  make  known  materials  and  memoriali^  relating  to 
the  history  of  Kentucky;  to  diffuse  information  concerning 
the  State's  resources  and  advantages;  to  aid  In  her  develop- 
ment and  progress,  and  to  help  in  every  way  to  increase  the 
sum  of  human  knowledge. 

^  3.  That  said  society  may  have  and  use,  and  at  its  discre- 
tion change,  a  common  seal;  may  ordain  and  enforce  a  con- 
stitution, by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  elect  a  president, 
two  vice  presidents,  a  curator,  recording  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, librarian,  and  executive  committee,  and  such  other  offi- 
cers as  said  constitution  or  by-laws  may  prescribe:  Provided^ 
Said  constitution,  by-luwH,  rules  and  regulations,  are  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  nor  of 
the  United  States. 

§  4.  The  said  society  shall  be  located  at  the  Capitol  of  Ken- 
tucky ;  a  majority  of  the  members  of  its  executive  committee 
shall  reside  at  the  same  :  its  annual  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
the  same,  and  also  as  many  other  meetings  of  the  society  as 
its  members  may  think  proper. 

§  5.  Thai  said  society  may  receive  and  hold,  by  donation 
or  devise,  real  or  personal  property  to  any  extent,  and  may, 
by  gift,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  hold  books,  papers,  documents, 
historic  memorials,  and  other  articles  suited  to  promote  its 
objects  and  usefulness;  but  all  of  said  property  shall  be  held 
in  trust  ior  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  be  exempt  from 
all  State,  county,  and  municipal  taxation. 

§  6.  That  the  entire  collection  of  books,  papers,  documents, 
memorials^  and  other  articles  of  said  society,  shall  be  depos- 
ited and  kept  at  the  Capitol  of  Kentucky,  and  no  part  of  said 
collection,  except  duplicate  articles,  shall  be  sold  or  removed 
from  said  Capitol  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of 
Kentucky. 

§  7.  That  the  two  rooms  over  the  Auditor's  Office,  in  the 
third  story  of  the  building  in  Frankfort  known  as  the  "Fire- 
proof Offices,"  are  hereby  set  apart  and  dedicated  to  the 
use  of  said  society:  but  if,  from  any  cause,  there  should, be  a 
dissolution  of  said  society,  then  all  the  property  and  collec- 
tions of  the  society  in  said  rooms  shall  be  taken  possession  of 
by  the  Governor  of  Kentucky  for  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  8.  That  the  Governor  shall  assign  to  said  society  for  safe- 
keeping such  parts  of  the  State  archives,  and  such  articles  of 
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intorest  belonging  to  the  State,  as  he  may  think  calculated

AST  A.CT  to  asthorisi  the  city  of  BovUaj^Qreen  to  fand  its  intere8t-be?irii>g 
debt,  and  to  iraue  and  Fell  bonds  for  that  purpose. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genet*ai  Assembly/  of  ifie  Commonwealik 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  mayor  and  board  of  cotincilmen  of  the  city  of 
Bowling  Greefl,  a  majority  of  the  entire  board  being  present 
und  conctirrtng,  may  issue  coapoo  bonds  qf  said  city,  in  amount 
not  exceeding  $85,000,  for  tbe  purpose  of  retiring  the  oat- 
fitunding  water-works  bonds  of  said  city,  and  coupon  bonds, 
oot  exceeding  in  amoant  $45,000,  for  th<e  purpose  of  retiring 
what  are  known  as  general  improvement  bonds,  warrant 
bonds,  park  bonds,  and  a«y  othor  interest- bearing  debt  of  the 
city. 

§  2.  That  said  bonds  shaU  be  of  denominations  of  not  less 
than  $100,  and  not  more  than  $1,000,  and  shall  be  due  i« 
twenty  years  from  their  date,  and  redeemable  at  th«  option 
of  the  cit}'  at  any  time  after  ^^/e  years  from  their  date. 

§  3.  That  said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  tsix 
per  cent.  ]>er  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day 
of  January  and  July  of  fach  year. 

§  4.  Said  bonds  shall  bo  signed  by  the  mayor  and  clerk  of 
utiid  city,  and  the  co4ipons  attached  thereto  by  the  clerk  alone. 

§  5.  Said  bonds  shall  l>e  made  payable  at  such  bank  as  a 
majority  of  the  board  of  coun-cilmen  may  direct. 

§  6.  Said  bond€,  when  issued,  shall  be  placed  in  the  iiands 
of  the  mayor,  or  such  bank  or  individual  as  the  board  of 
council  men  may  direct,  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  approved 
b}'  the  boai'd  of  councilmen,  being  taken  from  such  officer, 
bank,  or  individual  for  the  proper  and  faithful  appropriation 
of  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds. 

§  7.  Such  bonds  may  be  issued  by  the  mayor  and  board  of 
councilman,  as  herein  provided,  in  such  sums  and  at  such  times 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  lor  the  purposes  indicated  in  the 
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first  section  of  this  aet,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever: 
Provided^  however,  Thai  the  board  of  eouneUmen,  a  majority 
being  present  and  concurring,  may,  from  %\me  to  time,  issae  « 
general  improvement  bonds  as  now  provided  by  }aw,  as  the 
necessities  of  the  city  may  require^  on  condition  that  bonds 
oi  this  class  shall  at  no  time  exceed  in  the  aggregate  $45,000. 

§  8.  The  885,000  of  water-works  bonds  herein  provided  for^ 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  issued,  shall  be  secured  by  a 
lien  upon  the  said  water-works  and  tbe  maehinery,  pipes,  and 
fixtures  of  said  water  works,  to  the  full  extent  and  in  the  same 
degree  that  a  lien  was  given  to  secure  payment  of  the  said 
waterworks  bonds  herein  authorized  to  be  redeemed  by  an 
act  to  charter  the  Bowling  Green  water-works,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 7,  186ft,  and  an  act  amendatory  thereof,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 26,  1868,  and  a  clause  reciting  said  lien  shall  be  inserted 
in  each  of  sai^  bonds. 

§  9.  The  mayor  and  board  of  councilmeD  are  authorised  to 
have  the  plates  made,  and  other  work  done  necessary  for  the 
execution  of  this  act,  and  pay  for  same  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  city. 

§  10.  The  power  of  the  mayor  and  board  of  conncilmen  to

as  may  be  constructed  in  connection  with  said  iiotel ;  and

At  said  election,  at  least  t4ireo  of 
said  corporators  shall  bo  present,  who  shall  proceed  to  take 
the  votes  of  the  stockholders,  either  viva  voce  or  by  ballot;  the 
stockholders  shall  have  the  right  to  one  vote  for  each  share 
so  held,  which  may  be  given  either  in  person  or  by  written 
proxy;  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  elect.  Should  a 
vacancy  occur,  the  remaining  directors,  or  a  majority  of  ihom, 
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including  the  preBJdent,  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment, 
until  the  succeeding  regular  election  for  officers;  and  from  any 
cause,  should  a  vacancy  of  all  the  directors  and  president 
occur,  then  any  three  of  the  stockholders  may  call  a  meeting

by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  seoretary.  and  shall 
be  transferable  by  indorsement  on  the  back  thereof,  the  fact 
being  noted  on  the  books  of  the  company. 

§  6.  i^  any  of  the  subscribers  of  stock  in  said  company  shall 
fail  for  sixty  days  to  pay  their  stock,  or  such  part  thereof  as 
may  be  legally  called  for,  the  president  and  directors  shall 
have  the  right  to  declare  such  stock  and  the  payments  made 
thereon  forfeited.  But  no  such  forfeiture  shall  he  made  by 
them  without  servioe  of  notice  on  the  delinquent  stockholder 
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for  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  record  of  such  forfeiture 
shall  be  made  on  the  books  of  the  company. 

§  7.  The  annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  on  some  day

CHAPTER  247. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend   an  Act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
town  of  Parkland,"  approved  March  10,  1876. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  three  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  amend 
the  charter  of  the  town  of  Parkland,"  approved  March  10th, 
1876,  be,  and  the  same  i:^  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  Tliat  in  lieu  of  said  section  hereby  repealed,  the  fol- 
lowing be,  and  is  enacted,  as  a  section  of  said  act,  and  as  part 
of  the  charter  of  said  town  of  Parkland,  to-wit:  That  here- 
after it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town, 
in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Parkland,  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts;  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  to  alter,  amend,  or  change  tlie  same  at 
pleasure;  and  said  board  of  trustees  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  body  corporate  and  politic.  The  public  ways  of  said 
town,  including  all  streets,  alloys,  and  sidewalks  heretofore 
dedicated  as  in  the  original  plan  of  said  town  now  recorded 
in  the  Jefferson  county  court  office,  and  such  extensions  of 
the  same  as  may  hereafter  be  made,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
in  the  exclusive  control  of  said  board  of  trustees,  with  power 
to  construct  and  reconstruct  the  same  for  the  convenience 
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and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  ;  and  the  said 
board  of  trustees  may  appropriate  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  the  expense  of  such  reconstruction,  from  the 
revenues  of  said  town  raised  for  municipal  purposes,  a  sum 
or  sums  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  one  half  of  the  yearly 
income  of  said  town. 

§  3.  That  section  five  (5)  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 

§4.  That  section  six  (6)  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 

§  5.  That  section  seven  (7)  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
herebj',  repealed. 

§  6.  That  section  eight  (8)  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 

g  7.  That  section  nine  (9)  of  said  act  be,  and  the  sanie  is 
hereby,  amended  so  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  board 
of  trustees  to  cause  to  be  levied  or  collected  a  general  tax 
upon  all  the  property  in  said  town  liable  to  taxation  for  State 
purposes,  in  any  sum  exceeding  the  rate  of  filty  cents  upon 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  such  property. 

§  8.  That  section  ten  (10)  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  so  as  to  abolish  the  office  of  marshal  of  the 
town  of  Parkland,  and  all  the  perquisites,  emoluments,  and 
duties  of  said  office  of  marshal  of  said  town. 

§  9.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  be,  and  the  same  are,  repealed. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Whereas,  The  Washington  county  court,  at  its  October 
term,  1879,  levied  a  tax  of  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  taxable  property  of  said  county  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  general  expenses  of  said  county;  and  whereas,  at 
the  time  of  said  levy  there  was  no  law  authorizing  said  levy; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tke  Commonweakh 
of  Kentucky : 

§'  1.  That  said  levy  of  said  tax  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
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made  legal,  and  the  sheriff  of  Washington  county  shall  col- 
lect said  tax  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner,  and  with  like 
powers  of  levy,  distraint,  and  sale  as  authorised  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  State  revenue;  and  he  shall  be  liable  on  his 
bond  for  the  collection  of  the  county  levy  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  in  collecting  said  tax;  and  ho  shall  pay 
over  said  tax  to  such  persons  as  the  said  oounty  court  may 
direct;  and  for  his  services  in  colleoting  said  tax,  he  shall 
receive  the  samecommissions  that  he  is  allowed  for  collecting 
^he^Uate  revenue. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after

AN  ACT  t3  incorporate  St.  JoMpb's  Ursolioo  Academj,  in  Daviess  c<  antj^ 

Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Sister  Leandera  Scbiveri,  Sister  Alberta  Kern> 
Sister  Augusta  filoemer,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
St.  Joseph's  Female  XJrsuline  Academy,  for  the  education  of 
young  ladies,  with  perpetual  succession;  and  in  that  name 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answer- 
ing and  being  answered,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  shall  have  pow- 
er to  adopt,  change,  and  alter  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations, for  their  government  and  for  the  management  and 
superintendence  of  said  academy,  as  they  may,  from  time  to 
time,  deem  expedient,  provided  the  same  be  not  repugnant 
to  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky.  Said  corporation  may,  at  all 
times  hereafter,  be  capable  in  law  to  have,  receive,  and  retain, 
to  them  and  their  successors,  property,  real  and  personal; 
also  devises  and  bequests  of  any  persons  or  person^  body -cor- 
porate or  politic,  capable  of  making  the  same ;  and  the  same^ 
at  their  pleasure,  to  transfer  or  dispose  of  in  such  a  manner 
as  they  may  think  proper. 
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§  2.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  vested  with  power  and 
authority  to  grant  certificates,  diplomas,  medals,  and  degrees, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  its  constitution  and  by- 
laws, and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
conferred  upon  other  academies,  colleges,  or  universities. 

§  3.  Be  il  also  enacted^  That  no  license  shall  be  granted  by 
any  authority  in  the  county  to  any  person  or  persons  to  sell, 
vend,  or  traffic  in  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
within  two  miles  of  said  St.  Joseph's  Academy. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  250. 

AN  ACT  allowing  the  constables  of  the  Bowling  Qreen  magisterial  district 

of  Warren  county  to  appoint  one  depaty. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  constable  in  the  Bowling  Green  magisterial 
district,  in  Warren  county,  is  hereby  authorized,  by  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  county  court  of  Warren  county,  to  ap- 
point a  deputy,  who,  before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  shall  take  the  oath  now  required  by  law  to  be 
taken  by  constables. 

§  2.  Such  deputy  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  his  principal, 
and  be  bound  to  do  and  perform  all  things  which,  under  the 
law,  constables  are  now  required  to  do;  and  for  all  damages 
sustained  by  any  one  in  cotisequence  of  the  misfeasance,  mai- 
feasance.  or  nonfeasance  of  said  deputy,  the  principal  and 
the  sureties  upon  his  official  bond,  and  said  deputy,  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the  party  aggrieved;  but  in 
case  said  constable  shall  appoint  a  deputy  by  authority  of 
this  act,  he  shall  execute  a  new  bond,  as  now  required  by  law, 
conditioned,  as  now  required  by  law,  and  conditioned  that 
the  principal  and  sureties  of  said  bond  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  misfeasance,  malfeasance,  and  nonfeasance  of  said 
deputy  as  well  as  said  constable. 

§  3.  Suid  deputy  shall  be  responsible  to  his  principal  for 
any  sums  of  monej'  he  may  be  compelled  to  pay  by  reason  of 
the  misfeasance,  malfeasance,  or  nonfeasance  of  said  deputy. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  Henderson  county  court  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  receive,  audit,  and  settle  the 
accounts  of  W.  B.  Washington,  as  trustee  (for  the  benefit  of 
creditors)  of  P.  B.  Cromwell,  of  said  county;  and,  upon  sat- 
isfactory settlement,  to  discharge  him  from  liability  as  snch 
trustee  in  the  same  manner,  for  the  same  fees,  and  to  have 
the  same  effect  as  settlements  so  made  with  executors  and 
administrators.

CHAPTER  262. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  S.  M.  Spradling,  clerk  of  the  Wolfe  countj 

coarts.

§  1.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  net,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  S.  M.  Spradling,  clerk  of-  the  Wolfe  county  court,  to 
practice  law  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Connmonwealth,  except 
Wolfe  county  court.

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Livingston  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  is  here- 
by authorized  to  levy  an  additional  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty 
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cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property 
in  aaid  county,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  indebted- 
ness of  said  county,  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  years  1880, 
1881,  and  1882. 

§2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  collect  said

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  constable  of  the  first  magistrate's  district,  in 
the  county  of  Franklin,  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a 
deputy  constable  to  assist  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties.  Said  appointment  shall  be  made  by  an  entry  on  the 
order-book  of  the  Franklin  county  court,  and  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  presiding  judge  of  said  court.  Said  deputy 
shall  have  all  the  powers  legally  possessed  by  the  said  con- 
stable; and  said  constable  and  his  official  sureties  shall  be 
liable  for  all  the  official  acts  of  the  said  deputy  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  if  said  acts  were  done  by 
the  constable  himself. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  school  district  No.  4,  in  Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 
§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  said  school  district  number  four, 

LOC.  L.,  VOL.  I — 15 
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in  Campbell  county,  are  hereby  authorized  to  Bubmit  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  Raid  district  the  question  of  levying  a  tax 
of  fifty  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  of  the  taxable  property 
of  said  district  for  the  year  1880,  as  returned  by  the  afl8esi»or 
of  said  county  for  said  year,  collectable  as  State  and  county 
taxes  are  levied;  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes 
fn  relation  to  revenue  and  taxation,  for  State  and  county  pur- 
poses are  hereby  made  applicable  to  sanr^e,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  oif  the  balance  due  from  said  district  on  the  school- 
house  heretofore  purchased  by  them. 

§  2.  Notices  oi  said  election,  stating  the  purpose  of  said  tax, 
shall  be  posted  in  not  less  than  three  public  places  in  said  dis- 
trict for  at  least  twenty*  days  previous  to  said  election,  and  be 
inserted  at  least  three  times  in  the  Newport  Local,  a  news- 
paper published  at  Newport,  Kentucky,  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election  are  in  favor  of  levying  the  tax, 
the  trustees  shall  at  once  proceed  to  levy  the  same,  and  sa^d 
tax  shall  be  due  and  collectable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
August,  1880.  Said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of 
said  county,  who  shall  receive  five  per  cent,  for  his  services; 
and  he  shall,  before  proceeding  to  collect  such  tax.  execute 
bond  with  security  before  the  county  judge,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duty  in  this  regard;  and  he  shall,  upon  de- 
mand of  the  trustees  of  said  district,  pay  over  to  them  the 
said  tax  as  it  shall  come  to  his  hands.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

g  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Carroll  ton 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  nine  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  indebtedness  of  said  town  to  the  Carrotlton  and 
Worthville  Turnpike  Eoad  Company,  and  may  agree  to  pay 
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for  the  sum  borrowed  a  note  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per 
cent,  per  annum:  Provided,  however^  That  before  the  Rame 
shall  be  borrowed,  an  order  shall  be  entered  on  the  record- 
book  of  said  board  to  that  effect,  showing  that  the  same  is 
fnade  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  said 
board. 

§  2.  When  the  same  shall  be  ordered,  the  chairman  of  said 
board  may  execute  the  necessary  bond  or  note  for  the  sum 
borrowed,  bearing  the  rate  of  interest  agreed  on,  and  payable 
at  the  time  stipulated  by  the  board,  and  for  which  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  responsible,  and  which  may  be  enforced  as 
other  valid  claims  against  corporate  bodies.

Whereas,  tJnder  and  hy  virtue  of  a  certain  deed  of  con- 
veyance from  John  W.  Anderpon  imd  others  to  William  Bell 
and  others,  dated  Marclj  2^h,  1843,  recorded  in  the  Jefferson 
xjounty  clerk's  office  in  deed-book  61,  on  pages  174  and  175, 
»nd  ol  certain  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  to-wit:  An  act  authorizing  the  collection 
of  certain  moneys  due  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Lou- 
isville, passed  in  the  year  1825  \  an  act  for  the  benetit  of  the 
trustees  and  congregation  of  th«  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Loiiisville,  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Chui*ch  m  Louis- 
ville, approved  5®^ruary  2d,  1838,  and  an  act  for  the  benefit 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Loufsviile,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 22d,  1860,  the  following  named  persons,  to-wit:  John  C. 
King,  Andrew  Buchanan,  Henry  V.  Escott,  "George  11.  Mad- 
den, and  W.  H.  Troxell,  the  present  acting  trustees  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Louisville,  and  successors  in 
office  of  the  said  William  BeH  and  others,  iiold  the  property 
in  said  deed  mentioned  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  church  according  to  the  terms  of  said  deed,  and  as  trustees 
aforesaid  hold  other  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
<:hurch,  and  <k>ubt8  exist  whether  said  trustees  are  incorpo-* 
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rated,  and  also  as  to  the  extent  of  their  powers  ;  now,  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asseinbly  of  the  Commortwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

g  I.  That  the  said  John  C.  King,  Andrew  Buchanan,  Henry 
T»i  tecs.  V.  Kscott,  Geo.  H.  Madden,  and   VT.  H.  Troxell,  be,  and  arer 

hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
"Trustees  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Louisville;" 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have- 
and  use  a  common  seal^,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasttrey  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con-tracted  with;  acquire, 
h-old,  and  dispose-  of  real  and  personal  property'  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Louis- 
ville, and  exercise  all  such  corporate  powers  ae  may  be  neces- 
sary or  proper  to  the  execution  of  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
The  amount  of  reat  estate  to  be  held  by  said  corporation, 
however^  not  to  exceed  the  amount  allowed  by  the  general 
law  to  be  held  by  churches  generall}'. 

§  2.  The  title  of  all  property,  real  and  personal,  now  held 
by  said  person*  as  tru-stees  of  sard  church  aa  aforesard,  or  for 
its  use  and  benefit,  is  hereby  declared  vested  in  the  corpora^ 
tion  hereby  created,  to  be  held  by  rt  on  the  same  tru«ts  and 
for  tlio  same  purpose  as  the  same»>is  now  held  by  said  persons, 
trufliees  as  aforesaid;  and  said  corporation  ifl  empowered  to 
receive,  and  the  said  persons,  trustees,  are  authorized  and 
required  to  make  to  it  a  conveyance  of  said  property  upon  the 
Hajne  trusts  and  for  the  sanve  purposes  as  the  same  is  now  held 
by  them. 

I  3.   Property  hereafter  to  be  acquired  by  the  said  corpora- 
ti(jn  shall  be  hold  for  the  u«e  and  benefi^t  of  said  church,  upon 
sucii  truflts  as  may  be  specified  by  the  deed  of  conveyance  or 
other  instruments  or  agreements  under  which  ti'tle  may  be 
acquired. 

§  4.  T*hesaid  corporation- shall  have  power  to  sell  and  con- 
May  idi  the  real-,  vey,  or  otlverwiae  dispose  of,  property  held  by  it,  the  said 
church  not  ob-  church  not  objecting  thereto;  but  no  sale  or  conveyance  of 

any  part  of  its  real  estate  shall  be  made,  except  with  the  as- 
sent of  the  said  church;  which  assent  ma«t  be  given  at  a 
meeting  of  the  congregation  lawfully  convened,  after  notice 
shall  have  been,  on  two  successive  Sabbaths,  read  publicly 
.from  the  pulpit,  and  published  not  less  than  twice  in  some 
daily  newspaper  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  that  a  pFopoeition> 
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to  make  a  sale  or  conveyance  of  real  estate  belonging  to  th-e 
church  will  be  considered  at  such  meeting,  and  must  be  given 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  communicants  in  said  churcli 
who  ma}''  be  present  at  such  meeting;  but  a  certificate  by  tho 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  this  corporation,  and  by 
any  one  of  the  ruling  elders  of  said  church,  to  the  effect  that 
these  requirements  have  been  complied  with,  shall  be  suffi- 
cient evidence  of  that  fact  to  any  purchaser.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  acknowledged  as  a  deed  by  said  president  and  elder, 
and  may  be  indorsed  upon  or  attached  to  the  deed,  and  re- 
corded with  the  same  in  the  Jefferson  count}'^  clerk's  office. 

§  5.  The  corporators  herein  named  shall  hold  their  offices 
as  trustees  of  said  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Louisville, 
respectively,  until  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1881,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duty  elected;  and,  upon 
the  first  Monday  ol'  January  of  each  year,  successors  of  ihe 
said  trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  congregation  of  the  said 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Louisville;  and  the  persons  so 
elected  in  any  year  shall  hold  the  office  of  trustees  as  afore- 
said until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

§  6.  In  the  election  of  said  trustees,  communicants  of  the 
church  alone  shall  vote,  and  etich  communicant  shall  be  en- 
titled toa^ote;  and  communicants  alone  shall  be  eligible  as 
trustees. 

§  7.  The  said  corporators,  trustees  as  aforesaid,  shall  con- 
sist of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  in  number,  said 
congregation  to  have  the  right,  at  any  regular  annual  meet- 
ing, to  fix  the  number  of  trustees  until  further  ordered;  and 
until  otherwise  ordered,  said  trustees  shall  be  five  in  num- 
ber. In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  between  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  congregation,  the  remaining  members  of  the 
board  may  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  election. 

§  8.  Said  trustees  shall  constitute  themselves  into  a  board 
by  an  election  from  their  number  of  a  president,  secretary, 
and  treasurer.  In  the  discretion  of  the  board,  the  same  per- 
son may  hold  all  or  any  of  said  offices.  Said  board  may 
make  by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  its  officers,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings, 
which  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  said  congregation;  and 
at  least  once  a  year  shall  make  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
tt'ust  to  said  congregation. 
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§  9.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  all  powers  and  fran 
ehiaes  conferred  upon  the  trastees  of  the  church  herein  men 
tioned  by  the  several  acts  of  assembly  above  recited.

AN  ACT  to  ftmeDd  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to  anthoris*  the  McKee  Lodf^e, 
No.  35,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  at  Vers-^illes,  Kentucky,  to  issue  bonds,"  approved 
February  I6rh,  1872. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  that  McKee  Lodge,  No.  35,  I. 
O.  O.  F.,  at  Versailles,  under  the  authorit}'  of  the  act  men- 
tioned in  the  title  hereto,  on  the  i8th  day  of  March,  1872, 
issued  bonds  bearing  eight  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  and 
payable  semi-annually  on  the  15th  day  of  January  and  July 
of  each  year,  and  payable  ten  years  after  said  date,  but  re- 
deemable at  any  time  within  three  years  after  said  date;  and 
wi^ereas,  it  is  represented  that  there  are  now  outstanding 
about  nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  bonds  issued 
as  aforesaid,  and  bearing  interest  as  aforesaid,  and  that  it 
would  be  advisable  to  issue  bonds  bearing  a  loss  rate  of  inter 
est  and  payable  twenty  years  after  date;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoniceaUh  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  bonds  issued  as  aforesaid  on  the  18th  day  of 
March,  1872,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  lei^uljzed,  and  made 
binding  and  obligatory  as  if  issued  in  strict  accordance  with 
said  act. 

§  2.  That  said  McKee  Lodge,  No.  35,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  is  hereby 
authorized,  at  or  after  the  maturity  of  the  bonds  issued  on  the 
18th  day  of  March,  1872,  as  aforesaid,  or  as  soon  as  the  same 
can  be  redeemed,  and  instead  of  said  bonds,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  same  off,  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  The  bonds  issued  by  the  authority  hereof  shall  bear 
not  more  than  six  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually 
on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  at  the  bank 
of  J.  Amsden  &  Co.,  Versailles,  Kentucky;  and  for  the  interest 
pu\able  as  aforesaid  coupons  shall  be  attuched,  which  cou- 
pons shall  also  be  made  payable  at  said  bank. 
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§4.  The  bonds  issued  hereunder  shall  bo  issued  ia  sums 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  shall  have  twenty  years  to  run  from  their  date;  but  they 
may  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  said  McKee  Lod^e 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  thereof. 

§  5.  All  the  property  of  said  McKee  Lodge  shall  be  bound 
for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  coupons,  and  they  shall 
be  first  mortgage  bonds  on  the  real  estate  owned  by  it;  but 
nothing  herein  shall  affect  the  lion  on  said  property  to  secure 
(he  bonds  issued  as  aforesaid  on  the  18th  of  March,  1872. 

§  6.  The  bonds  issued  by  the  authority  hereof  shall  be

shall  be  inserted  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  county 
selected  by  the  defendant.

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CHAPTER  272. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Paris,  Hume  and  Bedford  Turnpike 

Road  GompaDjr. 

Whereas,  The  Paris.  Hume  and  Bedford  Turnpike  Road 
Company  have  lately  extended  said  turnpike  road  a  distance 
of  more  than  a  mile  and  half  beyond  the  terminus  fixed  in 
their  charter,  so  as  to  intersect  the  Lexington  and  Cynthiana 
Turnpike  near  to  Union  church,  in  Fayette  county,  for  which 
extension  they  have  no  charter;  and  whereas,  said  extension, 
when  added  to  the  original  road,  makes  more  than  seven  and 
half  miles  of  turnpike,  on  which  the  company  can  only  col- 
lect toll  for  about  five  miles  of  travel  ;  for  remedy  whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Paris,  Hume  and  Bedford 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  approved  March  1,  1860,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  include  within  its  corpo- 
rate powers,  authorities,  rights,  and  privileges,  as  a  part  and 
portion  of  said  turnpike  road,  the  extension  recently  made, 
to-wit:  from  the  Russell  dirt  road,  through  the  tands  of  Jacob 
Sidner  and  others,  to  the  intersection  with  the  Lexington  and 
Cynthiana  Turnpike  Road  near  to  Union  Church,  in  Fayette 
county. 

§  2.  That  the  said  company  may  purchase  property  for  a 
toll-house  and  erect  a  gate,  at  any  suitable  point  on  said  road 
within  a  half  mile  of  its  western  terminus,  and  may  collect  at 
said  gate  one  half  of  the  toll  which  is  allowed  by  law  to  be 
collected  at  a  full  gate  on  said  road. 

§3.  That  any  person,  company,  or  corporation  that  contrib- 
uted to  the  extension  of  said  turnpike  road  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  certificate  for  one  share  of  stock  in  said  company'  for 
each  sum  of  fifty  dollars  paid  by  them. 

§  4.  That  at  the  next  annual  election  of  officers  a  president 
and  treasurer  only  shall  be  elected  as  officers  and  managers 
ol  said  road,  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  until  the  election  of 
their  successors.  The  requirement  in  the  charter  of  four 
directors  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

§  1.  That  a  corponilion  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  to  bo  styled  the  *' Louisville  Safetjj  Vault  Com- 
pany," and  by  that  name  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  a  natural  person;  and  in  that  name  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  ahswer  and  defend, 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity ;  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure.

^obtain  copies  of  said  books  from  the  oflSce  of  the  Auditor  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  to  immediately  make  out  a  copy  of  the  assessor's 
books  for  Ballard  county  for  the  year  1879,  and  forward  the 
same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Ballard  county  court;  and  for  said 
services  the  Auditor  shall  be  allowed  the  same  compensation 
as  IS  now  paid  clerks  of  the  county  courts  for  like  services. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioecdlh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  sheriff  of  Ballard  county,  J.  H.  Davis,  is 
allowed  the  further  time  till  the  Ist  day  of  September,  1880, 
in  which  to  collect  and  pay  into  the  Treasury  the  State 
revenue  due  from  the  county  of  Ballard  for  the  year  1879: 
Provided^  The  sureties  on  said  sheriff's  revenue  bond  shall 
appear  in  the  county  court  and  consent  thereto,  which  con- 
sent shall  be  entered  of  record. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

tax,  not  exceeding  forty  cents  in  any  one  year,  upon  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  subject  to  taxation 
for  State  revenue  as  it  appears  upon  the  commissioner's  book 
of  tax  for  said  county  for  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  court-house  in  the  town  of  Blandville.  The  sheriff  of 
said  county  shall  collect  said  tax  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  that  he  collects  the  Slate  revenue;  and  he  shall 
execute  bond  in  the  same  manner  as  he  now  is  required  for 
the  collection  of  the  Stale  revenue;  and  he  and  his  sureties 
shall  be  responsible  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  ex- 
tent, including  damages,  for  the  non-payment  or  non-collection 
of  the  same,  as  they  are  by  law  responsible  for  the  State  rev- 
enue, except  that  the  proceedings  against  them  shall  be  in 
the  Ballard  circuit  court  or  common  pleas  court  by  motion 
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or  suit.  He  shall  account  for  and  pay  said  tax  at  the  same 
term  that  by  law  he  is  required  to  account  for  and  pay  the 
county  levy  of  said  county;  and  shall  receive  the  sanr^e  com- 
mission for  the  collection  of  the  same  as  for  county  levy.

greater  width  is  necessary,  and  how  much  more  is  required, 
when  the  inquisition  shall  be  for  the  quantity  thus  stated*

lars, with  ti»e  power  to  confer  charities  as  herein  provided, 
or  as  the  president  and  directors  may  determine,  and  to 
make  contracts  that  shall  be  binding;  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  transact  any  business,  in  its  corporate  ,n  a  me,  for  its  sepa- 
rate purposes:  to  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  changeable 
at  pleasure;  and  to  make  by-laws  for  its  government,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  purposes  of  its  corporation,  or  with  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.

CHAPTER  281. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  McHenry. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gener<d  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 
«/  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  McHenry,  in  Ohio  county,  is  hereby  Towniimiu. 
incorporated,  and  that  the  corporate  limits  of  the  same  shall 
embrace  the  ground  as  set  o«it  in  a  plat  of  said  town,  wliich 
IS  recorded  in  the  Ohio  coanty  court  clerk's  office,  and,  in  xmI" 
<]ition  thereto,  shall  embrace  a  strip  of  ground  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  on  the  north  side,  an<l  two  hundred  feet  on  th« 
•east  side  of  said  plat,  and  also  that  part  of  the  land  of  J.  L. 
Kender  which  is  embraced  in  the  orginal  plat  of  the  town. 

S  2.  That  Wm,  G-.  Duncan,  Greori^e  Render,  James  Kelley,  Trustees,  and 
Samuel  Williams,  and  Oliver  Holl  be  appointed  trustees  of 
6aid  town,  and  that  they  cause  an  election  to  be  held  on  the 
last  Saturday  in  July,  1880,  at  whi<;h  all  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  town  may  vote  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  board  of 
five  trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  be  elected  and  qualified;  and  all  future 
elections  shall  be  hold  on  the  last  Saturday  in  July  in  each 
year  that  an  election  is  to  be  held.  The  trustees  appointed 
under  this  act,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  sworn  to  faith- 
fully discharg-e  the  duties  of  their  office  before  they  enter  on 
the  discharge  of  their  duties;  and  they  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceedings,  and  shall  elect  a  president  and  secretary  of 
their  board,  and  may  fill  any  vacancies  in  the  board. 

g  3  It  shad  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  keep 
ihe  streets  of  said  town  in  good  order,  and  to  do  all  needful 
things  for  the  interest  of  the  town,  and  make  such  by-laws  as 
may  be  right  and  proper  and  usual  for  the  government  and 
protection  of  the  oitieens  of  the  town. 

5^  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  levy  a  tax,  of  not  Trustees  may 
exceeding  two  dollars  per  head  per  annum,  upon  each  adult    *^  " 
male  citizen  of    the  town,  which   may  bo  used  and  appro- 
priated for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  town;  and  the  trustees 
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may  appoint  a  surveyor  of  the  streets,  who  shall  have  the 
right  and  power  of  a  surveyor  of  the  highway  to  call  out 
the  male  citizens  of  the  town  of  the  same  age  who  are  re- 
quired to  work  on  the  public  roads,  for  the  purpose  of  work- 
ing on  the  streets  of  the  town  and  keeping  the  same  in  good 
order. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  282. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  court  of  claims  of  DavieBS  county  to  lery  an  ad 
valorem  tax  to  pay  the  floating  debt  of  said  countyf  and  for  other  pur- 
pobes . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Daviess  county  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  collect  an  ad 
valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  county,  said  tax  to  be  levied 
and  collected  annually  for  two  years;  said  tax  to  be  applied 
first  to  paying  the  floating  debt  of  said  county,  and  after  the 
accomplishment  of  that  object,  said  tax  to  be  applied  to  keep- 
ing the  roads  and  bridges  of  said  county  in  good  repair. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  collect  and  pay  over 
said  tax,  and  shall  be  responsible  therefor  on  his  official  bond^ 
and  shall  have  the  same  power  to  enforce  the  collection  of 
said  tax  as  for  State  revenue.

Walsh,  D.  E.  Eoberts,  and  Joshua  Speed,  or  their  successors 
in  office,  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
herein  provided  for,  and  the  preachers  who  are,  or  ma}'  from 
time  to  time  hereafter  become  members  or  probationers  of 
the  Kentucky  Annual  Conference  of  the  said  M.  E.  Church, 
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together  with  such  adult  persons  as  by  the  law  and  usage  of 
flaid  church  are  known  as  '*  conference  cliii man ts/'  bo,  and  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  body^corporate,  to  be  known  as  The 
Preachers'  B-elitsf  Association  of  the  Kentucky  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

§  2.  The  said  Preachers'  Relief  Association  hereby  incorpo- 
rated is,  by  this  enactment,  empowered  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  the  civil  courts  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  as  a  natural  person;  and  to  have,  hold' 
administer,  and  receive,  by  gift,  donation,  devise,  or  bequest, 
personal  property  and  real  estate,  bonds,  mortgages,  notes, 
and  commercial  paper,  and  is  also  empowered  to  convey  right, 
and  make  title  to  such  property  when,  in  the  administration 
of  its  business,  it  may  become  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  described. 

§  3.  The  object  and  purpose  for  which  the  association 
hereby  incorporated  shall  be  administered,  ia  to  secure  by 
collections,  donations,  devises,  and  bequests  of  money,  lands, 
or  other  negotiable  or  merchantable  propert}',  an  endowment, 
the  principal  to  remain  intact  forever,  the  income  or  pro- 
duce of  which  only  shall  be  benevolently  appropriated,  an- 
nually or  oftener,  to  the  benefit  and  relief  of  such  persons 
as  in  accordance  with  the  book  of  discipline  of  said  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  the  Kentucky  Annual  Conference  of 
said  church  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  as  conference 
claimants,  and  for  such  incidental  expenses  of  the  associa- 
tion as  may  legitimately  occur  in  the  administration  of  its 
business.  * 

§4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  association  hereby  incor- 
porated shall  have  power  to  enact  such  constitution  and  b}'- 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  provide  for  the  election 
of  its  board  of  managers,  president,  and  other  officers,  and 
for  filling  vacancies  in  the  same,  and  for  the  government  and 
management  of  itH  affairs,  and  for  the  times  and  places  of  its 
meetings:  Provided,  however,  That  such  constitution  and  by- 
laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  this  charter,  nor  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  to  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  nor  to  the  discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  it  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
revised:  And  provided  further.  That  said  constitution  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  said  Kentucky  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
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§  5.  Be  it  further  enactedy  That  in  consideration  of  the  be- 
nevolent object  of  the  said  Preachers'  Kelief  Association,  any 
property  that  it  may  become  possessed  of,  under  this  charter, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.

Kiley,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Horizontal  Metal  Roofing  Company, 
and  are  made  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with;  and  by  the  said  name,  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  to 
be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  in  this  Com- 
monwealth or  elsewhere;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  also 
to  adopt,  amend,  and  put  in  execution  all  necessary  by-laws 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  and  government  of  said 
company,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter  nor  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.

of  the  stockholders,  at  any  annual  election  thereafter — from 
Among  the  subscribers,  who  shall  select  one  of  their  number 
as  president,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected,  which  annual  election  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  by-

Said  superintendent  shall  be  a  sober,  discreet  person, 
well  experienced  in  such  matters.  His  duties  shall  be  to 
watch  over  and  see  that  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town 
are  in  good  and  safe  condition;  report  any  defects  or  breaks 
to  the  board,  and  repair  or  improve  them  as  ordered  by  the 
board.  They  shall  agree  with  him  as  to  his  wages,  and  may 
remove  him  at  any  time  and  put  another  in  bis  stead.  The 
marshal  of  the  town  shall  be  eligible  to  said  position.  Sa^d 
superintendent  shall  have  power  to  call  out  all  male  citizens 
of  said  town,  who  are  now  required  to  work  on  public  roads 
in  the  county,  to  assist  him  in  working  the  streets  and  alleys, 
at  any  time  he  may  deem  it  necessary.

be  made  at  the  same  time  said  count}'  court  meets  to  make  a 
levy  for  other  purposes,  and  when  a  majority  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace  are  present:  JProvided,  That  the  ad  valorem  tax 
authorised  to  be  levied  under  this  act,  and  under  an  act, 
entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Lincoln 
county  to  raise  money  to  erect  a  jail,"  approved  March  8th, 
1878,  shall  not,  in  the  aggregate  for  each  year,  exceed  twenty 
cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  value.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  the  eleventh  section  of  an  act,  en* 
titled  ''An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Coving- 
ton," approved  March  6th,  1876,  as  requires  the  approval  of 
a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  of  Covington, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  that  the  following 
be  substituted  therefor,  to-wit:  And  if  it  shall  be  found  that 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  are  in  favor  of 
the  issue  of  said  bonds,  the  same  may  be  issued  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided,  the  interest  on  the  bonds,  if  issued,  not  to  bear 
a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
not  to  be  sold  for  less  than  their  face  value. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 

sage.

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CHAPTER  311. 

AN  AOT  to  amend  ao  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one 
the  several  acts  concerning  the  town  of  Madison ville,"  approved  Febraarj 
13,  1873. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwealA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns  of 
the  town  of  Madisonviile,  in  Hopkins  county,  with  the  gov- 
ernment and  control  thereof,  shall  hereafler  be  vested  in  a 
Council— when   board  of  councilmen,  five  in  number,  to  be  annually  elected 

on  the  first  Monday  in  August  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
town.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  councilman 
who  has  not  reached  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  who 
has  not  resided  in  said  town  forsix  months  next  before  his 
election. 

§  2.  The  said  board  of  councilmen,  and  their  successors  in 

office,  shall  be  a  body-corporate  and  body-politic,  and  shall  be 

Neime  nnd  pow  kuown  und  designated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  board  of 

councilmen  of  Madisonvilie;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capa- 
ble in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts 
and  places;  and  they  may  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

g  3.  The  s(iid  councilmen  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year, 
Shai- lake  oath     and  Until  their  successors  are  qualified.     Before  proceeding  to 

act,  they  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  it,  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially 
discharge  the  dniies  of  councilmen  according  to  law,  during 
their  continuance  in  office.  This  oath  shall  be  in  addition  to 
the  general  oath  provided  in  the  Constitution. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  the  town  of  Madisonvilie  shall  hold 
and  exercise  the  duties  of  their  office  as  heretofore  provided 
by  law,  until  councilmen  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act. 

§  5.  The  councilmen  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  who  shall  pre- 
side during  their  meetings ;  and  in  his  absence,  they  may  ap- 
point a  president  for  the  occasion.  The  officer  presiding  shall 
sign  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting;  he  shall  put  all 
questions,  preserve  order,  and  give  the  casting  vote  in  case  of 
a  tie.     In  all  cases  where  the  police  judge  shall  be  absfjnt  or 
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cannot  properly  preside  in  a  cause,  the  president  of  the  board 
of  council  men  shall  preside  in  his  stead,  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  privilci^es  conferred  by  law  upon  said  jud^e. 

§  6.  The  board  of  councilnnen  shall,  by  ordinance,  regulate 
the  time  and  place  of  their  meetings,  and  the  mode  of  pro- 
ceedings. Three  council  men  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business,  but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day 
until  a  quorum  is  obtained. 

§  7.  The  councilmen  shall  appoint  a  treasurer.  Who  shall   shaii  .ippoim  a 

"  '  ■  treii  surer 

give  bond,  with  such  security  and  in  such  a  penalty  as  they 
may  direct.  He  shall  be  known  as  the  treasurer  of  the  board 
of  councilmen. 

g  8.  The  said  councilmen  shall  exercise  and  possess  all  the   Powc^  nnd 

duties  of  council' 

powers  and  privileges  which  are  by  the  general  laws  of  this  men. 
State  vested  in  and  granted  to  trustees  of  towns.  They  shall 
have  all  the  powers  granted  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  to  the  trustees  of  Madisonville;  and  also  such 
other  powers  as  are  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  quiet  and  good  order  of  said  town,  and  the  com^ 
fort  and  health  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

§  9.  The  said  councilmen  maj^,  by  ordinance,  deelaro  what 
are  nuisances,  and  provide  modes  for  abating  the  same.  They«  May  appoint  po- 
are  empowered  to  appoint  such  policemen  or  ponce  guards  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  quiet  and  good  order 
of  said  town,  and  may,  by  ordinance,  define  their  duties. 
They  shall  have  power,  by  suitable  ordinances  or  by-laws, 
with  penalties  annexed,  to  suppress  tippling-houses,  bawdy- 
houses,  and  gambling-h'»uses;  also  to  suppress  riots,  routs, 
breaches  of  the  peace,  disorderly  or  indecent  conduct,  or 
obscene  language,  disturbing  religious  worship,  schools,  pub' 
lie  speaking  or  lectures,  or  injury  to  any  property,  public  or 
private,  within  the  limits  of  said  town.  The  ordinances  and 
b3*-laws  now  in  force  in  said  town  shall  remain  in  full  force 
until  changed  bj^  the  said  board  of  councilmen.

Any  person  who 
shall  be  convicted  of  a  violation  o^  the  ordinances  and  by- 
laws of  said  town,  and  against  whom  a  fine  is  imposed,  and 
who  shall  fail  to  pay  or  replevy  the  fine  and  costs,  shall  be 
committed  to  the  jail  of  Hopkins  county,  to  remain  in  con- 
finement until  the  fine  and  all  costs  shall  be  discharged  ;  and 
his  imprisonment  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day 
until  the  fine  and  costs  bo  satisfied.

No  one  shall  bo  eligible  to  the  office  of  city  attorney  who 
has  not  reached  the  aije  of  twenty-one  years,  who  is  not  a 
licensed  lawyer,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  said  town  for  six 
months  prior  to  his  election.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
city  attorney  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  councilmen  until 
the  succeeding  election.  The  board  of  coancilmen  shall,  by 
ordinance,  define  the  duties  of  the  city  attorney.

§  16.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  appoint  a  city  clerk  cuy  derk  shall 
who  shall  give  bond  in  such  penalties,  and  with  such  sureties 
as  they  may  approve. 

§  17.  All  the  provisions  of  the  aot  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment,  in  conflict  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed ;  but  all 
the  provisions  of  said  act  which  are  not  in  conflict  herewith, 
are  retained  in  full  force. 

§  18.  The  elections  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  held  by 
a  clerk  appointed  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  give  six  days'  notice  of  each  election,  posted  at 
three  public  places  in  the  town.  After  the  election  be  will 
give  to  the  officers  elected  a  oertificateof  election.

B€  it  enacted  by  the  "General  Assembly  vf  tlOe  Commonwealth 
x)f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  laws  allowing  compensation  or  pay  to  the 
trustees  of  said  town  for  services  as  trustees  are  repealed, 
and  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  for  such  service. 

§  2.  No  greater  tax  for  town  purposes  shall  be  levied  and 
collected  than  twenty -five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  in 
value  In  any  one  year;  and  all  persons  paying  such  tax  on 
property  shall  be  exempted  from  all  capitation  tax. 

§  3.  No  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  other  than  one  of 
said  board,  shall  be  appointed,  and  thoy  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  number  to  act  as  clerk.

§  4.  The  asseesor  of  the  property  of  the  town  shall  be  ap- 
pointed; but  the  board  of  trustees  shaH  assess  for  taxation 
the  property  subject  to  town  tax,  which  shall  be  taken  from 
the  county  Mssessor's  books. 

§  5.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  be  only  eompensated 
by  the  fees  allowed  by  law. 

§  6.  All  improyements  of  streets  and  aHej^s  shall  be  let, 
after  notice  of  the  same,  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  no  trustee 
shall  have  any  such  eontiuct  or  interest  therein^  and  no  more 
money  shall  be  expended  in  an}^  one  year  than  the  taxe» 
raised  and  due  in  that  year;  and  no  contract  in  reference  to 
the  affairs  of  the  town  shall  be  for  a  longer  time  than  from 
time  made  until  the  coming  in  of  the  board  to  be  elected  at 
the  next  election  thereafter. 

g  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  make  and  publish  a  quar- 
terly  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the  purposei» 
for  which  expended,  and  a  succinct  statement  of  their  actian 
during  said  quarter. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  314. 
A5  ACT  to  Amend  the  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Ohester. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei'ol  Assembly  of  tite  Commonwecdtk 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Chester,  ii> 
Mason  county,  approved  January  17,  1878,  be,  and  the  same 
m  hereby,  so  amended  that  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall 
have  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  value 
of  all  the  real  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  in 
that  part  of  said  town  included  in  the  following  boundary, 
viz:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  at  low  water- 
mark, where  thfs  western  boundary  of  said  town  strikes 
the  river}  and  thence  following  the  said  western  boundary 
line  to  the  dirt  road  (or  Fourth  street);  and  thence  with  the 
northern  side  of  said  dirt  road  (or  Fourth  street)  until  it 
strikes  the  Maysville  and  Mt.  Carmel  Turnpike  Eoad,  to  the 
western  side  of  the  lane  which  leads  from  said  turnpike  road 
to  the  nursery  of  Deitrich  &  Bro.,  and  along  the  west  side  of 
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eaid  lane  to  the  line  of  the  farm  of  Jacob  Collins,  and  with 
eaid  Coll  ins*  western  line  to  the  Ohio  river  at  low  wator-mark; 
and  from  thenoe  along  said  river  at  low  water- mark  to  the 
beginning;  and  said  trustees  shall  also  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  levy  and  collect,  upon  all  the  buildings  used  as  res- 
idences, and  upon  all  the  personal  property  In  said  town 
subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  whether  the 
same  be  situated  on  grounds  used  for  agricultural  or  horti- 
cultural purposes  or  not,  a  tax  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on 
«ach  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  'assessed  value  thereof;  and 
no  lots  of  land  in  said  town  limits,  containing  less  than  five 
acres,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  said  rate  of  taxa- 
tion^ as  coming  under  the  denomination  of  agricultural  or 
horticultural  lands. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its  pas- 
dage«

AN  ACT  to  iD€orporate  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  i»i  the  city  of  Owensboro. 

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Henry  Megill,  C.  H.  Todd,  Daniel  M.  Griffith,  E. 
H.  Luckett,  Joseph  Slaughter,  and  Edward  Mor;;;jan,  vestry- 
men of  said  church,  and  their  successors  in  office,  he,  and 
are  hereb}',  incorporated,  by  the  name  of  "Trinity  Episcopal 
Church,  Owensboro,  Keotuck}'^"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession  ;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded;  may  purchase,  receive,  and  otherwise  acquire 
and  hold  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  may  sell, 
lease,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure;

§3.  That  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  at  present  belong- 
ing to,  or  held  in  trust  for,  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  churchy 
or  its  confcregation,  be  vested  in  the  corporation  by  this  act. 

§  4.  That  the  mortgage  heretofore  executed  by  the  vestry, 

for  money  borrowed  of  C.  D.  Jackson,  to  pay  mechanics'  lien 

'     on  the  church,  is  hereby  legalized  and  made  valid  as  if  done 

urder  this  act;  and  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  or 

repeal  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  go  into 

effect  from  its  passage.

§  2.  The  rate  of  tolls  which  said  turnpike  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  charge  for  travel  on  said  road,  under  the  first 
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section  of  this  act,  shall  be  as  follows,  to- wit:  five  cents  for  a 
man  and  horse  going  and  returning  on  said  road,  and  ten 
cents  for  two  horses  and  buggy  ;  fifteen  cents  for  a  two-horse 
vehicle,  and  twenty  cents  for  a  four-horse  wagon :  Provided ^ 
however^  That  said  company  shall  not  charge  more  than  one 
half  of  the  foregoing*  rates  when  the  travel  is  only  one  way 
on  said  road,  but  may  charge  persons  traveling  on  the  same 
toll  in  proportion  to  the  distance  they  travel  thereon,  whether 
th>ey  pass  through  said  gate  or  not.

Whereas,  Poik  Ditto,  late  sheriff  of  Henry  county,  on 
account  of  ill-health  for  several  years  past,  bus  been  unable 
to  eollect  his  fee-bills  in  full,  and  the  remaining  taxes  due 
biin  during  his  ^rm  of  office,  and  having  paid  all  demands 
against  him  as  such  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  ;

Whereas,  A  judgment  was  rendered  against  J.  P.  Grinstead 
and  his  sureties,  in  favor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  for  the 
sum  of  tl,624  76,  exclusive  of  interest  and  cost,  and  John  W. 
Combs  and  Abram  Jenkins  both  had  their  property  sold  to 
satisfy  said  judgment,  and  are  both  now  old  men  and  very 
poor — the  State  will  lose  nothing  by  releasing  said  men  from 
any  further  liability  to  the  State;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  W.  Combs,  and  all  the  other  sureties  of  John 
P.  Grinstead,  late  sheriff  of  Monroe  county,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  released  from  any  further  Hability  to  the  State,  upon

That  the.  fir»t  Hection  of  the  amended  charter  of  the 
Amerlcun  Printing'  Hoaflafor  the  Blind,  approved  April  3d, 
1861,  be,  and  in  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz-: 
And  in  addition  to  the  trastees  named  in  this  section,  the 
Superintendents  of  Public  Institutions  for  the  Education  of 
the  Blind  in  the  United  Slates,  the  Territories,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  be,  and  hereby  are,  constituted  ex  officio  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees. 

^  2,  That  the  annual  subsidy  of  five  dollars  for  each  blind 
person  in  the  Slate  of  Kentucky  now  paid  to  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Kentucky,  approved  June  3d,  1865,  shall 
cease  Irom  and  after  the  date  of  the  payment  by  the  Auditor 
of  the  Common  wealth  to  the  treasurer  of  the  American  Print- 
ing House  for  the  Blind,  of  all  arrearages  due  under  the  pro* 
visions  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  benefit  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind, '^  approved  June  3d,  1865. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  327. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Kelly  and  Bmlnence  Turnpike  Road  Company, 

in  Henry  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commxtnwealth 
"of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  directors  of  the  Kelly  and  Eminence  Turn- 
pike  Hoad  Company,  in  Henry  county,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  establish  a  toll-gate  on 
said  road,  with  the  privilege  of  charging  half  toll  to  travelers 
on  the  same,  to  enable  said  directors  to  keep  said  turnpike  in 
repair.  The  rates  of  toll  which  said  directors  shall  have  the 
right  to  charge  shall  be  as  follows,  to-wit:  five  cents  for  man 
and  horse  traveling  both  or  one  way;  ten  cents  for  one  horse 
and  buggy  going  and  returning  on  said  road;  fifteen  cents 
for  a  two-horse,  and  twenty  cents  for  a  four-horso  vehicle  for 
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the  same  amount  of  travel.  The  said  directora  shall  also  have 
the  right  to  charge  the  same  rate  of  toll  (in  proportion  to  the 
distance  traveled)  when  persons  only  travel  over  a  portion 
of  said  road;  and  for  driving  loose  cattle,  horses,  or  mules 
over  the  same,  one  quarter  of  one  per  cent,  per  head,  and  for 
sheep  and  hogs,  one  eighth  per  cent,  per  head. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  328 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  court  of  ciiiims  of  Shelby  county  to  levy  an  addi- 
tional lid  valorem  tax. 

Whereas,  The  county  levy  of  Shelby  cour>ty  is  i»debtod, 
for  appropriations  to  turnpike  and  other  public  improvements 
in  said  county,  an  amount  largely  exceeding  its  abiliiy  to  pay^ 
and  whereas,  ''An  act  to  empower  the  court  of  clainm  of 
Shelby  county  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax,  and  to  legalize  the 
ad  valorem  levies  of  1873,  1&74,  and  1875,"  approved  March 
3d,  1876,"  has  expired;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

S  1.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Shelby  county,  a  majority  of 
tl^e  justices  of  the  peace  of  naid  county  concurring  therein,  be^ 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empow4»tedy  ftV  iv» 
regular  May  terms  in  the  years  1880,  1881,  1882,  1883,  and 
1884,  to  levy  an  additional  aJ  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding 
two  and  one  half  (2J)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  taxable  property  in  said  county,  the  funds  arising  from 
said  tax  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  county  levy  of  said  county  existing  on  the  first 
day  of  February,  1880  ;  and  any  appropriation  of  the  fund  so 
raised,  except  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall 
bo  punished  as  malfeasance  in  office  is  now  punished. 

§2.  That  the  sheriff  of  said  county  shall-colleet  and  pay 
over  said  tax;  but  before  doing  so,  he  shall  eitecute  covenant, 
with  good  securities,  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  in  collecting  and  accounting 
for  said  tax.  He  shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalties,  as  now  proscriberd  by  law  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  State  taxes,  and  his  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by 
said  court,  not  exceeding  that  for  Slate  taxes. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  couDty  coart  to  supply  certAin  records  of  the 
county  court  of  Ballard  conotj  destrdyed  by  fire,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  On  the  night  of  the  17th  of  February,  1880,  the 
court-hoase  in  Ballard  county  was  consumed  by  fire,  inclnd- 
ing  all  tlie  records  of  the  county  court  for  said  county  ;  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  Bal- 
lard county,  and  he  is  hereby  directed,  by  an  order  of  said 
court  to  re-establish  the  public  roads  of  said  county,  and  to 
appoint  surveyors  thereof. 

§  2.  And  said  county  court  is  hereby  directed  to  require  of 
all  the  public  officers  of  said  county,  who  are  required  by  law, 
upon  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  to 
execute  bond,  to  appear  in  the  said  court  at  such  time  or 
times  as  the  court  may  order,  and  execute  new  bonds,  and 
when  said  bonds  required  herein  are  executed,  they  shall  be 
as  binding  and  obligatory  for  any  purpose  as  if  they  had  been 
executed  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  now  required  by  law.

and  Codes  of  Practice,  at  the  expense  of  the  State.

AN  ACT  to  allow  the  heirs  of  J.  B.  DupHest  to  redeem  their  land  sold  for 

taxes  to  thtt  State.

§  1.  That  Amanda  DaprieHt  and  others,  heirs  of  J.  B.  Du- 
prieat,  or  any  person  for  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
permitted  to  redeem  their  tract  of  land  lying  in  Marslkall 
county,  which  was  sold  by  the  sheriff  for  taxes  for  the  year 
1875  or  1876,  and  bought  by  the  State  of  Kentucky,  upon 
their  paying  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  the  taxes  for

§  1.  That  the  noble  grand,  vice  grand,  secretary,  and  treas- 
urer of  Calvert  City  Lodge,  No.  265,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,' and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
Calvert  City  Lodge,  No.  265,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows;  and  that  they  and  their  associates  and  successors 
shall  so  continue,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  in 
that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  con* 
tracted  with  ;  and  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued  in 
all  the  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth  ;  to 
make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter, 
and  renew  at  pleasure.  Said  corporation  may  make  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  for  their  government,  and  may  alter,  renew, 
and  amend  the  same  at  pleasure:  Provided,  The  same  are  not 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  this  State,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution,  laws,  and  regulations 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows, incorporated  by  an  act  approved  February  16,  1838. 
The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  acquire,  hy  gift, 
purchase,  or  donation,  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding

AN  ACr  to  prohibit  the  sale  or  giving  away  of  iDtoxicating  liquors  at  or 
withiD  two  miles  of  Aubam  High  School,  at  Auborn,  Logan  couatj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

%  1.  That  hereafter  it  Bhnll  be  unlawful  for  any  one  to  sell 
or  loan  or  give  away  any  vinous,  spirituous,  or  malt  liquors, 
or  any  intoxicating  drinks,  at  or  within  two  miles  of  Auburn 
High  School,  at  Auburn,  Logan  county. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provision  of  this  act, 
shall  be  fined  for  each  offense  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not 
loss  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  or  both  so  fined  and 
imprisoned,  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

§  3.  That  this  iict  shall  not  be  constnied  to  apply  to  regular 
physicians,  who  keep  and  administer  it  as  such  for  real  sick- 
ness, nor  to  persons  having  license  to  sell  liquor  at  said  town 
of  Auburn,  until  the  expiration  of  such  license. 

§  4.  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  justices  of  the 
peace  of  the  Auburn  district,  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try 
oifenses  committed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to 
render  such  orders  and  judgments  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  verdicts  that  may  be  rendered  by  juries  sitting^ 
in  the  trial  of  offenses  under  the  same.

Librae,  Green,  and  Taylor.

throe  discreet  men,  householders,  that  is,  three  citizens  of 
Larue  county  by  the  said  judge  of  the  Larue  county  court, 
three  citizens  of  Groen  county  by  the  said  judge  of  the 
Green  county  court,  and  three  citizens  of  Taylor  "'.'jnty  by 
the  said  judge  of  the  Taylor  county  court,  whici>   nine  per- 
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eons  80  appointed,  together  with  the  county  surveyors  of 
said  counties,  shall  constitute  a  com  mission  to  ascertain  and 
mark  the  true  boundary  line  between  the  said  counties  of 
Larue,  Green,  and  Taylor. 

§  2.  That  as  soon  after  such  appointments  as  may  be,  not 
to  extend  beyond  the  year  1880,  said  commission  sha^l  pro- 
ceed to  ascertain  the  true  boundary  line  between  the  «aid 
counties  of  Larue,  Green,  and  Taylor,  and  distinctly  mark 
the  said  line  so  ascertained,  and,  as  soon  as  may  bo  thereafter, 
make  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings,  with  a  clear  and  dis- 
tinct plat  of  the  survey,  and  boundary  lino  aforesaid,  which 
report,  when  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  county  courts 
of  Larue,  Green,  and  Taylor,  respectively,  shall  bo  entered  of 
record  in  the  clerks*  offices  of  said  counties-,  and  the  line  so 
ascertained,  marked,  and  recorded,  shall  be  deemed  and  held 
as  the  legal  boundary  between  said  counties  of  Larue,  Green, 
and  Taylor. 

§  3.  That  should  said  commission  fail  to  agree  upon  a  report 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  said  commission  shall  submit  a 
mujority  and  minority  report  to  the  county  courts  aforesaid, 
whereupon  the  presiding  judges  aforesaid  shall  appoiat  each, 
one  discreet  housekeeper  from  the  county  of  his  jurisdiction, 
who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  referees,  who  shall,  upon  the 
reports  so  submitted,' report  the  true  boundarj-  line  as  afore- 
said, whioh  report  shall  be  recoi'ded  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
and  the  line  so  established  be  marked  and  held  as  the  legal 
boundary  line,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

g  4.  That  the  presiding  judges  aforesaid  shall  allow  the  said 
commissioners  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  just, 
payable  out  of  the  county  funds  respectively. 

§  5.  That  all  laws  now  in  force  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  opposite  to  the  full  force  and  effect  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed,  so  far  as  the  same  apply  to  the  counties  named 
herein.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  the  Farmers 
and  Drovers'  Bank  of  Louisville,  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders agreeing  thereto,  to  reduce  the  capital  stock  of  said 
bank  to  a  sum  not  less  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  reduction  of  the  said  capital  stock  heretofore 
made  is  validated,  legalised,  and  regarded  us  authorized  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  approved  by  the  Governor  thereof.

CHAPTER  340. 

AN  AOT  for  the  benefit  of  Hutchison  Academy. 

Whereas,  By  his  bond  for  title,  of  date  August  6,  1829, 
one  Robert  Wickliffe  sold  and  agreed  to  convey  to  John 
Pryor  and  others,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  a  school,  to  be 
established  in  Bourbon  county,  a  certain  tract  of  four  and 
one  half  acres  and  sixteen  poles  of  land,  situated  in  said 
county ;  and  whereas,  in  the  action  of  George  McLeod  and 
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cthere,  trnstees  of  Greenwich  Schooi,  againsrt  PranciR  Trout- 
man  et  ux.^Ac.^  by  an  interlocutory  order,  entered  therein  at 
the  July  term,  1854,  it  was  ordered  that  Bald  Troutman  and 
wife,  who  had  acquired  title  to  the  aforenaid  tract  of  land 
from  said  Wickliife,  should  con»vey  the  same  to  said  McLeod 
and  other  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  said  school,  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  bond  for  title:  and  whereas,  after- 
wards,  in  the  action  io  the  said  Bourbon  court  (circuit)  of 
the  trustees  of  Greenwich  School,  on  petition,  it  appearing 
that  the  said  trustees  of  Greenwich  School  had  acquired 
about  three  acres  of  land,  in  addition  to  this  said  tract  of 
about  four  act*es,  it  being  vacant  land,  entered  by  said  trus- 
tees, making  one  tract  of  about  seven  and  one  half  acres  of 
land,  held  by  said  trustees  for  the  benefit' of  said  Greenwich 
School;  and  it  further  appearing  that  said  Greenwich  School 
had  been  abandoned,  and  the  said  lands  were  not  available  ^ 

for  school  purposes,  and  that  the  original  object  in  view  io 
'acquiring  said  land  could  be  best  effectuated  by  a  sale  and 
reinvestment  of  the  proceeds  for  school  purposes,  it  was,  by 
the  said  court,  by  an  order  entered  in  the  said  action  October 
29th,  1875,  decreed  that  said  lands  be  sold,  and  said  lands 
were  accordingly  sold;  an<i  whereas,  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
said  land,  amounting  now  to  six  hundred  and  thirty-one  dol- 
lars and  two  cents,  has  been  paid  into  the  said  Bourbon  cir- 
cuit court,  in  the  control  of  said  court,  as  appears  from  the 
records  and  proceedings  in  the  said  action  of  the  trustees  of 
Greenwich  School  on  petition;  and  whereas,  the  said  Bour- 
bon circuit  court  has  been  unable,  after  a  reference  to,  and 
report  by,  the  master  commissioner  of  said  court,  to  ascertain 
a  suitable  application  of  said  funds  within  the  power  of  the 
coDrt,  in  conformity  with  the  terms  of  said  original  trnst; 
and  whereas,  it  has  been  made  to  appear  that  the  Hutchison 
Academy,  being  the  common  school  building  for  district  No. 
10,  of  Bourbon  county,  and  occupying  nearly  the  same  terri- 
tory as  the  said  Greenwich  School;  and  the  said  academy 
does  and  will  furnish  educational  facilities  to  nearly  or  quite 
all  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  original  trust,  or  to  their  de- 
scendants, all  of  whom  are  now  patrons  of  the  Hutciuson 
Academy  district ;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GenercU  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
4)f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  net  avails  of  said  fund,  of  six  hundred  and 
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thirty-one  dollars  and  two  cents,  after  the  payment  of  all  the 
proper  le^j^al  costs  and  expenses  incurred  In  the  administration 
of  the  aforesaid  trust,  shall  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  com- 
mon school  district  No.  10,  of  Bonrbon  county,  as  follows: 
Ist.  To  the  purchase  and  payment  for  suitable  grounds  for 
the  said  school.  2d.  To  the  repairing,  improving,  and  mak- 
ing necessary  and  suitable  addition  to  the  present  school 
building,  and  erecting  such  necessary  out-buildings,  and  mak- 
ing such  improvements  to  and  upon  said  school  grounds  as 
shall,  with  all  due  regard  to  economy  and  simplicity,  be  pro- 
motive of  the  general  romft>rt  and  efficiency  of  the  said  school.

McLeod,  James  S.  Jacoby,  and  John  Pryor  Talbott,  trus- 
n  tees  of  common  school  district  No.  10,  or  their  successors  in 
office  (Bourbon  county),  upon  the  execution,  in  the  aforesaid 
action  of  the  trustees  of  Greenwich  School,  on  petition,  of  a 
bond,  with  good  security,  by  said  trustees,  to  the  Common- 
wpalth  of  Kentucky,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  application 
of  the  said  fund  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  and  said  trustees  shall  be  required  by  said  court  to  report 
their  acts  in  the  application  of  said  fund  to  the  said  court,  and 
to  settle  their  account  in  the  said  court  in  the  aforesaid  ac> 
tion. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTEK  341. 

AN  AOT  to  charter  the  Majsville  Water  ConipaDy,  and  to  ratify  and  ▼ali- 
date  the  water-works  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Majsvflle  and  its  contract 
thereunder  with  the  Mayaville  Water  GompanT. 

Whereas,  On  the  14th  day  of  November,  1879,  the  Mays- 
ville  Water  Company  was  organized  as  a  corporation,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  fifty  sixth  cliapter  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  Kentucky,  for  the  construction  and  operation  of 
water-works  in  and  near  the  city  of  Maysville,  and  for 
the  supply  of  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  water,  the 
existence  of  said  company  commencing  on  the  14th  day  of 
November,  1879,  and   terminating  twenty-five  years  there- 
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after,  with  privilege  of  renewal  from  time  to  time  for  the 
same  period  ;  and  whereaH,  Raid  corporation  has  entered  into 
a  contract  with  the  city  of  Maysville,  under  the  proviHions  of 
the  ordinance  of  said  cily  passed  December  27,  1879,  herein- 
after mentioned,  fur  the  perpetual  use  by  the  said  city  of 
Maysville  of  certain  fire  hydrants  and  other  apparatus  of  the 
water-works  of  the  said  Maysville  Water  Company;  and 
whereas,  at  a  special  election,  duly  held  as  prescribed  in  said 
ordinance,  more  than  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  of  the 
city  of  MavBville  have  ratified  the  said  ordinance  and  con- 
tract,  and  sanctioned  an  application  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  to  ratify  and  validate  the 
said  ordinance  and  contract;   now,  for  remedy  thereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentufky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  Maj'sville  Water  Company  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  confirmed  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate; 
and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  bo  capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  the  same  as  natural  persons;  and  to  have,  possess,  enjoy, 
and  retain  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods  and 
effects,  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  tl»e 'Construc- 
tion and  operation  of  water-works  in  and  near  the  present 
and  future  limits  of  the  city  of  Maysville,  and  for  the  supply 
of  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  water;  and  to  mortgage 
lis  water-works,  together  with  its  lands,  machinery,  pipes, 
outfit,  properties,  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  and  franchises, 
and  all  the  toll,  income,  rents,  issues,  and  profits  now  held  or 
hereafter  to  be  acquired  by  it;  and  to  ordain  and  put  in  exe- 
cution all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  shall  seem 
proper  to  it  for  its  government  and  for  carrying  out  the  ob- 
jects of  its  existence:  Provided^  They  be  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States; 
and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  chan&;e,  alter,  and 
renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

g  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  five  hundred  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  but  may  be  increased  by  said  company, 
as  it  may  deem  best  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  to  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  That  the  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  directors   of  five  stockholders,  who  shall  be 
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elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every 
year  daring  the  existence  of  the  said  company,  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  and  until  their  succensors  are  elected,  which 
board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  such  officers  and  agents, 
and  upon  such  terms  and  with  sdch  authority  as,  in  its  opin- 
ion, will  best  conduce  to  the  welfare  of  said  company.  The 
present  board  of  directors  shall  hold  over  until  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  1881. 

§  4.  That  the  highest  amount  of  indebtedness  or  liability, 
direct  or  contingent,  to  which  the  said  company  is  at  any 
time  to  be  subject,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  5.  That  an  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Maysville,  entitled 
"An  ordinance  providing  for  a  supply  of  water  to  the  city  of 
Maj'sville,  and  granting  certain  franchises  and  contracts  to 
the  Maysville  Water  Company,"  passed  December  27,  1879, 
and  all  the  provisions  thereof,  and  the  contract  thereunder 
entered  into  by  and  between  the  said  city  of  Maysville  and 
the  said  Maysville  Water  Company,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  ratified  and  validated  for  all  purposes;  and  such 
ordinance  and  contract  may  be  enforced  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  according  to  their  tenor. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  aa  act,  entitled  <*  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Memphis, 
Paducab  and  Northern  Railroad  Company,"  approved  March  25th,  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commdnwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

g  1.  That,  with  the  consent  of  the  parties  who  may  be 
entitled  under  the  contract  embodied  in  the  charter  of  the 
Memphis,  Paducah  and  Northern  Kailroad  Company  to  any 
of  the  bonds  which  it  is  in  that  contract  provided  shall  bo 
numbered  from  one  thousand  and  fifty  to  three  thousand 
(both  numbers  included),  and  secured  by  a  first  mortgage 
upon  the  property  and  rights  therein  mentioned,  the  said 
company  may  provide  in  the  said  mortgage,  and  the  bonds 
to  be  secured  thereby,  that  the  principal  of  the  ten  hundred 
and  forty-nine  of  said  bonds,  so  to  be  secured  and  to  be  num- 
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bered  from  ono  to  one  thousand  and  forty-nine  (both  numbers 
included),  shall  be  paid  in  full  before  and  in  preference  to  the 
principal  of  any  of  the  remaining  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-one  other  bonds  to  be  by  the  said  mortgage  secured ; 
and  that  only  so  much  of  the  interest  for  anv'  year  on  the 
said  bonds  to  which  the  parties  asnenting  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  entitled,  shall  be  paid  as  the  excess  of  the  income  and 
earnings  of  said  company  from  the  mortgaged  property,  over 
and  above  what  may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the 
full  interest  for  that  year  of  the  said  one  thousand  and  forty- 
nine  bonds,  numbered  from  one  to  one  thousand  and  forty- 
nine,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay;  and  the  said 
mortgage  may  contain  provision  for  ascertaining  and  deter- 
mining what  portion  of  the  earning  and  income  of  the  said 
property  is  to  be  considered  as  net  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
such  interest.

CHAPTEK  344. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Maysrille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  to  provide  moans  for  the  payment  to  the  Mays- 
ville  Water  Company  by  the  city  of  Maysville,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  their  contract  and  of  the  water-works  ordinance 
passed  by  said  city  December  27,  1879,  for  the  perpetual  use 
by  the  city  of  Maysville  of  certain  fire  hydrants  and  other 
apparatus  of  the  water-works  of  the  said  Maysville  Water 
Company,  the  board  of  councilmon  of  the  city  of  Maysville 
shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty,  to  issue  and  sell,  in 
time  to  make  said  payment,  the  coupon  bonds  of  said  city,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  such  sums, 
and  payable  at  such  times,  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  as 
the  said  board  shall  designate,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  centum  per-^nnum,  payable  semi-annually;  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  such  bonds 
shall  be  applied  by  said  board  in  accordance  with  the  said 
water-works  ordinance  and  contract. 

§  2.  That  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Maysville  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  extended  so  as  to  include  the  site  of  the  reser- 
voir of  the  said  Maysville  Water  Company  on  Newdigate's 
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hill;  and  it  shall  bo  the  daty  of  the  board  of  coancilmen  of 
the  city  of  MayBville  to  cause  the  boundaries  of  such  extenHion 
to  be  surveyed,  and  the  corners  thereof  to  be  marked  by  dura- 
ble monuments,  and  to  cause  a  plat  of  such  extension  to  be 
made  and  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Mason  count}' 
court. 

§  3.  That  the  limits  of  said  city  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
further  extended,  so  as  to  include  under  its  jurisdiction  all 
within  the  following  extended  boundary,  to-wit :  Beginning 
at  the  present  terminus  of  the  city  line  on  Limestone  creek, 
and  running  thence  up  said  creek  to  the  line  between  Nicho- 
las Clooney  and  Robert  A.  Cochran  ;  thence  with  their  line 
and  same  course  continued  to  the  road  leading  from  Lexington 
street  to  the  Fleming  turnpike,  and  thence  with  said  road 
and  the  line  of  Chester  to  the  city  liraitH  at  Lexington  street, 
in  the  5th  ward  of  said  city,  the  said  extended  limits  to  be 
included  in,  and  form  part  of,  said  ward. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  ameod  the  charter  of  Bardstown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentiLcky : 

§  1.  That  section  five  of  article  one  of  an  act,  entitled  **  An 
act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  various  acts  in  regard  to 
Bardstown,"  approved  March  13,  1878,  be  amended  by  adding

AN  ACT  decUriDg  and  fixing  peDalties  against  surveyors  of  roads  in  Boone 

COUDtJ. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  any  surveyor  of  public  roads  in  Boone 
county,  who  shall  permit  any  road,  or  any  part  of  a  road,  or 
bridge  or  culvert  in  his  road  district,  to  be  and  remain  out  of 
repair  for  the  space  of  five  days,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  offense  :  Provided^  The  surveyor  had  in  his  hands 
sufficient  means  to  have  kept  said  road  or  bridge  or  culvert  in 
repair  at  the  point  or  place  complained  of  at  the  time  he  suf- 
fered the  same  to  be  out  of  repair;  and  the  proof  of  the  want 
of  such  mean«  shall  be  upon  him. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

bonds  and  coupons  by  a  mortgage  on  the  real  and  personal 
property  of  the  said  church.

March  9th,  1854;  also  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  an 
act,  entitled  *An  act  regulating  the  fees  and  duties  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,^ 
approved  January  7th,  1852,"  approved  February  28th,  1865; 
also  the  following  words  of  section  four,  chapter  one  hundred

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  CammoniJDealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  name  of  the  Poplar  Mountain  Coal  Company 

be,  and  hereby  is,  changed,  and  the  name  of  the  company 

Nnmeofthe   hcnceforth  sliall  be  the  Poplar  Mountain  Railway  and  Mio- 

Gompany. 

ing  Company,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileii^es  heretofore 
granted  by  tho^  original  charter  and  amendments  thereto, 
except  as  modified  or  changed  by  this  act.

or  may  bo  invented;  and  lay  oil  pipes  through  the  counties 
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first  nnrood,  and  elsewhere,  as  provided  in  the  original  char- 
ter;  and  the  right  to  purchase  or  receive,  by  gift,  the  right  of 
way,  or  material  for  such  railwa3'8,  telegraph,  or  other  inven- 
tion for  a  like  purpose;  oil  pipes,  land  upon  which  to  build 
switches,  engine-houses,  shops,  offices,  stock-jards,  and  other 
houses  and  conveniences  necessary  for  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  the  same  after  being  constructed;  and  receive  deeds 
of  conve^'ance  therefor,  and  receive  deeds  of  conveyance  or 
leases  for  lands  for  the  purpose  of  mining,  boring,  digging, 
or  exploring  for  oil,  salt,  iron,  coal,  or  any  other  mineral; 
and  erect  furnaces,  tanks,  refineries,  machinery,  houses,  or 
other  conveniences  necessary  in  the  successful  conducting  of 
mining  and  manufacturing. 

§4.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  are  au-   Board  may  con- 
*  r        %/  tract  with  other 

thorized  and  empowered  to  make  connections  with  other  rail-  companies, 
ways  or  steam-boats,  and  make  any  contract  or  arrangement 
with  other  persons  or  corporations  for  the  transportation  of 
freight  and  passengers,  or  make  provision  themselves  for  the 
transfer  of  freight  and  passengers  from  one  depot  to  another 
or  to  any  point  they  may  deem  necesi^ary  to  facilitate  the 
movement  of  freight,  manufactured  or  raw  material,  and 
travel,  and  they  may  consolidate  with  any  other  railway  in 
or  out  of  this  State;  and  they  maj-  louse  any  railwaj^  and 
they  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners,  of  (wq 
thirds  of  the  stock  of  said  company,  sell  or  lease  said  rail- 
way ;  but  no  consolidation,  sale,  lease,  or  arrangement  shall 
prejudice  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  any  of  the  mortgage 
bonds  issued  by  the  said  company. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  with  the  May  issue  bonds. 
consent  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  two  thirds  of  the  stock  of 
said  company,  may  issue  bonds  of  s?iid  company,  with  or  with- 
out coupons  bearing  interest,  in  denominations  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation 
affixed,  and  payable  as  they  maj*  deem  proper;  and  may  sell 
said  bonds  at  any  time  or  place,  and  in  un}*  manner  they  may 
choose.  But  said  bonds  shall  not  exceed  in  amount  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  mile  of  said  railwa3';  and 
may  execute  a  mortgage  on  said  railway  and  branches,  roll- 
ing-stock, houses,  depots,  shops,  machinery,  rights  of  way, 
chartered  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  franchises  to  secure 
the  payment  of  said  bonds. 
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§  6.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  have

§  7.  The  said  proposed  railway,  with  its  rolling-stock,  de- 
pots, shops,  telegraph,  and  appurtenances  belonging  directly 
thereto  of  the  said  company,  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  exempted 
and  free  from  taxation,  State,  county  or  municipal,  for  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  this  act;  but  any  other  property  be- 
longing to  said  company  shall  be  subject  to  taxation.  No 
property  of  said  company  of  any  kind  shall,  at  any  time  or 
for  any  purpose,  be  subject  to  a  greater  taxution  than  is  im- 
posed upon  other  property  of  a  like  kind  in  this  State. 

§  8.  Upon  application  by  any  authorized  agent  or  officer

or  through  which  it  is  j^roposed  to  construct  said  railway  or 
branches,  the  said  county  judge  shall  immediately  open  the 
count}'  court,  and  appoint  three  commissioners,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  residents  of  the  count}',  and  one  an  engineer  of  said 
company,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and  truthfully  per- 
form tiicir  duties;  and  if  said  company  cannot  agree  with 
the  owners  or  proprietors  for  the  right  of  way,  land,  or  ma- 
terial wanted  for  the  construction  and  operating  said  railway 
and  branches,  sidings,  telegraph,  buildings,  oil  pipes,  or  works; 
or  if  the  owner  is  under  disability,  the  said  commissioners,  or 
any  two  of  them,  within  five  days  alter  request  from  either 
party,  shall  hear  proof,  and,  upon  their  view,  value  the  same, 
and  report,  in  writing,  to  the  court  appointing  them.  The 
report  shall  describe  the  land  or  material  valued,  and  state 
the  interest  and  duration  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed,  and  give  the  name  of  owner  and  place  of  res- 
idence, if  known,  and  if  under  disability,  the  nature  thereof; 
which  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  who 
shall  indorse  on  it  the  date  of  filing,  and  issue  summons  to 
the  owner  or  known  agent,  if  in  the  county,  to  show  cause 
against  the  confirmation  of  said  report;  but  if  neither  owner 
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or  known  agent  be  in  the  county,  the  clerk  sliall  order  the 
appearance  of  the  owner  on  a  day  named,  not  later  than  the 
second  term  of  the  court  after  the  filing  of  said  report,  and 
notify  him  by  letter  if  his  residence  is  known;  and  if  such 
absent  owner  does  not  appear,  the  court  shall  appoint  an 
attorney  of  the  court  to  defend  for  such  owner;  and  if  any 
owner  is  under  disability,  the  clerk  or  court  shall  appoint  a 
guardian  ad  litem  to  defend  for  such  owner.  The  clerk  shall 
docket  said  report,  and  if  no  exceptions  be  filed  thereto,  the 
same  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  court,  and  the  payment  of  the 
damages,  and  the  execution  of  a  grant  to  the  company  or- 
dered. If  either  party  traverse  the  said  report,  the  court 
shall  imve  the  case  tried  in  open  court  by  a  competent  jury. 
Tlie  cominissioners  or  jury,  in  estimating  damages,  shall  find 
the  actual  value  of  the  land  or  material  wanted;  and  in  esti- 
mating resulting  damarres  to  the  residue,  shall  set  off  against 
the  same  the  advantages  to  the  residue  to  be  derived  by  the 
owner  of  the  land  or  material  by  the  construction  and  operat- 
ing of  said  railway  through  or  near  sard  residue.  Ujion  the 
finding  of  a  verdict,  if  a  new  trial  is  not  granted,  the  court 
shall  order  the  payment  of  the  damages  found  bj'  the  jurj', 
and  the  execution  of  a  grant  to  the  companj'.  All  proceed- 
ings upon  the  report  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  similar 
to  aciiona  in  circuit  courts,  as  provided  by  the  Civil  Code  of 
Practice,  except  as  herein  provided.  Either  party  may  have 
an  appeal  to  the  circuit  court.  Upon  tho  filing  of  the  report 
by  the  commissioners,  the  company  may  take  immediate  pos- 
session of  the  land  or  material  wanted  and  described  in  the 
report:  Provided^  They  execute  bond,  with  good  and  approved 
surety,  before  the  clerk  of  the  court,  to  pay  the  damages  that 
may  be  assessed  upon  the  final- hearing  of  the  case.  The 
company  may  pay  the  damages  assessed  to  the  clerk  of  the 
court,  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  said  clerk  shall  be  re- 
sporisible,  upon  his  official  bond,  to  the  person  entitled  to  the 
same,  and  the  company  shall  be  thereby  released  from  a  fur- 
ther payment  of  the  sum  named  in  the  clerk's  receipt.  No 
owner  shall  commence  an  action  in  any  court  against  the 
company,  or  any  of  its  employes,  for  damages,  or  for  recov- 
ery of  land  or  material,  after  the  filing  of  commissioners' 
report,  and  the  execution  of  the  bond  by  the  company  as 
above  mentioned.  The  final  judgment  of  the  court  shall  be 
a  bar  to  any  action  or  proceeding  by  the  owner  against  the 
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-company  aboat  or  concorning  the  land  or  material  described 
in  the  commiHsioner's  report,  and  adjudged  to  the  company 
by  the  court:  Provided,  That  the  time  of  ten  years  be  givea 
to  said  company  in  which  to  complete  said  road. 

§  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  353. 

AN  ACT  to  tDCorpornte  tbe  town  of  MaafordTille,  in   Hart  coanty,  Ken- 
tucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Munfbrdvillo,  in  the  county  of  Hart, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  the  lots  and 
streets  as  now  laid  off  and  recorded  in  deed-book  **  A,"  page 
473,  in  the  Hart  county  court  clerk's  office. 

§  2.  That  the  corporate  boundary  of  said  town  shall  be  as 
Boundary  of  the  follows  :  Beginning  at  the  most  southern  corner  of  lot  No. 

town. 

156,  in  said  town,  on  the  bank  of  Green  river,  running  thence 
north  fourteen  degrees  west  one  hundred  and  seventy  poles; 
thence  north  sixty  degrees  west  eighty-six  poles;  thence  south 
thirty  degrees  west  two  hundred  and  eighteen  poles  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  lot  No.  81,  in  said  town;  thence  south 
sixty  degrees  east  to  Green  river;  thence  with  Green  river  to 
the  beginning, 
g  3.  That  hereafter  the  fiscal,  municipal,  and  prudential 
Tnmecs— whea   conccms  of  Said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who 

shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  who  shall  have  resided  in 
said  town  six  months  previous  to  said  election.  Said  trustees 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  that  they  shall,  betoro  they 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  lake  an  oath  before 
some  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  officer  authorized  to  admin- 
ister oaths  faithfully  to  discharge  the  dulicn  of  their  office 
during  their  continuance  therein.  No  person  shall  bo  a  trus- 
tee of  said  town  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  a  real 
estate  owner  therein,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  said  town 
twelve  months  next  preceding  his  election.  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that   may  occur  in  their  board  by 
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flppointtnent.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  at  their  firAt  rneoting 
after  their  election,  to  appornt  one  of  their  owr>  body  to  pre- 
side at  their  meetings,  to  be  stjted  the  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  to  whose  managenrtent  and  control  the  executive 
affairs  of  said  town  shall  be  intrasted.  A  majority  of  the 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorunn  for  the  transaction  of  busi-' 
nesB,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  pref^ident,  ntay  elect  one  of 
their  body  as  president  for  the  time  being,  who  shall  have 
the  same  powers  as  the  president  if  he  were  present.  If  at

§4.  That  said  trustees  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo-  ^^^^ 
rate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  st^^lo  of  The  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Munfordville^  and  in  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  in  all  courts  and 
places,  may  use  either  a  common  or  private  seal,  and  do  ali 
other  acts  which  a  body-politic  and  corporate  having  per- 
petual succession  may  lawfully  and  rightful Ij"^  do/ 

§  5.  That  they  shall  have  power  to  make  and  receive  all 
necessary  conveyances  in  relation  to  said  town;  they  shall   May  make  by 

laws. 

have  power  and  authority  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for 
the  regulation  and  good  government  of  said  town,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth;^ 
they  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  assess  and  collect 
annually  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  thirty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars*  worth  of  real  and  personal  estate 
in  said  town  and  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each 
tithe  in  said  town;  and  they  shall  be  collected  by  the  town 
marshal  as  taxes  due  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  are^ 
They  shall  have  power  to  abate  nuisances  in  said  town,  and 
may  fix  fines  and  penalties  upon  whomsoever  may  caofie 
them.  They  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  and  erec^  a  suita-  Maverecf  nnr^ 
ble  market  house,  and  ibr  that  purpose  may  purchase  ground, 
and  regulate  the  market  and  appoint  a  market  master. 
§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  keep  the  Duties  or  t»M 

trustees.' 

Streets  of  said  town  in   good   repair  lor  tran-sportation  and 
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travel,  so  far  as  they  ma}'  deem  necessary;  and  for  each  failure 
to  do  80,  they  shall,  upon  an  indictment  by  the  grand  jury,  bo 
fined  by  the  Hart  circuit  or  criminal  court  any  eum  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars,  to  bo  collected  of  tbem  by  the 
shoriflfand  paid  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund. 

§  7.  That  they  shall  have  power  over  the  streets,  alley's, 
sidewalks,  and  public  squares  in  said  town,  and  the}'  may,  in 
all  or  any  part  of  said  town  where  the  same  has  not  been 
done,  open  roads,  streets,  and  alloj's  for  the  convenience  of 
the  public,  and  may  do  this  by  purchase  from,  or  consent  of, 
owners  of  property,  or  by  the  application  of  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  trustees  to  the  county  court  for  a  writ  of  a<i  quod

§  9.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  for 
the  suppression  of  tippling-houses,  bawdy-houses,  and  houses 
of  ijl-fame,  gambling  houses,  and  such  other  houses  as  are 
common  resort  of  idle  and  dissolute  persons;  to  prohibit  all 
retailers  of  spirituous  liquors  from  retailing  the  same,  and  for 
providing  and  enforcing  adequate  penalties. 

§  10.  That  they  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  taxing. 
May  levy  tar.  annually,  all  or  any  store,  grocery,  or  retail  establishment  in 
said  town.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax  peddlers  and  auc- 
tioneers, in  addition  to  the  tax  now  imposed  by  law,  not 
more  than  one  fourth  of  one  per  cent,  of  their  gross  sales, 
and  require  them  to  take  out  license,  under  such  restrictions 
and  penalties  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  payment  of 
such  tax;  and  also  the  power  to  tax  and  license  agencies  of 
insurance,  shows,  exhibitione,  theatrical  performances,  con- '

§  12.  That  said  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  a  treasurer,   shaii  appoint  of-

assessor  of  tax,  and  city  attorney,  being  citizens  of  said  town, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  continue  one  3'oar,  unless  removed 
by  said  board  ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  records  of 
their  proceedings  properly  belonging  to  their  respective 
offices;  to  enter  into  such  bond  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  as  said  board  may  prescribe;  and  such  pay  may 
be  allowed  them  for  their  services  as  may  be  fixed  by  said 
trustees.

fined  by  the  Hart  circuit  or  criminal  court  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars,  to  bo  collected  of  them  by  the 
sheriff  and  paid  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund.

§  12.  That  said  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  a  treasurer,   shaii  appoint  of- 

assessor  of  tux,  and  city  attorney,  being  citizens  of  said  town, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  continue  one  year,  unless  removed 
by  said  board  ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  records  of

The  Governor  shall  issue  a  commission  for  the  person  elected 
police  judge,  who  shall,  after  he  receives  his  commission, 
execute  bond,  with  good  security,  in  the  Hart  countj'  court. 
He  shall  be  a  judicial  officer,  and  styled  the  police  judge  of 
Mnnfordville.

justices  of  the  peace  now  have,  or  may  hereafter  have,  in  this 
State;  and  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  of  crimes  and 
misdemeanors  committed  within  said  town  and  town  district 
as  two  justices  of  the  peace  now  have;  and  shall  have  full 
jurisdiction  within  said  town  of  all  offenses  committed  against 
the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  shall  have  ex-* 
elusive  power  to  enter  judgments  and  issue  executions  for 
all  fines  and  penalties  for  such  offenses.  He  shall  have  power 
to  grant  attachments  and  injunctions  to  the  same  extent  that 
two  justices  of  the  peace  have  or  the  county  judge  has.  It 
shall  ite  the  duty  of  the  police  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  bis 
proceedings,  copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  to  the  same 
extent  and  for  the  same  purpose  that  copies  of  justices'  rec** 
ords  now  are.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas  for 
witnesses,  or  other 'process  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses before  him,  and  to  punish  all  contempts  against  his 
authority  by  fines,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  in  each  case. 
He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal  or  other  officer  to 
summon  a  jury  in  cases  cognizable  before  him,  where  a  jury 
is  required  by  law.  He  shall  have  power  to  take  and  certify 
depositions  as  justices  of  the  peace  and  examiners  now  have, 
which  shall  be  allowed  to  be  read  as  depositions  are  now 
allowed  to  be  read,  which  are  taken  and  certified  by  such 
Justices  or  examiners.  He  shall  be  allowed  and  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  as  county  judges  and  justices  are  allowed  for 
similar  services;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  collect  in  the 
same  way  that  justices  now  collect  their  fees. 

§  17.  Appeals  from  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  police 
judge  in  civil  cases  shall  be  allowed  to  any  party  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  the  same  tribunals,  as 
appeals  are  or  may  be  allowed  from  judgments  of  justices  of 
the  peace  in  like  cases.

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§  19.  The  bond  of  the  town  marshal,  may  be  pat  in  suit  for 
a  failure  to  perform  the  conditions  thereof,  by  any  person 
injured,  in  the  same  manner  as  suits  are  now  authorized  to 
be  brought  on  conslubles'  bonds;  and  said  marshal  shall  also 
be  subject  to  motion  against  him  and  his  surety  before  the 
police  judge  for  a  failure  to  ptiy  over  money  to  the*  person  or 
persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  under  the  rules  and 
roguhitions  and  restrictions  as  motions  are  authorized  to  be 
made  against  defaulting  constables.  He  shall  collect  all  taxes 
of  said  town,  and  other  demands  in  any  part  of  the  county 
of  Hurt,  that  may  be  put  into  his  hands  for  collection,  and 
account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  to  those  entitled  thereto, 
under  the  same  rules  required  by  law  of  sheriffs  in  the  collec- 
t'on  of  taxes,  and  of  constables  in  the  collection  of  executions 
and  other  demands.

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ment,  which  appointee  shall  contirvue  if^  office  ontil  the  next 
e^eotion  for  town  officers. 

§  24.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  aot»  heretofore  enacted  ii> 
relation  to  the  charter  of  the  town  of  ManfordviUe  are  here^ 
by  repealed. 

§  25.  That  W.  J.  Macv,  Archie  Miller,  Wm.  Beard,  W.  B, 
Brown,  and  C.  J.  Walton,  be,  and  thoy  are  hereby,  appointed 
trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  qualify  within  twenty  days 
after  the  approval  of  this  act,  and  hold  their  office  antil  the 
first  Saturday  in  April,  1B80,  election,  and  until  their  succesfv.

CHAPTER  354. 

AN  ACT  to  RrDeadT  nn  act  to  incorporate  tbe  N^tioimT  Sfotiral  Benefit  Asso" 

ciation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commtmwealth 
af  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  second  section  o#  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act  ta 
incorporate  the  NatioDal  Mutual  Benefit  Association,^  ap* 
proved  April  6th,  1878,  be,  and  tbe  same  is  hereby ,  amended 
after  the  words  "  sixty-five  years,"  when  thoy  first  occ»r  in  said 
Boctiony  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz:  Ail  members  may  be  as- 
signed to  two  divisions,  aiKl  the  aecovnts  of  each  division 
shall  be  kept  separate.  The  first  divisian  may  consist  of 
thirty-two  hoi>dred  monxbers.  The  certificates  of  member- 
ship shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  should  the  bolder 
of  any  certificate  in  said  first  division  die  or  forfeit  his  mem- 
bership, such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  new  member,  thu» 
keeping  this  division  filled  to  its  maximum  at  all  times. 
The  second  division  may  be  unlimited  as  to  number,  and  any 
^rson  may,  with  the  consent  of  tbe  board  of  directors,  take 
out  as  many  as  two  certificates  of  membership  in  said  division, 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  each,  or  he  may  take  one 
certificate,  with  like  consent,  not  exceeding  four  thousand 
dollars  in  amount.  All  persons  hereailer  taking  certificates 
in  said  a^oeiation  may  be  divided  into  seven  classes.  Those 
from  18  to  30  years  of  age  shall  constitute  tbe  first  class ; 
those  from  30  to  40  years  of  age  the  second  class;  those  from 
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40  to  45  yoars  of  age  shall  conBtitute  the  third  class  ;  thoso 
from  45  to  50  years  of  ago  shall  constitute  the  fourth  cla.s» ; 
those  from  50  to  55  years  of  age  shall  constitute  the  fifth 
class;  those  from  55  to  60  years  of  age  shall  constitute  the 
sixth  class,  and  those  from  60  to  65  years  of  age  shall  consti- 
tute the  seventh  dass^  and  each  class  shall  pa}',  on  the  death 
of  a  member  of  his  division,  a  mortuary  fee,  the  amount 
thereof  to  be  regulated  by  the  by  laws  and  specified  in  his 
certificate  of  membership:  Provided,  however^  That  the  num- 
ber of  classes  may  be  reduced  by  the  board  of  directors  if 
such  reduction  should  at  any  time  seem  advisable. 

§  2.  That  the  fourth  section  of  said  act  be  amended  by 
striking  therefrom,  at  the  e«d  thereof,  the  following  words, 
viz :  "  An  absent  director  may  vote  by  proxy  at  any  meeting 
of  the  board  of  directors." 

§  3.  That  the  following  words  be  added  to  section  five  of 
said  act,  at  the  end  thereof,  vie:  **0r  in  the  payment  of  such 
death  losses  in  whole  or  in  part  as  the  board  may  deem  expe- 
dient or  proper,"  and  they  shall  hereafter  be  road  as  pti^t  of 
said  section. 

§  4.  That  section  six  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as 
follows:  On  notification  by  the  secretary  of  the  death  of  any 
member  of  the  first  division,  each  surviving  member  thereof 
shall  pay.  into  the  treasury,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
notice,  the  mortuary  tee  stipulated  in  his  certificate  of  mem- 
bership,  which  sum  shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  paid  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  proof  of  loss  to  the  legal  heirs  or 
beneficiary  of  the  deceased  member,  less  twenty  per  cent,  to 
be  deducted  for  permanent  fund  and  expenses.  On  notifica- 
tion by  the  secretary  of  the  death  of  a  member  of  the  second 
division,  each  surviving  member  thereof  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury,  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  notice,  the  mortuary 
fee  stipulated  in  his  certificate  of  membership,  which  sum 
shall  constitute  a  mortuary  fund,  out  of  which,  after  deducting 
twenty  per  centum  for  the  permanent  fund,  shall  be  paid, 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  proof  of  loss,  to  the  legal 
heirs  or  beneficiaries  of  the  deceased  members,  the  amount 
specified  in  bis  certificate  of  membership.

curring therein,  may  issue  a  suf&cient  number  of  bonds,  and 
no  more,  to  exchange  for  the  outstanding  bonds  issued  under 
said  aet,  which  shall  be  in  such  amounts  as  said  trustees  may 
elect,  payable  five  years  from  date,  and  bearing  interest  at 
an}''  rate  nat  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  from  date 
until  paid.  Said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their 
j)ar  value,  or  they  may  be  exchanged  at  par  for  the  outstand- 
ing bonds.  If  sold,  the  mono\'  realized  therefor  shall  be  ap- 
plied in  paying  off  and  cancelling  the-  oat&tanding  bonds. 
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Said  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  off  all  or  any  portion 
of  said  bonds  at  any  lime  before  maturity. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT  to  prevent  tbe  deetriKition  of  fish  io  the  waters  of  Dix  river  and 

Haogingr  Fork. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comrnonwealih 
«/  Kentucky: 

g  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  an}'  person  or 
persons,  at  any  time,  by  means  of  an}^  seine,  drag  net,  trap^ 
set-net,  gill-net,  or  any  poisonous  drug,  powder,  or  other  ex- 
plosive, or  otherwise  than  with  line  and  hook,  to  take  or  catch 
fish  of  any  kind  in  the  waters  of  Dix  river  and  the  Hanging 
Fork  of  Dix  river,  within  the  boundaries  of  Mercer,  Boyle, 
Oarrard,  and  Lincoln  counties. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  take,  with  book  and  line,  any  kind  of  fish  in  the 
above  mentioned  streams,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and 
the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year. 

§  3.  Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  fined  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  aud  notexceeding 
fifty  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  recoverable  by  war- 
rant before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  county  judjfe,  or  upon 
indictment  oi*  presentment  by  a  grand  jury  in  the  circuit 
oourt  of  the  count}'  within  which  the  offense  shall  be  com- 
mitted. 

§  4.  Any  person  convicted  under  this  act  shall  stand  com- 
mitted to  tlve  county  jail  until  the  fine  and  costs  ar«  actually 
paid,  or  satisfied  hy  imprisonment  at  the  rate  of  one  day  for 
«ach  two  dollars  of  the  fine  imposed.

CHAPTER  362. 

AN  ACT  conferring  special  jurisdiction  on  tbe  judge  of  tbe  Boone  co>mtj 

court  in  road  cases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  Boone  county  court  shall  here- 
after have  jurisdiction  to  try  all  complaints  against  surveyors 
of  public  roads  in  said  county,  for  failing,  to  keep  the  roads, 
culverts,  and  bridges  in  their  respective  road  districts  in  re- 
pair. , 

§  2.  That  proceedings  in  such  cases  shall  be  in  the  name  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  be  commenced  by  a  summons 
issued  by  the  said  judge  upon  his  own  personal  information 
or  upon  information  made  under  oath  by  some  other  person. 
The  summons  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  days  from  its  issual,  and  shall  be  served 
at  least  five  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  trial.  The  sum- 
mons must,  in  general  terms,  inform  the  surveyor  of  the 
offense  charged  and  for  which  he  is  to  be  tried,  and  shall  be 
served  by  the  delivery  of  a  copy,  and  by  any  officer  author- 
ized to  serve  a  summons.  If  the  summons  is  not  served  in 
time  for  trial  as  above  provided  for,  another  day  for  the  trial 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  judge,  not  later  than  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  service,  of  which  the  surveyor  shall  have  notice.    The 
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trial  shall  be  by  jary  to  be  dummoned  as  in  otlier  caaes  of  mis* 
demeaDor;  bat  the  defeadaot  may  appear  and  waive  a  jury. 
If  the  defendant  fail  to  appear  in  person  or  by  attorney,  the 
offense  charged  in  the  sammons  shall  bo  taken  as  confessed, 
and  a  jury  summoned  and  sworn,  who  shall  hear  the  testi- 
mony and  fix  the  fine,  upon  which  the  judge  shall  render  u 
judgment  fortheamount  of  fine  and  costs  of  prosecution.  The 
judgment  so  rendered  may  be  enforced  by  execution  against 
the  property  of  the  defendant,  or  by  capias  pro  fine,  Eilher 
or  both  of  said  writs  may  issue  at  the  instance  of  the  countj' 
ultorney^  and  may  be  proceeded  on  as  similar  writs  issued  by 
circuit  oourts. 

§  3.  The  county  attorney  of  said  county  shall  prosecute 
before  the  county  judge  all  offenses  punishable  under  this  act, 
and  for  his  services  shall  receive  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  collected  on  the  judgment  in  ail  cases  which  he  may 
attend  and  prosecute^  and  he  shall  see  that  all  proper  writs 
and  processes  are  isHued  in  the  prosecution  of  such  cases,  and 
the  collection  of  such  judgments. 

§  4.  The  fines  collected  tinder  this  act,  after  deducting  the 
allowance  to  the  county  attorney,  shall  be  paid  by  the  collect- 
ing officer  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

§  5.  The  judge  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings  under 
this  act,  and  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services  the  same  fees  as 
are  allowed  him  for  similar  services  in  misdemeanor  cases,  and 
the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  defendant  where  judgment  is 
against  tlae  defendant,  otherwise  out  of  the  county  levy;  and 
sueh  services  as  he  may  render  for  the  defendant  shall  be  paid 
for  by  such  defendant  in  every  instance,  and  may  be  collected 
as  other  fee-bills  are  collected.  Witnesses  for  the  defendant 
shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  in  other  misdemeanor  cases, 
and  be  collected  of  defendant  as  other  witness  fees  are  collect- 
ed. Witnesses  for  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  allowed  the 
same  fees  and  mileage,  &c.,  as  in  other  cases,  and  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county  out  of  the  county  levy,  when  not  collected  on 
the  judgment. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  363. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Qerman  Security  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  incorporating  the  Security  Bank,  approved 
March  9,  1867,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto,  changing  the 
name  of  said  bank  to  the  German  Security  Bank,  approved 
December  26,  1867,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  amended  so 
that  the  limitation  of  the  corporate  functions  and  franchises 
of  said  bank  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  extended  to  the 
period  of  fifty -one  years  from  the  organization  of  said  bank, 
instead  of  twenty-one  years,  as  provided  in  the  seventh  sec- 
tion of  the  original  act  incorporating  said  bank. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

of  the  patroTiB  of  said  Rchool  that  the  trostees  should  employ 
a  teacher  competent  to  teach  more  than  the  olemontary 
branches,  they  did  procure  a  teacher  of  collegiate  attainments, 
who  18  touching  a  school  acceptable  to  said  district;  but  by 
an  oversight  of  trustees  and  teacher,  he  did  not  apply  for  a 
cerii6ciito  so  as  to  enable  him  to  draw  the  money  due  him 
from  the  public  school  fund  ;  now, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

g  1.  That  the  common  school  commissioner  for  Oldham 
county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  pay  said  teacher 
for  district  No.  14  the  amount  of  public  money  due  said  dis- 
trict, as  other  teachers  are  paid  for  the  present  school  year. 

g  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its  pai;- 
sage.

CHAPTER  366. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  chnrter  of  the  town  of  Lewiftburg,  in  Lognn  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Lewisburg,*' approved  April  9th,  1878,  be  so  amended 
as  to  include  within  its  limits  the  following  boundary,  viz  : 
Beginning  at  the  junction  of  the  Hopkinsville  and  Morgan- 
town  with  the  RussellviUe  and  Greenville  road,  running 
thence  on  a  straight  line  from  naid  junction  to  a  tenant  house 
belonging  to  Dr.  L.  G.  Richardson,  now  occupied  by  Jap. 
Barrett,  including  the  sumo  ;  thence  on  a  straight  line  to 
Alum  Liok  creek,  at  a  point  opposite  A.  J.  Patton*8  residence; 
thence  down  said  creek  to  a  point  in  range  with  R.  G.  Hardi- 
son's  east  and  west  line;  thence  to  said  Hardison's  line,  and  in 
the  same  course  to  the  Greenville  road;  thence  with  the 
Greenville  road  to  the  beginning;  and  the  same  is  hereby  in- 
corporated, so  as  to  extend  the  limits  of  said  town  of  Lewis- 
burg  accordingly. 

§  2.  The  same  number  of  trustees  and  other  officers  pro- 
vided for  in  the  said  act  of  incorporation,  with  the  same  quali- 
fications, and  poftsesKcd  of  the  same  powers  and  duties,  and 
under  the  same  rules  and  responsibilities,  shall  be  elected  by 
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tliesame  voters,  at  the  same  times  and  places,  to  be  qoulified 
in  the  same  manner  before  the  same  officers,  to  remain  in 
their  respective  offices  and  positions  for  the  same  length  of 
time  and  onder  the  same  regulations  as  provided  in  and  by 
the  said  original  act  of  incorporation. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  367. 

AN  ACT  to  prerent  the  (leadening  of  timber  near  any  of  the  public  high- 
ways in   Henderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
deaden  timber,  or  allow  timber  to  be  deadened,  upon  his 
land,  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  of  any  of  the  pub- 
lic highwa^^s  of  Henderson  county;  and  for  the  violation  of 
this  act,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  recover- 
able by  warrant  before  a  magistrate  or  judge  of  the  county 
court  of  said  county. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  roads  in 
said  county  to  prosecute  all  offenders  under  this  act:  Provided^ 
The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  enforced  until  so 
ordered  by  the  county  court  of  Henderson  county. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  May  1st,  1880.

CHAPTER  368. 

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Citizens'  Bank  of  Midway. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  bank  is  hereby  established  in  the  town  of  Mid- 
way, Kentucky,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Citizens'  Bank  of 
Midway;  and  by  that  name  is  incorporated;,  and  shall  be 
capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  an- 
swering and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever; 
it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  or  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure. 
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§  2/The  stock  in  said  bank  shall  be  deemed  personal  prop- 
erty, and  shall  be  assignable  according  to  such  rules  as  the 
board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  establish. 

§  3.  That  Geo.  T.  Hord,  John  A.  Steele,  and  B.  K.  Thornton 
may,  at  such  time  or  place  as  suits  their  convenience,  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  which  shall  be  in  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  when  one  hundred  shares 
are  subscribed  and  paid  for,  the  stockholders  shall  meet  and 
organize  said  bank  by  choosing  a  president,  directors,  and 
other  officers,  whose  compensation  and  salary  shall  be  fixed, 
and  bond  and  security  may  be  required  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  to  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars. 

§  5.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  silver,  bank 
notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circulHte<#as 
money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  and  at  such 
time,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  depositors  by  special  or 
general  contract;  and  may  deal  in  loaning  of  money,  ex- 
change, promissory  notes,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  take 
personal  or  other  security  and  real  estate  for  the  payment 
thereof,  and  dispose  of  same  as  authorized  by  an  act,  en- 
titled **An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  incorporated  banks  of 
Kentucky,"  approved  March  16th,  1871;  and  the  promissory 
notes  or  bills  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its  bank,  or  any 
other  bank  which  may  be  discounted  by  said  bank;  and 
inland  bills  of  exchange  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills 
of  exchange;  and  like  remedies  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly 
and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  6.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use, 
enjoy,  and  occupy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as 
may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or 
which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or  pur- 
chased in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and 
sell  and  convey  the  same;  and  they  may  make  all  needful 
by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  bank,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  pr  the 
State  of  Kentucky. 

§  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  currency. 
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§8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  Us  passage:  Provided^ 
Said  bank  is  organized  under  it  within  one  year  from  the  date 
hereof. 

\   §  9.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or 
repeal  this  act  at  pleasure.

AN  ACT  10  iucnrporate  the  Bradford  and  Lenozburg  Turnpike  Gompaoj, 

Bracken  coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  L.J.  Bradford,  David  G.  Thomas,  J.  Smith  Riley, 
A  J.  Bradford,  Henry  Flowers,  W.  H.  Wilson,  John  Myers, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
CMiiced  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Bradford  and  Lenoxburg  Turnpike  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  the 
town  of  Bradford,  on  the  Ohio  river,  to  Lenoxburg,  in  Brack- 
en county;  and  b}'  the  said  name  and  style  shall  have  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer 
and  be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and 
places  in  this  Commonwealth. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  shall  be  opened  for  subscription  to  the 
stock  of  said  corporation  by  the  above  named  incorporators, 
or  as  many  as  will  act,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commission- 
ers for  that  purpose,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  or  a 
majority  may  designate.  The  commissioners  shall  insert  in 
the  subscription  books  an  obligation  to  this  effect,  namelj" : 
We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  severally  promise 
to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Bradford  and 
Lenoxburg  Turnpike  Company,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  and  ever}'  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite 
our  respective  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and 
at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by  the  said  president  and  directors 
deemed  best. 

§4.  That  whenever  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them  who  may  act,  shall  be  satisfied  that  a  sufficiency  of 
stock  is  subscribed,  or  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe 
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that  tho  same  will  be  sabscribed,  they  shall  give  notice  to 
the  stockholders,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
and  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  by  the  election 
of  a  president  and  five  directors,  one  vote  only  being  allowed 
for  each  and  every  share  in  the  capital  stock;  and  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  so  elected,  and  those  subsequently  elected 
as  their  successors,  shall  remain  in  office  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  time  and  place 
of  holding  elections,  after  the  first  election,  shall  be  at  the 
town  of  Bradford,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  and  a  major- 
ity of  the  bourd  present  shall  be  competent  to  do  business. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  the  said  company  is  organized  by  the  eloc^ 
tio^  of  a  president  and  a  board  of  directors,  it  shall  be  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid ; 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the 
privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation  ;  shall  be 
capable  of  holding  their  capita]  stock,  and  the  increase  and 
profits  thi^reof,  and  taking  and  holding,  by  purchase  or  gift, 
all  such  hinds  and  hereditaments,  and  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty, as  may  be  useful  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
purpose. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate  the 
elevations  and  grades  of  the  said  road,  tho  width  of  the  part 
thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone;  shall  designate  the  points 
at  which  said  road  will  terminate  at  the  town  of  Bradford,  on 
the  Ohio  river,  and  the  town  of  Lenoxburg,  on  the  Foster 
turnpike;  shall  designate  the  place  of  erecting  toll-gates,  and 
may  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  regulate  and  change  the  same ;  but 
said  rates  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  those  prescribed  by  the 
general  law  ;  and  they  shall  have  power,  after  three  miles  of 
said  road  shall  have  been  completed,  to  erect  a  toil-gate  and 
collect  toll  money,  and  apply  the  same  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors,  or  their  surveyors,  engin- 
eers, and  employes,  are  herebj'  authorized  and  empowered  to 
enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  and  inclosures,  public  roads  and 
highways,  in,  through,  and  over  which  the  said  road  may  to 
them  appear  most  practicable  in  its  economical  construction, 
and  to  examine  and  survey  the  grounds,  quarries,  gravel- 
beds,  and  timber  lands  along  the  lino  of  said  road,  or  conven- 
ient thereto. 
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§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  their 
surveyors,  engineers,  and  employes,  with  their  instraments, 
tool;^,  wagons,  carts,  and  beasts  of  draught  and  burden,  to 
enter  upon  the  land  in  and  over,  contiguous  to,  and  near 
which  said  road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their 
intention  to  the  owners,  possessors,  or  agents:  Provided^  That 
if  the  president  and  directors,  or  their  agents,  do  not  agree 
wiih  the  owners  of  the  lands  through  which  the  said  road  is 
to  paFs  as  to  the  damages  which  said  owners  will  sustain  by 
the  road  passing  through  their  lands,  ihe  president  and  direct- 
ors, or  their  unthorised  superintendent  of  construction,  shall 
apply  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  land 
ma3'  lie  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  tiie  damages 
which  may  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
lands;  and  the  jury,  in  assessing  the  damages,  shall  take 
into  consideration  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  result- 
ing to  the  parly  claiming  damages  by  the  establishment  of 
said  road;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the  damages 
assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to 
open  and  make  said  road,  and  dig  or  quarry  and  carry  away 
any  stone  or  gravel,  and  to  cut  and  carry  away  the  neces- 
sary timber  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  said  road  and 
bridges. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  or  elect  a 
treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  may  to  them  appear 
advisable,  with  such  compensation  for  their  services  which 
they  may  deem  just  and  reasonable,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  bo  appointed 
or  elected  and  qualided.  The  treasurer  of  said  company, 
before  he  enters  into  the  discbarge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
shall  give  bond  in  such  penalty  as  the  president  and  direct- 
ors may  require,  payable  to  themselves,  conditioned  to  pay 
over  any  sum  in  his  hands  belonging  to  said  company,  to 
J  the  order  of  the  president  and  directors.     The  treasurer  may 

be  made  competent  of  giving  notice,  in  such  manner  as  ho 
may  deem  proper  and  just,  the  amount  of  call  on  each  share 
of  stock,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment. 

g  10.  That  this  corporation  be,  and  is  hereby,  empowered 
and  authorized  to  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
as  may,  to  the  president  and  directors,  appear  conducive  to 
its  good  and  efficient  management:  Provided^  The  same  are 
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not  fnconBisfcent  with  tho  laws  of  tho  United  States  and  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  11.  That  if  any  person  shall  go  uroond  or  turn  oif  the  ^ 

said  turnpike  road,  with  the  fraudulent  intent  of  avoiding 
the  payment  of  toll,  as  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors 
aforesaid,  he  or  they  ahull,  on  conviction  before  any  justieo 
of  the  peace  in  Bracken  county,  bo  fined  five  dollars  for  each 
oifense,  to  bo  collected  as  other  judgments  of  justices,  and  be 
applied  for  the  benefit  of  said  road. 

§  12.  That  at  stated  or  called  meetings  of  the  stockhold- 
ers,'it  shall  be  lawtul  to  vote  by  person  or  by  written  proxy, 
each  share  of  the  stock  bein^  entitled  to  one  vote. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Herman  Fruechtenicht,  John  C.  Kroeger,  Fred-  Trustees, 
erick  Knoppmann,  and  Caspar  Heramei,  as  trustees  of  the 
First  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  of  Louisville, 
K^^ntncky,  and  their  successors  as  such,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  created  a  bod^'-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
First  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  of  Louisville,  N.-^me. 
Kentucky,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  be  capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  bo  contracted 
with,  the  same  as  natural  persons;  and  to  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  change  and  reiiew  the  same  at*pleasure. 

§2.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  are  May  hold  real 
hereby  invested  wiih  full  power  to  take  by  gift,  purchase, 
devise,  bequest,  release,  assignment,  or  otherwise,  any  real 
and  personal  property  for  the  purposes  of  said  church,  not 
exceeding  in  value  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  which  prop- 
erty shall  be  exempt  from  State  and  municipal  tlaxalion  so 
long  as  the  same  shall  be  held  or  used  for  the  purposes  Of 
said  church;  and  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  hold  and  control  any  and  all  property  so  received  and 
acquired,  and  now  owned  or  held  as  aforesaid,  for  the  exclusive 
use  and  benefit  of  the  First  German  Evangelical  Lutheran 
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Church,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  or  Buch  portion  thereof  as 
adheres  to  the  anchunged  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Apology 
^  ot  Melanchetson,  the  Form  of  Concord,  the  Articles  of  Senal- 

caid,  and  Dr.  Martin  Luther's  Small  and  Large  Catechism,  in 
connection  and  fellowship  ^ith  the  Synod  of  Missouri  and 
the  discipline  thereof,  and  to  the  articles  of  faith  as  now  held 
by  said  church  forever. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  may, 
Mny  horrow  foT  the  purposcs  of  Said  church,  and  upon  its  credit,  borrow 

money 

money  on  mortgage  or  otherwise,  and  may  mortgage  the  real 
and  personal  property  of  said  church  to  secure  the  paj^ment 
of  the  same  by  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust,  to  the  same  extent 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  natural  persons  might  do;  and  may 
empower  the  trustee  of  sftid  mortgage  to  do  anything  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  holders  of  such  mortgages  bonds  and  to 
execute  and  enforce  said  trust;  and  may  sell  andj convey  in 
fee-simple  any  property  now  held  or  hereafier  acquired  by 
them,  whenever  and  to  whom  said  church,  at  a  regular  bus! 
ness  meeting,  shall  direct;  and  tu  recei.ve,  hold,  and  invest 
the  proceed**  thereof,  and  do  and  perform  all  acts  necessary 
for  and  incident  to  religious  corporations,  not  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  laws  of  the  land. 
§,4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Whereas,  Thomas  A.  Ireland,  while  clerk  of  the  Owen 
county  court  in  November,  1871,  paid  to  Thomas  A.  Catlett, 
trustee  of  the  jury  fund  for  said  county,  the  sum  of  $300,  on 
i^ccount  of  public  moneys  collected,  and  took  his  receipt  there- 
for, and  said  trustee,  in  his  report  of  settlement  at  the  No- 
vember term,  1871,  erroneously  reported  said  payment  as 
only  $200,  and  charged  himselC  with  that  amount  only;  ai.d 
whereas,  said  Ireland,  in  his  settlement  with  the  Auditor  next 
thereafter  made,  was  only  credited  with  $200  as  reported 
by  said  trustee,  instead  of  the  $300  actually  paid,  and  has 
paid  to  the  Auditor  Aie  said  $100  difference,  «nd  has  never 
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received  creditTor  said  amount  in  any  of  his  subsequent  set- 
tlements— 

Be  it  enacted  hp  the  General  Assembljf  of  the  Commonwealth 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of 
said  Ireland  for  JlOO,  with  six  per  cent,  interest  from  the  first 
of  January,  1872,  to  the  date  of  said  warrant,  in  satisfaction 
of  said  payment. 

§  2.  That  the  Auditor  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  in- 
stitute suit  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  against  said 
Cattett  and  the  sureties  on  his  bond,  trustee  aforesaid,  to  re- 
cover the  amount  so  collected  by  him  and  not  reported,  with 
legal  interest. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  eflFect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  373. 

AN  ACT  requirinf;  cerrain  legal  advertising  la  Campbell  and  Eentoo  coun- 
ties to  be  iDSprted  in  anj  papur  of  general  circulation  published  in  Camp- 
bell or  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  all  notices  of  sales  of  real  estate  or  personal  prop- 
erty hereafter  made  by  sheriffs  of  Campbell  or  Kenton  coun- 
ty, under  executions  from  the  circuit  courts  of  said  counties, 
and  all  sales  made  under  a  judgment  of  the  Campbell  or 
Kenton  chancery  court  by  a  commissioner,  and  all  notices 
of  the  sittings  of  the  master  commissioners  for  the  settlement 
of  the  estate  of  deceased  persons^  and  proceedings  under  the 
act  of  1856  to  distribute  the  estate  of  insolvent  debtors,  are 
hereby  required  to  be  inserted  in  any  paper  of  general  circu- 
lation published  in  said  Campbell  or  Kenton  county.

AN  ACT  to  prevent  stock  from  runniDg  at  larfre  in  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tUe  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  owning  or  having 
care  of  any  horse,  jack,  jennet,  mule,  cattle,  sheep,  hog,  or 
stock  of  any  kind,  to  permit  the  same  to  run  at  large  in 
Kenton  county  after  this  act  takes  effect;  and  any  person  or 
persons  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  such  penalties  as  are 
prescribed  and  provided  for  in  this  act. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  stock  of  the  kind  named  in  first  sec-  sheriff. &c., shall 
tion  of  this  act  shall  be  found  running  at  largo,  it  shall  be  lar^e. 
the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  his  deputies,  or  the  constable  of  the 
district  where  such  stock  is  found,  to  seize  upon  and  impound 
said  stock,  and  provide  for  their  care  and  keeping  until  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  stock  shall  have  redeemed  them  by 
the  payment  of  all  fees  and  costs  of  every  kind  incident  to 
said  procedure. 

§  3,  Whenever  any  stock  shall  be  found  trespassing  upon  owne«  of  stock 
the  premises  or  inclosure  of  any  person,  the  owner  of  said  agcs^  ^^    *" 
stock  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  done,  and  for  all  fees  and 
costs  incident  to  the  prosecution  of  such  trespass,  recoverable 
before  any  officer  of  competent  jurisdiction  (notwithstanding 
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the  premines  or  property  so  injured  may  not  be  inclosed  by  a 
lawfai  fence,  as  now  required  by  law),  and  the  party  injured 
shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  stock  so  trespassing  for  all  damages, 
costs,  and  fees,  and  may  also  have  execution  levied  upon  said 
stock,  and  the  same  sold  in  satisfaction  thereof,  notwithstand- 
ing it  may  bo  exempt  from  said  levy  and  sale  under  the 
present  law. 

§  4.  For  taking  up  stock  running  at  large,  or  committing

for  each  horse,  jack,  jennet,  mule,  or  colt  over  six  months  old, 
one  dollar;  for  each  bull,  cow,  steer,  heifer,  or  calf  over  six 
months  old,  fifty  cents  ;  for  each  sheep  or  hog  over  three 
months  old;  twenty-five  cents. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  making  the  seizure

date  of  seizure,  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  stock  ;  and  if  stock 
found  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  not  re- 
deemed within  five  days  after  service  of  notice,  said  officers 
shall  advertise  (ten  days  before  selling)  such  stock  for  sale  in 
the  precinct  where  said  stock  was  seized  upon.  The  sale 
shall  be  proceeded  with  in  the  same  manner  as  sales  are 
conducted  on  executions  for  the  recovery  of  debt.  The  sale 
shall  be  made  on  a  credit  of  three  months,  the  purchaser 
giving  bond  with  approved  security;  and  for  sale  and  adver- 
tising shall  receive  the  same  commission  and  fees  as  are 
allowed  for  sales  under  execution  for  debt. 

§  6.  Any  person  finding  an\'  stock  upon  his  premises,  or  on 
premises  under  his  or  her  control,  shall  have  the  right  to  tako 
up  and  hold  the  same  as  estrays  are  now  taken  up  and  held. 
When  farms  are  lying  contiguous, there  being  a  division  fence 
between  them,  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes  in  such 
cases  made  and  provided  shall  govern. 

§  7.  When  the  bond  mentioned  in  the  fifth  section  of  this 
act  shall  be  collected,  after  all  the  expenses  connected  with 
the  seizure  and  sale  shall  be  paid  by  him,  he  shall  pay  the 
residue,  if  any,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  over  to  the  owner 
of  such  stock,  and  the  sheriff  shall  be  responsible  on  his 
official   bond. 

§8.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
This  act  shall  be  Kcntou  county  at  the  next  August  election;  and  il  shall  be 
voters  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  first 

Monday  in  August,  1880.  to  open  a  poll,  and  propound  to  each 
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voter  who  may  vott  at  said  election  the  question  :  "Are  you 
for  or  against  the  stock  law?"  and  ref^ister  his  vote  in  accord- 
ance with  his  response  to  said  question,  if  lie  desires  to  vote 
thereon.  The  vote  shall  be  certified  and  returned,  examined 
and  compared,  as  they  are  required  in  elections  for  State  and 
county  officers;  and  in  all  those  election  precincts  where  it 
shall  appear,  b^'  the  certificate  of  the  examining  board,  that 
a  majority  of  those  voting  voted  in  favor  of  the  stock  law, 
then  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force,  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  in  those  election  precincts 
where  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  are  found 
by  the  certificate  of  the  examining  board  to  have  voted 
against  the  stock  law,  then  this  act  shall  not  apply  or  be 
in  force  in  said  precincts.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  ex-

CHAPTER  379. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Kentucky  Central  Railroad  Compaoy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
lease,  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of,  and  loan  its  credit  to 
any  railroad  now  constructed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  commenced,  and  connecting  with  its  road  or 
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any  of  its  branches  or  loased  lines,  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  on  with  the  owners  or  controllers  thereof;  and  such 
owners  or  controllers  are  hereby  empowered  to  make  any 
such  contract  of  sale  or  lease,  and  to  receive  such  subscription 
of  capital  stock  or  loan  of  credit. 

§  2.  The  said  compan}'  may  also  purchase  and  hold  stock 
in  any  company  owning  or  operating,  by  lease  or  otherwisff 
any  such  connecting  road;  and  may  lease  its  own  road  or 
roads,  and  sublet  any  road  it  may  have  leased  under  authority 
of  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  company,  or  any  person  or 
company  purchasing  or  leasing  any  railroad  under  authority 
of  this  act,  shall  operate  the  same  accordinor  to  the  terms  of 
the  charter  thereof,  and  of  the  contract  of  purchase  or  lease^ 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  such  charter:  And 
provided  further ,  That  the  powers  granted  in  this  act  shall  not 
be  exercised  until  authorized  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company  at  a  regular  or  called  meeting 
called  to  consider  the  same. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  count}*  court  of  Marion 
county,  if  they,  in  the'r  discretion,  deem  it  expedient,  by 
their  duly  authorized  agents  to  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  the 
necessary  hauling  to  be  done,  and  the  materials  to  be  used  in 
repairing  and  keeping  in  repair  the  public  dirt  roads  of  said 
county. 
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§  2.  The  letting  to  be  by  road  precincts,  and  publicly  done 
on  due  notice.  The  lowest  bidder  to  be  appointed  the  over- 
seer of  the  respective  precincts,  as  the  law  now  directs,  for 
two  j'ears,  and  to  have  the  same  hands  now  allowed  to  the 
respects  precincts. 

§  3.  The  county  court  to  have  power  to  reject  any  and  all 
bids :  Pr9vidtdy  That  should  a  portion  of  the  bids  so  made  be 
accepted,  then  this  law  to  only  apply  to  those  bids  so  accepted, 
and  the  ren^afning  roads  not  so  let  out  to  be  controlled  b^'  the 
present  statute  laws  relating  to  roads. 

§  4.  All  thri  powers  now  conferred  on  overseers  of  roads  to 
be  exercised  by  the  contractors,  when  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  said  contractors  being  liable  to  the 
same  penalties  now  imposed  upon  overseers,  and  the  hands 
to  be  under  like  penal t*e8  for  refusal  or  failure  to  work  said 
roads.  The  fund  from  such  penalties  to  be  used  to  employ 
other  labor  to  do  work  on  said  roads  or  to  pay  the  contractors. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enitcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

§  1.  Tbat.  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  allow  Wm.  M.  Campbell,  late  sheriff  of 
Trigg  county,  credit  for  the  sum  of  $156  79  (being  amount 
of  lands  soid  to  Oomraonweafth  by  him  on  9th  December, 
1878),  upon  the  judgment  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  ren- 
dered at  its  June  term,  1878,  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth 
against  said  Wm.  M.  Campbell  and  his  sureties  for  the  sum 
of  €5,928  25,  with  interest  and  costs,  being  balance  of  revenue 
unpaid  of  Trigg  county  for  the  year  1877, 

§  2.  This  atst  shall  take  eff*  ct  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTEJl  388. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  trespass  in  Nicholas  and  Fleming  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  if  any  person  or  perAons  shall  willfnllj  cut  down,  im- 
pair, or  destroy  any  tree,  or  shall  hunt,  chase,  catch,  or  kill 
any  game,  or  shall  hunt,  chase,  or  kill  any  fox  or  other  ani- 
mal, or  pull  down  the  fence,  or  ride  or  drive  over  the  inclosed 
land  of  another  person,  without  first  having  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  owner  so  to  do,  he  or  they  shall  «ach  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense,  to  bo  recovered  by  warrant,  ti»  the  name  of 
the  Commonwealth,  before  the  county  judge,  po>ice  judges, 
and  an}'  justices  of  the  peace  havin*;  jurisdiction;  and  in 
default  of  paj'ment  shall  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  at  tho 
rate  of  one-dollar  and  a  half  per  day  until  the  fine  is  paid. 

g  2.  The  fines  collected  under  this  act,  if  any,  shall  bo  first 
applied  to  the  pajMnent  of  the  jail  fees  under  this  act,  if  any. 

^  3.  No  action  shall  be  commenced  or  maintained  under 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  except  upon  the  complaint  of  the 
owner,  his  tenant,  or  legally  authorized  agent  or  attorney. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  on^y  apply  to  the  counties  of  Nicholas 
and  Fleming,  and  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  May,  1880.

Be  it  enact$d  by  the  General  AsgenMy  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entrtled  '^An  act  for  the  benefit  of  Mc- 
Gracken  county,  effnpowering  it  to  eompromrtse  its  debts,  issue 
bonds,  and  levy  and  eoUeet  taxes  to  pay  the  same,'^  approved 
February  9th,  1878,  be  amended  as  ibllow«:  That  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  bonds  anthorized  to  be  sold  under  tbe  provisions 
of  said  act,  and  the  taxes  authorized  to  be  levied  and  col- 
lected under  the  said  act,  are  dedicated  to  the  objects  and 
purposea  expressed  im  said  aci^  and  shail  not  be  aaed  for  aoy 
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<)ther  purpose  whatever;  and  shall  not  be   liable  to   be  at-       ♦ 
tached,  or  tbe  perftone   holding  the  suTne  garnisheed,  at  tlie 
in9tan<^  of  any  creditor  of  said  county  of  McCracken,  other 
than  the  4ioldcT8  of  bondH  and  oouponn  issued  under  this  act. 
§  2.  This  act  shall   take  etfect  and   bo   in   force  from  and 

alter  its  passage.

CHAPTER  390. 

AN   ACT  Appointiog  commissioners  to  re-district  Carter  conntj  into  magis- 
terial districts. 

Be  it  enacted  6y  the  Genertd  Assembly  of  the  Commonrveulih 
»/  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  D.  Jones,  James  Jones,  J.  H.  Armstrong,  John 
Wells,  Ison  Ison,  and  James  Kilgoro,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
appointed  commissioners,  to  lay  off  the  county  of  Carter  into 
six  magisterial  districts,  and  designate  two  voting  places  in 
each  district^ 

§  2.  That  elch  of  said  commissioners,  before  they  onter  on 
the  discharge  of  the  duty  required  of  thetn  by  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully,  fairly,  and 
with  due  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  citieens  of  Carter 
county,  and  without  partiality  to  any  one,  lay  off  said  county 
into  Six  magisterial  districts  and  twelve  voting  places. 

g  3.  That  at  the  next  regular  election  for  justices  of  the 
peace,  there  shall  be  elected,  in  each  of  said  district,  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  at  the  next  regular  election  for  con- 
stable, after  said  districts  are-  laid  off,  there  shall  be  elected,  in 
each  of  said  districts,  a  constable,  said  magistrates  and  con- 
stable to  serve  as  n6w  allowed  by  law. 

§4.  That  said  commissioners  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  1881,  proceed  to  lay  off  said  district  as  here- 
inbefore directed. 

§5.  That  said  commissioners  shall,  as  soon  as  they  finish 
laying  said  dtatriets  off,  reduce  the  same  to  writing,  and  file 
it  with  the  clerk  of  the  Carter  couDty  court,  who  shall  record 
tho  same  in  the  order-book  of  the  Carter  county  court. 

§  6.  The  court  of  claims  of  Carter  county  shall  make  said 
commissioners  a  reasonable  allowance  for  their  services  re- 
quired of  them  by  this  act,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy. 
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f  §  7.  That  nothing  in  thi.^  act  shall,  in  anj  way,  interfere 

with  the  term  of  oflSce  of  any  jnatice  or  constable  of  Carter 
county.

CHAPTER  391. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  ihe  charter  of  the  town  of  Kattawa.  fn  Lron  coantr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cnmmoniveallk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trostees  of  the  town  of  Kuttawa,  fir 
I>yon  count}',  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  and  au- 
thorized to  grant  license  authorizing  the  sale  of  ^prritoous-, 
mnH.  and  vinovs  Hqu^rs  by  the  drpnk,  and  \j\  quantities  not 
greater  than  two  gallons,  to  any  person,  for  one  year  at  a 
time,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  i>pon  the  ap- 
plicant paying  to  said  trustees,  fot*  ibe  usre  of  said  town,  a 
tax  of  not  less  than  one  bond  red  nor  more  iban  two  hundred 
dollars. 

§  2.  Before  any  iicon$e  shaH  be  grwnted  by  Tirtue  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  person  or  persons  applying  there- 
for shall  produce  to- said  board  of  trustees  the  receipt  of  the 
elerk  of  the  county  court  of  Lyon  county,  showing  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  to  him  rei^uired  by  the  General  Statutes  to 
be  paid  on  coffee-hoi^se  licenses  with  liquor  privileges-. 

§  3.  Before  any  persoB  shall  presume  to  sell  ander  such 
license,  he  shall  execute  to  the  Common  wealtW  of  Kentucky  a 
bond,  ir>  the  I>yon  county  eourt,  with  su-reti-es  worth,  above 
exemptions,  at  least  one  thou-sand  dollars,  conditioited  that  he 
will  not  TTolate  the  gueerai  lawa  of  the  S-tate  upon  the  sob^ 
|ect  of  Kctailing  in-toxieating  lic^uoFS,  which  bond  may  bo  8i>ed 
upon  by  any  person  aggrieved  by  il»  vk)latioH,  and  as  often 
as  violated. 

§  4.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  convict  with  tlU'is  act  arr 
bereby  repealed. 

§  5,  This  act  sbaU  taUe  e&ct  from  aF>d  after  \\»  passage.

If  the  inquest  cannot  be  com- 
pleted in  one  day,  the  officer  shall  adjourn  the  jury  from 
day  to  day  until  its  cojnpletion;  when  completed,  it  shall 
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be  signed  by  the  jurors  and  returned  by  the  officer,  to- 
gether with  the  writ,  to  the  office  of  the  jud^e  of  the 
police  court. 

§  13.  If  the  police  judge  .shall,  upon  the  report,  inquest,

stroy said  fencing,  trees,  or  shrubs,  or  any  one  or  part 
thereof,  or  the  boxing  for  the  protection  of  the  same, 
shall,  for  every  such  oflTense,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
by  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  in  their  name  and 
for  their  benefit,  by  warrant  before  the  police  judge;  or 
the  chairman  and  trustees  may,  at  their  election,  bring  an 
action  for  damages  in  their  name  for  any  damage  done 
by  such  offenders,  and  recov<*r  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

$  15.  That  the  chairman  and  trustees  shall  have  full 
power  to  cause  all  the  streets  and  alleys  in  said  town  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  established  to  be  graded  and  paved  or 
macadamized  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  fronting  on  said  streets  or 
alleys;  and  a  petition,  in  writing,  of  the  owner  or  owners 
of  the  greater  part  of  the  ground  fronting  on  any  square 
shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize  an  order  or  contract  for 
the  paving  or  macadamizing  the  street  or  alleys  in  said 
square  :  Provided,  however.  That  the  chairman  and  board 
of  trustees,  a  majority  of  two  thirds  present  at  any  meet- 
ing concurring,  may  order  and  cause  any  street  or  alley, 
or  any  part  thereof  in  any  square  of  said  town,  to  be 
graded  and  paved  or  macadamized  at  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  the  owner  of  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  fronting 
on  such  street  or  alley,  or  on  such  part  thereof  as  is  di- 
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rected  to  be  paved,  without  any  petition  or  consent  from 
lot-ownero;  and  when  the  iinprovementd  shall  be  com- 
pleted, the  cost  and  expenses  thereof  shall  be  apportioned 
among,  and  paid  by,  the  owners^  of  said  lots  or  parts  of 
]ot8  respectively,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  which  the 
cost  of  the  whole  improvement  made  under  said  order 
bears  to  the  length  in  front  oi  said  lots  or  parts  of  lots 
respectively.  And  a  lien  is  hereby  given  upon  said  lots 
or  parts  of  lots  for  said  costs  and  expenses,  which  may  be 
listed  and  collected  as  other  taxes  by  the  marshal  or  other 
tax  collector  of  the  town,  who  shall  have  authority  to 
sell  and  convey  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  aloresaid  for  the 
same,  under  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  said  chair- 
man and  board  of  trustees :  Provided^  however^  That  the 
owner  of  any  lot  or  lots  sold  as  above  provided,  who  shall 
not  have  consented,  in  writing,  for  that  purpose,  shall 
have  three  years  to  redeem  the  same  by  paying  to  the 
purchaser  thereof  the  purchase-money,  with  twelve  per 
centum  per  annum  interest  thereon,  with  all  the  taxes  and 
costs  which  may  subsequently  have  accrued  thereon:  Pro- 
vided also.  That  infants  shall  have  two  years  after  arriving 
at  full  age  to  redeem  on  the  terms  aforesaid;  and  the  chair- 
man and  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause  the 
sidewalks  in  said  town  to  be  paved  with  such  material  and 
of  Huch  width  and  in  such  manner,  and  at  grade  or  eleva- 
tion as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  apportion  the 
expenses  thereof  among  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  ot  lots 
fronting  thereon,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, and  a  like  lien  is  given  on  said  lots  or  parts  of  lots 
for  the  same.  The  marshal  is  authorized  to  sell  and  con- 
vey said  lots  as  in  said  section  provided  for,  subject  to  be 
redeemed  by  the  owner  in  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale; 
and  in  case  of  infants,  in  two  years  after  their  arrival  at 
full  age,  by  paying  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  inter- 
est thereon,  with  all  taxes  and  costs  subsequently  accrued; 
the  purchaser,  if  possession  is  required  under  the  pur- 
chase, in  all  cases  accounting  to  the  owner  for  rents  and 
profits  on  the  redemption  of  the  properly.

\  16  That  said  chairman  and  board  shall  be  author- 
ized to  purchase  and  hold  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
acres  of  ground  lying  within  two  miles  of  Georgetown 
for  a  burying-ground,  and  make  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  protection  thereof.  They  shall  have 
power  to  establish  free  schools  in  said  town,  and  to  make 
all  appropriate  regulations  for  governing  and  conducting 
the  same.  They  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish  fire 
companies  in  said  town,  and  confirm  and  appoint  the 
officers  thereof,  procure  the  necessary  engines  and  other 
proper  implements,  and  require  the  inhabitants  to  pro- 
cure such  number  of  fire-buckets  as  they  may  think 
necessary.  They  may  establish  a  watch-house  and  work- 
house, and  appoint  watchmen  and  other  ofiicers  to  su- 
perintend the  same,  and  to  apprehend  all  offenders  and 
disorderly  persons,  and  take  them  before  the  proper  tri- 
bunal, to  be  dealt  with  as  the  law  directs.  They  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  special  policemen  for  definite  and 
limited  terms,  who  shall  have  the  powers  of  constables. 

§  17.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  annually  a  clerk,  assessor,  treasurer, 
market-master,  surveyor,  keeper  of  the  town  clock,  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  into  effect 
the  laws  and  by-laws  and  ordinances  made  for  the  wel- 
fare of  said  town  and  citizens  thereof,  and  may  prescribe 
the  respective  duties  and  the  pay  and  salary  of  said 
officers.  They  shall  require  a  bond  from  all  officers 
appointed  by  them  to  fill  responsible  offices  in  adequate 
penalties,  with  sufficient  securities,  conditioned  as  their 
respective  duties  require,  payable  to  the  chairman  and 
board  of  trustees  of  Georgetown,  which,  when  executed, 
shall  operate  as  a  mortgage  and  lien  upon  all  the  estate 
of  the  officers  and  their  sureties  until  all  the  conditions 
of  said  bond  are  complied  with;  and  for  a  breach  of  any 
of  the  conditions  of  said  bond,  the  said  chairman  and 
board  of  trustees  may  sue  and  have  the  appropriate 
judgment,  by  action  of  covenant  or  deb^.  in  the  Scott  cir- 
cuit court,  againt^t  the  parties  to  said  bond  respectively; 
and   may   also   proceed   in   chancery  to  enforce  the  liens 
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aforesaid,  whenever  such  proceedings  may  become  nec- 
essary. Said  chairman  and  board  shall  have  power  to 
remove,  for  good  cause,  at  any  time,  any  of  said  officers 
or  their  deputies,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead;  and 
whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  by  the  death,  removal,  or 
resignation  of  the  chairman  of  the  board,  or  any  of  the 
trustees,  or  of  any  of  the  officers  or  their  deputies,  they 
shall,  in  like  manner,  have  power  to  appoint  others  in 
their  stead. 

$  ]8.  That  the  trustees  shall  appoint  annually  an  as^ 
sessor,  who  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his 
office,  take  an  oath  diligently  and  impartially  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
call  upon  all  the  taxable  persons  in  said  town,  and  make 
out  a  true  list  of  the  taxable  property,  with  the  value 
thereof,  which  list  (except  as  to  the  valuation)  shall  be 
made  upon  the  oath  of  the  party,  to  be  administered  by 
the  assessor;  said  list,  when  completed,  shall  contain  all 
the  real  estate  in  said  town,  all  the  males  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  aN  other  species  of  personal  prop- 
erty liable  by  law  to  taxation,  except  watches,  spectacles, 
and  pianos,  no  specific  tax  on  either  of  which  articles 
shall  be  levied;  and  said  assessor's  list  shall  embrace  such 
particulars  of  the  statistics  of  said  town,  with  such  other 
matters  of  general  interest,  as  the  chairman  and  board  of 
trustees  may,  from  time  to  lime,  require.  If  any  person 
or  persons  shall  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  of  his  or'her  prop« 
erty,  or  be  absent,  the  assessor  shall  make  out  a  list  from 
the  best  information  he  can  obtain;  and  when  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  real  estate  in  said  town  shall  be  un- 
known, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  report  that 
fact  on  his  list,  together  with  the  value  of  the  property. 
The  assessor  shall,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  April, 
annually,  complete  and  return  the  list  so  taken  to  the 
chairman  and  board  of  trustees  or  their  clerk;  and  said 
chairman  and  board  shall  immediately  thereupon  give 
public  notice  that  any  person,  who  may  feel  aggrieved 
by  the  valuation  of  the  assessor,  may  appear  at  a  stated 
meeting,  to  be   held   for  that  purpose,  on   or  before  the 
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15th  of  May  in  each  year,  with  their  evidence,  to  show 
the  true  valuation  of  said  property,  which  may  be  there- 
upon corrected  according  to  the  proof. 

§  19.  That  the  treasut-er  appointed  by  the  chairman 
and  board  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  honestly  to 
dischargee  the  duties  of  his  office;  and  shall  execute  bond, 
with  good  security,  in  such  penalty,  and  with  such  con- 
ditions and  stipulations,  as  the  chairman  and  board  may 
require.  He  shall  receive  and  give  a  receipt  for  ail  mon- 
eys by  him  received  or  paid  to  said  chairman  and  board. 
He  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  the  fiscal  conoerns  of 
the  board;  and  shall  record,  in  order,  all  the  appropria- 
tions of  said  board  as  certified  to  him  by  the  clerk,  and 
pay  the  same  according  to  their  order;  but  in  no  case 
shall  he  pay  without  a  copy  of  said  order  making  such 
appropriation,  signed  by  the  clerk;  all  of  which  he  shall 
file  and  keep  for  settlement.  His  books  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  for  inspection  by  persons  having  claims  against 
the  board,  upon  reasonable  notice.  The  treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  to  receive  aad  receipt  for  all  taxes 
that  may  be  paid  to  him,  on  or  before  the  lOth  of  July 
annually;  and  on  all  taxes  paid  after  that  date  eight  per 
centum  per  annum  shall  be  added.  The  treasurer  shall^ 
on  Of  before  the  20th  of  July  annually,  report  to  the  clerk 
a  trae  list  of  the  taxes  received  b}'  him,  with  a  list  of 
those  whose  taxes  remain  unpaid  at  that  time.  He  shall 
be  allowe*d  a  compensation  for  his  services,  not  exceeding 
two  and  one  half  per  cent.,  on  all  moneys  received  and 

paid  out  by  him.  He  shall  also,  whenever  required,  at- 
tend and  make  report  to  the  board  the  condition  of  the 
treasury,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  ready  for  a  settlement. 
§  20.  That  if,  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  any  year, 
there  may  be  due  and  unpaid  tax  or  taxes  upon  any  lot 
or  fraction  of  lots  in  said  town,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  to  cause  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  the  town 
for  the  time  being,  or  by  a  written  advertisement  at  three 
or  more  public  places  in  said  town,  a  lijst  of  all  the  lots  or 
fraction  of  lots  on  which  the  tax  may  be  unpaid,  and  the 
amount  thereof,  for  two  months;  and  he  shall  also  state 
in  a  note  appended  to  said  list  the  day  or  days  on  which 
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said  lots,  or  ao  much  of  each  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  unpaid  taxes  due  thereon,  will  be  sold;  and  a  copy  of 
said  list,  with  the  certificate  of  the   clerk  that  the   same 
has  been   published  or  advertised   agreeably  to  the  pro^ 
visions  of  this  act,  shall  be  recorded   in   the  clerk's  office 
of  the  Scott  county  court,  and  when  so  recorded,  shall  be 
pj-ima  facie  evidence  that  said  publication  was  made  as 
prescribed  by  this  act;  and  an  attested  copy  of  the  same 
may  be  used  in  the  trial  of  any  cause,  and  have  the  same 
effect  of  other  attested  copies  as  authorized  by  law.     If 
the  tax  or  taxes  thus  due  be  not  paid  on  or  before  the  day 
thus  made  for  said  sale,  the  marshal  or  other  tax  collector 
shall,  on  said  day,  expose  to  sale  so  much  of  said  lots  as 
will  be  sufficient  to  discharge  the  taxes  due  thereon,  re- 
spectively, to  the  highest  bidder.     The  sale  shall  be  made 
at  the  door  of  the   court-house   in  Georgetown,  and   the 
marshal  shall  convey  the  lots  so  sold  to  the  purchaser,  and 
the  deed  of   the  marshal   shall  be  effectual  to   pass  the 
title  thereof  to  the  purchaser:  Provided, however^  That  the 
same    may   be   redeemed   in   two    years   by  the   original    , 
owner  or  owners  and  their  assignees  by  payment  to  the 
purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  the  purchase-money  paid 
by  him,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  fifty  (50)  per 
centuni  per  annum,  and  all  costs  and  charges  incurred  in 
consequence  of  said  sale,  where  the  purchase-money  may 
not  exceed  two  dollars;  and  where  it  exceeds  two  dollars, 
the   rate  of  interest  per  annum  on  redemption  shall  be 
(20)  twenty  per  cent.;  and  when  the  purchaser  receives 
possession  under  sale,  such  purchaser,  on  redemption  be- 
ing made,  shall  account  to  the  owner  for  rents  and  profits: 
And  provided  also.  That  infants  and  feme  coverts  and  per- 
sons of  unsound   mind  shall   have  two  years  after  their 
several  disabilities  are  removed  to  redeem  their  ground. 
§  21.  That  the  chairman   and  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  assess  annually,  and  to  levy 
and  collect  tax  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  estate  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  town,  except  money  owned  by,  and 
debts  due  to,  the  citizens  or  residents  of  said  town,  not  to 
exceed  (80)  eighty  cents  on  the  ($100)  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  propert^r;  and  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll-tax  not 
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exceeding  ($3)  three  dollars  on  all  male  per.ions  in  said 
town  over  (21)  twenty-one  years  of  age.  They  may  tax 
all  theatrical  performances,  shows,  and  exhibitions  of  all 
kinds,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  forty  dollars  for  such 
exhibitions  for  any  one  day,  except  exhibitions  held  in  a 
licensed  hall.  They  shall  have  authority  to  tax  all  auc 
tioneers  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  (5)  per  cent,  for  all 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  chattels  sold  to  bidders 
within  said  town,  except  property  sold  by  citizens  of  the 
town  of  their  own  manufacture,  or  by  order  of  court,  or 
by  executors,  administrators,  or  guardians,  and  shall  have 
a  lien  on  the  articles  sold,  or  to  be  sold,  for  such  tax  until 
the  same  is  paid,  or  the  person  selling  the  same  shall  take 
out  license  for  that  purpose.  They  shall  have  power  to 
license  auctioneers,  confectioners,  victualers,  drays,  carts, 
wagons,  hacks,  and  coaches  plying  in  said  town  for  hire. 
They  shall  have  a  lien  on  all  pef8onal  and  real  estate  in 
said  town  until  the  taxes  due  by  the  owners  thereof  are 
paid;  and  all  such  property  shall  be  liable  to  be  sold,  or 
80  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  tax  and 
costs  of  sale.  They  shall  have  power  to  suppress  all  tip- 
pling-houses,  houses  of  ill  fame,  disorderly  houses,  and 
all  retailing  of  spirituous  liquors  without  license,  and  to 
fine  all  who  may  violate  their  by-laws  in  relation  thereto 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  nor 
less  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  which  may  be  re- 
covered before  the  police  judge  of  said  town.  They  shall 
have  the  right  to  tax  and  to  license  all  taverns  within  the 
limits  of  said  town,  granting  or  refusing  the  same,  a^ 
may  be  deemed  expedient  by  said  chairman  and  board 
of  trustees.  The  privilege  of  selling  by  retail,  in  quanti- 
ties less  than  a  quart,  wines,  brandies,  whisky,  rum,  or 
other  spirituous  liquors  and  intoxicating  drinks,  and  fix 
the  tax  therefor  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars on  each  per  annum,  and  to  discontinue  said  licenses, 
or  any  one  thereof,  at  pleasure,  and  without  legal  pro- 
ceedings: Providedy  That  the  said  chairman  and  board 
of  trustees,  upon  discontinuing  any  license,  shall,  of  the 
money  received  therefor,  refund  to  the  licensee  a  part 
thereof,  bearing  the  same  proportion  to  the  whole  sum

received  that  the  time  unexpired  does  to  the  whole  time 
for  which  said  license  was  granted,  and  shall  have  given 
the  licensee  ten  days'  previous  notice  of  their  intention 
to  discontinue  said  license. 

§  22.  That  the  clerk  of  said  chairman  and  board  shall 
take  the  usual  oath  of  office,  and  such  bond  as  may  be 
required.  He  shall  preserve  the  books,  papers,  records, 
and  everything  belonging  to  his  office,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  his  successor.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  journal 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  a  regular  account  of 
its  fiscal  concerns.  He  shall  file  and  preserve  the  poll- 
books,  and  shall  record  all  the  acts,  resolutions,  and  or- 
ders of  the  board.  He  shall  take  and  preserve  all  bonds, 
agreements,  and  contracts  made  between  the  board  and 
other  persons,  and  shall  give  copies  of  orders  and  allow- 
ances to  all  persons  entitled  thereto,  when  applied  for. 
He  shall  make  out  a  correct  list  of  the  persons  and  prop- 
erty liable  tov  taxes,  with  the  amount  due  by  each,  in 
alphabetical  order,  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  June  annuall}^  and 
he  shall  file  and  preserve  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of 
those  taxes  which  have  not  been  paid,  and  shall  make  out 
and  place  in  the  hands  of  the  marshal,  or  other  tax  col- 
lector, a  list  of  the  persons  and  property  by  whom  or  on 
which  taxes  and  dues  to  the  town  remain  unpaid,  and  the 
amount  of  the  claims  respectively.  That  all  taxes  which 
at  any  time  are  due  and  owing  said  town  may  be  levied 
by  the  marshal  or  collector  on  the  personal  property  of 
the  tax-payer,  and  sale  may  be  made  under  such  levy  in 
the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions, governing  the  sale  of  personalty  under  execution 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 

§  23.  The  chairman  and  board  shall  also  have  power 
to  license  all  stores,  coal  yards,  lumber-yards,  warehouses 
for  storing  goods  for  hire  and  other  places  for  vending 
goods,  beer-saloons,  billiard-tables,  pigeon-hole  tables, 
bowling-alleys,  shooting-galleries,  saloons,  sample-rooms, 
theatre  and  exhibition  halls;  also  places  for  vending 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise;  and  shall  have  power  to 
LOO.  L.,  vol*.  1^-24 
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pass  penal  ordinances  so  as  to  prevent  persons  from  self' 
ing  goods  in  said  town  without  obtaining  license  so  to 
do;  and  such  license  shall  in  no  case  exceed  one  hundred 
($100)  dollars,  nor  be  less  than  five  ($5)  doHftrs;  and  in 
carrying  into  effect  this  power,  they  may  class  ar>d  grade 
the  various  business  intended  to  be  licensed. 

§  24.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power,  upon  lands  now  provided,  or  such  as  may  here- 
after be  provided,  within  or  without  the  towi>  limits,  to 
erect  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  a  polix^e  station- 
house  and  for  a  work-house;  and  in  the  poHce  station- 
house  held  and  confined  all  persons  arrested  for  a  viola- 
tion  of  any  of  th-e  ordinances  of  said  town  until  his  or 
her  case  is  finally  tried  before  the  poHce  coort  of  sai(> 
town  or  other  court  authorized  to  try  such  cases,  unless 
such  party  so  arrested  shall  give  bail  before  said  court 
for  his  or  her  appearance  and  trial  in  said  eourt^in  a  sum 
equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  fine  which  may  be  as- 
sessed against  said  party  for  such  aUieged  violation  of 
any  ordinance  aforesaid;  and  in  the  town  work-house 
shall  be  confined  ali  persons  committed  on  final  process 
of  the  police  court  of  Georg^etown,  all  beggars,  vagrants, 
bawds  and  bawdy-house  keepers,  all  persons  committed 
in  default  oi  bail  upon  orders  of  said  polrce  court,  or  any 
magistrate  in  said  town,  or  the  county  j-udge  requiring 
surety  for  the  peace,  or  for  good  behavior,  or  as  suspect- 
ed felons,  or  for  other  causes;  and  those  pi>t  therein  for 
short  terms  of  improvement,  for  offenses  committed  in 
said  town,  by  said  court,  on  capias  pro  fine,  shaM  have  Kb- 
erty  to  work  out  the  sums  they  are  charged  to  pay,  in- 
cluding costs,  at  not  less  than  fifty  (50)- cents  per  day,  the 
price  to  be  regulated  by  ordinance  of  chairman  and  board 
of  trustees,  at  such  labor  therein  as  they  may  be  directed 
to  do;  but  all  able-bodied  persons  put  into  said  work- 
house for  any  of  the  causes  aforesaid  by  said  courts  shall 
be  compelled  to  labor  at  .such  labor  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance  of  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town  until  discharged;  and  the  chairman  and  board 
of  trustees  of  said   town   shall  have   power  to  pass  all 
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ordinHiicfs  for  the  police  government  and  management 
of  said  police-station  and  work-hous^e. 

§  25.  That  paid  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  may 
have  power  to  compel  any  able-bodied  persons  confined 
in  said  work-house  to  work,  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  marshal,  or  other  person  appointed  by  them,  on 
any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  or  public  grounds  of  said 
town,  and  aliowed  the  same  rate  per  day  for  their  labor 
as  allowed  for  work  in  the  work- house.  Nothing  herein 
is  to  preclude  the  party  convicted  from  replevying  the  fine 
and  the  cost  assessed  against  him  or  her. 

^  26.  That  the  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town  shall  have  power  to  fix  one  uniform  grade  for 
either  or  alt  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town,  and 
have  the  same  graded  in  conformity  thereto;  and  all 
buildings  erected  in  said  town,  after  the  uniform  grade  is 
fixed  for  any  street  or  alley,  are  required  to  be  erected  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  such  uniform  grade. 

§  27.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  fliall  have 
power  to  borrow  money,  and  execute,  through  a  commit- 
tee appointed  for  that  purpose,  the  bonds  or  obligations 
of  said  town  for  the  same  :  Provided^  however^  That  the 
indebtedness  of  said  town  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  :  except  that  the  present 
board  of  trustees  may  borrow  a  sum  of  money,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  thousand  doNars,  to  pay  off  the  present  out- 
standing indebtedness  of  the  town. 

§  28.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  exercise  and  possess 
all  the  powers  and  privileges  which,  by  the  general  laws 
of  the  land  in  relation  to  towns,  are  granted  to  trustees

No  suit  shall  be  instituted  against  the  chair- 
man and  board  of  trustees,  unless  the  same  be  instituted 
in  the  county  of  Scott;  and  service  of  process  against  the 
ehairm^n  and  board  of  trustees  shall  in  all  cases  be  suf- 
ficient.

The  judge  of  the  police  court,  for  all 
services  performed  by  him  under  this  act,  for  his  services

§  14.  The  police  judge  shall  make  to  the  chairman  and 
board  a  written  report  at  least  once  in  each  month  of  all 
fines  imposed  in  his  court,  and  all  costs  taxed  for  their 
benefit. 

§  15.  The  police  court  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction 
in  civil  matters  as  is  now  vested  in  justices  of  the  peace 
of  this  Commonwealth  in  the  Georgetown  magisterial 
district;  and  proceedings  in  and  appeals  from  said  court 
in  such  cases  shall  be  as  regulated  by  the  Civil  Code  of 
Practice  and  the  General  Statutes. 

§  16.  When,  from  any  cause,  the  judge  of  the  police 
court  fails  to  attend,  or  cannot  properly  preside  in  hold- 
ing the  court,  the  chairman  of  the  hoard  of  trustees  may 
hold  court,  or  he  may  designate  any  justice  of  the  peace 
for  Scott  county  to  hold  the  court. 

§  17.  The  general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky in  relation  to  police  judges  shall  apply  to  and 
govern  in  respect  to  the  judge  of  the  police  court  of 
Georgetown,  unless  a  different  provision  is  made  in  this 
act. 

§  1«.  In  all  penal  prosecutions  under  this  act  in  the 
police  court,  whether  carried  on  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  or  the  chairman  and  board,  where 
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the  defendant  is  acquitted,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  judg- 
ment for  his  co9ts  against  the  chairman  and  board. 

§  19.  The  chairman  and  board  may,  by  ordinance,  pro- 
vide that,  in  all  penal  prosecutions  carried  on  before  the 
Georgetown  police  court,  no  costs  shall  be  allowed  or 
taxed  in  their  favor  for  work  in  such  prosecutions  per- 
^  formed  for  them  by  the  court,  or  any  of  its  officers,  or  by 
the  marshal  of  Georgetown. 

§  20.  That  in  no  case  shall  there  be  paid  or  allowed  to 
the  county  attorney  for  Scott  county,  for  his  services  in 
any  penal  prosecution  in  the  police  court,  any  per  cent, 
of  the  fine  ipnposed  therein,  unless  the  same  be  collected 
in  money  or  remitted  by  the  chairman  and  board. 

Article  III. 
Marshal  of  the  Tovm. 

M.  A  marshal  of  the  town  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  town  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1880,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  hi«  office,  he 
shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties,  and 
shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  in  a  sum  not  less  than 
three  thousand  dollars,  with  such  conditions  as  may  be 
prescribed  and  required  by  said  chairman  and  board. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees,  and 
to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  police  court.  He  shall  serve 
and  execute  all  proces^s,  precepts,  and  notices;  to  levy  and 
execute  all  executions  to  him  directed  from  the  police 
court,  and  make  due  return  thereof  according  to  law;  to 
collect  all  taxes  of  said  town,  executions  and  other  de- 
mands placed  in  his  hands;  to  collect  and  account  for 
and  pay  over  the  same  to  ttie  person  or  persons  legally 

entitled  thereto,  under  the  same  rules,   regulations,   and 

• 

penalties  which  by  law  apply  to  and  govern  sheriffs  and 
constables  in  collection  of  taxes,  executions,  and  other 
demands;  and  in  service  of  similar  process,  and  a  failure 
to  perform  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  this  act,  he 
and  his  securities  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceeding 
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which  may  by  law  be  had  against  sheriffd  and  constables 
in  similar  cases,  and  to  the  payment  of  the  same  dam- 
ages, penalties,  and  costs  for  the  non-performance  of  his 
duties  to  which  sheriffs,  constables,  and  their  securities  are 
liable  in  similar  cases.  He  shall  serve  and  execute  all 
orders  and  notices  issued  or  made  by  the  chairman  and 
board,  and  make  due  return  thereof;  he  may  have  one  or 
more  deputies  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  chairman 
and  board,  for  whose  misconduct,  malfeasance,  or  other 
fault  he  and  sureties  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  committed  by  himself.  He  shall,  under  lhe>direction 
of  the  chairman  and  board,  have  the  care,  management, 
and  coatrol  of  the  watch-house  and  work-house,  unless 
the  said  chairman  and  board  shall  designate  some  other 
person  for  such  position.  He  shall  have  the  same  power 
in  all  cases  throughout  the  county  of  Scott  which  is  given 
by  law  to  constables.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  charter,  and  make  such  other 
returns  and  reports  of  his  acts,  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  chairman  and  board.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  and  commissions  for  collecting  fines  and  for- 
feitures as  constables  are  in  like  cases.  He  shall  have 
the  same  fees  as  constables  for  like  services;  but  all  the 
fees  which  shall  be  taxed  in  any  cause  in  the  police  court 
for  the  services  of  marshal,  except  in  felonies  and  civil 
causes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treas- 
ury, and  held  as  the  property  of  the  town.  He  shall 
make,  once  in  each  month,  to  the  chairman  and  board,  a 
written  report  of  all  fines  and  penalties  and  moneys  by 
him  collected,  from  whom  and  when  collected,  and  of 
costs  taxed  lor  their  benefit,  and  of  all  uncollected  de- 
mands which,  when  collected,  would  be  the  property  of 
said  chairman  and  board;  and  his  failure  to  make  such 
report  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  punish- 
able as  may  be  determined  by  an  ordinance  of  the  chair- 
man and  board.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  le-^s 
than  four  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  eight  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  fixed  annually  by  the  chairman  and  board 
at  their  regular  June  meeting,  s<tid  salary  to  be  paid  quar- 
terly, when,  and  as  the  salary  of  police  judge  is  paid. 
Said  salary  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  costs  which  would  other- 
wise be  due  to  said  marshal  from  defendants,  who  shall^ 
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receive  judgment  for  their  costs  againet  the  chairman  and 
board  in  any  penal  pro:^ecution  before  the  police  court, 
and  in  4ieu  of  all  costs  which  would  be  due  to  the  mar- 
shal by  said  chairman  and  board  in  all  cases. 

§  4.  For  any  malfeasance  or  willful  neglect  of  his 
official  duties,  the  marshal  may  be  suspended  from  ex- 
ercising the  duties  of  his  office,  for  a  period  not  greater 
than  fifteen  days  at  any  one  time,  by  the  chairman  and 
board,  and  thereupon  said  chairman  and  board  shall 
cause  a  summons  to  issue  from  the  police  court,  directed 
to  the  marshal,  commandin;2^  him  to  appear  in  said  court 
at  any  time  not  greater  than  five  days  from  the  service 
of  such  summons,  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be 
broken  of  his  office;  and  should  said  marshal  fail  to  ap- 
pear, said  mars^hal  shall,  by  a  judgment  of  said  court,  be 
broken  of  his  office;  and  should  the  marshal  appear  and 
show  cause,  and  should  said  cause  by  said  board  be 
deemed  insufficient,  the  police  court  shall  cause  a  jury 
to  be  summoned  by  the  sheriff  of  Scott  county,  which 
jury,  after  hearing  the  evidence  offered  by  either  party, 
shall  say  in  their  verdict  whether  said  marshal  is  guilty 
as  charged,  and  whether  he  should  be  broken  of  his  office; 
and  should  their  verdict  be  against  the  marshal,  he  shall 
be  broken  of  his  office,  and  the  court  shall  so  adjudge. 
The  trial  shall  be  conducted  as  hy  general  law  trials  by 
jury  are  conducted.  This  section  is  not  intended  to  ex- 
cept the  marshal  from  the  operation  of  the  general  laws 
governing  malfeasance  and  misfeasance  of  officers. 

Article  IV. 
Elections. 

§  1.  The  elections  provided  for  in  this  charter  shall  be  How  elect ons 
held  at  some  place  or  places  in  the  town  designated  by 
the  board,  and  they  shall  appoint  suitable  persons  as 
officers  of  election  at  the  voting  place  or  places,  two 
persons  as  judges,  and  one  as  sheriff  and  one  as  clerk. 
Said  officers  shall  be  governed,  in  all  matters  not  incon* 
sistent  with  this  charter,  by  the  laws  of  the  Common, 
wealth  governing  the  elections  of  State  officers,  and 
subject  to  all  the  penalties  imposed  by  said  law  for  any 
violation  thereof. 
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§  2.   All  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  punis>hing

§  3.  Every  male  citizen  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
who  has  resided  in  Georgetown  for  six  months  next  pre- 
ceding the  election,  and  who  shall  have  paid  all  poll-tax 
due  from  him,  and  all  legal  voters  of  Scott  county,  who 
shall,  for  the  hix  months  next  preceding  the  election, 
have  heen  the  owners  of  real  property  in  said  town,  shall 
be  qualified  voters*  at  all  elections  held  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  charter. 

§  4.  The  officers  of  said  election  shall  return  their  poll- 
booki^  to  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees,  who  shall 
declare  the  result  of  said  elections,  and  they  shall  certify 
to  the  Governor  of  the  State  the  person  elected  police 
judge;  and  when  any  two  or  more  persons  shall  receive 
an  equal  and  highest  number  of  votes,  the  election  shall 
be  determined  between  them  by  the  chairman  and  board 
by  lot. 

^  5.  The  chairman  and  board  shall  judge  of  the  quali- 
fications, elections,  and  returns  of  its  members;  and  any 
case  of  contested  election  for  any  city  officer  shall  be 
heard  and  determined  by  the  chairman  and  board,  under 
such  rules  as  they  prescribe. 

^6.  All  vacancies  in  elective  offices  shall  be  filled  by 
the  chairman  nnd  board,  at  their  next  stated  or  called 
meeting  after  such  vacancy  shall  have  occurred,  and  such 
appointee  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general  elec- 
tion for  the  chairman  and  board,  at  which  time  the  office 
by  an  election,  which  election  the  chairman  and  board 
shall  advertise  by  a  proper  order. 

§  7.  The  present  chairman  and  board,  and  all  other 
officers  of  Georgetown,  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified  under  the  present 
charter;  and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers, 
rights,  and  privileges  which  the  chairman  and  board, 
and  officers  to  be  elected  under  this  charter,  will  possess^ 
and  shall  be  governed  by  this  charter  from  and  after  the 
day  fixed  herein  on  which  the  same  shall  go  into  effect. 
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Article  V/ 
Miscellaneous  Pr<n)isvms. 

§  1.  The  words  "Chairman  and  Board"  in  this  act 
shall  nnean '' Chairman  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  George- 
town.'* The  words  "  Police  Court"  :<hall  mean  **  Police 
Court  of  Georgetown."  The  words  *'  Police  Judge  "  shall 
mean  **  The  Judge  of  the  Police  Court  of  Georgetown." 
The  ordinances  now  in  force  shall  remain  in  force  until 
changed  by  the  chairman  and  board.  The  passage  of 
this  act  shall  in  nowise  abridge,  lessen,  or  impair  any 
property  rights  of  the  chairman  and  board,  or  of  the 
town,  or  of  any  person  who  has  contracted  with  them  in 
their  corporate  capacity. 

§  2.  This  charter  shall  go  into  effect,  and  be  in  full  force 
as  a  law,  on  and  after  its  passage,  and  thereafter  to  be 
the  charter  of  the  town  of  .Georgetown,  except  so  much 
of  it  as  relates  to  the  salary  and  the  fees  of  the  marshal; 
and  such  part  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  after  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1880;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
heretofore  enacted,  coming  in  conflict  with  this  act,  or 
any  provision  thereof,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  the  elections  provided  for  in  this 
charter  shall  know  that  every  person  whose  vote  they 
receive  and  record  shall  have  paid  his  poll-tax  or  poll- 
taxes  required  in  this  charter  to  be  paid,  and  that  such 
payment  of  sliid  taxes  shall  have  been  made  five  days 
prior  to  the  day  of  election;  and  [he  chairman  and  board, 
in  examining  the  poll-books  of  any  such  election  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  result  of  said  election,  shall 
count  only  the  votes  of  those  persons  whose  poll-tax  shall 
have  been  properly  paid  as  herein  required;  and  every 
person  who  shall  vote,  knowing  that  his  poll-tax  has  not 
been  paid,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  on  be- 
ing prosecuted  by  the  chairman  and  board  before  the 
police  court,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  fihy 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  4.  That  the  officer  designated  in  this  charter  as  the 
marshal  of  the  town  of  Georgetown  is  in  no  name  the 
marshal  of  the  police  court  of  Georgetown;  and  that  Iha 
marshal  of  the  town  of  Georgetown  shall  not  be  deemed 
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ineligible  on  account  of  any  number  of  tenas  next  pre- 
ceding the  one  for  which  he  shall  be  elected. 

§  5.  Trie  ch-iirmin  and  board  shall  have  power  to  erect 
and  maint.iin  public  scales  in  aaid  town,  and  charge  for 
weighing  the  same  and  manage  the  same  through  any 
agent  or  officer  they  may  select;  and  they  shall  have  pow- 
er to  levy  a  taj^  on  any  person  who  shall,  in  said  town, 
weigh  on  his  scales  for  other  persons  for  hire  or  reward, 
or  in  lieu  of  said  special  tnx,  they  may  license  all  such 
persons  weighing  for  hire,  and  may,  by  ordinance,  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  the  tax  or  license,  which  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars;  and  may  prescribe  the  fine 
that  may  be  imposed  on  any  one  violating  such  ordi- 
nance. 

§  6.  The  chairman  and  hoard,  unless  otherwise  provided 
in  this  charter,  shall  have  power  to  make  the  punishment 
for  any  breaches  of  any  ordinance  by  them  enacted,  to 
carry  out  the  powers  granted  by  this  charter,  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars.

indulges  in  the  use  of  alcoholic  or  other  liquors,  the  use  of 
chloral,  opium,  or  an}'  narcotic,  so  us,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
local  board,  lo  endanger  his  health,  or  shall  engage  in  any 
business  deemed  extra  haeardous,  the  board,  afler  reasonable 
notice,  may  suspend  or  expel  such  member.  If  suspension  is 
had,  such  member  may  be  thereafter  restored  upon  such 
lorms  as  the  board  ma}*  deem  proper.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  Deposit  Bank  of  Smith's  Grove. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky  : 

§  1.  Thai  there  is  hereby  establifthed  a  bank  of  deposit  in 

capitaistock.  Smith's  Grove,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  maybe  increased  from  time  to  time  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided; and  the  8ubscril)ors,  their  associates,  successors,  and 
assigns,  shall  be  a   body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 

Name  and  Style  of  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Smith's  G^ove,  Kentucky, 

and  shall  so  continue  for  twenty  five  years  from  its  organiza- 
tion; and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatever;  it  ma3^  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and  renew 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said   bank  shall   be  under  the  control  and  direction  of 

How cDntroUed.     five  dircctors,  four  to  be  chosen   by  the  stockholders,  who 

shall  also  be  stockholders,  whose  qualifications  may  be  de- 
fined in  the  bj^-laws  of  said  corporation,  and  the  fifth  by  the 
four  thus  chosen,  as  soon  after  their  election  as  may  be;  three 
'  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice  of  said  fifth  director;  and' 
after  the  first  election,  four  may  be  elected  annually  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  practi- 
cally convenient,  and  hold  their  offices  until  iheir  successors 
are  chosen  and  qualified;  and  after  the  four  thus  elected  shall 
have  chosen  a  fifth,  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president  of  the  bank.

servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  pay  ti^em  st  o^ 
sums  as  wagos  and  salaries,  and  take  from   them  such  bon4s 


ors 
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to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  they 
shall  think  proper  and  reasonable.  The  stock  shill  be 
deemed  personal  propert}',  and  shall  be  assignable  accord- 
ing to  such  rules  and  by-laws  as  the  board  of  directors  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  establish;  but  said  corporation  shall  have 
a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stock- 
holders.

in  case  of  a  failure  or  refusal  to  \my  any  call,  payment  may 
be  coerced   by  action   at  law   brought  in   the  name  of  the 
corporation^  and  the  board  of  directors  may,  in  their  discre- 
tion, instead  of  coercing  paj^ment,  by  resolution  entered  on 
their  record,  forfeit  any  unpaid  stock,  and  recall  and  cancel 
the  subscription  thereof;  and  in  such  cases  stock  shall  only  be

as  may  be  agreed  upon  in  all  respects;  and  the  promissory 
notes  made  payable  at  its  banking-house,  or  at  any  bank,  and

CHAPTER  403. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  rerei'ordinfK  deeds  and  other  writings  deetrojed  by 

fire  in  Balbird  county. 

Whereas,  The  rocordu  of  the  Ballard  count}'  court,  includ- 
ing the  records  of  deeds  and  land  titles,  were,  on  the  night  of 
the  17th  day  of  February,  1880.  were  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
now,  to  provide  for  re-recording  the  deeds  ho  authorized. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

%  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  iho  clerk  of  the  Ballard 
county  court  to  re-record  all  the  deeds  to  real  estate,  mort- 
gages, and  other  instruments  of  writing  which  are  required 
by  law  to  be  recorded,  which  wereso  destroyed,  at  the  requent 
of  the  parties  holding  said  deeds  and  other  instruments;  and 
the  clerk  shall,  before  ho  shall  be  required  to  record  said  deeds 
and  other  writings,  have  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  for 
hie  pervices  the  sum  of  fift}*  cents  for  each  deed  or  other 
writing  before  mentioned,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  his  ser- 
vices for  recording  and  certifying  said  writings:  Provided, 
The  clerk  shall  not  collect  State  tax  on  deeds  and  instruments 
so  recorded. 

§  2.  Tills  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  legalize  tbe  consiruction  oi'  a  milroHd  switcb  bj-  J.  M.  Aihc- 
ton  &  Go.  across  cerUiin  public  higbwrtys  in  Larue  county. 

Whereas,  J.  M.  Athorton  and  G.  H.  Cochran  and  Edward 
Fulton,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  under  the  firm  name  and 
style  of  J.  M.  Atherton  &  Co.,  have  constructed,  from  a  cer- 
tain point  on  the  Knoxviile  Branch  of  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Kailroad,  in  the  county  of  Larue,  and  about  one 
third  of  a  mile  from  the  town  of  New  Haven,  in  Nelson 
county,  and  over  lands  belonging  to  and  leased  by  the  said 
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Atherton  .&  Co.,  a  certain  switch  or  branch  railroad,  aboat 
two  and  a  half  miles  in  len^^ih,  leading  from  the  point  afore- 
said to  certain  distilleries,  caltle-pens,  and  other  improve- 
ments owned  and  operated  by  the  said  J.  M.  Atherton  &  Co., 
in  Larue  county;  and  whereas,  it  became  necessary,  in  build- 
intc  said  switch  or  branch  railroad  as  aforesaid,  to  construct 
the  same  across  certain  highwaj's,  to-wit:  The  Bardstown 
and  Green  Kiver  Turnpike  Road,  and  the  public  county  road 
from  said  turnpike  to  Elizabothtown  ;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  ac's  of  the  said  J.  M.  Atherton  &  Co.,  in 
building  and  constructing  said  switch  or  branch  railroad  as 
aloresaid,  be,  and  the  same  are  iiereby,  made  and  declared 
lawful,  as  full}',  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  the  same  had 
beer»  fully  authorized  by  law  previous  to  said  constructions: 
Provided,  hoioeoer,  That  the  said  J.  M.  Atherton  &  Co.,  their 
assigns  and  successors,  shall  keep  up  and  maintain,  at  their 
own  expense,  good  and  sufficient  crossings  where  the  track  of 
tlieir  said  railroad  crosses  said  highwajs;  and  they  shall  fur- 
thermore have  painted  and  posted  up,  in  a  conspicuous  man- 
ner, a  sign -board  at  eucl»  of  said  crossings  to  notify  persons 
traveling  along  said  highways  that  the}'  are  approaching  a 
railroad  crossing. 

S  2.  The  said  J.  M.  Atherton  &  Co.  are  hereby  autliorized 
to  extend  the  aforesaid  lino  of  railroad  across  the  public 
county  road  leading  from  the  aforesaid  turnpike  road,  in 
Larue  county,  to  Howard's  Mill,  in  the  county  of  Nelson, 
subject  to  the  provisions  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 

§3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  bo  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  407. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Stella  Lodgp,  No.  '^43.  T.  O.  O.  F.,  at  BlizaTille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  B.  M.  Thompson,  T.  H.  Caywood,  D.  H.  Sousley, 
and  L.  B,  Abney,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
b3',  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Stella 
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Lodge,  JSo.  243,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows; 
and  they,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  so  con- 
tinue and  hu\^o  perpetual  succession  ;  and  by  that  name  are 
made  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  an- 
swer and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  eqnit}'  in  this 
Commonwealth  ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure.  They  may 
make  and  ordain  regulations  and  by-laws  for  their  govern- 
ment, and  those  now  in  force  in  said  lodge  to  alter  when 
deemed  proper,  and  may  change  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure:  Provided^  They  be  not  in  contravention  of  the  con- 
stitution, laws,  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  incorporated  by  an  act 
approved  February  16,  1838,  nor  in  contravention  of  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  from  time  to  time,  if 
deemed  expedient,  sell  and  convey  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  to  reinvest  and  dispose  of  the  proceeds. 

g  3.  The  riftht  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  is  hereby 
reserved  to  the  General  Assembly.

CHAPTER  408. 

AN   ACT  10  Amend  an  act,   entitled  **An  act  to   inrorporate  the   Deposit 
Bink  of  Paris,  BoarIx)n  county,"  approved  .March  7th,  1851. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhlp  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Deposit  Bank  of  Paris,  Bourbon  count}',"  approved  March  7th, 
1851,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows,  to-wit: 
Ist.  The  said  corporation,  known  as '*  The  Deposit  Bank  of 
Paris,"  shall  be  and  continued  a  body-corporate  and  politic 
until  the  first  day  of  June  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
ten  (1910),  with  all  the  rights,  powers,  franchises,  and  duties 
and  .responsibilities  conferred  and  imposed  by  the  said  act  of 
incorporation,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  except  the 
same  are  hereinalter  altered   and   amended:  Providtd^  That 
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section  eight,  of  chapter  sixty -eight,  General  Statutes,  shall 
appi}',  to  this  act. 

§  2.  That  ail  parts  of  the  said  act  of  incorporation,  ap- 
proved March  7th,  1851,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
which  are  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  to  bo  in  force  from  and  afler  its  passage.

CHAPTER  411. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  the  charter  of  ihe  town  of  Brandenburg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  judge  of  Meade  county  shall  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  police  judj^e  of  Brandenburg 
for  all  violations  or  infractions  of  the  ordinances  or  bj'-laws 
of  the  town,  and  all  violations  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  State, 
occurring  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town;  and  shall 
have  power  to  issue  warrants,  enter  judgments,  and  award 
executions,  and  award  process  for  witnesses,  and  award  com- 
pulsory process  when  they  fail  to  attend.  He  shall  have 
power  to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned  in  anj*  case  cogniza- 
ble before  him,  where  a  jury  would  be  required  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  judge 
to  keep  a  record  of  all  his  official  proceedings,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  evidence,  and  shall  have  the  same  effect  as 
records  of  justices  of  the  peace.  Each  party  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  from  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  judge, 
in  the  same  time  and  manner  as  appeals  from  justices  of  the 
peace  in  similar  cases;  and  said  judge  shall  hold  his  courts 
for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  quarterly,  at  such  times  as  he 
may  designate.  He  shall  keep  a  docket  or  order  book  and 
execution-book. 

§  2.  He  shall  have  the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  b}*  law 
to  the  police  judge  for  his  services  as  such. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  412. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  major  and  eouDctl  of  Augusta  to  make  subscrtp- 
tioDS  to  the  Augusta  and  Ml.  Olivet  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and  council  of 
the  city  of  Augusta,  in  Bracken  county,  to  subscribe  to  the 
capital  stock  of  tH«  Jkugusta  and  Mt.  Olivet  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  organized  under  an  act,  approved  March  29th, 
1873,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  tboai9«nd  dollars,  in  aid  of 
said  company  in  construction  of  said  road:  Provi^ed^  THst, 
before  the  mayor  and  council  shall  make  an  order  directing 
the  mayor  to  make  a  subscription  on  the  part  of  the  city  to 
said  road,  they  shall  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
city  the  question  whether  they  are  for  or  against  the  making 
of  said  subscription  the  vote  to  be  taken  on  the  question  of 
making  the  subscription,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as 
the  mayor  and  council  may  direct,  by  ordinance,  due  notice 
being  given  not  less  than  twenty  daj's  before  said  vote  is 
taken. 

§  2.  That  if  it  shall  appear,  from  a  return  of  the  officers 
taking  the  vote  under  the  ordinance  of  the  board,  that  a 
majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  voting  at  said  election  voted 
in  Javor  of  the  subscription  being  made  to  said  road  compa- 
ny, then  the  mayor  of  the  city  shall  make  the  subscription 
of  the  amount  specified  in  the  ordinance  directing  the  vote  to 
be  taken,  not  exceeding,  however,  the  amount  specified  in  the 
first  section  in  this  act. 

§  3.  That  in  the  event  the  mayor  and  council  siiall  cause 
said  subscription  to  be  made,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
burrow  money  to  pay  the  same,  and  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
city  therefor,  payable  at  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
and  bearing  interest  at  not  more  than  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum. 

§  4.  That  in  order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
raone}'  authorized  to  be  borrowed  by  section  three  of  this 
act,  and  the  accrued  interest,  the  mayor  and  council  are  here- 
by authorized  to  cause  to  be  levied  an  amount  not  exceedins: 
thirty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year  on 
all  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  as  returned  by  the  as- 
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sefisor  of  said  city,  until  a  sufficient  amount  is  raised  to  pay 
off  said  debt. 

§  5.  Tbis  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  413. 

AN  ACT  ro  amend  an  act,  eniitled  "An  act  to  establish  and   incorporate 
the  town  of  Hardjville,  in  Hart  county,"  approved  March  21,  1861. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  establish  and  incorpo- 
r.iio  the  town  of*  Hardjville,  in  Hart  county,'*  approved 
March  21,  1861,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re-enacted  and 
amended  as  follows:  The  boundary  of  said  town  is  enlarged 
as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  corner  near  the  residence  of  H. 
C.  Aullman,  including  said  residence  ;  thence  in  a  direct  line 
to  Mrs.  Sarah  Leech's  residence,  including  it;  thence  to  a 
corner  on  the  Ocoola  road;  thence  to  the  residence  of  Wm. 
M.  Bailey,  including  it:  thence  to  the  school-house,  including 
it;  thence  to  Samuel  Renfro's  residence,  including  it;  thence 
I  with  the  old  boundarj'  of  said  town  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  Samuel  Renfro,  J.  J.  White,  J.  M.  Luck,  John  W. 
Konfro,  and  J.  J.  Mudd  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said 
town,  and  when  dulj'  qualified  shall  act  as  such  until  the  next 
regular  election  of  officers  of  said  town;  and  thej'  and  their 
successors  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  as 
is  provided  for  trustees  of  said  town  in  the  fifth  section  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  3.  Robert  Bottom  is  appointed  police  judge  of  said  town, 
who,  after  qualifying  according  to  law  and  executing  the  re- 
quired bond,  shall  act  as  police  judge  of  said  town  until  the 
next  regular  election  of  officers  of  said  town;  and  he  and  his 
successors  shall  be  under  the  same  responsibilities,  and  have 
the  same  jurisdiction,  as  is  provided  fur  the  police  judge  of 
said  town  in  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  to  wliich  phis  is  an 
amendment,  and  shall  also  have  Jurisdiction  to  hold  exam- 
ining courts,  and  shall  htive  the  same  fees  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace. 

§  4.  William  McCauley  is  appointed  town  marshal  of  said 
town;  and  after  qualify ini;  according  to  law,  and  executing 
the  required  bond,  shall   hold  the  office  of  town   marshal  of 
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said  town  until  the  next  regular  election  of  the  officers  of 
Buid  town;  and  he  and  his  successors  shall  have  the  same 
rights,  powers,  and  privileges,  and  be  under  the  same  re- 
sponsibilities, as  is  provided  for  town  marshal  of  said  town 
in  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment; 
and  shall  have  the  same  fees  as  a  constable. 

§  5.  Any  person  who  shall  sell  in  any  quantity  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  in  said  town, 
or  within  one  mile  of  the  town  limits  of  said  town,  shall  be 
fined  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  6.  The  provisions  of  the  fifth  section  of  this  amendment 
shall  not  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  sale  of  liquors 
mixed  with  other  drugs  as  a  medicine  by  apothecaries  or 
druggist  in  the  regular  course  of  their  business  in  prescrib- 
ing for  the  sick  or  filling  prescriptions  of  regular  practicing 
physicians  for  sick  persons,  but  shall  apply  to  druggists  and 
apothecaries  selling  for  other  purposes. 

§  7.  AH  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed  so  far  as  they  may  conflict  herewith. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,

CHAPTER  414. 

AIV  ACT  to  prevent  pevsons  from  tbrowinj^  lovs  or  aoj  other  obstractioni 

in  any  of  the  creeks  of  Webster  coanty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

g  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  place  logs, 
brush,  or  other  obstructions  into  the  creeks  (the  word  creek 

* 

to  apply  to  any  stream  the  distance  of  which  from  its  be- 
ginning to  its  mouth  or  outlet,  on  a  straight  line,  is  more  than 
two  miles)  in  Webster  county,  or  in  any  way  obstruct  the 
free  running  of  their  waters:  Provided,  That  this  act  is  not 
tp  prevent  the  damming  of  creeks  for  mill  purposes,  nor  the 
erection  of  suitable  water-gaps  and  gates  on  farms  traversed 
by  any  such  creeks,  nor  piers  or  abutments  for  bridges,  nor 
the  shipping  of  saw-logs. 

§  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  act,  upon 
conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  each  off'ense,  to  be  tried,  as  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  trial  of  breaches  of  the  peace,  by  indictment  or 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace. 
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§  3.  Thnt  the  fines  nnder  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the 
county  treasur}',  and  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  coanty 
court  in  removing  obstructions  from  and  cleaning  out  said 
creeks. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  first  day  of 
May,  1880.

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Thomws  Gray,  eheriff  of  Owen  roanry. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commnnwealtk 
fif  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  authorised  and 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of 
Thomas  Gray,  sheriff  of  Owen  county,  for  the  sura  of  fifty 
dollars,  for  extra  services  in  the  trial  of  Thomas  Bufbrd,  on 
the  charge  of  murder,  at  the  special  July  term,  1879,  of  the 
Owen  criminal  court.

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  Gallatin  countj  court  to  take  stock  in  turnpike 

roads  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  sheriff  of  Gallatin  county  shall,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  1880,  open  a  poll  at  the  several  voting 
places  in  said  county,  and  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters  thereof  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  Gallatin  county 
court  subscribing  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  each 
mile  of  turnpike  road  hereafter  bnilt  in  said  county  by  any 
company  now  or  heroafler  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
this  State;  said  election  to  be  conducted  and  held,  return 
thereof  made  to,  and  the  result  declared  by,  the  same  officers, 
under  the  same  pains  and  penalties  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  If,  upon  due  return  and  comparison  of  the  polls  of 
said  election,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  those  voting 
are  in  favor  of  said  county  court  making  the  subscription  as 
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aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Gallatin  county 
court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  county 
being  present,  to  subscribe  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
})er  mile  to  the  capital  stock  of  each  and  every  turnpike 
company  now  or  hereafter  organized  in  said  county  as  afore- 
said. But  no  bonds  of  said  county  shall  be  issued,  nor  shall 
any  part  of  said  subscription  be  paid  over,  to  such  company, 
except  as  each  mile  of  turnpike  road  is  completed:  And  pro- 
vided furtfier,  Thai  the  first  mile  of  turnpike  built  by  any 
company  in  said  county  shall  be  built  on  that  part  of  the 
route  selected  by  such  company  which  will  require  the  great- 
est expense  and  outlay  te  complete. 

§  3.  Said  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  aforesaid  concurring,  shall  have  power  to  issue  bonds, 
in  such  denominations  and  form  as  said  court  may  by  its 
orders  direct,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  run  twenty  years  or  less,  at  the 
court's  option;  and  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  property  in  said 
county  subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  to  pay  said 
bonds,  principal  and  interest:  Provided,  That  said  levy  shall 
not,  in  any  one  year,  exceed  an  amount  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  on  such  bonds  as  may  be  issued,  as  herein 
authorized,  until  after  the  payment  of  the  present  county 
debt;  after  which  time,  said  county  court  shall  levy  an  annual 
ad  valorem  tax,  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars,  until  said  bonds  are  paid  off  and  discharged. 

§  4.  The  taxes  levied  under  this  aet  shall  be  collected  by 
the  sheriff  or  collector  of  said  county,  who  shall,  for  that 
purpose,  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  pen- 
alties, as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  the  collection  of  county 
levies. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Gallatin  county 
court  to  convene  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  at 
the  court-house  in  Warsaw,  within  forty  days  after  the  rati- 
fication of  this  act  by  the  voters  aforesaid,  or  by  the  voters  of 
any  precinct  of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  subscribing  to 
the  capital  stock  of  such  turnpike  companies  as  may  be  or- 
ganized and  ready  to  begin  the  construction  of  a  road;  and 
said  judge  shall  have  power  to  enforce  the  attendance  of  said 
justices  by  attachment  and  fine,  as  for  contempt  of  court. 

§  6.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election,  in  the 
entire  county,  is  against  the  ratification  of  this  act,  then  the 
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same  shall  only  be  the  law  in  such  precincts  as  shall  show  a 
majority  of  the  voters  therein  at  said  election  to  be  in  favor 
thereof;  and  in  that  event  the  taxes  aforesaid  shall  only  be 
levied  and  expended  in  such  precincts  as  shall  casta  majority 
of  votes  of  said  election  for  the  ratification  of  this  act. 

§  7.  The  sheriff  shall  cause  two  hundred  copies  hereof  to 
be  printed,  posted,  and  circulated  in  said  county  immediately 
preceding  said  election. 

§  8.  In  such  precincts  as  ratify  this  act  at  said  election,  an 
act,entiUed  "An  act  providing  a  road  law  for  Gallatin  county," 
approved  February  1st,  1878,  shall,  and  the  sam^  is  hereby, 
I'epealed.  % 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AS*  ACT  CO  ftutkorize  the  Pulaski  connty  coart  to  issue  bonds  to  redeem  the 

present  coart-bonse  bonds  of  said  coantjr. 

Be  it  -enacted  by  ike  Genetnl  Assembly  of  the  Commtmweallk 
of  KerUHcky^ 

§  1.  That  the  Pulaski  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices being  present  and  concurring,  may  cause  the  bonds  of 
the  <5oanty,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  twenty- 
one  thousand  dollars,  of  such  denominations  as  the  court  may 
<;boo8e,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  executed 
(in  printed  form),  under  the  seal  of  the  county  court,  signed 
by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  court,  and  countersigned  by  its 
xslerk,  payable  when  and  where  the  court  may  elect,  with  an- 
nual o»  semi-annuai  interest  coupons,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
five  percent,  per  annum^  and  each  coupon  thereunto  attached 
shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  aforesaid. 

§  2.  The  proceeds  of  all  sales  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized 
to  be  issued,  shall  be  used  for  the  sole  purpose  of  paying  off 
and  redeeming  what  is  known  as  the  present  outstanding 
seven  per  cent.  Pulaski  county  court-house  bonds,  issued  and 
sold  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  G-eneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweallh  of  Kentucky,  approved  January  19,  1878. 

§  3.  The  county  court  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  negotiate  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  provided  for,  and  the 
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redemption  and  cancellation  of  the  present  court-house  bonds, 
through  a  committee  or  agents  appointed  by  it. 

g  4.  To  raise  money  to  pay  off  the  bonds  provided  for  in 
this  act,  the  county  court  of  said  county,  sitting  as  a  court  of 
claiiTiH,  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not 
to  exceed  twijnty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollar<«,  on  all 
property  subject  to  State  or  county  taxation,  for  each  and 
every  year  such  tax  may  be  necessary. 

§  5.  That  the  sheriff  or  collector  of  taxes  of  the  said  Pulaski 
county,  and  their  sureties,'  shall  be  responsible  on  their  bonds 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  herein  authorized,  in  the  manner 
they  are  responsible  for  tt^e  ordinary  county  levy;  shall  have 
and  exercise  the  same  power  and  authority  in  the  collection 
thereof  as  are  conferred  for  collecting  the  State  and  county 
taxes,  and  shall,  under  the  same  penalties,  pay  over  to  whom 
the  said  court  shall  appoint  as  receiver,  and  at  such  times  as 
the  court  may  require,  all  moneys  collected  under  this  act. 

§  6.  That  the  court  shall  designate  the  county  treasurer,  or 
if  there  be  no  such  officer,  a  special  treasurer,  to  receive  the 
funds  raised  as  herein  provided,  and  pay  out  the  same  as  the 
court  may  direct;  and  such  treasurer  shall,  before  receiving 
any  of  said  money,  execute  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties. 

§  7.  That  each  act  of  the  county  court  herein  authorized 
shall  be  done  by  an  order  entered  on  its  records,  a  majority 
of  all  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring. 

§  8.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed.

ing  the  date  of  such  bond,  when  payable,  the  amount  thereof, 
and  the  number  of  coupons  attached  to  each  bond,  which 
record  shall  also  show  the  number  and  amount  of  bonds  sold 
and  the  number  and  amount  exchanged  for  other  bonds  of 
said  county;  the  records  shall  also  show  the  number,  amount 
of  bonds  and  coupons  taken  up  and  canceled  by  sale  or  ex- 
change of  the  new  bonds;  and  said  record  shall  be  open  at 
all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  tax  pa^'ers  of  said  county. 
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§  2.  That  the  faith  and  crodit  of  the  county  of  Logan  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  pledged  to  carry  out  in  good  faith 
any  and  all  contracts  made  by  it  for  the  issue,  purchase,  com- 
promise, and  redemption  of  any  and  all  bonds  and  coupons 
issued  under  the  first  section  of  this  act;  and  ail  bonds  and 
coupons  issued  and  delivered  under  this  act  shalf  be  valid 
Bond<-how  col-  and  binding  on  the  parties  thereto;  and  any  bona  fide  bolder 
or  owner  of  any  such  bond  or  coupon,  issued  and  delivered 
as  aforesaid,  on  obtaining  a  judgment  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  against  ihe  said  county,  shall,  if  the  county 
refuse,  for  thirty  days  after  demand,  to  levy  and  proceed  in 
good  faith  to  have  collected  a  tax  suflScicnt  to  pay  any  such 
judgment,  interest,  and  costs,  be  entitled,  on  application  to 
the  circuit  court,  or  in  vacation  to  the  circuit  judge  of  that 
judicial  district,  after  having  notice  thereof  served  on  the 
judge  of  said  county,  to  have  an  order  made,  based  on  the 
last  preceding  assessment,  levying  a  tax  and  appointing  a 
collector,  whuse  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  from  the  tax-payers

extcxic  n  .  ^^.^  flection  shall,  before  he  proceeds  to  act,  execute  a  bond, 
with  good  solvent  surety,  to  be  approved  and  attested  by  the 
judge  of  said  district,  the  same  to  be  by  him  delivered  to  the 
Logan  county  court  clerk  lor  safe  keeping;  and  should  the 
county  court,  held  by  the  county  judge  and  justiceB,  or  hy  the 
county  judge,  fail,  lor  ten  days  after  demand,  in  writing,  to 
levy  and  proceed  in  good  faith  to  collect  a  tax  as  provided  in 
this  act,  then  and  in  that  event  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  circuit  court  or  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  being  informed 
of  such  failure  by  any  bona  fide  bondholder  or  hts  attorney, 
to  levy  and  have  collected,  as  in  case  of  a  judgment,  a  tax  to 
pay  off  semi-annual  interest  on  past  due  coupons  of  bonds 
issued  under  this  act,  of  which  application  the  county  court 
or  judge  thereof  shall  have  ten  days'  written  notice.

CHAPTER  429. 

AN  ACT  to  hicorporate  tbe  town  of  'Poplar  Plaios,  in  PlemiDg  comity,  anfl 
to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  seTerai  acts  in  relation  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth, 
of  Kentucky^ 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Poplar  Plains  shall 
be  as  follows,  vi« :  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  intersection  of  Boundary. 
the  Poplar  Plains  and  Flemingsburg  Tarfipike  Eoad  and  the 
(Poplar  Plains  and  Plnmmer^s  Mills  Turnpike  Koad,  running 
north  one  half  mi-te,  float h  oae  half  mile,  east  one  half  mile^ 
west  one  half  mile,  including  one  square  mile. 

§  2.  That  a  board  of  trustees,  five  in  number,  elected  by  the  Trustees  shall  be 
qualified  voters  of  said  town,  shall  have  charge  of  tbe  fiscal, 
prudential,  and  municipal  concerns,  together  with  the  govern- 
ment and  control  tbereof.  That  the  election  of  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  held  tbe  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  year; 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  «aid  board  to  ad- 
vertise each  eiection  of  town  officers  at  least  two  weeks  befbre 
-the  date  thereof  :  Fromded^  however^  That  no  on^  shall  beeligi-  who  eligible. 
ble  to  said  office  of  trustee  who  has  not  resided  in  »aid  town 
one  year  next  preceding  the  4ate  of  bis  election,  and  who 
is  not  a  qualified  voter  at  that  time 'for  State  Eepresentative : 
And  provided  further,  That  a  majority  of  s^id  board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  the  trus- 
tees elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
-elected  and  qualified,  and  shall  have  power,  whenever  a  va- 
cancy is  created  by  death  or  otherwi8e,.to  fill  such  vacancy  by

§  3.  That  said  Irostocd  and  their  Ruccessors  Bhall  be  knowR 
by  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Poplar 
Plains,  and  shall  bo  ii  bodj'-poliiic  and  corporate,  and  by  the 
aforesaid  name  shal)  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  betng  sued,  of  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  »nd  being  answered,  of 
defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and 
may  do  all  other  acts,  matters,  and  things  which  a  body^ 
politic  and  corporate  having  perpetual  succession  can  lawfully 
and  rightfully  do  and  perlorm. 

§  4.  All  citizens  of  said  town  who  shall  be  over  twenty^one 
years  of  age  and  entitled  to  vote  for  State  Representative, 
shal!  l>e  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  trustees  and  other 
officers  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  5.  Said  trustees  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  ofBter 
qualified  to  administer  it,  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  with- 
out  favor  or  affection  to  any  one,  discharge  the  duties  that  may 
devolve  upon  them  a»  trustees  during  their  continuance  in 
office,  as  well  as  the  general  oath  provided  in  the  Constitution, 
They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own  body  chairman,  who  shall 
preside  at  all  their  meetings;  and  shooed  ho  be  absent,  they 
sliall  appoint  a  chairman  pro  tempore^  and  fn  case  of  his  death 
or  removal,  or  vacation  of  his  seat  as  trustee,  may  appoint 
another  in  his  stead. 

§  6.  At  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  heretu

herein  required  of  the  trustees^  and  he  shall  have,  wHbin  tbe 
boundaries  of  said  town,  as  estahlisbed  by  this  act,  a)l  the 
civil  and  criminal  jnriHdicti  on -which,  by  existing  laws,  or  laws 
which  may  be  passed  by  the  present  General  Assembly,  are 
conferred  upon  justices  of  the  peace;  and  in  addition  thereto^ 
shall  have  all  jurisdiction  in  felonious  misdemeanors  which, 
by  the  Code  of  Practice  in  crino'inal  cases,  is  especially  con- 
ferred upon  police  judges  as  such.  He  shall  be  a  eonoerva- 
tor  of  the  peace,  and  have  jurisdiction  over  aifrays,  assaults 
or  batteries,  riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  unlawful  assen^blies, 
all  oae 38  of  indecent  or  immoral  behavior,^or  conduct  calcu- 
lated to  disturb  the  f>eace  and  dignity  of  sard  town  ;  ovef 
all  cases  of  drunkenness,  Sabbath -breaking,  running  horses, 
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firing  gnns  op  pistols,  making  reports  by  burning  powder  or 
fire-works,  blowing  horns,  hallooing  aloud,  by  day  or  night, 
and  other  riotous  and  disorderly  conduct  whatever  within 
said  town;  all  of  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  misdemean- 
ors; and  all  fines  imposed  by  him  for  anj'  of  the  above  named 
misdemeanors,  shall,  when  collected,  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  said  town.  He  shall  have  power  to  impose  fines,  in  all 
cases  of  misdemeanors,  to  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars,  with- 
out the  intervention  of  a  j«ry;  and  shall  have  the  nght  to 
imprison  tho  person  so  fined  in  the  county  jail  until  the  same 
is  paid  by  imprisonment  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day. 
fie  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  or  causes  arising 
out  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  passed  by  the  board  of 
trostees  for  the  enforcement  of  the  powers  granted  them  by 
law.

§  15.  That  the  legal  title  to  all  streets  and  alleys  in  said 
town,  and  to  all  real,  personal,  or  mixed  estate,  which  now 
does  or  may  hereafter  belong  to  said  town,  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is,  vested  in  naid  board  of  trustees  and  their  success- 
ors in  office,  and  they  shall  have  full  power  and  aulhoritj'  to 
maintain  and  carry  into  judgment  and  execution  any  aetion 
or  actions  of  trespass  for  any  injury  done  to  the  same,  and 
may  in  like  manner  carry  into  judgment  and  execution  at.y 
other  appropriate  action  or  actions  for  the  recovery  of  their 
property  or  damages  for  the  detention,  taking,  injuring,  or  de- 
struction of  the  same,  and  that  the  same  processes  may  issue 
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and  executiori  be  awarded,  an  are  applicable  to  private  indi- 
diduals:  Provided,  That  in  all  Rueh  cases,  when  the  damages 
claimed  do  not  exceed  fifty  dollarfl,  the  police  judge  or  any 
justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  concurrent  juriRdiction,  subject 
to  an  appeal  as  in  other  cases. 

8  16.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  toclear  the  streets,  powers  of  tu 
alleys,  sidewalks,  and  passways  of  said  town  of  all  obstruc- 
tions. They  shall  have  full  power  to  remove  and  abate  any 
nuisance  or  nuisances  in  said  town,  and  to  regulate  the  stor- 
age or  removal  of  any  combustible  or  unwholesome  material. 
They  shall  also  have  power  to  cause  any  chimneys,  flues, 
stove-pipes,  or  fire  places,  that,  in  their  opinion,  threaten  the 
security  of  property,  to  bo  changed  and  repaired,  so  as  to 
remove  the  cause  of  danger.  They  shall  also  have  the  power 
to  cause  the  owner  or  owners  or  occupiers  of  proportj*  front- 
ing on  streets  or  alleys  to  keep  the  said  streets  or  alleys  in 
front  of  them  free  from  filth;  and  in  all  cases  enumerated  in 
this  section,  when  the  persons  who  should  do  so  fail  or  refuse 
to  obey  and  perform  the  directions  given  in  relation  thereto 
by  said  trustees,  the  trustees  mity  have  their  orders  executed 
at  their  own  ex|)ense,  and  the  costs  and  charges  thus  incurred 
shall  be  paid  b}'  those  who  shall  not  have  complied  with  the 
directions  of  the  board,  and  may  be  recovered  in  the  name 
of  the  board  of  trustees  by  a  warrant  before  the  police  judge* 
if  the  sum  claimed  be  fifty  dollars  or  under,  and  if  over  that 
sum,  by  suit  in  the  Fleming  circuit  court. 

§17.  That  the   board  of  trustees  of  said  town   maj',  from    May  require  that 

sirctt'  bo  paveo. 

time  to  lime,  direct  and  require  the  owners  of  lots  and  parts 
of  lots  in  said  town,  when  the  same  fronts  on  a  street  or  an 
alle3%  lo  cause  the  same  to  be  paved  with  a  sidewalk  in  front 
of  said  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  for  a  distance  of  not  more  than 
thirt}'  feet,  at  such  an  elevation,  and  of  such  width  as  the}* 
ma}'  think  expedient;  and  if  the  person  or  persons  owning 
such  lot  or  lots  sliall  refuse  or  fail  to  have  such  lot,  lots,  or 
fraction  of  lot  paved  in  the  manner  required,  the  board  of 
trustees  may  have  it  done  at  their  own  expense;  and  the 
costs  and  charges  thus  incurred  shall  be  paid  by  the  person 
or  persons  who  have  failed  to  comply  witii  the  order  of  said 
board,  and  may  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  board  of 
trustees  by  warrant  before  the  police  judge,  if  the  sum  is  fifty 
dollars  or  under,  or  by  suit  in  the  Fleming  circuit  court  if  for 
more  than  that  amount;  and  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  prop- 
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erty  of  the  perRon  or  persons  thus  sued  for  tho  amount  of 
chart^esand  costs  thus  incurred  by  them. 

§  18.  Whenever  u  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  town  shall 
require  a  street  to  be  paved  or  macadamized,  the  trustees 
shall  have  the  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done. 

§  19.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in  addi- 

May  tax  sh-r  s,  lion  Vo  the  requirements  now  provided  bylaw,  to  impose  a  tax 
upon  all  shows,  exhibitions  of  all  kinds,  auction  sales  by  others 
than  residents  of  Fleming  county,  within  said  town,  in  any 
sum  they  may  see  fit. 

§  20.  An  assessor  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  trustees 

shiii  cifcci  an  a»-  of  Said  town,  who,  after  being  sworn  to  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shull  call  upon  the  taxable  persons  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  and  make  out  a  true  list  of  their  real 
and  personal  propei  tj',  with  tho  value  thereof,  and  this  shall 
be  Q)ade  upon  the  oath  of  the  tax-payer,  to  be  administered 
by  the  assessor.

§  23.  The  trustees  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give 

Shall  appoint  a  boud  in  such  sum  as  they  may  require,  with  approved  se- 
curity.    He  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  moneys  taken  in, 
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keep  a  correct  account  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  said  town,  and 
pay  out  money  on  the  orders  of  Ihe  board  of  trustees,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  clerk  of  suid  board;  he  shall  settle  his  ac- 
counts on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  each  year,  and 
at  the  same  time  publish  an  exhibit  of  all  his  official  transac- 
tions, showing  how  much  money  remains  in  the  treasury,  how 
much  money  has  been  received,  and  from  what  source;  bow 
much  and  to  whom  paid,  and  for  what  purposes;  and  shall  take 
an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  Ho 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  trustees  may  think 
prope*. 

§24.  The  marshal  of  said  town,  in  the  execution  of  th«  Marshal's  pow- 
ordinances  of  the  trustees,  the  judgments  of  the  police  judge, 
and  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
levy  and  distress  now  vested  in  sheriffs  of  this  Common- 
wealth.

It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  execute  any  criminal  or  civil  process  directed  to  him 
by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  Fleming  county,  provided  he 
be  not  required  to  go  outside  the  limits  of  said  town  to  exe- 
cute such  process. 

§25.  The  said   trustees  shall  exercise  and   possess  all  the  powtrsofthe 
powers  and   privileges  which  are  by  the  general   laws  of  the    '"*^*** 
State  vested  in  anid  granted  to  trustees  of  towns.     Theyshftll 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws, 
ordinances,  and  regulations  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  powers 
granted  by  this  act,  and  such  others  as  are  not  in  violation  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  State  and  the   United  States,  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  quiet  and  good  order  of  said/town, 
and  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  citizens  thereof. 

§  26.  The  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  shall  be  Record  »ha'i  be 
taken  and  received  as  record  evidence  in  any  court  of  this  *^'  *"^*' 
State,  and  a  certified  copy  from   the  clerk  shall  be  sufficient 
for  any  purposes  of  evidence,  for  which  the  clerk  shall  be 
allowed  such  fees  as  are  now  allowed  to  clerks  of  the  oircniC 
C^>urt8. 
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g  27.  The  trustees  shall  not  assess  a  larger  fine  than  twenty 
Fines  limited.       dollars  for  anyone  infraction  of  any  ordinances  or  bylaws 

as  are  enacted  by  them,  which  fine  may  bo  recovered  in  the 
name  of  the  board  of  trustees  by  warrant  before  the  police 
judcre  or  an}'  justice  of  the  peace  whose  district  may  include 
said  town  or  any  part  thereof.  Such  fines,  when  collected, 
and  all  other  fines  which  may  be  recovered  in  the  name  of 
the  Commonwealth  or  otherwise  before  the  police  judge  or 
justico  of  the  peace,  for  any  offense  committed  within  the 
Vimita  of  said  town,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  for  tijc  use  and  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  28.  The  marshal  shall  have  full  power  to  carry  into  efl'ect 
the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  board  of  trustees;  and  all 
warrants  or  executions  issued  by  the  police  judge  or  a  justice 
of  the  peace  for  any  infractions  of  any  of  the  bj'-laws  and 
ordinances  of  said  board,  or  a  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  of 
the  land,  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  directed  to  the  marshal  or  any  constable  of  Fleming 
county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  execute  the  same.  In  the 
collection  of  any  executions  and  demands  tbat  may  come  into 
his  hands,  the  marshal  shall  be  subject  to  tbo  same  rules  and 
regulations  which  by  law  govern  constables,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  proceedings  as  may  be  had  against  constables 
in  similar  cases. 

§  29.  The  process  in  any  civil  case  pending  before  the 
police  judge  may  be  directed  by  him  to  the  marshal  or  any 
constable  of  Fleming  county. 

§  30.  That  any  acts  or  section  of  acts  passed  by  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly  heretofore,  which  may  come  in  conflict  with 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed. 

§  31.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cabin  Creek  and  Springdale  Turnpike  Road 

Company,  in  Mn-on  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That   a   company   is    hereby   incorporated,  under   the 
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name  of  the  GabiD  Creek  and  Springdale  Turnpike  Eoad 
Company,  and  b}'  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  is  hereby 
vested  with  all  the  powers  conferred  on  similar  corporations 
in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  corporators  to  re- 
ceive subscription  of  stock  to  said  company,  to-wit:  Robert 
li.  Gillespie,  Jacob  Bradford,  William  Henderson,  Charle* 
Hughes,  L.  H.  Jenkins,  John  Otto,  and  William  J.  Tully,  and 
they  are  authorized  to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions 
at  any  time  and  place  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  the  entire  capita) 
stock  sliall  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  to  construct  ii 
turnpike  road  from  the  Lewis  and  Mason  County  Turnpike,  at 
Hezekiah  Jenkins'  farm,  down  Cabin  creek  to  the  Ohio  river 
about  two  miles,  and  build  a  toll  hou^e,  and  they  ma}*  use  the 
bed  of  the  old  county  road,  if  necessary,  on  which  to  con- 
struct said  turnpike,  and  may  erect  a  toll-gate  when  com- 
pleted, and  collect  toll  for  the  distance  traveled  at  the  rat^  as 
allowed  by  the  General  Statutes. 

§  4.  When  five  hundred  dollars  of  stock  is  subscribed,  the 
corporators  named,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  and  hold  an  election  for  a  president  and  th»'ee 
directors,  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  neccssiiry  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  necos  - 
sary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation,  one  of 
which  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  annual 
election  of  president  and  directors. 

§  5.  The  widtli  of  said  road  shall  not  be  under  twenty  feet 
nor  more  than  forty  feet  ;  the  macadamized  part  shall  not  be 
less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and  the  steepness  of  grade  shall 
not  exceed  three  and  one  half  degrees. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  appoint  one 
of  their  number  treasurer  and  secretary,  who  shall  execute 
bond,  with  approved  security.,  to  faithfully  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  treasurer  and  secretary,  by  paying  all  orders  prop- 
erly drawn  on  him  when  money  is  provided  for  the  same,  and 
hand  over  to  his  successor  all  money  on  hand,  and  all  the  books 
and  papers  belonging  to  his  office;  and  he  shall  keep  a  record 
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of  the  proceedings  of  said  board,  and  ahall  keep  an  account 
of  the  stock  and  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  said 
company  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  which 
shall  be  op^n  to  the  inspection  of  any  stockholder  in  said 
company.

AN  ACT  to  aniond  the  charter  of  the  Cjotbiapa  and  Mlllersbarg  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Cynthiana  and  Millersburg 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  approved  February  23,  1847,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  reduce  and  limit  the 
nu^nber  of  officers  and  managers  of  suid  road  allowed  in  said 
charter  to  three  in  number,  one  of  whom  siMill  be  president 
of  the  company,  one  shall  be  treasurer  imd  superintendent  of 
the  road,  and  the  third  shall  be  an  advIi>ory  member,  and  the 
three  shall  constitute  the  board  of  managers  of  the  road.

To  its  interest  upon  its  debt;  and  3d.  To  its  liquidation  of  its 
debtj  and  that  no  monqy  shall  be  paid  for  ai^  other  purpose 
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until  its  e!itire  indebtedness  is  canceled  ;  then  the  directors 
maj^  appropriate  the  earning  of  said  road  in  such  way  as 
they  raa}'  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  road  and  stock- 
holders of  said  road. 

§  3.  That  the  said  Padiicah  and  Clark's  Hiver  Grave!  Koad 
shall  commence  at  the  centre  of  the  bridge  across  Island 
creek,  as  provided  in  the  original  charter  of  the  Padiicah  and 
Benton  Gravel  Koad  Company. 

§4.  This  act  shall  take  cflfect  and  bo  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  Butborize  the  guardian  for  Pearl   Rice  to  invest  her  money  \n

§  1.  That  the  present  guardian,  or  any  such  guardian  as 
may  be  hereafter  appointed  for  Pearl  flice,  an  infant  of 
Muhlenburg  county,  be,  and  ho  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  invest  the  money  belonging  to  said  Pearl  JRice 
in  the  bonds  of  the  United  States,  known  as  registered  bonds, 
bearing  four  and  one  half  p«r  cent,  interest. 

§  2.  That  any  and  all  bonds  so  purchased  by  the  said  guar- 
dian under  this  act  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of  the 
said  Pearl  Kico,  and  held  for  her  use  and  benefit. 

§  3.  That  the  said  guardian,  in  his  settlements  as  such, 
shall  only  be  charged  wit4\,  and  account  for,  tbe  interest 
received  by  him  upon  any  bonds  so  purchased  by  him  under 
this  act,  instead  of  the  amount  fixed  by  law,  and  legal  inter- 
est upon  any  other  funds  in  his  hands.

A.  Taliaferro,  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  Germantown  Nor- 
mal Academy,  of  Germantown,  Kentucky,  for  the  education  of 
both  sexes,  and  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  professional 
teaching  in  the  common  schools,  with  perpetual  succession; 
and  in  that  name  shiill  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered,  defending  and 
being  defended,  in  all  the  courts  of  law  and  equity;  may  have 
a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleas- 
ure; may  adopt,  change,  and  alter  such  by-laws  as  they  desire 
in  the  government  and  rule  of  said  Academy:  Provided,  The 
same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

^  2.  Said  corporation  shall,  at  all  times  hereafter,  be  capa- 
ble in  law  of  receiving  and  retaining,  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, property,  real  and  personal,  devises  and  bequests  of 
any  person  or  body  of  persons,  politic  or  corporate,  capable 
of  making  the  same  to  them,  and  of  disposing  of  such  prop- 
erty, devise,  or  bequest  as  they  may  deem  proper:  Provided^ 
The  said  body -corporate  aforesaid  shall  not  at  any  time  have 
or  hold  in  its  possession,  without  a  further  enactment  of  the 
General  Assembly,  property  valued  at  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  iB  hereby  vested  with  power  to 
grant  diplomas  and  confer  degrees  in  harmony  with  the  pur- 
port of  the  school  as.  set  forth  in  its  constitution  and  by- 
laws. 

§  4.  That  the  academy  is  hereby  declared  a  common  school, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  com- 
mon school,  and  shall  be  competent  to  draw  from  the  common 
school  fund  of  Kentucky  all  moneys  due  to  the  school  district 
of  Germantown  wherein  the  said  school  is  located:  Provided^ 
That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  to  provide  faithful  instruction  to  the  legal  pupils  of  the 
said  district  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ken* 
tucky. 
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§  5.  The  trustees  of  the  Germantown  pubUc  school  district 
(24,  Bracken  county)  shall  have  the  power,  and  hereby  are 
declared,  competent  to  lease  or  rent  the  public  school  build- 
ing and  premises  appertaining  thereto,  to  a  proper  teacher  or 

body-corporate  or  politic,  for  a  period  of years:  Provided 

always,  That  the  said  teacher  or  corporation  shall  execute  a 
bond,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  renewed 
from  year  to  year,  with  approved  surety,  that  faithful  instruc- 
tion shall  be  provided  in  the  building  belonging  to  the  dis- 
trict for  the  white  pupils  of  the  district  entitled  to  school 
privileges,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

§6.  The  district  trustees  shall  have  power  to  permit  the 
said  teachers  or  corporation  to  improve  the  property  and 
premises  of  the  said  24lh  district  by  building  additional 
rooms  attached  to  those  already  in  the  possession  of  the  said 
district;  Provided,  That  in  case  the  said  lease  is  not  renewed 
at  the  expiration  of  any  period,  the  said  corporation  or  teacher 
shall  have  the  right  to  remove  the  property  added  thereto  by 
the  same:  Provided  further,  That  the  same  shall  be  done  with- 
out damage  to  the  property  belonging  to  the  district. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  at  and  from  its  passage.

county  court,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  annually;  and  whereas,  said  bonds  were 
issued  by  an  order  of  the  county  court  of  said  county  at  a 
meeting  of  the  justices  thereof,  March  27,  1876,  and  August 
17,  1876,  a  majority  of  said  justices  being  present  and  voting 
for  said  issue  of   bonds;  and   whereas,  the  county  court  of

§  11.  The  county  court  shall  have  authority  to  exempt  said 
bonds  from  county  tax,  if  they  so  desire.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1  That  a  bank  is  hereby  eRtablished  in  tbe  city  of  New- 
port, Kentucky,  in  tbe  name  and  etjle  of  Jam^es  Taylor  & 
Sons,  and  by  that  name  are  incorporated;  and  may  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  b«  saed;  and  may  bave  a 
conftmon  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  received 
&s  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  sucb  manner  and  at  such 
time  as  maj'  b©  agreed  upon  with  depositors,  by  special  or 
general  contract;  and  may  deal  in  th«  loaning  of  money,  ex- 
<;hange^  promissory  ootos,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  take 
personal  or  other  security  and  real  estate  for  the  payment 
thereof,  and  dispo&e  of  tbe  same  as  now  authorized  by  the 
Jaws  governing  the  in<iorporated  banks  of  this  State;  and 
promissory  notes  payable  at  its  bank,  or  at  anj*  bank  incor- 
porated undtjr  th^  laws  of  this  Common wea-lth,  or  organized 
in  this  Commonwealth  under  any  law  of  the  United  States, 
which  shall  be  indorsed  to  and  discounted  by  it,  shall  be 
placed  on  the  same  fooling  as  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and 
like  remedies  may  be  had  thereon,  joinlly  and  severally, 
against  the  drawer,  indorser,  and  acceptor:  Prorided.  That 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  James  TuylOr

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oi  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 
§  1.  That  hereafter  sheriffs  and  master  and- special  com  mis- 
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pioners  making  sales  of  rea?  estate  under  execution,  or  by 
virtue  of  judgments,  wliere  the  execution  or  jndgment  is  for 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  (825Q)  and  over,  shall  advertise 
the  time  and  place  of  sale  in  ono  newspaper,  ff  publinhod 
within  the  county,  for  three  weeks,  by  weekly  insertions,, 
prior  to  the  time  of  making  the  sale.  • 

§  2.  That  sheriffs  shall  advertise  the  time  and  place  of  sale 
o^f  lands  for  State  and  count}-  taxes  in  one  newspaper,  if 
printed  and  published  within  the  county,  for  four  weeks, 
hy  weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  lime  of  safe. 

§  S.  That  the  publisher  of  such  newspaper  shall  be  allowed 
eighty  (80)  cents  j»er  lineal  inch  of  the  usual  type  of  such 
newspaper  tor  the  first  insertion,  and  forty  (10)  cents  for  the 
subsequent  insertions  of  sucIj  advertisements,  as  are  provided 
for  in  first  section  of  this  act,  to  be  taxed  as  costs  in  the 
action  or  proceedings,  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  for  eacb 
tract  of  land  or  town  lot  of  taxable  property  as  required  by 
second  section,  to  be  taxed  up  as  costs  of  sale. 

§  4.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  rej>ealed. 

J^  5.  This  act  to  apply  only  to  Harrison  county. 

§  G.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  afler  its  passage.

CHAPTER  445. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Frankfort. 

Be  it  enacted  bj^  the  General  Assembly  af  the  Cammonweaith 
of   Kentucky  : 

§  1.  Whereas,  the  board  of  council  men  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort have,  recentl}'  incurred  a  considerable  debt  in  the  im- 
provement of  the  water- works  uf  the  city;  and  whereas,  said 
works  are  yet  unfinished;  and  whereas,  the  said  city  has 
some  bonds  now  duo  and  outstanding  for  other  purposes; 
therefore,  the  said  board  of  councilmen  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  fund  the  existing  debt  due  from  the  eit}',  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  city,  in  any  sums 
not  exceeding  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate, 
for  any  periods  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  pa3'able,  bonds 
and  interest,  at  such  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  bear- 
ing any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six   per  cen.um  per 
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annam,  payable  semi-annually;  said  bonds  to  be  of  not  less 
denomination  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

§2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  isHued  in  open  council,  and  ahall 
be  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and 
shall  bear  the  seal  of  the  corporation  ;  and  said  bonds  may 
be  sold  and  .disposed  of  by  the  board  of  councilman  upon 
such  terms,  and  in  such  manner,  as  may  be  deemed  best  for 
the  interest  of  the  city,  but  not  below  the  par  value  thereof: 
Provided^  That  at  the  time  of  the  issual  of  puch  bond«  a  suffi- 
cient tax  shall  be  levied  on  the  taxable  property  of  the  city 
to  meet  the  payments  stipulated  therein,  whether  of  princi- 
pal or  interest,  and  shall  be  so  levied  and  collected,  annually, 
till  the  said  debt  shall  be  fully  paid. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  foix^e  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  446. 

AN  ACT  tor  the  benefit  of  the  sbe-iff  of  Casey  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealtfi

§  1.  Thai  the  sheriff  of  Case}'  countj'  having  failed  lo  exe- 
cute his  revenue  bond  for  the  year  1880,  on  or  befure  the 
first  Monday  in  January  last,  us  required  by  law,  is  allowed 
and  granted  further  time,  until  the  first  Monday  in  April 
next,  to  execute  said  bond. 

§  2.  This  uct  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  447. 

AN   ACT  to  repeal  section  29  of  the  reTis<id  and  amended  charter  of  the 
city  of  Newport,  in  relalion  to  weigher  and  measurer,  &c. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ihe  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  twenty -nine  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  revise  and  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Newport,"  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealedj  and  that  section  thirty -four 
of  said  charter  be  so  amended  as  to  confer  upon  the  market-

AN  ACT  for  the  beDi-fit  of  the  Four-mile  and  Twelve-mil^  Turnpike  Road 

Company,  in  Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwialth 

of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  Four-mile  and  Twelve-mile  Turnpike  Road 
Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
borrow  money,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  credit  of  the  cor- 
poration, on  such  terms,  at  such  rates  of  interest  for  such 
times,  in  such  places,  at  such  amounts,  as  the  board  of  direct- 
ors thereof  shall  deem  expedient.  Said  company  may  exe- 
cute such  evidences  of  indebtedness  as  ma}-  be  deemed  proper, 
and  may  mortgage  the  property,  income,  franchise,  rights, 
and  credits  of  said  corporation,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  secu- 
rity for  any  loans,  liabilities,  or  contracts  which  it  has  made 
or  shall  make:  Provided,  That  any  mortgage  that  may  bo 
made  by  the  company  hIiuII  take  effect  for  all  alike,  pro  rata, 
to  the  benefit  of  all  creditors  of  the  company  existing  at  the 
time  such  mortgage  may  be  executed. 

§  2.  That  any  board  of  directors  of  said  company  maj'  sell 
at  public  auction  the  road,  right  of  way,  franchiHe,  and  all 
property,  real  and  personal,  owned  by  said  company,  upon 
advertising  terms,  time,  and  place  of  sale,  by  posting  notices 
thereof  in  at  least  three  public  places  along  said  road,  and  at 
the  court  house  at  Alexandria,  and  the  court-house  at  New- 
port, in  Campbell  county,  for  at  least  twenty  days  prior 
thereto,  and  in  a  weekly  paper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  said  county;  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be 
first  appropriated  by  the  board  to  the  payment  of  the  debts 
of  the  company  j^ro  rata^  and  the  remainder  divided  among 
the  stockholders  pro  rata.

§  3.  That  the  circuit  court  of  Campbell  county,  or  any 
other  court  having  jurifldiction  in  naid  county,  shall  have 
power  to  sell  any  or  all  such  property  and  rights,  upon  the 
application  of  any  creditors  of  the  company  whose  debt  may 
be  due  and  unsatisfied,  the  proceeds  to  be  divided  pro  rata 
among  the  creditors  of  the  company  presenting  their  claims, 
and  the  remainder  pro  rata  among  the  stockholders. 

§  4.  That  any  purchaser  or  purchasers  of-  the  same  shall  bo 
Buhstituied  to  rights *and  power9  of  the  company,  and  may 
organize  tiieinselves  and  their  associates,  in  such  a  manner  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  into  an  incorporated  company,  under 
the  same  name  and  style  of  the  Four-mile  and  Twelve-mile 
Turnpike  Company,  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers,  rights, 
and  privileges  of  the  existing  company. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  iucorporate  the  Eden  and  Forest  Grove  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, in  Bracken  county. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comviqnweallh  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  G.  W.  Landen,  Alex.  Dix,  K.  N.  Huston,  G.  W 
Webb,  W.  W.  Landen.  Sanford  Landen,  Samuel  Taylor,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be  incorporated,  under  the 
name  of  Eden  and  Forest  Grove  Turnpike  Company. 

§  2.  This  company  shall  have  the  right  to  build  a  turnpike 
road. 

§  3.  Beginning  at  the  Foster  Turnpike  Eoad,  near  L.  D, 
Weaver's;  from  thence  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  inter- 
sect the  Bradford  and  Lenoxburg  Turnpike  Eoad,  near  Jacob 
Debott's,  on  Snag  creek. 

§  4.  This  company'  shall  have  the  right  to  control  this  road 
under  the  road  laws  of  Bracken  count}'. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTEK  451. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  erf  the  city  of  BowliDg  Green. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  collector  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  sell  property,  real  or  personal,  for  taxes 
due  said  city,  after  having  presented  to  the  tax  payer,  whose 
property  is  to  be  sold,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  tax  due 
the  city  b}'  such  tax  payor,  instead  of  tendering  a  tax  receipt, 
as  now  required  by  law,  but  in  other  respects  the  collector 
shall  be  governed  by  the  law  now  in  force  as  to  sale  of  prop- 
erty for  taxes. 

§  2.  That  the  city  of  Bowling  Green,  through  or  by  any 
officer  or  agent  named  by  the  board  of  council  men,  shall 
have  the  right  and  privilege  to  buy,  hold,  and  control,  the 
same  as  any  individual,  propert^'^  that  may  be  offered  for 
sale  for  city  taxes:  Provided^  That  no  other  party  bids  for 
such  property  the  amount  of  taxes  for  which  such  property 
is  offered  to  bo  sold :  Provided  further,  That  the  right  to 
redeem  property  so  sold  and  bought  bj  the  city  of  Bowling 
Green  shall  exist  as  now  provided  by  ••An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Bowling  Green,"  approved  March  10, 
1873. 

§  3.  That  all  officers,  commissioners,  and  trustees,  elective 
by  the  maj-or  and  board  of  council  men,  shall  hereafter  be 
elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  councilmen  in 
Januar}'  of  each  year,  and  that  all  of  such  officers,  commis- 
sioners, and  trustees  now  in  office  shall  hold  their  respective 
positions  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1881,  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§4.  That  said  city  of  Bowling  Green,  a  majority  of  the 
board  of  councilmen  being  present  and  concurring,  are  au- 
thorized to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
in  addition  to  the  amount  of  such  bonds  now  authorized  by 
law,  for  the  purpose  of  buying  and  repairing  machinery  and 
fixtures  of  the  Bowling  Green  water-works.  Said  bonds  to 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum; 
tliey  shall  be  due  in  twenty  years  from  their  date,  and  paya- 
ble at  the  option  of  the  city  after  five  years  from  their  date  ; 
said  bonds  to  be  paid,  principal  and  interest,  out  of  the  sink- 
ing lund  now  provided  by  law,  the  interest  to  be  paid  serai- 
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I  annually  on   the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year. 

Said  bonds  shall  have  coupons  attached,  which  shaH  be  signed 
by  the  city  elerk;  but  the  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor 
and  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  be  in  denominations  of  8500  and 
81,P00,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  mayor  and  board  of 
councilmen. 

§  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  inc*orporate  the  Som- 
erset and  Clio  Turnpike  Koad  Company-/'  approved  April  5lh, 
1878,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  a(fd  to 
section  six  of  said  act  the  following  clause:  "But  said  direct- 
ory, in  erecting  gates  across  said  i:oad,  may  erect  fractional 
gates  along  the  same,  and  collect  such  proportion  of  toll  from 
each  of  said  fractional  gates  as  such  gate  bears  to  the  length 
of  the  road  for  which  they  have  the  right  to  erect  a  whole 
gate,  and  collect  full  toll,  except  that  they  may  erect  a  frac- 
tional gate  any  point  they  may  desire  between  the  town  of 
Somerset  and  the  Somerset  depot,  on  the  Cincinnati  South- 
ern Kailway,  and  rales  of  toll  at  the  same,  equal  to  one  third 
of  a  whole  gate,  as  provided  by  the  General  Statutes,  until 
the  whole  road  is  completed,  after  which  time  thej'  shall  only 
charge  at  said  gate  in  the  ratio  of  one  to  five  miles. 

§  2.  Said  turnpike  road  company  siuill  also  have  the  right 
to  construct  and  maintain  a  macadamized  or  gravel  turnpike 
road  from  the  Somerset  depot,  on  the  Cincinnati  Southern 
Kailway,  in  the  direction  of  the  town  of  Somerset,  so  as  to 
connect  with  said  Somerset  and  Clio  Turnpike  Koad;  and 
shall  have  all  the  right  to  construct,  maintain,  and  control 
said  road  as  provided  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment; but  said  company  shall  not  charge  any  additional  toll 
between  said  town  and  said  depot  by  reason  of  said  branch 
road. 
>      §  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

VYhereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Commonwealth  ot  Kentucky  that  a  number  of  persons  owning 
land  in  Henderson  county',  in  the  Diamond  Island  fiend,  desire 
to  inclose  their  lands  by  one  general  fence,  built  at  common 
expense,  and  give  as  their  reason  that  their  lands  are  subject 
to  overflow,  and  their  fences  liable  to  be  washed  away  each 
year,  and  in  consequence  thereof,  and  the  scarcity  of  timber, 
fencing  is  very  expensive;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  F.  L.  Turner,  W.  J.  Marshall,  jr.,  Thomas  Evans, 
Corporator*.        Lockic  Newman,  Lurctta  Dennis,  M.  C.  Sandefur,  Jno.  Pierce, 

B.  H.  Hendrick,  E.  S.  Bentley,  Marion  Duncan,  and  such 
other  persons  in  their  stead  as  may  succeed  to  the  ownership 
of  the  la^ids  inclosed  by  the  fence  proposed  to  be  built,  or 
become  members,  as  hereinafter  provided,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
of  the  Diamond  Island  Bend  Fence  Company,  with  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  to 
make  all  needful  by-laws  in  all  things  appertaining  to  the 
object  of  this  incorporation,  to-wit:  To  build,  rebuild,  and 
keep  in  repairs  one  common  fence,  with  gate  or  gates.  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  near  the  line  of  L.  F.

same  to  the  secretar}^  who  shall  notify  the  owner  thereof,  if

The  president  and  four  directors  shall  conBtitute 
a  quorum,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  five  directors 
sball  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  as  soon  as  five 
thotinand  doUars  of  the  stock  are  subscribed,  and  the  com- 
pany )s  organized,  said  company  may  commence  to  construct 
the  road. 

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  may  elect  such  other  officers  as 
May  elect  otbcr  they   may  deem  necessary  to  conduct   the   business  of  the 

company  f  may  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 

impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended, 

contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  may  make  such  by-laws 

as  thej'  may  deem  necessary,  which  do  not  conflict  with  the 

laws  of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  sball  be  required  to  locate

may  require  by  purchase,  roliDquisbment,  gift,  writ  of  ad 
quod  damnum,  deed,  or  otherwise,  tbe  right  of  way  for  the 
road  upon  the  most  eligible  route  between  said  points;  also 
ground  for  the  toll-house,  not  exceeding  one  acre  for  each 
toll-house,  and  such  timber,  rock-quarries,  &c.,  as  may  be 
.oecessary  for  the  completion  of  said  road,  and  keeping  the 
.^ftme  in  repair,  paying  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor; 
•th«  road  not  to  be  less  than  thirty-five  feet  wide,  and  when 
graded,  the  stone  on  same  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  feot 
wide^  jftAd  an  average  of  not  less  than  nine  inches  deep;  tbe 
8urfaee.of  said  rock  may  be  broken  fine,  and  covered  with  a 
light  covering  of  clay,  or,  instead  of  the  broken  rock  and 
('l&7i  graFel«  as  the  directors  may  decide. 

g  10.  The  county  court  of  Bracken  county  may  subscribe

.majTftu  en         ^  otb^r  stockholderS|  And  according  to  the  act  of  the  Gen- 
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^ral  Assembly  of  Kentucky  aathorizing  and  empowering  the 
•county  court  of  Bracken  county  to  take  Jiucl  subscribe  stock 
in  turnpike  roads  in  said  county. 

g  11.  Tbe  treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  board  of  direct- 
'ors  ea<;b  year,  and  skull  lio^d  -the  office  until  his  successor  is 
-elected  and  ^naUfied.  Before  entering  apon  the  duties  of  the 
office,  he  shall  glire  boad,  with  approved  security,  that  he 
will  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  faithfully;  and  whenever 
•a  demand  shail  be  made  upon  him  by  said  board,  or  t-heir 
Authorised  Agent,  shall  pay  over  any  >an<i  all  sums  of  money 
that  may  be  in  his  hands  as  treasoror,  and  tliat  h-e  shall 
report  afinivally  to  the  board  all  suhis  of  money  collected  and 
paid  out  by  order  of  said  board,  presenting  vouchers  for 
«ame. 

g  12.  The  president  and  directors  shall  severally  take  an 
•oath  faitbfuHy  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective 
•offices  te  the  besrt  of  their  abilky. 

§  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  office 
for  a  term  of  twelve  months,  and  until  their  successors  are 
duly  qualvfied,  excepting  the  ones  first  elected;  and  after  the 
€rst  election  they  shall  be  eiected  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
March  of  each  and  ev^ry  year.;  the  president  shall  Advertise 
ten  days  previous  to  said  Saturday  each  year;  the  board  shall 
Appoint  three  stockholders  to  inspect  or  superintend  M  elec- 
tions. Said  board  sha4l  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  fair  and 
just  account  of  a^ll  the  moneys  received  and  disbursed,  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  all  the  stockholders  at  any  time,  and  all 
tnonoy  paid  out  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  said  work,  and 
All  costs  and  expenses  of  surveying  and  engineering  said 
road,  shall  be  paid  and  discharged,  and  the  aggregate  afnount 
of  same  shaH  be  kept  and  entered  on  the  i3ooks  of  said  com- 
ipany.  The  preakient  and  d^rectors^  at  the  end  ,of  every  year 
-After  the  completion  of  the  road,  shall  make  a  dividend  of  the 
■iAeur  profits,  if  Any,  and  pay  tfape  same  to  the  stock  holder^  on 
the  first  Saturday  of  March  each  year. 

§  14.  That  After  the  road  has  been  completed^  the  board  of 
directors  shall  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  employ  a  gate-^keeper, 
take  bo4id  from  him,  and  fix  his  safary,  and  he  shall  collect 
toll  from  persons  traveling  on  or  using  said  road,  the  same 
rates  as  are  authorised  by  law  on  other  turnpike  roads  in 
•said  county. 

§  15.  The  stock  shall  be  trAnsferable,  provided  the  same 
«haU  JaAve  -been  fully  paid. 
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§  16  That  if  any  of  the  stockholders  in  said  road  shall  fafl 
or  refuse  to  pay  the  stock  subscribed,  or  the  calls  for  the 
same  when  due,  shall  be  liable  to  sait  to  enforce  the  collec- 
tiory  of  the  same  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

^  17.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  fall  power  to  do  al! 
other  acts  and  things  that  are  necessary  to  be  done  to  locate, 
establish,  and  complete  sard  turnpike  road. 

§  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  45(5^. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporAte  the  Padacah  and  Mayfield  Gravel  Road  Gompanj, 

Be  it  enaefed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated  and  created  a 
body 'politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  the  aforesaid 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  bo  sued, 
answer  and  be  answered,  4c.,  with  power  to  acquire,  hold, 
nse,  and  possess  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  to  construct  a  road  from  Padneah  to 
Mayfield,  with  power  to  branch  to  any  point  within  thecoun^ 
ties  of  Marshall  or  Ballard,  whenever  the  president  and  di- 
rectors of  said  road  may  see  proper  and  deem  it  expedient  to 
do  so.  Stiid  company  may  make  and  ordain  aH  such  rule» 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  for  the  construe' 
tion  or  repair  of  said  road,  and  the  management  of  its  pru- 
dential and  6nanctal  concerns. 

^  2.  That  the  width  of  said  road,  when  H  wiH  admit  of  ft, 
Width  of  road,     shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  feet  at  any  point,  and  the 

arti^ial  part  of  gravel,  stone,  or  plank  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
directors,  as  also  the  grade  of  said  road;  and  said  company 
shall  have  the  right  to  construct  bridges  over  the  diflforeni 
creeks  crossing  said  road. 

§  3.  After  said  road  »liaH  have  been  completed  as  far  as  the 
When  thcV  may  f^^^  grounds,  sald  directors  may  establish  a  toll-gate  at  such 
gat«.  point  on  said  road  as  they  may  think  right,  and  may  there- 

after, as  the  road  is  completed,  establish  other  toH  gates  at 
intervals  of  four  miles  or  more,  as  the  directors  may  deter- 
mine, and  apply  the  tolls,  after  deducting  a  sufficient  amount 
to  keep  the  finished  part  of  the  road  in  order,  to  the  further 
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construction  of  the  road,  or  they  may  distribute  the  same  as 
dividends  to  the  stockholders.  At  ail  of  said  piles  the  rates 
shall  be  presci'ibed  by  the  directors,  not  to  exceed  the  rates 
fixed  by  the  General  Statutes. 

§4.  The  president  and  directors,  or  tiioir  engineer,  shall  May  «atcc  upon 
faave  the  right  to  enter  upon  any  iands,  and  survey  out  said 
road,  aad  examine  any  gravci-pits  or  Umber  necessary  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  the  same  on  any  lands  adjoining 
or  near  said  road ;  and  if  no  satisfactory  agreement  can  be 
made  with  the  owner  for  same,  the  pret^ident  and  directors^ 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may,  by  order,  apply  to  the  circuit 
court  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  upon  whicb  the 
gravel  or  timber  is  situated,  or  the  part  of  the  road  in  regard 
to  which  the  right  of  way  is  refused,  whoi^e  duly  it  shall 
bt  to  ^due  A  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  to  asnoss  the  damages   May^ondemn 

property^ 

which  any  such  dissatisfied  owner  of  an}'  such  land,  gravel- 
beds,  or  timber  shall  sustain;  and  the  jury  shall  take  into 
oonsideralion,  in  assessing  the  damages,  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  said  road.  Said  wric  shall  be  directed  to 
the  sheriff  of  said  county,  and  he  shall,  in  dve  days  after  the 
writ,  summon  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  qualified  under  the  law 
as  petit  jurymen  in  civil  suits,  and  each  party  stiail  have 
three  challenges  peremptory.  Said  sheriff  shall  swear  the 
jury  after  they  are  selected  as  the}'  are  directed  to  be  sworn 
in  other  cases  of  wrils  of  ad  quod  damnum,  preside  during  the 
trial,  issue  subpoenas,  swear  witnesses,  and  decide  all  points 
of  law  presented  on  the  trial,  and  ,8hall  return  the  writ  to 
the  circuit  court  clerk,  with  the  verdict  of  the  jury;  and  the 
said  company,  upon  payment  of  the  sum  fixed  in  the  verdict 
to  the  party  claimant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  or  if  he  has  no 
agent,  by  paying  it  to  the  clerk  of  said  court  for  said  claim- 
ant, or  by  tendering  it  to  either  of  said  parties,  shall  be  vested 
with  the  right  of  way,  and  to  control  and  use  all  gravel- beds, 
land,  and  timber  so  condemned  as  aforesaid.  Either  party 
may,  within  two  days  after  the  return  of  the  writ,  file  excep- 
tions as  to  the  error  in  the  amount  assessed,  and  the  clerk 
shall  docket  said  exceptions  as  oth^r  cases  at  common  law; 
but  the  said  company  shall  not,  in  the  meantime,  be  tiindcred 
in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  by  the  pendency  of  the  ex- 
ceptions after  a  tender,  but  may  proceed  and  have  all  the 
rights  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  sum  had  been  accepted. 
The  party  who  fails  in  sustaining  his  exceptions  shall   pay 
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the  eoAts,  for  which  execa-tfon  shall  isBoe  sks  in  other  case^; 
but  the  road  shall  pay  the  cost  fncarred  on  the  trial  of  tho- 
original  writ  in  the  conntj.  The  role  laid  down  in  chapter 
ninety -four,  article  one,  section  eight,  of  General  Statutes, 
shall  apply  in  jiU  cases  ander  this  act.

proxy;  and  they  shall'  proeeed  to*  elect  a  president  and  six 
or   more  directors,  a  treasarer  and  secretary,  all  of   whom 
shall    hoid    their  office  ior    twelve    months,  and    untii   their 
successors  are  qualified.      Elections  shall  thereafter  be  held 
annually  at  such  times  and  placef^  as  the  board  of  directors 
may  direct,  notice  of  wbich  shail  be  given  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  Padncah  for  five  days  before  the  eiection.

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  havo  kept  by  the 
secretary  a  book  showing  all  their  proceedings,  and  shall 
meet  at  least  every  three  months  at  such  times  and  places  as 
said  president  may  direct,  of  which  each  director  shall  be 
notified,  and  a  majority  of  directors  Hhall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  transact  business. 

g  9.  As  soon  as  the  president  and  board  is  organized  as 
aforesaid,  they  shall  have  the  road  located  by  a  competent 
engineer  from  Paducah  to  May  field,  beginning  at  the  south 
end  of  the  bridge  on  Cross  crook,  at  city  limits  on  said  road, 
as  nearly  as  may  be  upon  the  present  State  road,  but  may 
leave  said  road  whenever,  for  any  reason,  the  directors  may 
see  proper,  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  charter,  and 
may  branch  to  any  point  in  tlie  counties  of  Marshall  or  Bal- 
lard whenever  they  see  proper. 

§  10.  The  president  shall  give  notice  of  the  amount  of  call 
on  each  share  of  stock,  and  of  the  time  of  payment;  and  if 
any  stockholder  shall  fail  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so 
called  for  for  the  space  of  thirtj*  days  after  it  is  due,  It  shall 
draw  ten  per  cent,  interest,  and  if  not  paid  in  six  months,  the 
stock  of  such  stockholder  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  compjmy, 
and  the  president  shall  sell  said  forfeited  stock  at  public  sale, 
and  the  proceeds  shall  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  company. 
Ko  stockholder  shall,  at  any  time,  vote  after  the  first  election, 
who  has  not  paid  up  all  calls  on  his  stock.  The  company 
may,  if  it  sees  proper,  issue  its  bonds,  not  exceeding  twent}* 
thousand  dollars,  in  such  sums,  and  bearing  such  rate  of 
interest  as  the  company  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding 
eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  may  sell  the  same. 

§  11.  That  if  any  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  off  of 
said  road,  with  intent  to  avoid  the  pa3'ment  of  toll,  or  force 
themselves  through  the  gates  without  paying  the  toll,  he  or 
they  BO  offending  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
by  a  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  use  of 
the  road,  and  said  judgment  shall  be  collected  as  other  judg- 
ments or  fines  are  collected. 

§  12.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  here- 
by repealed;  and  this  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  457. 

AN   ACT  to  ineorporate  the  town  of  McRionej',  Lincoln  couotj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoTiwealtk 
of  Kentutky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  McEinnej,  Lincoln  conntjf  is  estab- 
lished and  incorporated,  with  the  lots,  streets,  and  alloys  and 
Towniimrte         land,   fn    the    following    boundary,    to-wit:    There   shall   be 

planted  a  stone  mid-wuy  between  the  Cincinnati  Southern 
Railroad  depot  and  the  White  Sulphur  Hotel,  which  shall 
desrgnale  the  center  of  said  town  ;  and  the  boundary  line 
shall  extend  one  half  ol  a  ntile  fronn  said  point  towards  the 
four  points  of  the  connpass,  making  one  mile  square. 

§  2.  A  police  judge  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
Police  judge  of.  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  in  each  year,  the 

elected. 

marshal  at  all  times  being  chosen  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  T.  J.  Lane  and  J.  £>.  Yocum  is  hereby  commissioned  to 
fill  those  offices,  respectively,  until  the  first  regular  election  of 
officers. 

§  3.  That  George  W.  Schultz.  John  A.  Williams,  Henry  C. 
Jones,  Alex  fi.  Owens,  and  Samuel  Montgomery,  be.  and  are 
hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  choose  one 
of  their  body  as  chairman,  and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  and  they  shall  remain  in  office  until 
tlie  first  Saturday  in  June,  1880,  when  trustees  shall  be  elected 
.  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  incorporation. 

g  4.  The  trustees  are  empowered  to  pass  such  by  laws  and 
enact  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  good  gov- 
ernment and  well-being  of  said  town,  not  in  contravention 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  to 
fill  any  vacancy  in  every  office  created  by  this  act  that  may 
occur. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  five  members, 
Board  of  t.ns:ce'.   who  shall  have  a  clerk  of  their  own  loosing,  who  shall  keep 

a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  such  proceedings  shall  be 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  at  any  time;  and  all 
by-laws  or  ordinances  passed  by  the  trustees  shall  be  posted 
up  b}'  the  clerk  in  not  less  thun  three  public  places  in  said 
town,  and  not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  sarne  act  shall 
take  effect. 

§  6.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  per- 
Mayic%yiax.       ^^^^  living  in  Said  town,  or  owning  propertj^  in  the  corporate 

limits,  not  exceeding  twentj'-five  cents  on   the  one  hundred

dollars*  worth  of  property,  ad  valorem  ;  also  the  power  to 
impose  a  poll  tax  of  not  over  one  dollar  on  each  male  citizen 
over  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  all  to  be  applied  to  meet 
the  expenses  incident  to  incorporation,  sach  as  the  payment 
of  salaries,  street  repairs,  &c.;  and  nil  fines  and  forfeitures  are 
to  be  applied  by  the  trustees  in  sucb  a  manner  as  will  be  ben- 
eficial to  the  town. 

§  7.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  procure,  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  a  lot  of  ground  on  which  to  build  a  guard-house, 
by  subscription  or  otherwise,  for  the  keeping  of  prisoners, 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  govern  the  county 
jail.  Said  guard-house  to  be  kept  by  the  marshal,  who  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  and  compensations  allowed  the  keeper 
of  the  Lincoln  county  jail  for  like  services. 

§  8.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  a  tax 
on  all  theatrical  performances,  shows,  and  exhibitions  of  all 
kinds,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  exhibition 
on  any  one  day,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  grant  hotel  license, 
with  the  privilege  of  retailing  spirituous  liquors,  in  any  sum 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  They  shall 
have  the  power  to  levy  a  tax  on  any  peddler,  in  the  sale  of 
any  lino  of  goods  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  in  any  sum 
not  to  exceed  five  dollars  for  each  day. 

§  9.  Said  officers,  including  the  police  judge  and  marshal, 
shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the 
oath  prescribed  b}'  law,  and  the  marshal  shall  execute  bond 
in  the  county  court  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  with  approved  security,  conditioned  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  10.  Said  police  jud^re  shall  have,  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  justices  of  the  peace  in  Lincoln  county,  in  all  criminal 
and  penal  cases,  and  charge  the  same  fees  for  services  an 
justices  of  the  peace  are  allowed  to  charge.  The  marskal 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  constablcH  of  Lincoln 
county,  and  charge  the  same  fees  for  services. 

g  11.  The  election  of  trustees  and  police  jud^e  shall  be  con-  Eieciijn  of  offi- 
ducted  by  some  good  citizenH  appointed  by  the  acting  board 
for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  board;  and  the  return  of  the  names  of  the 
persons  elected  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  the  board, 
and  shall  be  by  him  recorded  in  iheir  books.

and  make  them  returnable  before  him  as  police  judge  of  Mc- 
Kinnej';  the  same  shall  be  directed  to  the  marshal  or  an)' con - 
•  stabU  or  sheriff  of  Lincoln  county,  and  shall  be  executed  and 
returned  bv  the  marshal  or  constable  or  sheriff,  as  the  case 
maj  be,  under  the  same  penalties  as  other  processes,  as  the 
count)'  judges:  Provided^  however.  That  when  any  prosecution 
is  instituted  and  carried  on  at  the  instance  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  thje  warrant  or  process  shall  state  that  it  is  issued  at 
their  inHtance,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fine 
or  penalty  recovered.  ^ 

J5  13.  That  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  McKinney  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  require  bail  and  receive  the 
acknowledgment  and  execution  of  recognizances  of  bail  in 
all  cases  originating  before  him  in  which  bail  is  or  may  here- 
after bo  authorized  or  required  by  the  law  of  the  land;  and 
such  recognizances  shall  be  taken  in  such  form,  and  be  re- 
turned in  such  manner,  as  is  or  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
several  Inws  authorizing  or  requiring  bail.  He  shall  be  a 
conservator  of  the  peace,  and  have  jurisdiction  over  affrays, 
assaults  and  batteries,  riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  all  cases 
of  indecent  or  immoral  behavior  or  conduct  calculated  to  dis- 
turb the  peace  and  dignity  of  said  town ;  over  all  cases  of 
drunkenness,  profane  swearing,  running  horses,  firing  guns 
or  pistols,  and  all  other  riotous  conduct  whatever,  within  said 
town,  all  of  which  are  hereb)'  declared  demeanors.  He  shall 
have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  or  causes  arising  out  of  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  passed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  con- 
current with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  county  judge,  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  powers  granted  the  said  town  trustees  by 
law.  He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal  to  summons 
^  ]^^y^  ^*^  ^^y  ^^s®  cognizable  before  him,  when  a  jury  would 
be  required  before  the  circuit  court  or  a  justice  of  the  peace; 
and  in  all  cases  when  the  amount  of  the  fine  is  not  or  may 
not  be  fixed  by  law,  the  same  be  ascertained  by  the  verdict 
of  a  jury.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  summons  for  wit- 
nesses in  cases  pending  before  him,  and  upon  their  failure  to 
attend,  ma)*  award  compulsory  process  to  compel  their  attend- 
ance.    He  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy  of 
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which  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  have  the 
same  efTeet  as  records  of  county  judges.  All  trials  before  the 
police  judge  shall  be  held  in  the  town  of  McKinney. 

§  14.  That  the  board  of  trustees  Bball  appoint  annually,  Asscssov. 
from  among  their  citizens  of  said  town,  an  assessor,  who  shali^ 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath 
duly  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  cull  upon  all  th^  taxable  per- 
sons in  said  town,  and  make  out  u  true  list  of  their  taxable 
property,  with  the  value  thereof,  which  shall  be  made  upon 
the  oath  of  the  party,  to  be  administered  by  the  assessor. 
The  list  shall  be  taken  so  as  to  include  all  the  real  estate  in 
said  town,  and  all  the  male  citizens  over  twenty-one  years, 
with  all  other  species  of  personal  property,  money,  &c.  If 
person  or  persons  shall  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  of  his  or  her 
property,  or  be  absent,  the  assessor  shall  make  out  a  list  from 
the  best  information  he  can  get.  He  Khali,  on  or  before  the  • 
first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  annually,  complete  and 
return  the  list  so  taken  to  the  board  of  trustees.  Said  assess- 
ment to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  marshal  for  collection. 
The  trustees  shall  have  a  lien  on  all  personal  and  real  estate 
in  said  town  until  all  the  taxes  duo  by  the  owners  thereof  are 
paid. 

§  15.  That  all  citizens  living  in  said  town,  who  are  qualified 
to  vote  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentuck}',  and 
who  have  paid  their  poll-tax  for  the  preceding  year,  and  all 
arrearages  and  taxes  due  said  town  by  them,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  vote,  but  free-holders  onlj'  allowed  to  hold  the  office  of  a 
trustee.  Said  trustees  shall  choose  a  treasurer  of  the  citizens 
of  said  town,  who  shall  take  into  possession  all  the  finance  of 
the  town,  and  who  shall  make  no  expenditures  only  at  the 
instance  of  the  trustees.  He  shall  give  bond  upon  oath  prop- 
.erly  administered  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  conditioned  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office. 

§  16.  Said  trustees  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  their  corporate 
capacity  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  McKinney, 
and  shall  have  the  right  to  employ  counsel,  who  shall  be  fqed 
from  the  revenues  of  the  town. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pasaage.

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CHAPTER  458. 

AN  ACT  to  re-«oact  and  anoeod  an  act,  eDtitled  **  An  act  to  aalhorize  the 
people  of  Henry  county  to  rote  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  companies 
in  the  buildinf?  of  turnpike  roads  in  said  county/*  approved  March  9, 
1869,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  V4\  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the  people 
of  Henry  county  to  vote  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  com- 
panies in  the  building  of  turnpike  roads  in  said  county,"  ap- 
proved March  9,  1869,  with  ail  the  amendments  thereto, 
foe,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re-enacted,  except  as  hereafter 
amended,  so  as  the  provisions  of  the  same  will  apply  to  and 
govern  districts  No.  2  and  3,  which  districts  are  described 
and  created  in  the  first  section  of  the  act  aforesaid.  This  act 
is  to  remain  in  force  in  said  district  No.  2  for  three  3* ears, 
and  for  ten  years  in  said  district  No.  3. 

§  2.  Elections  in  said  districts,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  and  the  acts  to  which  it  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1880,  in  Henry  county,  and  the 
county  judge  of  Henry  county  shall  make  an  order  directing 
the  same  to  be  held  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
said  election  ;  but  no  commissioner  shall  be  voted  for  at  said 
election  in  either  of  said  districts,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  count}'  judge  of  Honry  to  appoint  one  commissioner  for 
each  district,  should  they,  or  either  of  them,  by  vote  adopt 
the  laws  authorizing  the  imposition  of  a  tax  for  turnpike  pur- 
poses. The  commissioner  or  commissioners  so  appointed  shall 
be  allowed  a  per  diem  of  two  dollars  for  each  day  employed 
in  the  actual  discharge  of  duty  as  commissioners. 

§  3.  The  county  surveyor  of  Henry  county  shall  discharge 
the  duties  of  sui*veyor  in  and  for  said  dietiMcts,  and  shall  he 
allowed  three  dollars  per  day  for  services  actually  rendered, 
and  he  shall  be  governed  in  his  duties  by  the  act  and  amend- 
ments thereto  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  4.  If  by  the  votes  of  said  districts,  or  either  of  them,  at 
said  election  to  be  held  therein,  thej'  adopt  the  provisions  of 
the  said  act,  and  the  amendments  thereto  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment,  then  the  county  court  of  Honry  county,  at  its 
court  of  levj'  and  cluinis  to  be  hold  in  1880,  shall  levy  a  tax 
upon  property  in  said  districts,  or  either  of  them,  for  turn- 
pike purposes,  and  provide  for  its  collection. 
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§  5.  The  sheriff  of  Henry  county  shall  settle  his  accounts 
as  collector  of  said  turnpike  tax  for  said  districts  at  the  fol- 
lowing times,  viz:  District  number  two  (2),  upon  the  first 
Tuesday  in  April,  1881;  district  number  three  (3),  second 
Tuesday  in  April,  1881,  and  upon  said  days  annually  there- 
afler. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  459. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Winchester  and  Muddjr  Creek  Turn' 

pike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky/ : 

i  1.  That  the  charter  of  said  turnpike  road  company  be  so 
amended  that  it  will  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  place  ban- 
isters  or  straight  fences  on  the  sides  of  said  road,  at  all  places 
where  there  are  deep  fills,  leaving  the  road  between  such  ban- 
isters or  straight  fences  at  least  sixteen  feet  in  width;  and  on 
steep  side^cnts,  where  ohly  one  ditch  is  required,  It  will  be 
lawful  to  place  banisters  or  straight  fences  on  the  embank^ 
ment  side  of  the  road,  provided  the  road-way  on  such  side* 
cuts  remains  not  less  than  sixteen  feet  in  width. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  construct  wooden  bridges 
on  said  turnpike  road,  at  all  places  where  the  president  and 
directors  may  think  necessary,  provided  the  same  shall  not 
be  less  than  nine  feet  in  the  clear  or  between  the  streamers. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
travel  over  any  of  the  bridges  on  said  turnpike  road  on  horse- 
back, or  with  a  vehicle  of  any  description,  at  a  speed  faster 
than  a  walk,  under  a  penalty  of  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offense.  The  person  or  persons  so  offending  may  be  prose* 
cuted  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  police  or  county  judge 
of  Clark  county. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  460. 

AN  AOT  to  provide  for  tb«  collection  of  the  Sute  revenue dae  from  Polaski 

countjr  for  the  years  1880  nnd  1881. 

Whereas,  There  is  now  no  sheriff  in  the  county  of  Pu- 
laski; and  whereas,  no  one  will  undertake  the  collection  of 
the  State  revenue  due  from  said  county  for  the  year  1880  for 
the  fees  allowed  by  law;  and  whereas,  Samuel  Tate  agrees  to 
undertake  the  collection  of  said  revenue  at  ten  per  cent  on 
the  whole  amount  collected  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  by 
him  for  said  year;  therefore, 

fie  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammonwealtk 
</f    Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  aathorieed  to  contract  with  Samuel  Tate  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  State  revenue  due  from  said  county  for  the  year 
1880,  at  ten  per  cenU  :  Provided,  That  said  Tate  will  properly 
qualify  to  perform  all  the  duties  sheriffs  are  required  to  per- 
form. 

§  2.  Ho  is  further  authorised  to  contract  for  the  collection 
of  the  State  revenue  which  may  be  due  from  said  county  for 
the  year  1881,  at  any  rate  not  greater  than  ten  per  cent., 
provided  no  one  can  be  found  who  will  agree  to  make  the 
collection  at  the  rate  allowed  by  law:  Provided^  That  the 
collector  of  the  revenue  shall  also  perform  all  the  duties  of 
'sheriff. 

§3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  461. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  Pinmmer's  Landing  and  Muie'd  Mills  Tnmpik« 

Road  Company. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tk^  Commtmwetdth 
af  Kentwcky  ; 

§  1.  That  Elijah  Petty.  M.  IL  Petty,  James  Blyott,  George 
Hutton,  Andrew  Foant«in,  and  J.  B.  Aiuse,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  incorporated  as  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  nnder 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Pliunmer's  Landing  and  Muse's 
Mills  Turnpike  fiottd  Company,  and  are  hereby  invested  with 
all  the  powers  incident  and  usual  to  such  corporations,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  and  making  a  turnpike  road  from  the 
neighborhood  of  Plummer^s  Landing  to  MuaeV  Mills. 
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g  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each;  and  the  corporators  above-named,  or  an  v  of  them, 
may  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  said 
company,  and  whenever  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars shall  be  subscribed,  said  stockholders  may  meet  at  any 
time  and  place  they  may  select,  and  proceed  to  the  election  of 
officers  of  said  company.  Said  officers  shall  consist  of  a  pres- 
ident and  five  directors,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
secretary  and  treasurer,  and  compel  the  treasurer  to  execute 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Kentucky 
concerning  turnpike  roads,  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  agt,  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  this 
charter. 

§  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  462. 

AN  ACT  aathorizinfif  precinct  Dumber  twO|  io  Oarrnrd  count j,  to  Bubscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lancaster  and  Buckeye  Toropike  Road  Com' 
pan  J,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  subscription. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweal  h 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  precinct  number  two,  of  Garrard  county,  be,  and 
IS  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  subscribe  five  thou- 
sand dollars  toward  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lancaster  and 
Buckeye  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

§  2.  That  said  subscription  shall  be  made  upon  the  books 
of  the  company  in  the  name  of  said  precinct,  by  the  county 
judge  of  Garrard  county,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  district  or  precinct  shall  so  request  in  writing. 

g  3.  Wben  the  subscription  is  made  as  provided  in  section 
two,  the  same  shaii  be  binding  upon  said  precinct,  and  the 
taxable  property  of  said  precinct,  as  at  present  constituted^ 
shall  be  bound  for  the  payment  thereof 

§  4.  To  provide  for  the  raising  of  said  sum,  it  is  further 
enacted  that  the  said  county  judge  of  Garrard  shall,  after  the 
subscription  is  made  as  aforesaid,  issue,  in  the  name  of  said 
precinct,  ten  bonds,  of  five  hundred  dollars  each,  one  payable 
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annually  nntil  all  are  paid,  the  first  being  payable  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1882.  Said  bonds  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  may  not  be  negotiated  for 
less  than*their  par  value,  which  negotiation  shall  be  made  by 
the  county  treasurer. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  for  Garrard 
county,  annually,  toas-sessun  ad  valorem  tax  upon  the  taxable 
property  of  said  precinct  as  at  present  constituted,  sufficient 
to  meet  the  interest  and  bonds  as  they  respectively  fail  due. 

§  6.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  G-arrard  county 
to  collect  the  tax  provided  for  in  section  five,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  the  same  commissions  as  he  receives  for  the  col. 
lection  of  other  revenue;  and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
responsible  therefor  upon  hi^)  official  bond  as  sheriff. 

§7.  All  dividends  received  upon  said  stock  shall  be  received 
by  the  school  commissioner  of  Garrard  county,  and  b^*  him 
divided  pro  rata  among  the  common  schools  for  said  precinct. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  lake  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  463. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Independence  Oemeterj  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Gommonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  W.  A.  Bryson,  Aaron  Striger,  James  Spilman, 
and  Benjamin  Wilshere,  and  their  successors  or  associates,  or 
any  three  of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Inde- 
pendence Cemetery  Company;  and  by  that  name  said  company 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable 
in  law  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere. 

§  2.  They  shall  have  power  to  purchase  other  lands  than 
that  now  owned  by  them,  and  said  land  and  appurtenances 
now  owned  by  them,  and  which  may  be  conveyed  to  said 
company,  shall  be  held  solely  and  exclusively  for  a  cemetery, 
and  shall  never  be  alienated,  sold,  or  used  for  any  other  pur- 
pose whatever. 
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§  3.  The  grounds,  fixtiir  j^.  and  everything  growing  tl»ere-   Exempt  from 
on,  iBhall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  no  part  thereof  shall 
ever  be  subject  to  sale  by  virtue  of  mortgage,  judgment,  exe- 
cution, or  decree,  or  any  cause  whatever. 

§  4.  No  road  or  other  passway  shall  over  be  opened  through 
eaid  grounds  unless  by  consent  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  said  company  may  take  or  receive,  b}'  gift  or 
otherwise,  any  land  or  other  property,  to  be  held  or  appro" 
priated  to  the  ornamenting,  improving,  or  extending  ihe 
grounds  of  the  company,  subject  to  the  restrictions  afore- 
said. 

§  6.  The  corporators  heroin  shall  act  as  a  board  of  direct- 
ors for  said  company  until  others  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied j  and  should  any  of  the  persons  above  named  fail  or  refuse 
to  qualify  and  serve  as  directors,  his  or  their  phice  or  places 
may  be  declared  vacant,  and  filled  by  the  remainder  of  the 
board;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  of  directors 
may  bo  filled  in  like  manner. 

§  7.  That  the  said  corporators,  or  such  as  may  act,  shall, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  call  a  meeting 
of  the  lot-owners,  who  shall  elect  three  trustees,  who  shall 
continue  in  office  tbree  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  one 
of  the  number  president,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies in  their  body.  Two  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  which  said  trustees  shall  be 
elected  every  throe  years;  and  if,  from  any  cause,  an  election 
shall  not  be  h($ld  at  the  propir  time,  then  said  trustees  shall 
appoint  some  other  time  ior  an  election;  and  the  election 
shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees 
then  in  office,  and  a  majority  of  lot^owners  who  vote  shall 
elect.  Eeasonable  public  notice  shall  always  be  given  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  elections.  Every  owner  of  a  lot  or 
lots  shall  be  a  share-holder,  and  each  share  holder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  he  or  she  may  own. 

§  8.  Each  trustee,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  be  sworn  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
that  he  will  fuithfuUy  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office. 

§9.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a 
superintendent,  clerk,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
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they  may  think  proper,  and  regulate  their  terms  of  office, 
and  8l)ull  take  bond,  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  dulics.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  of  all  sales  transferred  and  disbursements. 

g  10.  And  shall  prepare  and  keep  an  accurate  map  and  sur- 
vey of  the  grounds  and  lots,  and  have  the  same  recorded  in 
the  county  clerk's  office  at  Independence. 

§  11.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the  regu- 
lation and  sale  of  lots,  and  for  the  control,  care,  and  manage- 
ment of  the  grounds  and  graves,  and  the  mode  of  ornament- 
ing the  same,  and  establish  rules  in  relation  to  the  interment 
of  bodies,  and  make  such  other  by-laws  and  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  company. 

§  12.  They  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any  of  the  lots, 
and  remove  any  ornaments,  fixtures,  or  shrubbery  that  may  be 
placed  on  said  lots  against  the  regulations  or  by-laws  of  said 
company. 

§  13.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  sell 
burial  lots  at  either  public  or  private  sale,  and  when  sold, 
the}",  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  shall  execute  to  the  pur- 
chaser a  certificate  thereof,  which  shall  vest  the  purchaser 
with  title,  which  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  and  re- 
corded in  the  county  clerk's  office  at  Independence  as  convey- 
ance of  real  estate;  and  said  lots,  when  sold,  shall  never  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial  lots,  and  if  applied  to 
any  other  purpose,  the  title  shall  revert  to  the  company. 

§  14.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  forcibly,  or  with- 
out lawful  authority,  violate  ai^  of  the  graves  T>f  the  dead,  or 
any  vault  erected  on  the  grounds,  or  willfully  deface  any  of 
the  tombstones,  monuments,  or  inclosuroe,  or  willfully  injure 
any  of  the  ornaments,  shrubbery,  fixtures,  or  anything  on 
said  ground,  or  in  any  way  damage  the  grounds  or  other 
property  of  the  company,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending, 
and  those  who  may  aid  or  abet  them,  &hall  be  punished  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion thereof,  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  company  in  an 
action  for  damages,  which  damages,  when  recovered,  shall  be 
applied  by  the  company  to  repair,  as  far  as  possible,  the  injury 
-done. 

§  15.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Oddville, 
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SmiUionsville,  and  Claysville  Turnpike  Road  Companj,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  Oddville  to 
OlajiBville,  in  Harrison  county,  via  SmitsonsviUe. 

§2    The  capital  stock  shali  be  ten  thousand  five  hundred   Capital  stock. 
($10,500)  dollars,  including  the  stock  in  said  road  taken  by 
HarriHon  county,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  bo  open-  Commissioners^ 
ed  by  Lewis  Lebus,  John  W.  Horner,  Richard  J.  W hi teker, 
Thos.  Asbury,  and  Thos.  A.  Robertson,  who  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  for  said  purpose,  at  such  iimeti  and 
places  as  tbey,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  deem  proper. 
When  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  to  the  capita)  stock  of  said  company,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commissioners  named  in  this  section  to  give^ 
notice,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  proper,  for  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  notice 
may  specify,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five 
directors.  One  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  slock  ; 
and  the  president  and  directors  shall  continue  in  office  for 
one  year,  and  uatil  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
The  times  and  places  of  all  elections  after  the  first  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  president  and  directors,  and  a  majority  of  the 
board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized,  by  the  election 
of  officers,  the  prenident  and  directors  shall  be  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the  name  and  stylo 
of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Oddville,  Smitbonsville, 
and  Claysville  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and 
franchises  incident  to  a  corporation;  shall  be  capable  of  hold- 
ing their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  the  profits  there- 
of, and  of  taking  and  holding,  by  purchase  or  gift,  all  such 
laiidH,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty, as  may  be  necessar}"  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work 
or  the  objects  of  this  corporation.  They  shall  have  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court  of 
luw  or  equity,  or  elsewhere;  also  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  any  act,  matter,  or  thing 
which  a  corporation  may  lawfully  do,  to  effect  the  objects  for 
which  this  corporation  is  created. 
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§  5.  Said  preardent  and  directors  shall  fix  and  rogalate  the 
elevation  and  grade  of  said  road;  said  elevation  shall  not  ex- 
ceed four  degrees  at  any  point,  and  the  part  thereof  to  be 
covered  with  stone  or  gravel;  shall  designate  the  places  for 
toll-gates,  fix  the  rates  of  tofl,  may  regulate  and  change  the 
same«  but  said  rates  shall  not  exceed  those  prescribed  by  the 
general  law.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power, 
after  three  consecutive  miles  have  been  completed,  to  erect  a 
gate  and  collect,  and  shall  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
completion  of  the  road. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors,  with  their  surveyor,  en- 
gineers, artists,  and  chain  carriers,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  and  inclosures, 
public  roads  and  highwaj's,  in,  through,  and  over  which  the 
intended  road  may  pass,  and  to  examine  and  survey  the 
ground  most  proper  for  that  purpose;  to  examine  quarries  or 
beds  of  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  road.

first  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  the  owner  and  occupier 
thereof,  or  their  agents:  Provided,  That  if  the  president  and 
directors  shall  not  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land  through 
which  said  road  is  to  pass  as  to  the  damages  which  the  owners 
may  sustain  by  the  road  passing  through  their  lands,  the 
president  and  directors  shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of 
Harrison  county  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the 
damages  which  raaj*  be  sustained  by  the  owner  of  said  land; 
and  the  jury,  in  assessing  the  damages,  shall  take  in^o  con- 
sideration the  advantages  and  disadvantages  resulting  to 
the  party  claiming  damages  by  the  establishment  of  said 
road;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the  damages  so 
assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to 
open  and  make  said  road,  and  dig  and  carry  awaj'  any  stone 
and  gravel  or  other  material  necessarj-  for  the  construction  or 
repairing  of  said  road. 

§  8.  The  president.and  directors  shall  give  notice,  in  such 
manner  as  tiiey  nia}-  deem  proper,  of  the  amount  of  call  on 
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each  share  of  stock,  and  of  the  time  of  payment;  and  if  anj 
stockholder  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so  called 
for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  of  payment,  sach 
stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amount  so  called,  pay  at 
at  the  rate  of  one  half  per  cent,  per  month  for  every  delay  of 
paymenrt ;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  pay  the  amount  of  call,  and  the 
penalty  aforesaid,  for  the  space  of  six  months  afler  the  time 
of  payment  is  required,  he  shall  forfeit  such  share  or  shares 
to  the  corporation,  together  with  the  amount  be  may  have 
paid  thereon  :  Provided^  That  no  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any 
elections,  or  be  entitled  to  anj'  rights  of  a  member  of  said 
company,  unless  the  whole  amount  due  and  payable  as  afore-

May  appuim  a 
and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  with  such  "**"'*'^' 
compensation  for  their  services  as  the  president  and  directors 
may  deem  just,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  treasurer  Of  said  company,  and  the  keepers

as  is  by  law  conferred  upon  county  judge  or  two  justices  of 
the  peace;  and  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  said  office,  the  judge  elect  shall  be  commissioned, 
and  shall  execute  bond  and  take  the  oaths  required  by  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  and  he  shall  keep  a  docket  of  civil  causes 
and  criminal  and  penal  prosecutions.

Company.

^  1.  That  the  Bloomfield  and  Springfield  Turnpike  Road 
Company  shall  have  tlie  further  time  of  ten  years,  from  and

§  2.  That  all  acts  done  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  in  accordance  with  powers  conferred  on  them 
by  the  original  charter  of  said  company,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  legalized.

CHAPTER  496. 

AN  ACT  to  anoend  an  act,  entitled  *^An  act  to  iDCorporale  the  Hnrrodshnrg 
and  Gornishville  Turnpike  Road  CompHUj,"  approved  March  4th,  1856. 

WiiKREAS,  The  incorj)orated  company  known  as  the  Har- 
rodaburg  and  Cornishville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  under 
the  above  name,  and  hy  the  authority  given  them  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature,  enacted  and  approved  March  4th,  1856,  with 
its  amendments  thereto,  have  built  and  constructed  a  turn- 
pike road  from  Harrodsburg  to  Cornishville,  in  Mercer  county; 
and  whereas,  said  company  now  desires  to  extend  and  con- 
blruct  said  turnpike  road  from  Cornish ville,  in  said  county, 
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to  the  oross-roadB,  about  one  and  one  half  miles  above  Willin- 
barg,  Of)  the  Macksville  and  Willisburg  Turnpike  Road,  in 
Washington  count}'.  In  order  to  give  full  power  to  said 
turnpike  road  company  to  build  and  construct  said  exten- 
sion, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Harrodsburg  and  Cornishville  Turnpike  Koad  Company," 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  enable  said 
company  to  extend  said  road  from  Cornishville.  in  Mercer 
county,  to  the  cross-roads,  about  one  and  one  half  miles 
above  the  town  of  Willisburg,  on  the  Macksville  and  Willis- 
burg Turnpike  Koad,  in  Washington  county. 

g  2.  That  section  two  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as  to  in- 
crease the  capital  stock  of  said  company  from  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  to  forty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  reduce  the 
shares  of  stock  in  said  company  from  fiflj*  dollars  to  twen- 
ty-five dollars  for  each  share. 

§  3.  That  section  three  be  so  amended,  that  where  it  reads 
'•fifty  dollars  for  each  share,"  it  shall  read  "twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  each  share." 

§4.  That  section  four  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  ''nine 
directors,"  instead  of  "five,"  as  provided  therein,  four  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  from  the  county  of  Washington. 

g  5.  That  section  five  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  whole 
width  of  said  extension  not  to  be  more  than  thirty  feet,  and 
that  portion  covered  with  metal  not  more  than  fourteen  feet 
wide;  and  that  said  company  shall  I)ave  the  right  to  erect 
toll-gates  thereon,  being  governed  in  the  number  and  their 
location  by  the  general  laws  now  regulating  the  same. 

§  6.  That  section  eight  be  added  to  said  act  creating  said 
company,  and  shall  be  as  follows:  That  in  order  to  carry  out 
ti^is  amendment,  said  company  shall  have  full  power  to  take, 
in  writing,  the  release  of  such  lands  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  right  of  way  and  toll-houses,  and  may  condemn  lands  for 
tiie  purpose  herein  stated,  in  the  way  and  manner  now  pre- 
scribed by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  That  said  com- 
pany nhall,  by  their  president,  issue  certificates  of  stock  in 
Haid  turnpike  road  company  to  subscribers,  on  the  payment 
of  said  subscriptions;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
judge  of  the  Washington  count}'  court,  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
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tices  of  the  peace  of  said  count}*  concarrlng,  to  subscribe  and 
take  stock  in  said  road :  Provided,  The  subscription  of  stock 
so  made  shall  not  exceed  more  than  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  per  mile  of  said  road  to  be  built  in  Washington 
county. 
§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  497. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  the  cbartfr  of  the  town  of  SbelhjTiIIe. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  and  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Shelby- 
ville,"  approved  March  22,  1873,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  as  follows:  The  fees  of  the  police  judge,  for  issuing 
a  warrant  fur  an  infraction  of  the  town  ordinance,  shall  bo 
twenty-five  cents,  and  ibr  presiding  at  a  jury  trial  under  such 
warrant,  fifty  cents,  and  the  fee  of  the  marshal  or  policeman 
for  an  arrest  under  such  warrant,  shall  bo  fifty  cents.  The 
other  fees  of  said  officers  shall  be  as  now  fixed  by  law. 

§  2  The  fees  of  the  police  judge  and  marshal  or  policeman 
in  all  cases  for  infraction  of  the  ordinances,  shall  be  paid  inio 
the  town  treasury. 

§  3.  The /police  judge  shall  receive  for  his  services  a  salary 
of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  paid  out  of  the  town 
treasury  in  quarterly  installments. 

§  4.  That  the  office  of  marshal  of  Shelbyville  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  abolinhed;  and  the  board  of  trustees  is  em- 
powered to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  a  policeman,  who  shall 
be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  board,  and  removable  at  its 
pleasure. 

§  5.  Said  policeman  shall  have  all  the  powers  now  given  by 
law  to  the  marshal,  and  shall  be  paid  such  salary  as,  from 
time  to  time,  may  be  fixed  by  said  board;  and,  in  addition 
thereto,  ho  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees  given  by  law  to  the 
marshal :  Provided,  That  he  shall  receive  none  of  such  fees 
except  in  cases  where  the  fines  and  costs  are  collected  in 
money  and  paid  into  the  treasury. 
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§  6.  The  treasurer  of  the  town  is  hereby  empowered  to  re- 
oeive  and  receipt  for  all  taxes  due  the  town  in  accorduneo  with 
the  following  provisions,  and  he  shall  he  allowed  not  exceed- 
ing two  per  cent,  on  the  amount  mceived  by  him  for  his  ser- 
vices herein. 

§  7.  That  each  tax-paj'er  shall  be,  and  he  is  herebj-,  re- 
quired to  pay  into  the  town  treasury,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December  of  each  year,  all  tuxes  due  from  him  or  her 
to  the  town. 

§8.  Bach  tax-payer  who  fails  to  pay  his  taxes  within  the 
time  named  in  section  eight,  shall  pay  ten  per  cent,  addi- 
tional on  the  amount  due;  and  all  such  unpaid  taxes  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  some  one  appointed  by  the  board  for 
collection;  and  his  compensation  for  collecting  same  shall  be 
such  per  cent,  on  the  amount  collected  by  him  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  board  from  time  to  time. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  and  after  its  passage, 
except  sections  four  and  five,  which  shall  take  effect  from  and 
aftir  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1881.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  PHdncab  Electric  Light  and  Heatiufc  CoropaDj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly j^l^lie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Q.  Q.  Quigley,  F.  H.  Eieke,  Blbridge  Palmer,  W.  Corporators. 
K.  Eeid,  M.  Bloom,  J.  M.  Biggei*,  George  Langstaff,  and  John 
A.  Miller,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  are  hereb}', 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Paducah  Electric  Light  and  Heating  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  heating  by  steam  and  lighting  by  elec- 
tricity the  city  of  Paducah  and  county  of  McCracken,  in  the 
State  of  Kontuck3*;  and  shall  have  the  right  of  perpetual 
succession;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  suing  and  being  sued,  holding,  selling,  leasing, 
and  conveying  real  estate  and  personal  property,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  on  its  business. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thou-  Capuu  stock. 
sand  dollars,  in   shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which 
may  be  subscribed   by  any  individual  or  corporation;    and 
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Baid  capital  stock  may  be  increased  by  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  company  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§3.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  and  con- 
trolled by  a  board  of  seven  directors,  to  bo  elected  by  the 
stockholders  in  such  time  and  manner  as  may  be  proscribed 
by  bj'-laws  of  said  company. 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to 

incur  such   indebtedness  as  it  may  deem    necessary  for  the 

May  issue  bonds.  successfuI  prosccution  of  its  buslncss,  and  may  issue  bonds 

therefor  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  deerp  proper,  bear- 
ing interest  not  exceeding  seven  |>er  cent,  per  annum,  and 
may  secure  the  payment  of  such  bonds  by  a  mortgage  or 
mortgages  on  all  property  purchased  or  owned  by  it. 

§  5.  That  said  company  is  given  power  to  make  necessary 
and  adequate  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  to  successfully  prosecute  its  business, 
and  to  execute  the  powers  herein  granted. 

g  6.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  499. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  charier  of  the  city  of  Columbus. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Columbus  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  civil  causes  for  the  same  amount  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  justices  of  the  peace  for  Hickman  county 
now  hive,  and  for  the  trial  of  said  causes  he  shall  hold  his 
court  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  each  month,  and  continue 
until  the  business  is  disposed  of. 

§  2.  And  that  the  marshal  of  the  city  of  Columbus  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  execute  warrants  and  collect  debts  as 
constables  are  now  allowed  to  do,  and  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation therefor. 

§  3.  The  members  of  the  council  and  mayor  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  ward  respectivelj',  and  shall 
serve  two  years,  except,  however,  that  at  the  annual  election 
to  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday'  in  May,  1880,  of  the  two 
council  men  then  elected  from  each  ward,  one  from  each  ward 
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shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Monday  after  the  first 
Saturday  in  May,  1881,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified,  and  one  qouncilmen  from  each  ward  until  the 
first  Monday  after  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1882,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  upon  which  first 
Saturday  in  May,  1881,  and  each  year  thcrealter,  the  general 
annual  election  shall  be  held  for  the  election  of  councilmen, 
whose  terra  shall  then  expire  from  each  ward  respectively  ; 
and  of  those  councilmen  so  elected  from  each  ward  on  the 
first  Saturday  in  May,  1880,  within  two  weeks  after  their 
said  election,  it  shall  be  determined  by  lot  which  shall  hold 
for  the  long  and  which  for  the  short  term. 

§  4.  And  that  the  council  of  the  city  of  Columbus  have 
power  by  orditiances  to  regulate  and  prohibit  the  running  at 
large  of  cattle,  horses,  hogs,  and  other  animals  in  the  city 
limits,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding,  and  sell- 
ing of  the  same  for  the  penalty  incurred  and  cost  of  proceed- 
ings. 

§  5.  To  restrain,  regulate,  and  prevent  the  running  at  large 
of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  killing  of  the  same  when  at 
large,  contrary  to  the  ordinances  of  said  city. 

§  6.  And  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTEK  500. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Big  Springs  in  the  coQoties  of  Meade » 

HardiD,  and  Breckinridge. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Big  Spring,  in  Meade,  Hardin,  and 
Breckinridge  counties,  the  partial  plat  of  which  was  formerly 
recorded  in  the  Meade  county  clerk's  office,  in  the  town  of 
Brandenburg,  with  the  boundary  according  to  said  plat,  is 
hereby  incorporated. 

§  2,  That  J.  M.  Osborne,  T.  B.  HowarJ,  and  Mc.  H.  Mead-  Trustees. 
or,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  said  town, 
who  shall  choose  one  of  their  body  as  chairman,  and  a  ma- 
jority shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  and  they 
shall  remain  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1880, 
and  upon  which  day,  and  upon  the  first  Saturday  in  April  in 
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each  Hiiceeeding  year,  the  male  citizens  of  said  town,  entitled 
to  vote  for  Representative  of  the  General  Asserab!}',  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  meet  at  such  place  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  choose  persons, 
by  vote  vwa  voce,  to  serve  as  trustees  of  said  town  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  That  all  citizens  living  in  the  town,  who  are  qualified 
to  vote  and  hold  ofHce  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
Kentucky,  are  entitled  to  vote  and  hold  office  in  said  town. 

§  4.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected  by 
Police  iudce and   the  Qualified  votcrs  of  said   town   on  the  first  Saturday  in 

town  nLxrshal.  ^  •' 

April,  1880,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April,  1881.  The  election  of  trustees  and  police  judge 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  of  each  succeeding 
year  in  the  town  of  Big  Spring. 

g  5.  Said  officers,  including  the  trustees,  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath  prescribed 
by  law  ;  and  the  marshal  shall  execute  bond  in  the  Meade 
count}^  court,  with  approved  security,  conditioned  for  the 
ftoithful  discharge  of  his  duty. 

§  6.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  Meade,  Hardin,  and  Breck- 
inridge voting  precincts  of  Big  Spring,  in  all  criminal  and 
penal  cases,  and  charge  the  same  fees  for  services  as  justices 
of  the  peace  are  allowed  to  charge.  The  marshal  shall  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  constables  of  Meade,  Hardin, 
and  Breckinridge  counties  within  the  limits  of  the  three  pre- 
cincts, and  charge  the  same  fees  for  services. 

§  7.  The  trustees  are  empowered  to  pass  such  by-laws,  and 
The  power  of  the  onact  such  regulations,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  good  gov- 

trustees. 

ernment  and  well-being  of  said  town,  not  in  contravention 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  to 
fill  any  vacancy  in  any  office  created  by  this  act  that  may 
occur. 

§  8.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy,  a  poll-tax  on  all 
male  persons  living  in  said  town,  of  not  exceeding  two  dol- 
lars per  head,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  said  tax 
to  be  applied  to  keeping  the  roads  and  streets  in  order  in 
said  boundar}'  or  town,  and  no  further;  and  if,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  trustees,  the  poll-tax  is  not  sufficient  to  keep  the 
streets  and  roads  in  order,  they  may  call  out  all  the  male  citi- 
zens in  town  between  the  age  of  sixteen  and  fifty  3^ears,  and 
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work  them  on  the  roads  and  ntreets,  which  is  the  doty  of  said 
trustees  to  keep  in  good  order,  and  are  liable  to  fine  us  same 
as  road  overseers. 

§  9.  All  fines  and  forfeitares  to  be  applied  by  the  trustees 
in  such  manner  as  will  be  beneficial  to  the  town.  The  board 
of  trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  one  of  the  mem- 
bers to  act  as  chairman, and  one  as  clerk;  and  they  shall  kei'p 
a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  such  proceedings  shall  bo 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  at  any  time;  and  all 
by-laws  or  ordinances  passed  by  the  trustees  shall  be  posted 
up  by  them  in  not  less  than  three  public  places  in  said  town, 
and  not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

§  10.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  procure,  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  a  lot  of  ground  on  which  to  build  a  guard-house, 
and  to  build  said  house,  by  subscription  or  otherwise,  for  the 
keeping  of  prisoners,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as 
govern  the  county  Jail.  Said  guard-house  to  be  kept  by  the 
marshal^  who  shall  have  the  privileges  and  compensation 
allowed  the  keeper  of  the  Meade  county  jail  for  like  services, 
to  be  paid  by  the  town. 

^  10.  The  said  trustees  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  their  cor- 
porate capacity  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Big  Spring. 

§  11.  That  the  police  judge  is  to  be  furnished  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  all  documents,  as  same  as  justice 
of  the  peace  by  the  State. 

§  12.  The  trustees  may  have  power  to  appoint  a  police 
judge  and  marshal  until  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1880. 
All  acts  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Big  Spring  heretofore 
are  hereby  repealed.

ance of  their  duties  as  such  commissioners. 

^  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  said  county  of  Grant,  to  make  out  for  each  of  said 
commissioners  a  copy  from  the  books  of  the  commissioner  of 
tax  of  all  property  and  persons  in  the  district  of  such  road 
commissioner,  and  furnish  the  same  to  them  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a 
reasonable  compensation,  to  be  determined  by  court  of  claims, 
and  paid  out  of  the  county  levy  fund;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  road  commissioner,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
of  each  year,  to  furnish  each  overseer  appointed  by  the  county 
court  the  boundaries  of  their  respective  precincts,  with  a  copy 
of  so  much  of  said  commissioner's  books  as  will  embrace  all 
the  persons  and  property  within  the  bounds  of  his  precinct, 
showing  in  an  appropriate  column  the  amount  of  revenue  to 
be  paid  by  each  individual  within  the  bounds  of  his  precinct 
at  a  rate  to  bo  fixed  by  the  county  court  of  said  count}*,  at 
court  of  claims,  not  exceeding,  however,  ten  cents  on  the  one 
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hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  sabject  to  taxation  for 
revenue  purposes  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  add  to  that 
revenue  a.  polllaz  not  exceeding  three  dollars  upon  each  male 
residing  in  such  precinct  between  the  age  of  eighteen  and  fifty 
years.

tax  shall  amount,  or  three  dollars  per  day  for  a  yoke  of  oxen 
or  two  horses  and  plow  or  wagon,  including  the  driver,  and 
fifty  cents  additional  for  each  extra  horsey  and  this  estimate 
shall  determine  the  quantity  of  work  dae  upon  the  road  by 
each  person  liable  to  the  same  :  Provided^  That  the  county 
court  of  said  county  may  exempt  any  person  from  the  whole 
or  any  pari  of  the  labor  which  would  be  due  by  the  aforesaid 
ostimate,  to  be  limited  as  to  the  time  by  the  court,  and  that 
the  labor  to  be  done  may,  at  all  times,  be  performed  by  able-

WHKREA&,  Tiie  eownty  of  Carter  was  sued  in  tbe  Carter 
circuit  court,  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  in  sevoraf  actions  ir> 
the  naine  of  Joseph  C.  Butler,  to  enforce  the  bondvS  innueti  by 
said  coun'ty  in^  its  subscription  of  seventy-ftve  thousand  dol- 
Inrs  to  the  capiiaf  8tock  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
Kailroad  Company,  which  6«it8  were  transferred  to  tbe  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  District  of  Kentucky, 
and  was  carried  by  appeal  from  said  last-named  court  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States:  and  whereas,  said 
county  did  employ  George  R.  McKee,  an  attornej'-at-law,  to 
defend  said  weverai  actions,  and  agreed  to  pa}'  him  two  thou- 
sand five   hundred  dollars  for  his   services  in   the  defense  of 
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6iid  several  actions,  and  in  addition  thereto  bas  incarred 
o'.lier  costs  and  expenses  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States 
in  tiio  defense  of  said  several  actions  and  in  prosecuting  an 
appeal,  wliich  several  sums  of  money  were  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Huid  county  of  Carter,  and  those  parts  of  the  counties  of 
Boyd  and  Elliott  that  were  taken  from  Carter  county  in  their 
formation^  therefore, 

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Carter  be,  and  it  is  hereby,    May  uvy  an  ad 

■^  •^valorem  t;ix  lo 

authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  payMcK.ee 
twenty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable 
property  iu  the  county  of  Carter,  and  those  parts  of  Boyd 
and  Elliott  counties  taken  from  Carter  county,  as  may  show 
by  the  assessor's  lists  for  the  year  IS80,  to  pay  George  R 
McKoe  his  fee  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  his 
frervices  in  the  defense  of  the  actions  brought  by  Joseph  C. 
Butler  on  the  bonds  of  Carter  county  issued  in  its  subscrip- 
tion to  the  capital  stock  ol  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
llaiiroad  Company,  and  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  by 
Carter  county  in  the  defense  of  said  actions,  and  in  the  prose- 
cution oi  an  appeal  therein  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  Stales,  and  the  expenses  of  collecting  the  tax  author- 
ized to  be  collected  by  this  act;  and  the  sum  of  monej'  raised 
by  said  levy  shall  be  collected  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  be  a])plied  to  the  payment  of  said  sum  to  said  McKee, 
and  the  costs  of  said  actions,  as  aforesaid. 

§  2.  I'he  countj'  court  of  Carter  county  may  levy  said  tax   when  may  levy

at  its  June  term,  1880,  and  may,  at  the  same  term  or  any 
lime  thereafter,  appoint  a  collector  of  said  tax,  who  sliall,  at 
the  time  of  his  appointment,  execute  in  said  court  a  bond, 
with  good  securities,  worth  at  least  tite  sum  of  six  thousand 
dollars  in  propert}'  in  this  State  subject  to  execution.  Said 
bond  shall  be  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  shall 
be,  in  Bubcitance,  as  follows,  viz:  We,  A  B,  collector  of  certain  Form  of  bond, 
taxes  laid  at  the  June  term,  1880,  of  the  Carter  county  court, 
on  the  taxable  property  of  Carter  cdlfnty,  and  those  parts  of 
Boyd  and  Elliott  counties  taken  from  Carter  county,  to  meet 
the  attorney's  fees  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  defense  of 
the  several  actions  of  Jos.  C.  Butler  against  Carter  county,  to 
enforce  the  bonds  executed  by  Carter  county  in  its  subscrip- 
tion   lo  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
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Raflroad  Company,  principal,  and  C  D  and  E  P  his  Rnretfeff^ 
hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  that  the  said  A  E,  as  collector  of  said  tax,  by 
himself  and  deputies,  shaU  well  and  truly  collect,  acooant  for^ 
and  pay  over  said  tax  to  the  person  or  persons  authorized  and 
empowered  to  receive  the  same,  upon  the  orders  of  the  Carter 
connt}^  court,  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perfbrra  all  the 
duties  of  collector  of  said  tax  according  to  law,  and  will 
make  a  settlement  of    his  account   as   such    collector,  from  , 

time  to  time,  when  called  on  or  required  by  the  Carter  coun- 
ty court,  and  will  pay  over  to  the  p^erson  authorized  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  upon  the  orders  of  the  Carter  county  courts 
any  and  all  sums  of  money  by  him  collected,  or  which  he 
might  have  collected   by  due  diligence;    wHness  our  hund» 

this day  of ,  18 — ;  which  bond  shall  be  executed 

and   acknowledged   in  open  court  by  the  collector  and    his 

sureties,  attested  by  the  clerk,  and  recorded  on  the  order-book 

of  said  court;  and  the  collector  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable 

thereon   for  the  amount  that   may  be  collected   by  him,  or 

which  he  might  have  collected  by  due  diligence,  which  may 

be  recovered  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  by 

the  suit  or  suits  in  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whonf>  i 

the  county  court  of  Carter  county  may  order  the  same  paid. 

Said  collector  shall  make  a  final  settlement  of  his  accounts 

with  the  Carter  county  court  at  its  January  term  after  his 

appointment,  or  commissioner  appointed  for  that  purpose  by 

said  court. 

§  3.  The  collector  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  have  the  same  powers  to  collect  said  taxes  in  said 
counties  as  sheriffe  now  have  in  collecting  the  State  revenue^ 
and  he  shall  receive  compensation  at  the  same  rate  for  col- 
lecting said  taxes  as  sheriflTs  are  allowed  by  law  for  collecting 
State  revenue.  He  may  appoint  deputies,  who  shall  be  sworn 
in  the  Carter  county  court  in  the  same  manner  that  sheriifs 
and  other  officers  are  sworn,  and  said  deputy  or  deputies  shall 
have  the  same  powers  as  the  principal  collector:  Provided^ 
however,  That  the  collector  and  his  sureties  shall  be  bound  on 
his  official  bond  lor  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

§  4.  No  person  shall    be  appointed  a  collector   under  the 
pointed aikcton  provisions  of  thiB  act  unless  he  bo  a  citizen  of  Carter  county,

or  rosidea  within  that  part  of  Boyd  or  Elliott  countj'  taken 
from  Carter  county,  and  above  the  age  of  twenty -one  years. 
§  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  507. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  redoce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the 

town  of  Tompkirsville,  Monroe  county. 

Article  1. 
Tovrn  Boundaries. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  different  acts  and  existing  laws  in  relation  to 
the  town  of  Tompkinsviile  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  so 
amended  that  the  said  town  of  Tompkinsviile,  in  the  connty 
of  Monroe,  as  laid  off  and  described  in  a  plat,  and  the  addi- 
tion thereto,  as  heretofore  made,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
limits  and  extent  of  said  town;  that  the  inhabitants  of  such 
boundary  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic, 
with  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded 
with,  defend  and  bo  defended  with,  by  the  name  of  the  town 
of  Tompkinsviile,  and  to  have  a  corporate  seal,  if  they  desire. 

Article  II. 

§  1.  That  the  municipal  government  of  said  town  shall  itoard of mistees 
consist  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Tompkinsviile,  composed  of  affam 
five  persons,  who  sliall  be  the  owners,  in  good  faith,  of  real 
estate  in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Tompkinsviile; 
one  of  whom  shall,  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  said  board 
of  trustees,  be  by  them  selected  to  preside  over  their  meeting; 
and  he  shall  be  styled  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Tompkinsviile. 

§  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  successors  shall 
be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  and  culled 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Tompkins-  Name, 
ville;  and  by  th;;kt  name  shall  be  capable  in  law,  and  for  and 
in-  behalf  of  said  town  of  contracting  and  being  contractwi' 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  defending  and  being  de- 
fended, of  pleading  and  being  impleaded  with,  in  all  courts 
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and  places,  and  of  taking,  holding,  purchasing,  leasing,  and 
conveying  such  personal,  real,  and  n)ixed  estate  as  the  pur- 
poses of  the  town  may  require  within  and  without  the  limits 
aforesaid.  Thej-  may  or  may  not  have  and  use  a  corporate 
seal. 
"•  §  3.  That  all  the  legislative  power  and   authority  of  said 

tovvn,  tot^ether  with  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  con- 
cerns thereof,  and  ihe  government  and  control  of  the  same, 
shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  4.  That  the  other  officers  of  said  town  shall  be  as  follows: 
OfTicersofihc   A.  police  judge,  an   attorney,  treasurer,  marshal,  and  a  col- 
lector, and  such  other  officers  as  the  board  of  trustees  maj*, 
from  time  to  time,  direct  and  appoint. 

§  5.  That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  said  town  on  the  first 
Election  shall  be   Saturday  in  April,  1880,  and  on  each   first  Saturday  in  April 

ever}'  j-car  thoreaficr,  at  sucli  place  as  the  board  of  trustees 
may  appoint,  and  of  which  five  days'  previous  public  notice 
shall  be  given,  by  notice  posted  in  three  public  places  in  said 
town  bv  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  6.  That  at  the  annual  election,  there  shall  bo  elected,  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  fir^  trustees,  one  police 
judge,  one  marshal,  and  one  attorney  for  the  town  :  and  the 
person  or  persons  receiving  tlie  highest  number  of  votes  in 
the  whole  town  for  either  of  such  offices  shall  be  declared 
elected. 

§  7.  That  the  officers  elected  by  the  people  under  this  act 
shall,  respectfully,  hold  their  offices  for  two  j'ears,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  All  other  offices 
mentioned  in  this  acl,  and  not  otherwise  specifically  provided 
for,  ma}'  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  at  the  first 
regular  meeting  thereof  after  the  annual  electio^,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  and  continue  in  office  for  two. years, 
and  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  their  success- 
ors; but  the  board  of  trustees  may  appoint  day  and  night 
watchmen,  policemen,  or  firemen,  to  continue  in  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  board.  Officers  elected  or  appointed  to 
fill  vacancies  shall,  respectively,  hold  for  the  unexpired  term 
onl}-,  and  until  the  election  or  appointment  and  qualification 
of  their  successors.  If  there  should  be  a  failure  by  the 
people  to  elect  an}'  officers  herein  required  to  be  elected,  the 
board  of  trustees  may  forthwith  order  a  new  election. 
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§  8.  That  every  perfion  appointed  to  any  office  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  or  elected  to  any  office  by  tlie  people,  may  be  re-  * 

moved  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  trus- 
tees ;  but  no  officer,  who  is  elected  b}'  the  people,  shall  be 
removed,  except  for  cause,  nor  unless  first  furnished  with  the 
charges,  and  heard  in  his  defense;  and  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
production  of  papers,  when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  such 
trial,  and  shall  proceed,  within  ten  days,  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine upon  the  case;  and  if  such  officer  shall  neglect  to  appear 
and  answer  to  such  charges,  then  the  board  of  trustees  may 
declare  the  office  vacant. 

§  9.  That  whenever  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,   Vacancies —how 

filled. 

removal,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  officer  elected  b}' 
the  people,  such  vacanc}'  may  be  filled  by  a  new  election 
within  ten  days  after  the  happening  of  such  vaeanc}'.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  b}*  the  death,  removal,  resignation,  or  other- 
wise, of  any  officer  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  may 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

8  10.  That  all  free  male  citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  who  may  hold 
are  entitled  to  vote  for  town  offidcrs  elective  by  the  people  • 
under  this  act,  shall  be  qualified  to  hold  any  office  created 
under  this  act,  except  as  is  hereinafter  in  this  act  provided  ; 
but  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  any  office  created  by 
this  act,  or  any  other  act  in  relation  to  said  town,  who  is  now 
or  may  be  hereafter  a  defaulter  to  said  town,  or  who,  being  a 
collector  or  keeper  of  the  corporate  funds,  has  not  settled 
with  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  obtained  a  quietus;  and 
any  person  shall  be  considered  a  defaulter  who  has  refused  or 
neglected,  or  may  hereafter  refuse  or  neglect,  for  ten  days 
after  demand  made,  to  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  party 
authorized  to  receive  the  same  an}'  public  money  which  may 
l^ve  come  to  his  hands;  nor  shall  nuy  liquor  dealer  in  said 
town   be  eligible  for  town   marshal  or  trustee. 

§  11.  That  when  two  or  more  candidates  for  any  elective 
office  shall  have  equal  number  of  votes,  the  election  shall  be 
determined  b}*  lot,  in   such   manner  as  the  board  of  trustees 

ma}'  direct,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  *  ^ 

at  least  three  other  persons.  « 

§  12.  That  the   board  of  trustees  shall,  before  every  town   offiacrs  ofih* 
election,  appoint  suitable  persons  as  officers  of  election,  two  *  '^'**"" 
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persons  as  judges,  one  as  sheriff,  and,  if  practicable,  the  offi- 
cers shall  be  selected  in  equal  numbers  from  the  principal 
parties;  but  no  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  election  to  any 
of  the  offices  which  is  to  bo  voted  for  in  said  election  shall  be 
an  officer  of  said  election.  Officers  of  town  elections  shall 
perform  similar  services,  and  be  entitled  to  like  pay  as  officers 
at  State  elections,  and  shall  be  governed  in  all  matters  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties 
imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  13.  That  all  elections  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town 

HourofeicctioBu   shaU  be  held  between  the  hours  of  seven  o'clock  in  the  niorn- 

ing  and  six  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

§  14.  That  all  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  punish- 

Illegal  votifie—   ing  illegal  voting  at  the  State  elections,  shall  apply  to  illegal

toting  in  the  town  of  Tompkinsville  for  any  officer;  subject, 
however,  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  touching  the  qualifi- 
cation of  voters. 

§  15.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  judge  of  the  qualifi- 
cations, elections,  and  returns  of  its  members,  and  cases  of 
contested  elections  for  any  town  officer  elected  by  the  people 
shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  board  of  trustees,  under 
'such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinances. 

§  16.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  chairman 
thereof  phall,  immediately  after  the  election,  certify  to  the 
Sccretnr}'  of  State  the  name  of  the  person  elected  for  police 
judge,  and  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  issae  a 
commission  to  said  officer. 

g  17.  That  the  poll  book  of  all  elections  in  said  town  shall 
be  returned  by  the  sheriff  of  election  to  the  clerk  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  who  shall  keep  them  on  file  as  part  of  the  records 
of  his  office,  examine  and  compare  the  same,  and  issue  certifi- 
cateB  ol  election  to  the  officers  elected,  which  certificate  shall, 
before  being  delivered,  be  spread  on  the  records  of  the  board 
of  trustees. 

§  18.  The  officers  to  hold  the  first  election  which  may  be 
held  under  this  act  shall  be  appointed  by  the  acting  trustees 
of  the  town  of  Tompkinsville  at  the  time  of  such  election, 
and  such  officern  shall  be  two  judges,  a  clerk,  and  sheriff  of 
such  election,  and  such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  way 
and  rnnniier  prescribed  by  this  act  and  for  elections,  and  tb^ 
acting  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  at  the  time  such  election 
is  held,  shall  certify  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  the  name  of 
the  person  who  may  be  elected  judge  of  said  town. 
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Article  III. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Officers. 

§  1.  That  every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  executive,  Officers  shuu 
judicial,  or  administrative  office  under  tliis  act,  shall,  before 
he  enters  on  the  duties  of  bis  office,  take  and  subscribe,  be* 
fore  the  clerk  of  the  Monroe  county  court,  or  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  and  for  said  county,  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  file  the  same, 
duly  certified  by  the  officer  before  whom  it  was  taken,  with 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  2.  That  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  pre- 
side over  the  meetings  of  the  board,  and  shall  take  care  that 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  town  are  duly  enforced,  respected,  and  obeyed, 
and  that  all  the  other  executive  officers  of  the  town  discharge 
their  respective  duties. 

§  3.  That  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  chairman,  of 
his  being  unable  to  perform  his  duties  by  reason  of  his  tem- 
porary or  continued  absence  or  sickness,  the  board  shall  ap- 
point one  of  their  members^  whose  official  designation  shall 
be ''acting  chairman,"  and  the  trustee  so  appointed  shall  be 
vested  with  all  the  powers  and  perform  ail  the  duties  of  chair- 
man until  the  chairman  shall  resume  his  office,  or  the  vacancy 
bo  filled  by  a  new  election. 

§4.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  shall  keep  the  corporate  C)rporate5«aJ. 
seal  (if  there  be  one),  and  make  and  keep  a  record  of  the  pro^ 
ceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  at  whose  meeting  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  attend;  and  copies  of  all  papers,  duly  filed  in 
his  office,  and  transcribed  from  bis  office,  of  tbe  proceedings 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified  by  him,  shall  be  evidence 
in  all  courts.  He  shall  likewise  draw  all  warrants  on  the 
treasurer  and  countersign  the  same,  and  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  same  thereof  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  toat 
purpose. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  dut}^  of  the  town  attorney  to  per-  Tovw  attoruey, 
form  all  pirofessional  services  incident  to  the  office,  and  When 
required,  to  furnish  opinions  upon  subjects  submitted  to  him 
by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  6.  That  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  re^  Duties  of  ib^ 
ccive  all   the   money  belonging   to  the  town,  and  keep  an  "***"'"*' 
accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  direct.    All  money  shall  be  drawn 
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from  the  treasurer  by  warrant  of  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk.  Such  warrant 
shall  specify  the  purpose,  TI)C  amount  therein  specified  shall 
be  paid.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  board,  at  least 
fifteen  da3'8  before  the  annual  election  of  each  year,  and 
oftener  if  reqniuod,  a  just  and  detailed^ account  of  all  re- 
•  ceipts  and  expenditures,  after  the  date  of  the  last  annual 
report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  ti-easury,  which  account 
siiall   be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 

g  7.  That  it  shall  be  the.duty  of  the  marshfil  to  attend  ail 
Duties  of  the    tho  sesslons  of  the  police  court,  and  give  the  town  attorney 

notice  of  any  proceedings  in  that  court  to  which  it  is  bis 
duty  to  attend,  and  to  attend  to  the  procuring  of  evidence 
in  cases  in  which  the  tOwn  or  board  of  trustees  of  the  town 
of  ToinpkinsviHe  is  a  party  in  the  limits  of  the  town;  of  ali 
matters  of  a  ci*iniinal  nature  aristng  from  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  of  said  town  or  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 
He  shall  possess  th'e  same  powers  of  sheriffs  or  constables. 
He  shall  execute  all  process,  civil  or  criminal,  issued  to  him, 
and  to  him  directed,  bv  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  triM- 
tees,  the  police  judge,  presiding  judge  of  the  Monroe  county 
or  quarterl}'  court,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace.  He^shall 
possess  the  power  of  a  constable  under  the  statutes  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  his  power  for  discharging  his  duties 
^hall  be  coextensive  with  Monroe  county.  He  shall  be  en- 
titled as  compensation  to  the  fiame  fees  allpwed  by  law  to 
sheriffs  or  constables  for  similar  services,  to  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  sheriflTs  and  constable's  fee'bills  are  for 
any  serviceti  he  shall  render  tho  town;  shall  be  entitled  to 
such  fees  and  compensation  as  tho  board  of  trustees  may  des- 
ignate by  by  laws  or  ordinances.

scribed  or  required  by  the  board:  Providedy  That  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  require  all  license  money  to

Said  court  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  take  recognizances  from  persons  charged 
with  offenses  cognisable  before  said  court  to  appear  and 
answer  the  same  that  the  circuit  courts  have,  like  power  to 
take  the  same  as  forfeited,  and  pronounce  judgment  thereon, 
and  to  enforce  full  compliance  with  the  same,  and  shall  have 
the  power  of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  or  the  quarterly  judges, 
as  an  examining  court.

quietude  of  the  good  citisens  of  the  town,  by  arraignment  of 
said  offenders  before  him,  the  said  judge  presiding  ^  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  may  order  the  infliction  of  such  summary'' 
ptmalty  as  to  him,  the  said  police  judge,  shall  seem  deserving, 
Without  the  intervention  of  a  jury:  Ptomded^  The  same  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  in  fine,  nor  ten  days^ 
imprisonnvent  in  the  county  jail. 

§  4.  That  the  police  court  shall  be  holden  at  such  place  as 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  or  they  failing  to  desig- 
nate and  provide  a  suitable  place^  at  such  place  as  the  judge 
may  select  in  said  town,  l^he  judge  shall  have  power  to  fix 
the  time  of  holding  courts  for  the  trial  of  criminal  or  penal 
cases  as,  in  his  discretion,  the  business  before  him  may  seem 
to  require.

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court,  and  may  be  directed  to  the  town  marshal;  but  the 
judi^eof  said  court  may  direct  the  process  to  any  constable, 
sheriff,  jailer,  or  coroner,  and  the  person  executing  the  pro- 
cess for  said  court  shall  be  entitled  to  like  fees,  and  for  the 
like  services,  and  to  the  like  remedy,  for  the  collection  there- 
of, as  tlie  constables  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  like  fines  and  penalties  for  the  like  offenses 
and  failures,  recoverable  in  the  same  manner. 

§  7.  That  the  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  police

the  board  of  trustees  of  Tompkinsville,  are  hereby  granted 
to  the  town  of  Tompkinsville. 

§  8.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  police 
court  are  to  be  collected  by  the  town  marshal  or  other  officer 
to  whom  execution  or  capias  pro  fine  is  directed,  and  to  be 
paid  by  him  to  the  town  treasurer;  but  before  the  issual  of 
execution  or  other  final  process,  the  defendant  may  pay  the 
fine  or  forfeiture  to  the  judge  of  said  court,  who  shall  pay 
the  same  to  the  treasurer.

county  jail   until  the  same  shall  be  paid;  but  the  imprison- 
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mont  shall  not  exceed  one  day  for  everj-  Lvvo  dollars  of  such 
fine:  Provided,  That  the  police  judge  may,  in  his  discretion, 
usBiga  such  defendant  so  fined  to  be  placed  at  hard  labor  upon 
the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  town,  or  any  public  building  in  or 
belonging  to  the  town,  or  at  any  otiicr  labor  for  the  benefit 
of  said  town,  until  ho  shail.pay  his  said  fine  and  the  cost  ad- 
judged against  him,  allowing  for  his  said  labor  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  per  day.

§2.  That  the  board  of  trastees  shall  have  power,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  rolls,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  and  define  the  powers  of  assessors,  and   make  such 
rales  and  ijive  such  directions  in  relation  to  attending,  revis 
ing,  or  adding  to  the  rolls,  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  3.  That  the  annual  assessment  rolls  shall  be  returned  by  Assessor. 
the  assessor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year; 
but  the  time  may  be  extended  by  order  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, provided  an  assessment  shall  be  deemed  ne^^essary  by 
the  board  on  the  property  in  order  to  defray  expenses  of  the 
town  each  year  ;  if  not  so  deemed  by  the  board,  it  shall  not 
be  done  every  year.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  Hupplj'  omissions  in  said  assessment  rolls,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  equalizing  the  same,  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from,  or 
otherwise  correct  and  revise  the  same.

§4.  That'when  the  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  cor- 
rected and  revised,  the  same  shall  be  filed,  and  an  order  con- 
firming the  same  shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk  ;  the  board  of 
trustees  shall,  thereupon,  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution,  levy 
such  sum  or  sums  it  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  the 
amounts  authorized  by  this  act,  and  direct  the  collector  to 
collect  the  same. 

§  5.  That  all  taxes  and  assessments  levied  or  assessed  b^' 
the  board  of  trustees  under  this  act  shall  l>e  a  lien  upon  the 
real  estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed,  voted,  or 
assessed,  until  such  tax  shall  be  paid;  and  no  sale  or  trans- 
fer of  real  estate  shall  afl'ect  the  lien  thereon;  and  personal 
estate  belonging  to  those  who  are  assessed  for  head-tax  may 
be  taken  for  the  payment  of  the  tax  assessed  against  them  for 
said  head  tax,  and  sold  by  the  collector  after  ten  days*  public 
notice  of  such  sale,  posted  up  at  three  public  places  in  said 
town. 

g  6.  That  the  collector  shall  be  allowed  such  fees  for  selling  o>Ueu)rs  fees. 
and  collecting  as  the  board  of  trustees  siiall  prescribe.     The 
clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  sales,  which  shall  be  open  to 
inspection  at  all  times.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  in  equity  aetions  hereafter  brought  in  the  Daviess 
Pleadings  may  be  circuit  court,  ftll  pleadings,  amended  pleadings,  eross-plead-

ings,  demurrers,  replies,  rejoinders,  sur-re}oinders,  rebutters* 
8ur*rcbutter8,  respoTiscs,  and  other  pleadings  which  might  bo 
filed  in  open  court,  may  be  filed  in  vacation,  in  the  clerk*» 
office  of  the  I>aviess  circuit  court,  with  the  same  effect  as  if 
filed  in  term  time  and  in  open  court;  and  in  all  such  actions, 
the  clerk  oi  said  court  may,  in  vacation,  issue  any  process  on 
any  such  amended  or  cross-pleading  which  the  court  might  in 
term  time  order  to  be  issued  by  the  said  court  when  in  session; 
and  the  said  clei  k  may  make  any  preparatory  order  in  such 
actions  in  vacation  which  the  court,  when  in  session,  might 
now  make,  such  as  orders  of  survey,  orders  of  revivor,  orders 
appointing  guardians  ad  litem  to  defend  for  infants,  orders 
referring  actions  to  the  master  commissioner,  for  the  settle- 
ment of  accounts,  and  for  the  settlement  of  the  estates  of 
deceased  persons,  and  to  report  the  liabilities,  the  assets,  and 
estate  of  such  deceased  persons,  orders  directing  the  allot- 
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ment  of  dower  and  partition  of  land,  and  appointing  com- 
midsiuncrs  lo  make  Buch  allotment  and  partition,  and  all 
other  orders  which  may  be  necessary  to  prepare  such  ac- 
tions for  final  trial;  and  when  necessary  under  existing  laws, 
may  issue  copies  of  such  orders  and  rules,  to  be  issued  and

warning  order,  when  made;  also  showing  all  orders  made, 
both  in  open  court  and  in  the  clerk's  office  in  vacation,  and 
also  showing  which  qf  said  actions  have  been  set  upon  the 
trial  docket  as  hereafter  provided,  and  showing  who,  if  any 
of  the  parties  to  the  action,  are  infants,  and  who  is  the  guard- 
ian ad  litem,  if  one  has  been  appointed.  On  the  trial  docket 
the  clerk,  at  the  instance  of  any  party  to  the  action,  or  their

and  the  formation  of  issues,  and  the  setting  of  issues  on  the 
common  docket  for  trial,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  laws  now 
in  force,  except  that  no  case  shall  be  set  for  trial  on  said 
docket  until  the  legal  issues  presented  shall  have  been  de- 
cided, nor  until  the  issues  of  fact  shall  have  been  completed, 
unless,  for  satisfactory  reasons,  the  decisiofis  of  the  legal  issaes 
or  the  completion  of  the  issues  of  fact  shall  be  postponed  by 
order  of  court.  If  the  defendant  has  been  constructively 
summoned,  such  actions  on  the  common  docket  shall  stand  for 
trial  at  the  first  term  after  tbe  defendant  shall  have  been  con- 
structively summoned  thirty  daj-s  before  the  commencement 
of  the  term. 

§  6.  If  a  party  shall  fail  to  answer  any  order,  rule  or  plead- 
ing, or  to  file  an}'  reply,  rejoinder,  sur-rejoinder,  rebutter  or 
Bur-rebutter,  as  required  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,atthe 
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time  therein  required,  he  shall  file  the  same  as  soon  thereafter 
as  practicable;  and  if  he  delay  the  filing  of  such  answer  or 
pleading  withoat  reasonable  excuse,  the  court,  in  the  exercise 
of  a  sound  legal  discretion,  may  strike  such  pleading  from 
the  files  if' filed  in  vacation,  or  refuse  permission  to  file  the 
same  if  tendered  in  open  court. 

§  7.  All  summons  issued  in  actions  brought  in  the  Daviess 
circuit  court  after  this  act  takes  effect,  whether  equitable  or 
ordinary  actions,  shall  command  the  ofiicor  to  whom  it  is  di- 
rected  to  summon  the  party  to  answer  within  ten  days  after 
the  service  of  the  summon,  if  directed  to  Daviess  county,  and 
if  directed  to  any  other  county  in  the  State,  to  answer  in 
twenty  days.

preBB  Company.'* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Union 
Express  Company."  approved  June  3d,  1865,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  amended  as  follows: 

§  2.  That  the  authorized  capital  stock  of  said  company  be 
increased  to  two  million  of  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  the  board  of  directors  be,  and  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized, by  and  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  in  interest  of 
the  stockholders,  to  issue  and  dispose  of  the  additional  stock 
not  already  subscribed  for,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  such  time 
or  times,  and  in  such  manner,  as  they  may  deem  best. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  may  make  contracts  for 
said  company,  to  operate  and  conduct  its  business  upon  any 
railroads,  steam-boats,  steam  or  sailing  vessels,  stage  routes, 
canals,  or  other  hi<^i»\vays  or  transportation  lines,  connecting 
between  points  in  tlio  United  States, or  between  points  in  the 
United  States  and  furei^n  ports.  And  may  also  buy,  lease, 
or  operate  tlie  propeity,  rights,  privileges,  or  franchises  of 
other  express  companies,  or  buy  interests  or  shares  therein, 
or  consolidate  therewith.

§  5*  That  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  may  in- 
Test  any  of  its  sarplus  capita)  or  pro6t8  in  bonds  or  stocks, 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  declare  stock  or  cash  dividends 
to  its  stockholders:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act,  or  the 
act  of  which  it  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  construed  to  ex- 
empt said  company  from  the  provisions  of  section  five,  article 
twelve,  chapter  ninety-two,  of  the  General  Statutes,  entitled 
**  Revenue  and  Taxation^**  but  the  provisions  of  said  act  shall 
BO  apply. 

§  6.  That  thid  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  511. 

AN  ACT  for  the  beoeflt  of  BIdridge  Keofod. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  to  Eldridge  Kenton,  late 
sheriff  of  Robertson  county,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treas" 
Qry  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-four  dollars  and  thirty  cents;  and  the  Auditor 
is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasuryf 
tn  favor  of  said  Kenton,  for  that  amount,  it  being  for  delin- 
quent list  not  returned  in  time  for  settlement  for  the  yeara 
1877  and  1878. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  512. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  nn  acrt  to  incorporate  the  Presbjterfao  Orphans'  Efom9 

Society,  of  Lonisrille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Presbyterian  Orphans^  Home  Society,  of  Lou- 
isville, shall  have,  over  any  child  committed  to  its  caro,  cus-* 
tody,  or. support,  by  the  county  court  of  any  county  in  this 
State,  by  the  father,  or  mother  where  the  father  is  dead,  by 
contract,  in  writing,  or  where  the  parents,  or  if  the  parents 
are  dead,  the  relatives  of  a  child,  hate  suffered  it  to  be  cared 
for  and  supported  by  said  institution,  exclusive  care,  control. 
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and  cufltodv*  of  the  person  of  such  child,  free  from  the  claim 
or  intorferoncc  of  any  person  whomsoever,  until,  if  a  male, 
it  shall  attain  the  a^o  of  twenty  one  years,  and  if  a  female, 
the  age  of  eighteen  years;  and  if  said  child  shall  leave  or  be 
carried  or  enticed  away  from  said  institution,  said  institution 
shall  have,  upon  complaint  of  its  presiding  officer  to  the 
judge  of  the  country  court  of  Jefferson  count3',  or  of  the 
county  where  the  child  is  found,  the  same  remedy  for  the 
recovery  and  restoration  to  it  of  such  child  as  is  provided 
for  the  recover}^  b}'  masters  of  their  apprentices  by  section 
fourteen  of  chapter  seventy-four  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  tbe  Presbyterian  Orphans'  Home  Society,  of  Lou- 
isville, may,  through  its  president  or  vice  president,  in  the 
manner  it  ehali  prescribe  by  its  by-laws,  permit  any  suitable 
person  to  adopt  any  child  in  its  custody  as  his  or  her  own 
child.  The  adoption  herein  provided  for  shall  be  by  written 
instrument,  executed  by  said  corporation  by  its  president  or 
vice  president  on  the  one  part,  and  the  party  adopting  the 
child,  and  if  such  party  be  married,  by  his  wife  or  her  hus- 
band, as  the  case  may  be,  upon  the  other,  and  shall  be  exe- 
cuted and  acknowledged  as  deeds  are  required  to  be,  and  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of  Jefferson  county, 
Kentucky.  It  may  contain  all  suitable  covenants  for  the 
care,  education,  and  nurture  of  such  child;  and  when  such 
instrument  shall  be  so  executed  and  recorded,  such  child  shall 
become  the  heir  at  law  of  such  person  so  adopting  him  or 
her,  and  be  as  capable  of  inheriting  as  though  he  or  she  were 
the  child  of  said  person;  and  said  person  shall  have  the  same 
parental  control,  and  be  under  the  same  responsibilities,  as  if 
the  child  so  adopted  were  his  or  her  own  child:  Provided^ 
That  so  long  as  said  child  shall  be  an  infant,  said  corporation 
may,  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  covenants  in  said  instru- 
ment, reclaim  said  child  by  proceedings  as  prescribed  in  the 
preceding  section,  or  writ  of  habeas  corpus^  or  by  surrender, 
if  the  party  adopting  is  willing  so  to  do;  and  in  tbe  event  of 
such  reclamation,  said  instrument  and  act  of  adoption  shall 
thenceforth  be  and  become  null  and  void. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  513. 

AN  ACT  to   consolidate   the    Kentucky,  Gomberland    Gap,  and   Southern 
Railroad  Company  with  the  Kentaeky  Union  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Kentucky,  Cumberland  Gap,  and  Southern 
Eailroad  Company,  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  the  Kentucky  Union  Railway  Company,  also  or- 
ganized in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  consolidate  tlieir  franchises,  prop- 
erties, rights,  and  privileges  granted  in  their  respective  char- 
ters by  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  and  horeailer  to  operate  their  road  and  its 
branches,  and  conduct  its  business  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Kentucky  Union  Railway  Company,  hereby  confirm- 
ing all  acts,  contracts,  resolutions  heretofore  entered  into  by 
said  companies  towards  consolidating  the  same. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  passage,  if 
accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  at  a  regular  or 
called  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors.

nunc  pro  tunc,  direct  the  payment  of  said  guard ;  but  the  super-^

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
Anchorage,  out  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  asylum,  pay 
to  John  T.  Craddock,  of  Hart  county  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  (825  75),  paid  to  the  guard  em- 
ployed  by  him  in  conveying  John  Perry,  pauper  lunatic,  to 
the  asylum.

1.  The  coanly  j-udge  of  Fayott-c  county  shall  appoint  a 
T4oaler  of  weights  and  meapures  foi*  tlint  portion  of  the  county 
outside  of  the  city,  who  shaN  hold  his  office  by  virtue  of  said 
appointment  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  court  of  (tlaims 
theretifler.  Said  court  shall  then,  and  every  two  y-eai's  there- 
after, appoint  a  competent  and  suitable  person  tb  'fill  said 
-office.  The  said  appointee  may  bo  removed  for  incompelenc}' 
or  other  reasonable  cause  by  the  county  judge,  wIjo  may  €11  a 
vacancy  occasioned  4n  this  or  any  other  way  antii  the  next 
meeting  of  the  court  of  claims,  when  it  shaii  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  court  in  make  an  appointment  to  fill  C^e  succeeding 
t-;rm,  or  unexpired  portions  of  a  term,  as  the  case  may  be.

and  any  person  having  used,  or  having  occasion  to  nee,  stich

aalh,  to  the  council-  if  in  the  city,  and  to  the  court  of  claime- 
if  in  the  county,  at  least  once  a  year,  andoftener  if  re<^uired;' 
said  reeordti',  certificates,  and  reports  of  weights  given  by  any 
public  weigher  shall  conform-  to  tbe  standards  fi^xed  by  law.

A 
violation  of  this  section  shall  be  d'een>ed' a  nvisdemeunor,  and^ 
upon  c'Onvictfon  thereof,  sliaFl  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars.

K.  Heer,  and  their  asso- 
eiates  and  saccebsors,  be,  and  they  are,  created  a  eorpe>ratior>,

of  LouiMviMe,  branching  at  Oak  street,  and  running  therewith 
west  lo  Twelfth  street;,  a  IWie  beg>i>nir>g  at  the  corner  of 
Main  and  Tenth  streets,  and  running  thence  south  with  Tenth 
street  to  the  passenger  depot  oi*  the  Louisville  und  Nashville* 
Railroad  Compan}-,  or  near  thereto;  and  thence  west  to  Elev- 
enth street,  and  south  to  Lexirvgton  street;  tkence  to  TweWtb 
Bti'eet,  and  with  it  south  to  the  ahy  limits. 

§3.  The  said  corporation  shall  Bot  have  power  to  construct

§  8.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of 
five  directors,  to  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders  at  an  annual 
meeting  to  be  held  on  the  31st  December  in  each  year.  The 
said  board  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  of  directors  shall  choose 
a  president  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  or 
useful  for  the  management  of  the  corporation  and  its  business, 
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and  may  require  bond  from  any  or  all  officials  or  employes. 

It  shall  also  have  power  to  prescribe  by-laws,  ralots  and  roga- 

lations,  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  o(  the  oorporation. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  522. 

AN  ACT  u>  empower  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  towo  of  Somerset  to  take 
stock  io  the  Somerset  aud  Olio  Turnpike  Road  OompftDj,  and  to  tseae 
bands  for  the  purpose  of  pajlofr  said  stock. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembip  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Somerset,  a 
majority  thereof  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  subsc.ribo 
stock  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  town,  to  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  to  the  **  Somerset  and  Clio  Turn- 
pike Boad  Company,"  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  approved  April  5th,  1878: 
Provided^  That  before  said  board  of  trustees  Hhall  exercise 
the  powers  herein  granted,  they  shall  submit  to  the  voters  of 
said  town  the  question  whether  the  voters  are  in  favor  of 
making  the  subscription  iieroin  contemplated.  Said  election 
to  be  held  on  any  day  after  an  order  is  made  by  said  board 
culling  said  election,  and  giving  public  notice  thereof  for  at 
least  ten  days,  by  posting  printed  posters  in  five  of  the  mohi 
public  places  in  said  town;  and  if  the  affirmative  of  said 
proposition  shall  receive  a  majority  of  the  qualified  vuters  of 
said  town  then  cast  for  and  against  it,  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  proceed  to  make  the  subscription,  and  exercise  the 
powers  herein  provided  for  without  any  further  submission 
to  said  voters. 

§  2.  That  to  enable  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Somerset  to  pay  for  the  stock  subscribed  as  provided  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
and  sell,  at  not  less  than  pur,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  the  bonds  of  said  town  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding five  thousand  dollars,  of  such  denomination  or  de- 
nominations, not  under  one  hundred  nor  over  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  payable  at  such  time  or  times,  not  exceeding  ten 
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years  from  date  of  issue,  as  thej  may  see  fit,  and  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  "Board  of  Trustees  of  Som- 
erset/' by  the  ohairman  of  said  board,  and  attested  by  the 
clerk  thereof. 

§  4.  Said  bonds  shall  be  payable  by  the  treasurer  of  said 
town,  when  due,  at  the  National  Bank  of  Somerset,  and  shall 
have  coupons  attached  for  the  amount  of  interest  due  each 
year,  payable  at  the  end  of  each  year  by  the  treasurer  thereof 
and  at  said  bank. 

§  5.  And  to  enable  said  town  to  raise  the  money  to  pay  off 
said  bonds,  and  the  interest  accruing  upon  them,  the  said 
board  of  trustees  are  authorized  to  levj*  in  each  year,  so  long 
as  it  maj'  be  necessary,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  fifteen  cents 
upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in  the 
town,  and  twenty-five  cents  on  each  tithe  in  said  town  over 
and  above  the  amount  now  authorized  by  by-law ;  and  the 
marshal  or  tax  collector  of  said  town  is  authorized  to  collect 
the  same  as  the  other  tax  of  said  town  is  collected,  and  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  on  their  official  bond  for 
the  same. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  523. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  ao  act,  entitled  *'Aii  act  to  organize  and  establish  a 
system  of  pablic  schools  in  the  city  of  Hopkinsville  for  white  children," 
approved  March  13,  1872. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 

Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  organization  of  the  trustees  of  the  public 
schools  for  while  children  in  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  under 
the  act  mentioned  in  the  title  of  this  act,  which  was  made 
and  completed  on  the  I6th  day  of  July,  1879,  and  all  of  the 
acts  of  said  trustees  done  within  the  purview  of  said  act,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  legalized  and  confirmed. 

§  2.  That  the  next  election  of  trustees  under  the  said  act 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Saturday  in  July,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  the  present 
trustees,  viz  :  James  A.  Wallace,  William  Skerritt,  George  C. 
Long,  George  A.  Champlin,  and  Kobert  M.  Fairleigh  shall 
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continue  in  office  until  their  BUccesBors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  Bliall  have  all  the  poworB  conferred  upon  the  truntees 
of  sa'd  public  schools  by  the  said  act. 

§  3.  Thiit  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Hopkins- 
ville,  if  requested  bj  the  Baid  trusteoB  in  writing,  shall  have 
the  power  and  authority  to  appropriate  the  capitation  tax 
provided  for  in  section  eleven  of  the  said  act,  after  deducting 
the  expenses  of  collecting  the  same,  to  the  support  of  said 
))ublic  schools;  and  after  the  bonds  which  have  been  issued 
by  the  board  of  councilmen  in  pursuance  of  the  vote  of  the 
white  lax-payers  of  said  ciiy,  at  the  special  election  held  on 
the  first  day  of  November,  1879,  and  under  the  provisions  of 
the  said  act,  have  been  fully  redeemed  and  paid  off,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said  city  to  appro 
priate  the  proceeds  of  the  said  capitation  tax  exclusively  to 
the  support  of  the  said  public  schools 

§  4.  That  should  the  revenue  provided  in  the  said  act  and 
herein,  for  the  support  of  said  public  schools,  be  more  in  any 
year  than  shall  be  required  for  said  purpose,  the  board  of 
councilmen  of  said  city  shall  have  the  power  to  invest  and 
use  the  surplus  thereof,  as  the  same  niay  be  required  for  the 
benefit  of  said  schools. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
alter  its  passage.

CHAPTER  524. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  holding  of  terms  of  the  criminal  coort  at  Alex- 

RDdria,  in  the  twelfth  jadicial  district. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  criminal  court  of  the  twelfth  judicial  district 
is  hereby  re-eslablished  at  Alexandria,  in  Campbell  county,  in 
said  district,  and  the  terms  thereof  shall  be  as  follows:  Begin- 
ning on  the  first  Monday  in  June  and  December,  and  continu- 
ing six  days  each,  if  the  business  shall  require,  and  all  pro- 
cess, executions,  recognizances  and  etc.,  issued  after  the  March 
term,  1880,  of  the  circuit  court  at  Alexandria,  or  motion  or 
other  proceeding  of  a  criminal  nature  pending  in  said  circuit 
court,  ahall  be  returned  or  transferred  for  hearing  before  the 
criminal  court  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June  next. 
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§  2.  There  shall  be  a  grand  and  two  petit  juries  at  each 
term  of  the  criminal  court  held  pursuant  to  this  act,  and  no 
grand  jury  shall  hereafter  be  summoned  to  attend  the  circait 
court  held  in  Alexandria,  but  said  court  shall  try  chancery 
cases  as  heretofore,  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved 
March  17,  1876. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  are  hereby 
repealed:  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  in  no  way  interfere 
with  the  March  term,  1880,  of  the  circuit  court  at  Alexan> 
dria. 

§4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  April  Ist, 
1880.

for  the  use  of  said  railroad;  and  said  corporation  may  also

CHAPTER  527. 

AN  ACT  aothoricing  the  coanty  court  of  Ballard   conotj  to  levy  an  ad 

valorem  tai  forconnty  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GenereJ  Assembly  of  the  Commonuneaith 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Ballard  county,  a  majority  of 
the  justices  of  the  pettce  for  said  county  concurring  therein, 
may,  at  the  October  term  of  said  court,  in  the  years  of  1881 
and  1882,  or  either  of  said  years,  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon 
all  the  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  of  said  county,  not 
exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property  listed  for  taxation  in  said  county  for  any  one  of  said 
years,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  said 
county. 

§  2.  Said  tax  so  levied  by  this  act  shall  be  collected  by  the 
sheriff  of  said  county  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same 
time  that  other  county  revenues  are  collected. 

§  3.  Said  sheriff  shall  be  liable  on  his  county  levy  bond  for 
the  collection  and  payment  of  said  tax  in  obedience  to  the 
orders  of  said  court. 

§  4.  Said  sheriff  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services  in  collect- 
ing and  paying  over  said  tax  the  same  as  are  now  allowed 
sheriffs  for  collecting  and  paying  over  State  revenue. 
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g  5.  If  Raid  sheriff  ahnll  fail  to  collect  nnd  pay  over  said  tax 
within  tlie  time  now  prescribed  by  law  for  collecting  and  pay- 
ing the  county  levy  tax,  the  said  county  courts  or  any  creditor 
of  said  count}',  shall  have  the  same  remedies  as  are  now  al- 
lowed by  law  anfuinst  sheriffs  for  a  failure  to  collect  and  pay 
eobnty  levy  tax.

Said  police  judge 
shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace, 
and  Itefore  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiice,  before  the 
judge  of  the  Washington  count}*  court,  take  an  oath  to  faith - 
fullj'  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office,  and 
dhall  take  such  other  oaths,  and  give  such  bond  as  is  now 
required  by  justices  of  the  peace.  The  police  judge  shnll 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees.  He  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  all  infractions  of  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town.  The  police  judge  shall  have  power  to  hold  ex- 
amining trials,  and  hold  parties  over  to  higher  courts.  He 
sliall  have  power  to  fine  for  contempt  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing dve  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  hours.

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person  fined  for  violation  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law,  or 
found  guilty  of  misdemeanor  under  the  General  StatateH,  or 
of  petit  larceny  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  for  one  day 
of  eight  hours  for  each  two  dollars  of  both  fine  and  cost. 
§  6.  The  town  marshal  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
Marshal-bow   votcrs  of  Said  town,  on  the  same  days  and  in  the  same  man- 

ner  that  the  police  judge  of  said  town  is  elected  by  this  act; 
and  shall  take  the  same  oaths  required  of  constables  of  Wash- 
ington county;  shall  execute  bond  with  good  security,  the 
same  as  are  required  by  constables  of  Washington  county, 
with  the  additional  covenant  that  be  will  discharge  the  duties 
of  town  marshal  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  according  to  law.

It  shall 
also  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  holding  elections,  and  the 
county  attorney  for  Washington  county  shall  have  full  access 
to  said  house  for  the  purpose  of  all  trials  wherein  the  Com- 
monwealth may  be  a  party;  and  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
funds  to  build  said  house,  the  trustees  of  suid  town  may  levy 
a  tax  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property  in  the  district  known  as  the  Willis- 
burg  voting  precinct,  in  said  county;  but  no  such  levy  sha'l

§  1.  That  article  four  of  the  charter  of  the  Maysville  Dis- 
trict Camp  Meeting  Association  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following:  And  it  shall  be  further  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  bring,  or  cause  to  be  brought,  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  cider  upon  the  grounds  of  said 
association,  or  to  drink  any  of  said  liquors  or  cider  on  said 
grounds,  or  to  be  found  with  said  liquors  or  cider  in  their 
possession.

words  "thirty  cents:"  Provided,  however,  That  this  amend- 
ment shall  not  take  effect  until  it  is  ratified  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  at  the  ensuing  general  elec- 
tion in  August,  1880;  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
sense  of  the  people  of  the  city,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the 
judges  of  the  election  to  ask  each  voter  if  he  votes  for  or 
against  the  school  tax;  and  it  shall  be  the  dut}^  of  the  clerk  to 
record  the  names  of  those  voting  for  and  those  voting  against 
said  tax;  and  the  votes  on  this  subject  shall  be  counted,  and 
the  result  certified  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  law 
for  other  elections  held  on  said  day;  and  if  the  majority  of 
those  who  vote  on  this  subject,  at  said  election,  vote  for  said 
tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  council  to  levy  said 
tax  of  thirty  cents  instead  of  twenty-five  cents,  as  originally 
provided  in  said  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

g  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Bourbon  county,  at  an}*  reg* 
ular  or  called  term  thereof,  may,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of 
said  county  being  present  and  concurring,  appropriate  anj* 
sum,  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  (83,000),  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  the  Stony  Point  and  Searaond's  Mill  Turn- 
pike Boad  Company  in  constructing  a  bridge  over  Stoner 
creek,  on  the  line  of  their  road,  near  Seamond's  mill;  said 
appropriation  to  be  made  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  court  and  said  corporation  at 
the  time  when  such  appropriation  is  made.  3ach  contract 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  court,  and  this  shall 
be  the  sole  evidence  of  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
such  appropriation  is  made. 

§  2.  Said  court,  at  the  time  of  making  such  appropriation,

county . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Montgomery,  in  Trigg 
county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  build  a  house  of  confinement  or  lock-up  in  said  town,  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  finances  of  said  town,  for  the  confinement 
of  drunken  or  disorderly  persons,  or  any  one  who  may  be 
convicted  in  the  police  court  of  said  town,  or  by  any  justice 
of  the  peace,  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  town,  who,  upon  conviction,  is  unwilling  or 
unable  to  pay  the  fine  assessed  against  him. 

§  2.  All  persons  who  may  be  found  guilty  of  any  misde- 
meaner  in  said  town,  or  any  drunken  or  disorderly  conduct 
therein,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town,  may,  on  conviction,  be  confined  in 
said  house  of  confinement  or  lock-up  for  a  number  of  days, 
not  to  exceed  twenty ^four  hours  for  every  one  dollar  of  said 
fine. 

J^  3,  That  any  fine  imposed  by  the  said  police  court  may  be 
discharged  by  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  fine  assessed, 
unless  the  judgment  of  the  court  be  for  both  a  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

§  4.  That  the  marshal  of  the  said  town  of  Montgomery,  by 
virtue  of  his  office  as  such,  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  said 
house  of  confinement  or  lock-up,  and  shall  have  the  same  pay 
for  dieting  persons  confined  therein  as  is  now  allowed  by  law 
to  the  jailers  of  this  Commonwealth  for  dieting  persons  con- 
fined in  jail,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  belonging  to  said 
town,  after  being  approved  by  the  trustees  of  said  town.

chises of  natural  persons  in  acquiring  and  disposing  of  all  real 
and  personal  estate  which  it  may  be  needful  to  acquire  or  dis- 
pose of  in  order  to  fncilitate  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this 
act  and  of  the  corporation.

implements,  and  property  the  company  deem  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  its  business;  and  said 
company  shall  have  power  to  operate  and  maintain  the  same; 
and  for  said  purposes  said  company,  in  its  corporate  capacity, 
is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  necessary  for  purchasing, 
acquiring  title  to,  holding,  selling,  mortgaging,  conveying, 
and  transferring  all  real,  personal,  and  mixed  property  which 
said  company  may  deem  necessary  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
objects  of  this  act,  to  the  same  extent  »s  any  natural  person  or 
persons,  or  any  other  corporation  may  exercise  such  right  of 
acquisition,  holding,  and  disposing  of  his,  their,  or  its  prop^ 
erty. 

^  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized,  by  its  agents,

veys  of  the  different  routes  as  are  ntcessary  to  determine 
which  is  most  suitable  for  the  construction  of  said  railroad; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corapan}*  to  enter  upon,  take  pos- 
session of,  and  use  all  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  construction,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  said  railroad, 
its  depots,  side-tracks,  water  stations,  engine  houses,  machine 
shops,  and  other  buildings  and  appendages  necessary  for  the 
use  of  said  railroad;  and  said  corporation  may  also  take  and 
use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials  needed 
for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  said  railroad 
and  its  appendages  and  works;  and  may,  by  its  authorized 
agents,  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land,  earth,  timber, 
gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials  wanted  for  the  purchase  of 
the  whole,  or  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  real  estate,  the 
owners  thereof  being  competent  to  contract;  but  if  the  own- 
ers, being  competent,  refuse  to  contract,  or  any  of  them  are 
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femes  covert^  or  minors,  or  non  compos^  or  oat  of  the  county  in 
which  the  property  wanted  is  situated,  application  may  be 
made  by  the  company,  or  its  agents,  to  a  justice  of  the  peace 
of  such  county,  who  shall  issue  his  warrant,  directed  to  the 
sheriff  of  such  county,  requiring  bim  to  summon  a  jury  of 
twenty  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  related  or  in  anywise 
interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  the  property  or  mate- 
rials to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  issuing  same;  and 
if  at  the  time  and  placef  any  of  said  jurors  fail  to  attend,  said 
sheriff  shall  forthwith  summon  as  many  jurors  as  may,  with 
those  in  attendance,  be  necessary  to  make  twenty ;  and  from

ages, shall  take  into  consideration  the  benefits  resulting  to 
the  owner  from  the  construction  of  said  railroad  by,  through, 
or  near  the  property  of  said  owners;  but  only  in  extinguish- 
ment of  said  claim  for  consequential  damages  shall  such 
benefits  be  estimated;  and  said  jury  shall  reduce  their  said 
inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same,  and 
it  shall  then  be  returned  b}'  the  sheriff  to  the  clerk  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  said  county,  and  it  shall  be  by  said  clerk  filed  in 
his  ofiSce,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  said  court  at  its  next 
session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown  ;  and 
when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk  at  the  ex- 
pense of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  above 
prescribed,  and  such  inquisition  shall  describe  the  property

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Anderson  county,  the  county

§  2.  That  said  tax,  when  collected,  shall  be  used  and  con- 
trolled by  proper  orders  in  the  count}'  court  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  county  indebtedness,  and 
for  the  current  yearly  expenses  of  said  county;  and  Ihecounty 
court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring 
therein,  may,  by  proper  orders  entered  of  record  in  said  court, 
appropriate  such  portions  of  said  tax,  when  collected,  for  the 
construction  and  repairing  of  any  needed  bridges  of  said 
county,  and  for  the  construction  of  fire-proof  vaults  in  the 
circuit  and  county  court  clerk*s  offiues  of  said  county. 

§  8.  That  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said 
county,  and  paid  over  under  the  same  responsibilities  and 
provisions  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  tlie  collection  of 
county  levy  tax:  Provided^  That  the  poll-tax  of  said  county 
shall  be  continued  at  not  less  than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
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each  year :  And  provided  further,  That  said  ad  valorem  tax,  if 
necessary  lor  the  parposes  hereinbefore  stated,  shall  be  made 
each  year  at  the  next  succeeding  county  coort  at  Lawrence* 
burg,  in  said  county,  after  the  annual  settlement  with  the 
sherifif  shall  have  been  approved  by  said  court,  or  at  any 
term  thereafter  not  later  than  the  regular  June  term  of  said 
court. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  544. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  towo  of  Port  Royal,  in  Henrv  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commowvealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Port  Royal,  in  Henry  connty,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  such  boundaries 
as  the  trustees  may  hereafter  lay  off,  with  such  streets  and 
alleys  as  now  exist,  and  such  other  public  ground^  as  may  be 
laid  out  and  de6ned  by  the  trustees  in  a  plat  of  survey  of  said 
town,  which  plat  and  survey,  when  made,  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  county  clerk's  office.  That  Jas.  Mathews,  Dr.  W.  L. 
Nuttall,  Joseph  Chilton,  Dr.  J.  P.  Nutall,  and  C.  B.  Carpen- 
ter, are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall 
hold  their  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  May,  at  which  time, 
and  annually  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  by  tho 
qualified  voters  of  said  town  of  five  trustees,  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  Henry  county,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  to  the  best 
of  their  ability,  perform  the  duties  of  trustees  of  said  town, 
in  addition  to  the  oath  required  by  the  Constitution  of  this 
State. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  cause  a  survey 
and  plat  of  said  town  to  be  made  out,  defining  the  limits  of 
said  town^  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  other  public  grounds,  as 
they  may  determine  on. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, and  known  by  tho  name  and  style  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Port  Royal;  and  b}'  that  name  be  capable  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
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of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  of  the  coarts  of  this 
Commonwealth  ;  that  said  trustees  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have 
all  of  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
duties  and  liabilities,  as  is  provided  by  the  general  law  in  re- 
lation to  towns  incorporated  in  this.  Commonwealth. 

§  5  That  at  the  election  of  trustees  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May  next,  there  shall  be  u  police  judge  and  town  marshal 
elected  for  the.  town  of  Port  Hoyal  :  the  police  judge  for  the 
term  of  two  years;  the  marshal  of  the  same  term  as  police 
judge.  The  jurisdiction  of  police  judge  shall  be  the  same  as 
a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  issuing  of  warrants  for  the  arrest 
of  persons  charged  with  criminal  or  penal  offenses,  and  shall 
have  the  powers  of  a  single  justice  in  examining  trials.  The 
said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  for  the  trial  of  all  persons 
upon  the  charges  of  the  violations  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  town.  The  marshal  shall  have  concurrent  juris- 
diction with  the  constables,  and  his  fees  shall  be  the  same  as 
constables  f<^r  like  services.  The  marshal  shall  execute  bond, 
with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  which  bond  shall  be  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  and  shall  embrace  similar  stipulations  and  condi- 
tions as  bonds  required  by  law  to  be  executed  by  constables; 
and  said  marshal  shall  collect  all  taxes  which  shall  be  ordered 
by  the  board  of  trustees  to  collect,  and  for  that  purpose  shall 
have  similar  powers  as  allowed  by  law  to  sheriffs  in  making 
distraint  for  such  taxes;  and  he  shall  pay  same  over  as  shall 
be  directed  by  board  of  trustees.    « 

g  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  grant  cofPee- 
house  license,  with  privilege  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors,  by  drink  or  otherwise,  in  said  town,  and  to 
charge  and  collect  a  tax  therefor,  the  amount  of  such  tax  to 
be  fixed  by  order  of  the  board,  and  when  collected,  shall  be 
for  the  use  of  said  town;  but  no  privileges  shall  be  exercised 
under  said  license  until  the  tax  upon  license  required  to  be 
paid  to  the  State  shall  have  been  paid.  All  fines  for  the 
breach  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  for 
the  benefit  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treas- 
urer, or  to  such  persons  as  may  be  by  said  board  of  trustees 
authorized  to  receive  same. 

§  7.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
order  an  election  for  the  purpose  of  voting  a  tax  upon  the 
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property  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  twenty  five  cents  on 
each  hundred  dollars  in  valae  in  any  one  year,  and  a  poll-tilx 
not  exceeding  one  dollar  apon  each  tithable  in  said  town  in 
any  one  year,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  town  mar- 
shal ;  and  with  a  view  to  the  levying  of  sach  tax,  the  board  of 
trastees  shall  appoint  an  assessor  to  take  a  list  of  each  prop- 
erty and  tithables  in  said  town. 

§  8.  That  the  police  jadge  of  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  similar  servioeH. 

§  9.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
make  or  enact  such  ordinances  and  by-laws  as  may  bo  neces- 
sary in  the  government  of  said  town,  and  have  full  power  to 
enforce  such  by-laws  and  ordinances. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  650. 

AN  ACT  in  reTatfon  to  second-band  or  Junk-stores  in  the  city  of  Padocah. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  Every  person  who  shall  carry  on  the  basiness  of  buy- 
ing and  selling  second-hand  goods  and  merchandise,  wares  or 
materials  of  whatsoever  description,  shall  be  deemed  a  second- 
hand dealer  within  the  meanmg  of  this  act. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  owner  or  proprietor  of  every 
second-hand  or  junk  establishment,  to  whom  a  license  Is  issued 
to  carry  on  said  business  in  the  city  of  Paducah,  to  enter  into 
bond  to  said  city,  with  good  surety,  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed 
by  the  city  council  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  and  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  to  faithfully  perform  and  observe 
all  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  the  ordinances  and  laws 
of  the  city  of  Paducah  not  inconsistent  therewith. 

§  3.  No  second  hand  or  junk-store  dealer  shall  at  any  time, 
or  under  any  circumstances,  be  allowed  to  purchase  goods 
wares,  merchandise,  materials,  or  other  things  whatsoever, 
from  a  minor. 

§  4.  Every  second-hand  or  junk-store  dealer  shall  keep  a 
register,  which  shall  contain  tlie  name  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons from  whom  the  article  or  .articles  are  purchased,  the  date' 
when  received,  his  or  her  residence  or  place  of  business,  the 
amount  paid  for  said  article  or  articles,  and  a  full  description 
of  the  same.  Said  register  shall  be  kept  in  a  plain  English 
handwrite,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  Inspection 
of  the  officers  of  the  law  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties^  and 
if  sufficient  information  cannot  be  gained  from  an  inspecticn 
of  said  register,  it  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  officer  of 
said  city,  be  the  duty  of  the  proprietor  or  owner  of  any  such 
second-hand  junk-store,  to  permit  and  allow  such  officer  or 
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officers  to  examine  and  iDspect  any  and  all  articlefl  in  -said 
establishnnent  belonging  to  or  temporarily  loft  in  charge  of 
eaid  owner  or  proprietor. 

§  5.  The  city  council  of  Padiicah  shall  ha^^  the  right  to 
ticenae  any  second-hand  or  jank-store  doing  busittess  in  said 
«ity,  and  shall  have  the  right  lo  charge  not  less  than  fitly 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  sack  license, 
which  licen<4e  shall  not  be  assignable  without  the  consent  of 
the  city  coancil  of  said  city. 

§  6.  Any  second-hand  or  jank-store  dealer  or  proprietor 
who  shall  neglect,  violate,  or  refuse  Co  comply  with  either  or 
all  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shali  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
(ban  twenty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense;  and,  in  addition  to  said  fine,  his  or  her  license  rauy^ 
at  the  discretion  of  the  jury  trying  the  case,  be  forfeited  to 
the  use  of  the  city  of  Paducah.

George  T.  Savage,  M  R.  Wheat,  H.  B.  Grant,  George  Dear- 
ing,  G.  C.  Hull,  C.  H.  Young,  Geo.  A.  Owen,  T.  J.  McCoy.  T. 
G.  Brown,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic,  under  the  name  of  the 
Methodist  Mutual  Association  of  Kentucky,  with  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  with  the  right  to  hold  all  the  real 
estate  or  other  funds  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board 
of  directors,  for  its  uses  and  purposes,  and  may  dispose  of  the 
same;  and  may  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  renewable  and 
chani^eable  at  pleasure;  and  may  make  such  by-laws  and 
regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  fully  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  this  act  of  incorporation.

g  6.  The  fund  due  deceased  members  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  claims  of  creditors,  and  shall  not  be  reached  by  attach- 
ment, garnishment,  or  other  process  of  law.

funeral,  or  the  attending  physician,  that  he  died  as  set  out  in 
the  claim,  or  by  other  proof  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  di- 
rectors.

No  deceased  mdmber, 
or  his  legal  representative,  shall  receive  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars.  Funds  accumulating  in  the  hands  of  the 
board  of  directors  may  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  section 
fourth.     Every  member  shall  be  bound  in  law  to  pay  all  as- 
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sessments  made  and  dues;  bat  tbaj  may  withdraw  from  the 
association  by  giving  writton  notice  to  the  secretary.  This 
notice  given,  all  iiabilities  for  daes  cease  and  terminate. 

§  10.  The  members  shall  in  nowise  be  liable  for  the  debts 
of  the  corporation. 

§  11.  This  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  insurance 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  shall  not  be  required  to  make 
any  deposit,  or  report  or  pay  any  tax  or  charge  required  of 
insiiranoe  coiafMUHes.

§  10.  Said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority,  at  its   May    pay  pre- 
fairs,  to  offer  and  pay  premiums  to  such  persons  as  may  ex- 
hibit stock  or  other  property  or  thing  therein,  to  whom  the 
same  may  be  awarded  under  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  this 
corporation. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage  for  twenty 

years,  unless  sooner  repealed.

Steward,  George  Perkins,  T.  J.  Phelps,  John  Leathers,  George 
Glore,  J.  W.  Van  Lunen,  H.  E.  Queen,  C.  W.  Herndon,  Clin- 
ton Hume,  C  D.  Foote,  and  Wes.  B.  Wilson,  and  their  suc- 
ccHSors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  *'The  Kenton  County  Gunning 
and  Fishing  Club,"  to  have  perpetual  succession,  with  the 
right  to  obtain,  hold,  sell,  and  eonvej^  and  dispose  of  such  real 
and  personal  property,  not  to  exceed  $25,000  in  value,  as  may 
bo  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  charter;  and 
may  make  contracts  that  shall  be  binding,  sue  and  be  sued, 
make  and  transact  all  business  in  its  corporate  name  for  ftfi 
corporate  purposes;  to  use  a  common  seal,  renewable  and 
changeable  at  pleasure;  and  may  make  and  adopt  a  eonstito- 
tion  and  by  laws  for  its  government,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  the  land  ;  and  may  amend,  change,  or  abolish 
the  same  at  pleasure,  in  the  method  therein  provided. 

§  2.  The  objects  of  this  society  shall  be  to  protect  and  in- 
crease tne  game  and  fish  of  this  Commonwealth;  to  enforce 
the  laws  concerning  them,  and  to  promote  and  advance  field 
sports. 

§  3.  The  said  society  shall  also  have  power  to  shoot  and 
fish  upon,  and  use  for  its  said  (;orporate  purposes,  the  prem- 
ises owned,  rented,  or  leased  by  them,  at  all  times  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  game  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.

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sheriff,  W.  fl.  Davis,  of  Ballard  county,  for  money  collected 
on  execatioD,  which  come  to  their  handa  as  such  sheriff. 
These  receipts  amount  to  many  thousand  dollars,  and  tor 
remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  No  suit  or  action  shall  be  brought  to  charge  said  J.  H. 
Davis  or  W.  H.  Davis  for  any  money  <joilected  by  either  of 
them  on  executions  prior  to  the  17th  day  ot  February,  1880 
after  th«  laps«  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  beneficiaries  of  this 
act  to  cause  the  same  to  be  published  in  th«  newspapers 
known  as  the  Bland ville  Press  and  Weekly  Paducah  News, 
published  at  Paducah,  Kentucky,  by  two  insertions  in  each 
of  said  papers. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Ibe  Bowling  Greeo  Eleclric  Light  and  Heating  Com- 

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  K  L.  Hines,  John  M.  Wilkins,  H.  fl.  Skilee,  and 
Wells  Covington,  and  J.  D.  Duncan,  and  th^ir  associates  and 
successors,  be,  and  they^  are  hereby,  created  a  body  co4*porUle 
and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Bowling  Green 
Electric  Light  and  Heating  Companj^  for  the  purpose  of  heat- 
ing by  steam  and  lighting  by  electricity  the  city  of  Bowling 
Green  and  county  of  Warren,  in  the  State  of  Kentuck\%  and 
shall  have  th>e  right  of  perpetual  succession;  and  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being 
6ued,  holding,  selling,  loaning,  and  conveying  real  estute  and 
personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry 
on  its  business. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  compiiny  shall  be  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which 
may  be  subscribed  by  any  individual  or  corporation^  and  said 
capital  stock  may  bo  increased   by  the  board  of  directors  of 
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Baid  company  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  two  bandred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  '6.  The  affnirB  of  said  company  shaM  be  managed  and  con- 
trolled by  a  botird  of  seven  directors,  to  be  elected  by  the 
stockholders,  in  such  time  and  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
^y  by-laws  of  said  compan3\ 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power,  from  tin>e  to  time,  to 
incur  such  indebtedness  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  its  business,  and  may  issue  bonds  there- 
for, not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
payable  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  raa}^  deem  proper^  bear- 
ing interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
may  secure  the  payment  of  such  bonds  by  a  mortgage  or 
mortgages  on  all  property  purchased  or  owDed  by  it. 

g  5.  That  said  companv^  is  given  power  to  make  nece^tsary 
and  adequate  b^'^-iaws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  to  successfully  prosecute  its  business, 
and  to  execute  tbe  powers  herein  granted.

CHAPTER  575. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Caseyville  and  Liodle  drsiriets,  enpowertnfi:  rr(} 
autliorisfng  said  districts  to  fund  andcooipromue  ibeir  bonded  iBdchted- 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomweatth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  districts  of  Caseyville  and  Lindle,  in  Unior> 
county,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  compromise 
and  fund  the  present  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  said 
districts,  and  to  redeem  and  cancel  all  bonds  and  unpaid  cou* 
pons  evidencing  the  same,  whether  due  or  to  become  duo,  and 
whether  merged  into  judgment  or  not  by  the  issue,  negotia- 
tion, and  delivery  to  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  said  bonds, 
coupons,  or  judgments,  who  agree  to  receive  the  same,  of  the 
bonds  of  each  of  said  districts  of  the  denominations  of  one 
hundred  and  five  hundred  dollars,  to  bear  date  and  run  for 
Such  length  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon^  not,  however,  to 
exceed  fifty  years;  the  place  of  payment  to  be  fixed  by  agree- 
ment, and  to  bear  interest  from  date,  paj'able  annually,  at  a 
rate  not  greater  than  six  per  cent,  per  anuum^  the  annual  in- 
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etallrnents  of  interest  to  be  repreaented  by  coupons  attached 
to  the  bonds.  The  said  bonds  shatl  be  signed  by  the  county 
judge  of  said  county,  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  said  county,  with  the  seal  of  said  county  affixed,  and 
the  coupons  signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  only. 

§  2.  The  powers  of  said  districts  to  compromise  and  fund 
their  said  indebtedness,  and  to  redeem  and  cancel  the  said 
evidences  of  the  same,  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  eommis-  Commissioners, 
sioners  of  six  members,  of  whom  there  shall  be  chosen  from 
each  district,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  funding  board  of 
Caseyville  and  Lindle  districts  of  Union  count}*.  The  quali- 
fied voters  of  each  of  said  districts  shall  elect  three  of  the 
members  of  said  board.  The  first  election  under  this  act 
shall  be  held  at  the  voting  plaoe  in  each  district  on  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1880,  and  subsequent  elections  on  the  days 
fixiid  by  law  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly; and  members  of  the  hoard  so  elected  shall  hold  office 
for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied, except  those  elected  in  1880,  who  Khali  only  hold  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied. No  person  shall  be  elected  to  said  office  who  has  not 
been  a  resident  in  the  district  from  which  he  is  chosen  for  at 
least  one  year  before  his  election.  Any  vucancj'  occurring  in 
said  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  county  court^ 
or,  if  either  of  said  districts  fuil  to  elect  after  the  first  elec- 
tion, the  county  court  shall  appoint  the  member  or  members 
neee.Msar}'  to  fill  the  board,  and  said  election  shall  be  returned 
and  certified  as  the  election  of  constable. 

§  3.  The  said  board  shall  de.'-ignate,  by  ordinance,  the  time 
and  place  of  their  regular  meetings,  and  may  meet  upon  their 
own  adjournments  and  determine  their  own  rules  of  proce- 
dure. A  m«jority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  qtiorum  to 
do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn,  from  day  to 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.  Upon 
any  question  voted  upon,  any  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
demand  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  have  the  same  recorded. 

§  4.  The  board  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  chairman  Board  and  pow- 
of  the  board,  and  may  appoint  a  secretary.  The  board  shall 
keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  correct  journal  of  their  proceed- 
ings. They  shall  have  power  to  contract  with  any  holder  or 
holders  of  any  of  the  evidences  of  indebtedness  hereinbefore 
mentioned    for   the   surrender   or   cancellation  of  the  same.

The  said  board  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number 
treasurer,  who,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  them,  and 
execute  bond  to  tije  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  good 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  county  court,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  th*e  clerk  thereof,  stipulating  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office,  upon  which,  for  any  breach 
thereof,  suit  may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  said  funding 
board,  or  any  person  aggrieved,  by  action  or  motion  in  the 
Union  circuit  or  common  pleas  court,  and  recovery  had  to 
the  extent  of  the  damages  sustained.  The  treasurer  shall 
have  no  right  to  pay  the  moneys  received  by  him,  or  any  part 
thereof,  except  in  pursuance  to  the  orders  of  the  funding 
board,  duly  entered  in  the  book  in  which  their  proceedings 
are  recorded.

Be  it  enacted  bp  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  president  of  the  Joint  Stock  At^ricuUural  and 
Mechanical  Association  ot  Madison  county  is  hereby  fully 
authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  sucb  sum  or  sums  of 
money  as  is  necessar}',  from  time  to  time,  to  pay  the  present 
or  any  future  indebtedness,  of  said  association,  for  tiie  pay- 
ment of  which  sum  or  sums  of  inonej'  ail  tlie  estate  of  said 
association  shall  be  bound;  and  the  said  president  is  fully

When  to  meet,      require  them  to  meet  at  the  court-house,  in  Independence,  at 

the  earliest  practicable  time,  on  a  day  fixed  by  him,  when 
they  shall  be  sworn  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office  as 
herein  set  forth.  Unless  there  is  a  county  treasurer,  they 
shall  immediately  elect  one  of  their  number  treasurer,  and 
thereafter  annually  elect  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  August 
election. 

§  3.  The  treasurer   shall    have  the  custody  and    hold    all 

Treasurer   and  monc$'  belonging  to  Said  county,  subject  to  disbursement  as 

herein  set  forth,  and  shall  execute  bond  to  the  county  in  a 
sum  not  less  than  throe  thousand  dollars,  with  two  sureties, 
each  worth  in  real  estate  the  full  amount  of  said  bond  over 
and  above  all  indebtedness  and  exemptions  from  executions, 
for  the  safe-keeping  of  said  money,  and  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.  Said  bond  shall  be  witnessed  by  the  county 
clerk,  and  by  him  recorded  with  the  proceedings  of  the  board 
of  commissioners,  and  safely  k^pt  in  the  county  clerk's  office. 
This  bond  shall  be  taken  by  the  count}'  judge,  or  if  he  be  ab- 
sent, by  the  county  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire 
into  and  know  that  such  sureties  have  the  qualifications  here- 
in set  forth;  and  he  shall  require  additional  bond  and  sureties 
when  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  and  shall  do  so  when  said 
treasurer  has,  or  is  about  to  have,  a  greater  amount  of  money 
belonging  to  said  county  in  his  hands  than  is  perfectly 
secured  by  former  bond. 

§  4.  The  county  judge  and  the  county  clerk  shall  be  ex  officio

but  when  they  make  any  order  in  regard  thereto,  it  shall  be 
done  at  the  court-house  or  clerk's  office  in  Independence, 
which  order  or  orders  shall  be  entered  by  the  county  clerk  in 
the  commissioners*  record-book,  which  record  shall  be  prop- 
erly dated  and  signed  by  the  commissioners  making  said 
order.  Any  two  of  said  appointed  or  elected  commissioners 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  transacting  such  business,  but  all 
shall  be  notified  and  required  to  be  present  unless  unavoidar 
ble  circumstances  prevent. 

§  9.  The  county  clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  detailed  record    ^^^^  ^^  ^^^ 
of  all  proceedings  of  any  and  all  meetings  of  any  or  all  of  [J^^**  °^  ™*^*** 
said  commissioners  in  a  book  furnished  by  him;  and  he  shall 
keep  said   book  fully  and   carefully  indexed  and  preserved 
among  the  records  of  said  county  at  Independence. 
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§  10.  Snid  conimlHsionersHhall  hold  stated  meetings  In  each 
year  at  such  timeA  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necesRary 
for  I  ho  proper  transuclion  of  the  buHiness  hereby  confided  to 
them.  The  county  judge,  if  present,  shall  preside;  and  be 
may  call  an  extra  session  of  said  board  on  his  own  motion, 
or  upon  the  application  of  one  of  said  commissioners.  At 
8uch  meetings  at  least  two  of  the  elected  or  appointed  com- 
missioners  shall  be  present  10  form  a  quorum. 

§  11.  The  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  charge 
of  and  transact  atiy  and  all  business  heretofore  transacted  by 
the  court  of  claims,  and  shall  be  governed  by,  and  subject  to,

shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  build  said  bridge  and  approaches^ 
then  said  commissioners  shali  cause  the  same  to  be  built,  and 
the  cost  thereof  assessed  on  the  real  estate  and  personal  prop- 
erty subject  to  assessment  in  said  district  at  the  next  general 
assessment,  together  with  the  interest  and  cOsls  necessarily 
expended  in  doing  the  same.

in  this  act,  and  /or  the  purpose  of  erecting  any  court  house,  ^nd>. 
count}*  office,  jail,  poor-house,  bridge,  and  other  necessary 
improvements,  or  for  the  purpose  of  repairing,  improving, 
or  rebuilding  any  such  building  or  bridge,  the  said  commis- 
flioners  are  licrebj'  authorized  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  of 
raoncy  as  sluill  be  necessary  to  accomplish  such  purpose,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  the  legal  rate  at  the  time  such 
money  is  borrowed,  and  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  the  county, 
at  not  less  than  par,  to  secure  ihe  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  same.

by  those  desiring  to  bid  on  said  work  and  materials. 
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§  19.  When  the  commissioners  shaU  advertise  for  proposals, 
it  nhall  be  done  in  some  paper  printed  in,  and  havinpf  a  gen- 
eral circulation  in,  Kenton  countv.  It  shavll  state  where  the 
plans  and  specifications  ma\»  be  seen,  and  the  time  in  which 
bidders  have  to  file  their  bids  with  the  county  clerk  at  Inde- 
pendence, and  the  time  when  said  bids  will  be  opened,  which 
shall  be  done  by  the  clerk  in  the  presence  of  not  less  than 
two  of  the  commissioners,  and  such  bidders  as  may  be  pres- 
ent, and  publicly  read  and  examined.

son county,  they  shall  annually  pay  the  tax  levied  and  as- 
sessed by  the  county  court  of  Edmonson  county  for  county 
purposes,  as  if  said  lands  w#re  assessed  in  Edmonson  county; 
and  nothing  in  said  acts  shall  in  anywise  be  construed  as 
changing  or  altering  the  liability  of  said  W.  H.,  P.  A.,  and  J. 
W.Cook,  and  said  Henry  Smith,  to  pay  taxes  on  said  land  for 
count}'  purpoaes  to  the  full  extent  that  residents  of  Edmonson 
county  pay  upon  similar  property  situated  therein.

§  1.  That  Louisa  Eakridge,  wife  of  Julius  N.  Eskridge,  of 
Grayson  county,  be,  and  she  is  hereby,  empowered  and  au- 
thorized to  act  as  a  feme  sole;  and  as  such  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ;  may  acquire,  hold,  buy, 
sell,  and  conve}'  any  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  that 
she  now  holds,  or  has  right  or  title  to  in  possession,  reversion, 
or  remainder,  as  a  single  or  unmarried  woman  ;  and  said 
propert}"^  so  held,  acquired,  purchased,  or  sold  shall,  in  no 
manner,  either  in  law  or  equity,  be  subject  to  the  control  of 
Julius  N.  Eskridge,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any 
way,  for  the  debt<i,  contracts,  or  liabilities  that  said  Julius  I^. 
Eskridge  now  owes,  or  hereafter  may  be  liable  for,  or  shall 
have,  or  may  hereafter  incur;  and  all  acts,  contracts,  pur- 
chases, and  sales  made  by  the  said  Louisa  Eskridge,  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  as  binding  upon  her,  and  enforce- 
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able  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
<5au8eof  action,  as  fully  as  if  tho  said  Louisa  Eskridt^o  was  an 
unmarried  woman,  and  had  never  been  the  wife  of  the  said 
Julius  N.  Eskridge:  Promded,  That  nothin^j  herein  shall  be 
construed  as  granting  a  divorce  to  either  Louisa  Eskridge  or 
Julius  N.  Ettkridge  from  the  bonds  of  matrimony. 
§  2.  This  act  to  he  a  law  from  Its  passage.

§  I.  That  "An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  naalt  liquors  in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  January 
26th,  1874,  be,  afid  the  same  is  hereby,  amended:  That  the 
county  judges  of  the  county  courts  of  Carter  and  Elliott  shall, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  said  act,  submit  the 
question  of  local  option  to  any  civil  district,  city,  or  town  in 
cither  of  said  counties,  as  directed  in  said  section,  when  so 
requested  as  therein  provided. 

§  2.  That  if  the  judge  of  the  county  courts  in  either  of  said 
counties  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  submit  the  question  of  local 
option  when  asked,  as  in  the  first  section  of  the  act  to  which 
thJB  is  an  amendment,  said  judge  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  on  conviction  thereof,  by  indictment  in  the  cir- 
cuit court,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor 
more  than  two  bandred  dollars. 

§  3.  That  said  judges  shall  issue  license  to  retail  ardent 
spirits  in  any  civil  district,  city,  or  town,  when  a  majority  of 
the  legal  voters  of  such  city,  town,  or  civil  district  shall  so 
vote,  upon  the  applicant  for  such  license  complying  with  the 
general  laws  in  regard  to  taverns.

g  1.  That  all  stock  running  at  large  in  district  No.  4,  in

and  if  said  stock  be  sold,  then  the  amount  herein  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  of  sale,  and  the  balance  of  the 
proceeds  shall  be  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  owner  of  said  stock;  but  if 
the  same  shall  not  be  called  for  within  two  years  from  the 
date  of  sale,  then  the  same  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  truHtec 
of  the  jury  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  county.  The  clerk 
shall  be  responsible,  under  his  official  bond,  for  all  moneys 
that  may  come  to  his  hands  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  owner  of  any  stock  shall  be  responsible  for  any  damage 
by  reason  of  his  stock  running  at  large  in  said  district. 

g  3.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  said  dis- 
trict at  the  next  general  election,  and  a  poll  shall  be  opened, 
and  every  person  voting  shall  be  asked  whether  he  votes  for

office* 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  qualify  and  enter

of  June  succeeding  their  election.     Said  trustees  shall  qualify 

by  taking  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of

§  3.  Should  any  member  of  said  board  of  trustees  die, 
resign,  or  move  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  said  tow-n 
during  the  term  for  which  he  is  elected,  the  remaining  mem- 
bers shall  elect  a  successor  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
«uch  death,  removal,  or  resignation. 
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§  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee  of 
said  town  who  is  not  a  citizen  thereof,  and  who  has  not  been 
a  resident  thereof  for  twelve  months  preceding  the  election. 

§  5.  Said  board  of  trnstees  may  elect  one  of  their  members 
chairman  of  said  board,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
for  which  he  is  elected,  and  shall  be  styled  *'  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Hammonville." 

§  6.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  hereafter,  before 
entering  upon  the  discbarge  of  his  duties,  after  he  is  elected 
or  appointed  to  said  office,  lake  the  oaths  which  the  judges  of 
county  courts  are  now  required  by  law  to  take,  and  shall 
execute  bond,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
with  good  surety,  before  the  judge  of  the  Hart  county 
court,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  7.  Suid  police  judge  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
all  ca^es  or  warrants  for  a  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said 
town,  and  shall  have  in  all  other  matters  and  respects  the 
same  power,  authority,  and  jurisdiction  in  civil,  penal,  and 
criminal  matters  as  justices  of  the  peace  now  have;  and  said 
police  judge  shall  keep  all  the  record-books  now  required  to 
be  kept  by  justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall  make  his  orders 
and  entries  therein  in  the  same  manner  that  justices  of  the 
peace  are  now  required  to  do ;  and  his  court  shall  be  a 
court  of  record,  and  copies  of  the  orders  of  said  court,  attested 
by  the  judge  thereof,  shall  be  receivable  in  evidence  in  any 
court  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  8.  Said  police  judge  may  have  a  day  fixed  for  the  trial 
and  determination  of  civil  causes  once  every  three  months, 
which  day  shall  be  fixed  by  him  and  entered  of  record  in  the 
order-book  of  the  Hart  count}'  court;  and  he  may  continue 
his  court  from  day  to  day  until  his  docket  is  disposed  of^  and 
may  open  court  to  try  ofi^enders  against  the  penal  laws  at  aity 
time. 

§  9.  The  town  marshal  of  said  town  shall  be  ex  officio  col- 
lector of  the  town  tax;  but  before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties  he  shall  take  the  oaths  now  required  by 
law  to  be  taken  by  constables,  and  execute  bond  before  the 
Hart  county  court  as  constables  are  now  required  to  do;  and 
said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers  that  constables  now 
have,  and  shall   have  the  same  fees  and  commissions;  and  for 

collecting  the  town  tax  shall  have per  cent,  on  the  first 

three  hundred  dollars,  and per  cent,  on  all  in  excess  of 
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that  sum;  and  said  marshal  may  oxecate  any  process*  or  do 
any  other  act,  in  any  part  of  Hart  county,  the  same  as  n  con- 
stable  of  said  county. 

§  10.  All  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  time'  for 
which  thev  are  elected,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  and  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  in  their  body  by  appointment  until  next  annual 
election;  and  they  may  cause  an  election  at  any  time  to  fill 
vacancies  in  the  office  of  police  judge  or  town  marshal. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  open  and  keep 
the  streets  in  repair  whenever  necessary;  and  in  so  far  as  the 
money  obtained  by  taxation,  fines,  and  other  means,  collected 
in  pursuance  of  judgments  of  police  court  for  a  violation  of 
bj^-laws  and  town  ordinances,  all  such  sums  shall  be  held 
under  the  control  of  the  trustees,  and  shall  be  used  for  the 
aforesaid  purposes,  and  for  other  improvements  that  may  in 
time  be  proper  and  necessary. 

§  12.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  representative  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  in  said  town  elections,  if  living  or  owning 
property  in  said  town. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  613. 

AN  ACT  to  iDCorpornte  the  Newport  Light  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  W.  Kirk,  L.  R.  Hawthorn,  F.  H.  Eeno, 
and  Frank  Stein,  their  associates,  sucoDssors,  and  assigns,  be, 
and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Newport  Light  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with;  and  may  furnish  any  city,  town,  district, 
corporation,  or  locality,  or  any  public  institution,  manufac- 
turing establishment,  or  private  premises  with  gas  or  other 
light,  for  such  time,  and  upon  such  terms,  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  parties;  and  for  the  purposes  of  said  business 
may,  from  time  to  time,  acquire,  by  purchase  or  other  lawful 
mode,  an}'  real  or  personal  property  which  the  company  may 
require  in  its  business,  and  may  dispose  of  any  part  thereof 
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when  not  needed  by  the  company ;  they  m&y  hhve  and  nne  a 
corporate  seal.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each,  and  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote  upon 
each  share  in  all  elections  by  the  stockholders. 

§  2.  The  corporators  above  named,  or  those  of  them  who 
shall  act,  shall  open  books  for  the  subscriptions  of  stock,  and 
call  the  first  meeting  to  organize  said  company.  The  stock- 
holders may  adopt  rules  and  by-laws  for  holding  their  meet- 
ings and  for  elections,  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  and  may  alter  and  change  them  when 
deemed  necessary.  The  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of 
not  loss  than  three  nor  more  than  seven,  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  by-laws,  and  the  persons  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  at  any  such  election  shall  be  deemed  elected. 
Said  board  shall  elect  a  president,  and  may  appoint  or  em- 
ploy a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers,  agents, 
and  employes,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany, as  deemed  necessary,  and  may  discharge  them,  or  any 
of  them,  at  pleasure;  and  may  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in 
said  board,  or  in  any  of  said  offices.  They  may,  from  time  to 
time,  dispose  of  any  stock  held  or  acquired  by  the  company, 
whether  taken  for  debts,  liens,  or  otherwise;  they  may  bor- 
row money  not  to  exceed  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  at 
any  one  time,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  may  execute  notes  or  bonds  of  the  com- 
pany, and  dispose  of  the  same  when  found  advisable  for  the 
business  of  the  company;  and  to  secure  payment  thereof,  or  of 
any  indebtedness,  may  mortgage  or  pledge  an}'  part  of  the 
property  or  income  of  the  company. 

§3.  Said  company  q|i all  have  its  principal  office  in  New- 
port, Campbell  county.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  614. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Union  Benevolent  Sacietj,  No.  2,  of  Owens- 

boro. 

Whereas,  Certain  persons,  citisens  of  Owensboro,  Daviess 
county,  Kentucky,  have  formed  themselves  into  a  society  to 
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promote  benevolence,  morality,  industry,  and  mutual  protec- 
tion and  assistance;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Sandy  Roan,  Ben.  Watkins,  John  Crow,  Felix  Corporators. 
Graves,  Robert  McGowan,  Willis  Taylor,  James  Hunter,  and 
Lem.  Pettit,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Union 
Benevolent  Society,  No.  2,  of  Owensboro,  Kentucky;  and  by 
such  name  and  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be 
capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  and  of  purchasing,  leasing,  holding,  granting,  and  May  hold  prop- 
receiving,  in  its  corporate  name,  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  but  such  properly  shall  not  exceed  in  value  ten  thou- 
sand dollars. 

g  2.  The  objects  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  general 
promotion  of  benevolence,  charity,  and  humanity,  and  to 
give  all  possible  moral  and  material  aid  in  its  power  to  its 
members  and  those  dependent  upon  fts  members,  by  encour- 
aging each  other  in  business,  and  by  assisting  each  other  to 
obtain  employment;  to  care  for  the  sick  and  distressed,  and 
to  promote  charity  and  benevolence  by  establishing  a  relief 
fund,  from  which,  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  death  of  a 
member  of  the  corporation,  who  bus  complied  with  its  re- 
quirements, such  sum  as  the  society  may  be  able  to  pay  (to  be 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  society)  for  ihe  relief  of  his  or 
her  family;  also,  to  provide  a  lund  for  the  relief  of  sick  and 
distressed  members;  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  humanity 
in  every  possible  way. 

§  3.  Said  society  may  have  a  common  seal  for  the  making 
and  delivering  of  all  legal  acts  and  proceedings;  the  same  to 
break  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  The  private  property  of  the  members  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  be  exempt  from  the  corporate  debts. 

§  5.  Said  society  shall,  by  its  by-laws,  determine  what 
officers  are  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  same,  and 
to  transact  its  business  and  further  its  objects,  and  provide 
for  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  its  elections  for  the  same. 
Such  officers  shall  hold  their  offices,  and  transact  the  business 
of  the  society  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected,  qualified, 
and  installed  into  offije. 
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§  6.  Suid  society  shall  have  power  to  create,  hold,  and  dis- 
burse the  funds  named  in  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  for 
promoting  benevolence  and  relieving  the  sick  and  distressed, 
under  such  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  adopt; 
and  such  funds  shall  be  exempt  irom  execution,  and  shall, 
under  no  circumstances,  be  liable  lo  seizure  or  appropriation, 
by  any  legal  or  equitable  process,  for  any  debt  or  debts  of  its 
living  or  deceased  members;  but  such  funds  shall  bo  liable 
for  the  debts  of  said  society;  and  the  property  and  funds  of 
said  association  shall  be  exempt  from  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  governing  the  Insurance  Bureau  of  the  State,  and 
from  taxation  to  the  State  or  cit}'.  And  said  society  may 
establish  subordinate  or  branch  societies  for  the  same  objects 
and  purposes  above  mentioned,  with  like  powers,  and  subject 
to  the  restrictions  and  regulations  above  set  forth  in  any  part 
of  this  State. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  full  force,  and  to  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  615. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  town  of  Gtving. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei-al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Ewing,  in  the  county  of  Fleming,  be 
established  and  incorporated,  with  the  following  boundaries: 
Beginning  at  a  stone  in  the  field  of  Joseph  B.  Blair;  thence 
25J  degrees  east  74  poles,  crossing  ihe  pike  at  a  distance  from 
street  corner  number  one  of  56  rods;  thence  in  the  field  of 
Alex.  Ishmael,  a  distance  of  18  rods;  then  south  76J^  degreiB 
east  28  poles;  thence  south  77|  degrees  east  56  poles,  to  a 
set  stone  in  the  Union  Mill  road;  thence  south  25f  defi;ret8 
north  74  poles,  crossing  thence  at  a  distance  from  the  corner 
of  18  poles,  and  continuing  in  the  field  of  Mr.  Kobt.  Ewing 
56  poles  to  a  set  stone  in  said  field;  thence  an  equal  distance 
from  the  north  line  of  survey  to  the  point  of  beginning,  con- 
taining 80  acres  and  2  rods. 

§  2.  That  Richard  Parker,  John  H.  Blair,  T.  A.  Palmer,  A. 
H.  Ishmael,  and  Sam  Clark,  be,  and  are  hereby,  constituted 
trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  choose  one  of  their  number 
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chairman,  and  a  majority  Bhall  eonstitate  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  buHiness;  and  said  trustees  shall  hold  office 
until  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1880,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  dul}^  elected  and  qualified,  when  their  successors  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town;  and  that,  on 
the  same  day  of  each  succeeding  year,  the  same  number  of 
trustees  shall  be  chosen  in  like  manner.  Said  trustees,  and 
their  successors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  or 
other  officer  qualified  to  administer  an  oath,  that  they  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
aforesaid. 

§  3.  That  the  office  of  police  judge  in  and  for  the  town  of 
Ewing  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  created  and  established, 
and  the  police  judge  for  said  town  shall  be  elected  by  the 
board  of  trustees  at  their  first  meeting,  to  serve  until  the 
first  Saturday  in  May,  1880,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified,  at  which  time,  and  on  the  same  day  of 
each  succeeding  two  years,  the  police  judge  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualined  voters  of  said  town  of  Ewing,  to  servo  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified;  and  they  shall,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  elect  a 
marshal  for  said  town  for  the  term  of  two  years,  in  like  man- 
ner  as  police  judge. 

§4.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  con- 
current, criminal,  legal,  penal,  and  equitable,  with  justices  of 
the  peace  within  said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  fees, 
rights,  duties,  and  liabilities  as  magistrates  in  Fleming  county, 
including  jurisdiction  over  all  claims  arising  under  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  the  town. 

§  5.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  give  bond  before  the 
county  court  as  a  constable,  and  he  shall  be  liable  on  the  same 
as  a  constable;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  he  shall  give  bond  in 
sufficient  sum,  with  surety  approved  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, for  the  sale-keeping  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  he 
may  receive  belonging  to  said  town,  to  be  made  pajable  to 
said  trustees;  said  marshal  to  have  the  same  powers,  duties, 
fees,  and  liabilities,  within  the  limits  of  said  county,  as  have 
constables  of  Fleming  county. 

§  6.  The  trustees  of  said  town  may  enact  ordinances  and 
all   needful   by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
said  town;  may  annex  fines  for  their  violation  not  exceeding 
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magistrate's  jarisdiction  ;  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect tax  on  tithes  not  exceeding  one  dollar  tior  less  than  fifty 
cents  ;  also  on  real  estate,  consisting  of  town  lots  or  property 
used  for  town  purposes,  and  personal  property  in  said  town, 
not  exceeding  twentj^-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars* 
worth  of  property. 

§  7.  All  officers  shull  hold  their  office  for  the  time  for  which 
they  are  elected,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified ;  and  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies 
in  their  bod 3^  b}*  appointment  until  the  next  annual  election, 
and  they  shall  cause  an  election  at  any  time  to  fill  vacancies 
in  the  office  of  police  judge  or  marshal. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of  said  trustees  to  keep  the 
streets  open  and  in  repairs  whenever  necessary;  and  in  so 
far  as  the  money  obtained  by  fines,  taxation,  otherwise  col- 
lected in  pursuance  of  judgment  of  police  court  for  violation 
of  by  laws  and  town  ordinances,  all  such  sums  shall  be  held 
under  the  control  of  the  trustees,  and  shall  be  used  by  them 
for  the  aforesaid  purpose,  and  for  other  improvements  that 
may  in  time  be  deemed  necessary. 

§  9.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  Representative  of  this 
Commonwealth  shall  be  qualified  to  vote,  if  living  or  owning 
taxable  property  in  said  town. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  616. 

AN  ACT  to  transfer  any  interest  the  Commoowealtb  of  Kentucky  has  in  the 
estate  of  Joseph  WelHos  to  Sarah  Royster,  of  Palaski  county. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that 
Joseph  Wellins,  a  free  man  of  color,  departed  this  life  intes- 
tate in  Pulaeki  county,  Kentucky,  about  the  year  1864,  hav- 
ing acquired  a  small  tract  of  land,  about  80  acres,  of  little 
value;  and  whereas,  the  said  Wellins  left  no  kindred  capable 
of  inheriting  from  him  ;  and  whereas,  he  has  a  sister,  Sarah 
Koyster,  now  living  in  Pulaski  county  in  poor  circumstances; 
therefore, 

Be  it.  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

g  1.  That  anj'  interest  which  the  said  Commonwealth  may 
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have  in  thie  aforesaid  real  estate  of  Joseph   Wellins  be,  and 
the  same  is  liorobj,  vested  in  the  said  Sarah  Boyster. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  617. 

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  limits  of  the  town  of  PArksville,  Bojle  coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

g  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  X)f  Parksville  be 
extended  on  the  east  side  of  its  present  limits  so  as  to  include 
the  cemetery  and  the  Christian  Church,  the  line  to  run  north 
and  south  with  the  on  the  east  side  of  said  cemetery. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  618. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of  Taylor  county,  and 
fixing  the  time  to  pay  the  same  into  the  Treasury. 

Whereas,  There  is  no  sheriff  or  collector  of  revenue  in  the 
county  of  Taylor;  and  whereas,  the  county  court  cannot  get 
any  one  to  accept  the  appointment  of  collector  of  revenue 
for  said  county  for  the  fees  fixed  by  law  for  collectors  j  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KenttLcky: 

§  1.  That  whoever  may  be  appointed  collector  of  revenue 
for  the  years  1879  and  1880  for  the  county  of  Taylor,  shall  bo 
allowed  ten  per  cent,  on  all  revenue  and  county  levy  be  may 
collect  in  said  county  for  said  years  of  1879  and  1880,  and  he 
is  hereby  allowed  until  the  first  day  of  September,  1880,  to 
pay  said  revenue  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  year  1879. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  619. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  *<  An  act  to  relieve  W.  T.  Grundy  from 
the  disahilities  of  an  infant,'*  approved  January  30,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *' An  act  to  relieve  W.  T  Grand3' 
from  the  disabilities  of  an  infant,"  approved  January  30, 
1880,  chapter  one  hundred  and  six,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  so  amended  as  to  strike  out  the  letter  T.  from  the 
middle  name  of  W.  T.  Grundy,  and  in  its  place  insert  the  letter 
E,  so  tliat  said  act  shall  read  W.  E.  Grundy,  instead  of  W.  T. 
Grundy. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  afler 

its  passage.

CHAPTER  620. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Louisville  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  rules  and  regulations  that  may  be  adopted  by 
Rules  shall  be   the  Louisville   Water  Company  for  the  use  of  water   by  all 

persons  or  corporations,  shall  be  published  three  times  in  two 
daily  papers  (one  L\nglish  and  one  German),  published  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  and  a  copy  of  said  rules  and  regulations, 
and  all  amendments  made  thereto,  and  likewise  published  and 
certified  to  by  the  president  or  secretary  of  said  company, 
with  an  affidavit  of  the  publication  of  the  same,  made  by  one 
of  the  publishers  of  said  papers,  shall  be  received  as  evidence 
in  all  courts  having  jurisdiction. 

§  2.  All  special  rules  and  regulations  that  may  be  adopted 
by  said  company  for  the  private  or  public  use  of  water  by 
any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  and  recorded  in 
the  minutes  or  proceedings  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
company,  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  all  courts  having 
jurisdiction. 

§  3.  An}'  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  using  or 
Violation  of  Kiies  taking  water  from  any  public  or  private  hydrant,  on  service 
su  jec   o  connection  of  the  Louisville  Water  Company,  or  any  service 

connected  with  said  company's  pipes,  without  first  obtaining 
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a  license  or  permit  therefor  from  said  company,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  ^ve  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense,  and  a  reasonable  charge  in  addition  thereto  for  the 
use  of  water,  as  per  the  tariff  of  rates  ebtablished  by  said 
company;  said  fine  or  fines,  and  the  charge  for  water,  to  bo 
recoverable  in  the  name  of  Louisville  Water  Company,  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  and  said  fine  or  fines, 
when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  the 
amount  recovered  for  use  of  the  water  to  go  to  said  com- 
pany. 

§  4.  Said  liouisville  Water  Company  is  hereby  vested  with 
power  to  appoint  one  or  more  persons,  to  be  in  charge  of  its 
premises,  ware-rooms,  pipe-yard,  service  attachments,  and 
hjdrants  for  water  supply  for  private  or  public  use  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  and  lor  the  grounds,  reservoirs,  engine- 
houses,  roads,  avenues,  and  fences  in  the  county  of  Jefferson, 
who,  by  virtue  of  their  neveral  appointments,  shall  be  vested 
with  all  the  poT^er  of  a  policeman  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
or  county  of  Jefferson,  to  preserve  order  and  arrest  all  offend- 
ers against  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  all  other  acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  and 
also  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company. 

§5.  Said  Jjouisville  Water  Compan}' shall  have  power  to   May  boifrotr 

money. 

borrow  money,  not  to  exceed  at  any  one  time  in  the  aggre- 
gate the  sum"  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, as  the  necessities  or  interests  of  the  company  may 
require;  and  the  amount  so  borrowed  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
surplus  earnings  of  the  company. 

§  6.  The  taxes  paid  by  said  Louisville  Water  Company  for  Taxes. 
State  and  city  purposes  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  of 
whatsoever  kind  or  character,  county  or  special. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  621. 

AN  ACT  to  inrorporate  the  Gbristinn  County  Agricolttrraf  and  Mechaoirff] 

ABSociatiQD  of  Colored  People. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  iTenera)  Assembly  that 
certain   colored  citizens  of  Christian   county  are  anxious  to 
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create  an  asBOciation  for  the  purpose  of  improvement  in  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanical  arta,  the  improvement  of  the  race 
of  all  useful  and  domestic  animals,  &c.,  and  have  petitioned 
for  an  act  of  incorporation;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

g  1.  That  Peter  Morgan,  J.  D  Bucknor,  J.  E.  Hawkins,  B. 
Glass,  J.  W.  Jackison,  Peter  Postett,  A.  Clarence  Banks,  Robt, 
McNeal,  R.  N.  Lander,  J.  Lander,  A.  Shipp,  S.  Taylor,  and 
such  other  persons  as  may  choose  to  associate  with  them,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  name  and  style  of  *' The 
Christian  County  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association  of 
Colored  People; "  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  bo  defended,  in  all  courts 
of  law  or  equity;  and  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring,  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  any  quantity  of  land  in  the  county  of 
Christian,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Hopkinsville,  not  less  than 
ten  nor  exceeding  fifty  acres,  and  may  improve,  sell,  and  con- 
vey the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  pleasure;  and  may  ac- 
quire, hold,  and  dispose  of  such  personal  estate  as  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  association  may  deem  necessary;  and  the 
said  association  may  adopt  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  or  may 
use  the  private  seal  of  the  president  for  the  time  being. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for 
and  taken  agreeably  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  cor- 
poration may  direct.  Any  five  of  the  persons  before  named 
are  authorized  to  open  books  for  the  subacripiion  of  stock  in 
said  corporation,  at  any  time  and  place  they  may  designate; 
and  so  soon  as,  in  their  judgment,  sufficient  stock  is  subscribed 
to  meet  the  objects  of  said  association,  they  may  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  subscribers  who  are  share-holders,  at  Hopkinsville, 
a'ter  having  given  public  notice  through  the  papers  published 
in  said  town  at  least  ten  daj's  previous  thereto,  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  meeting,  at  which  time  the  subscribers  then 
present  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  president  and  six 
directors  of  said  association,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  share- 
holder therein,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary. 

§  3.  The  president  and  directors  so  chosen  shall  continue  in 
office  one  year  from  the  time  of  said  election,  unless  the  mem- 
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berfl  of  said  association  shall,  by  resolution  or  by-law,  fix  upon 
a  Ioniser  period  as  the  term  of  office. 

§  4.  The  prudential,  fiscal,  and  other  concerns  of  said  asso- 
ciation, together  with  all  its  estate  of  every  kind,  shall  be 
under  the  control  and  management  of  the  president  and 
directors  thereof  j  and  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other  inferior  officers,  or 
either  of  them^  bond  with  good  security,  payable  to  them- 
selves, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with  in  their  corporate  name,  and  to  do  anj'  and 
every  other  act,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
4aws  of  this  Commonwealth,  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  .con- 
tribute to  the  advancement  of  the  object  of  the  association. 

f^  5.  A  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  association,  together 
with  the  president,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

§  6.  The  said  association,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  with  all 
the  estate  belonging  thereto,  shall  be  liable  for  any  debts  con- 
tracted by  it  or  by  its  authority. 

§  7.  That  no  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  sold  upon  the 
premises  during  the  continuance  of  any  fair  held  by  said

§  8.  Any  county  other  than  the  county  of  Christjan,  which 
by  its  cUisens  shall  subscribe  as  much  as  twenty  shares  to 
the  capital  stock  of  this  association,  shall,  by  its  subscribers, 
elect  and  appoint  one  director  of  this  association,  and  one  for 
each  additional  subscription  of  twenty  shares. 

§  9.  That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  power  to  repeal  or 
amend  this  act^  such  repeal,  however,  not  to  operate  to  the 
prejudice  of  vested  rights  or  the  rights  of  creditors.

AN  ACT  .to  empower  the  Menifee  and  Bath  countj  courts  to  settle  the 
claims  of  Bath  against  that  part  of  Menifee  taken  from  Bath  growing  out 
of  the  bonds  issued  by  Bath  county  to  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandj  Rail' 
road,  and  to  enable  Menifee  county  court  to  collect  taxes  or  issue  bonds 
to  pay  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  courts  of  Menifee  and  Bath  counties 
are  hereby  empowered  to  settle  the  claims  of  Bath  county, 
growing  out  of  tiie  bonds  issiied  by  Bath  county  to  the  Lex- 
ington and  Big  Sandy  Railroad. 

§  2.  That  for  the  payment  of  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed 
on  by  said  county  court,  the  Menifee  county  court  shall  pro- 
vide  for  and  cause  to  be  collected  from  the  tax-payers  of  that 
part  of  Menifeo  county  taken  from  Bath  county  an  ad  valorem 
tax  on  the  property  of  such  persons  situated  in  said  territory, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  to  such  person  as  the  Bath 
county  court  may  appoint  to  demand  and  collect  and  receive 
the  same,  on  such  terms  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
said  county  courts  of  Menifee  and  Bath  counties  may  agree 
upon. 

§  3.  The  Menifee  county  court  is  empowered  to  issue  bonds,

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Tnylor  ounty. 

Wheras,  G.  E.  Johnson,  late  sheriff  of  Taylor  county  for 
the  years  1875  and  1876,  has  paid  in  full  the  State  revenue 
due  from  said  county  for  those  years,  without  having  col- 
lected all  of  the  same  from  the  tax-payers  of  said  county; 
and  whereas,  said  Johnson  has  transferred  to  Taylor  county 
his  interest  in  and  right  to  said  unpaid  taxes  on  bis  indebted- 
ness to  said  county  ;  now,  thefefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Taylor  county  court  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  appoint  a  collector  to  collect  the  taxes  unpaid  in 
Taylor  county  for  the  years  1875  and  1876,  and  to  take  bond 
from  such  collector  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his- duties. 

§  2.  That  the  collector  appointed  under  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights,  and  remedies  for  en- 
forcing the  collection  of  said  taxes  that  sheriffs  now  have  for 
collecting  the  Stat^  revenue;  but  before  he  enters  upon  the 
duties  of  said  office  he  shall  enter  into  bond,  with  sufficient 
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security,  to  said  county,  to  the  eifect  that  he  wilf  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  said  oflSce,  and  pay  over  to  the  county 
treasurer  all  the  money  he  mny  collect  as  such  collector,  and 
at  tite  end  of  ten  months  from  his  appointment  make  a  full 
settlement  of  his  acting  and  cotlections  as  such  collector. 

§3.  The  said  county  court  is  authorized  to  agree  with  such 
collector  f)r  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  eifect  from  Hs  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  wci,  eniiiled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  tbe  Poljterbnie 

Societj  of  Kentucky." 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomcealth  of 
Kevtucky  : 

§  1.  That  tiie  fifth  section  of  the  act  to  incorporate  the 
Polytechnic  Society,  approved  April  lOih,  1878,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  the  fifth  section 
of  the  said  charier  shall  read  as  follows:  That  said  corpora- 
tion may,  in  the  purchase  or  improvement  of  real  estate, 
or  for  buildings  in  which  to  keep  its  librarj'  and  museum, 
statuary,  and  other  propert}',  or  for  any  other  purpose  to  fur- 
ther the  objects  of  the  said  corporation,  issue  its  bonds  in  any 
sum  or  sums  at  any  time,  maturing  as  its  board  or  executive 
committee  inuy  determine,  and  may  issue  not  more  than  fifty 
thousand  dollars  of  second  mortgage  bonds,  maturing  at  any 
time,  and  bearinu:  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven 
per  cent.,  said  board  or  committee  ma}'  fix;  and  at  the  maturity 
of  the  sixty  thousand  dollars  of  bonds  upon  the  property  of 
said  corporation  issued  by  the  Central  Market  Company,  or 
upon  the  maturity  of  the  second  mortgage  bonds  issued  as 
provided  for  herein,  said  corporation  may  issue  its  bonds  in 
any  sutiis  and  for  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  (8150,000);  and  all  of  the  said  bonds, 
issued  at  any  titne,  by  said  society,  may  be  secured  by  a  mort- 
gage upon  its  property,  real  and  personal;  may  bear  interest 
at  any  rate  not  exceed  inir  seven  percent,  per  annum,  and  may 
run  for  any  period  not  exceeding  thirty  years.  All  of  the 
bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  or  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  and 
the  secretary  of  the  same,  and  may  be  sold  and  disposed  of 
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any  manner  and  for  any  price  that  the  board  of  directors  or 
executive  connmitbee  may  deem  proper. 

§  2.  Five  members  of  the  executive  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  628. 

AN  ApT  in  relation  to  the  Noribern  Division  of  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio 

Railroad  Corapaoj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  separation  of  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company,  and  the  organization  of  the  two  companies  by 
and  among  the  stockholders  thereof,  and  the  organization  of 
that  corporation  commonly  called  the  Northern  Division  of 
the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  declared  legal  and  valid  for  all  purposes 
whatever;  and  the  said  company  is  fully  invested  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a 
railway  as  provided  in  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  an 
act,  entitled  *An  act  to  incorporate  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,'"  approved  March  18,  1878. 

§  2.  The  contract  for  lease,  construction,  and  operation  of 
said  com])any's  road,  made  by  it  wirh  the  Louisville,  Cincin- 
nati,   and   Lexington   Railwa}'   Company,   and    execution    of 
raorti^ago  in  aid  thereof,  is  hereby  declared  legal  and  valid  in 
all  respects  whatever. 

J^  3.  At  the  next  ensuing  election  of  directors  by  the  stock- 
holders of  said  compan}',  at  regular  annual  meeting,  no  more 
than  nine  directors  sh^all  be  elected,  and  the  same  num- 
ber regularl}"  thereafter,  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  company-:  Provided^  That  two  of  said  direct- 
ors shall  live  north  of  Shelbyville,  and  represent  the  stock- 
holders along  the  line  of  said  road  between  Shelbyville  and 
Eminence. 

§  4  .  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

that  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1881,  there  shall  be  held 
an  election  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  of  Lexington 
of  a  maj'or,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
comniencing  on  the  Thursday  next  ensuing  after  bis  election; 
and  that  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1882,  and  on  the 
same  day  bionnially  thereafter,  there  shall  be  held  an  election 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  of  Lexington  of  a  mayor,  or 
collector,  assessor  and  auditor,  treasurer,  attorney,  physician, 
surveyor,  and  keeper  of  the  poor  and  work  house,  and  on  the 
same  day,  to- wit,  th«  first  Saturday  in  March,  1882,  and  on 
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that  daj  biennially  thereafter,  there  shall  be  held  an  election 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  in  each  of  the  wards 
thereof,  of  three  council  men  from  each  ward,  ail  of  said  offi-

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to  pay  a  poll-tax  in  the* year  1880,  to  be  used  in  paying  for 
the  repairing  and  constraction  of  any  necessary  bridge,  and 
in  defraying  other  necessary  expenses  of  said  county;  and 
said  court  may,  at  the  same  time,  for  same  purpose,  appro* 
priato  not  exceeding  one  dollar  ($1)  on  each  poll  in  said

That  before  said  county  shall  take  any 
stock  in  any  turnpike,  at  least  one  third  of  the  stock  therein 
shall  have  first  been  subscribed  and  secured  by  individual 
subscription  k 
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§  3.  So  dividend  Bhali  be  declared  to  stockholders  in  any 
turnpike  in  which  said  county  is  a  stockholder  other  than 
said  Christian  county,  until  said  county  shall  have  received 
seven  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  stock  owned  in  same;  but 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  said  county  from  receiv- 
ing a  greater  rate  of  interest,  if  the  earnings  of  the  road  pay 
a  dividend  in  excess  of  seven  per  centum  per  annum  on  all 
its  stock,  after  paying  expenses  of  keeping  up  said  road.    ' 

§4.  The  stock  of  said  county  in  said  turnpike  road  or 
roads,  and  the  earnings  of  same,  may,  at  any  time,  be  sold 
and  conveyed  by  said  court  of  claims,  and  proceeds  rein- 
vested  in  like  stock,  or  applied  on  said  railroad  bonds;  and 
when  said  railroad  bonds  shall  have  become  due,  as  shown 
by  the  face  of  said  bonds,  said  court  of  claims  may  sell  said 
stock  and  apply  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  and  the  earnings  of 
said  stock  to  the  extinguishment  of  said  railroad  bonds,  and 
if  a  surplus  remains,  apply  such  surplus  permanently  in  turn- 
pike stock,  with  limitations  as  to  rate  per  mile  and  rate  of 
interest,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth;  but  no  sale  of  any  of  said 
stock  shall  be  made  at  a  less  rate  than  par  value  of  same.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  H.  Hurton,  F.  M.  Webster,  Robert  Pye. 
Charles  Solar,  D.  G.  Brnmfa^ck,  Thomas  Dixon,  or  those  of 
them  who  shall  accept  this  charter  and  act,  their  associates 
and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name 
and  stj'le  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Association  of  Newport, 
Kentucky,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  full  power  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and,  from  time 
to  time,  to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  donation,  or  any  other 
lawful  mode,  real  or  personal  property ;  and  to  hold,  use,  and 
enjoy  or  dispose  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  said 
compan}^  may  see  fit.  All  property  of  said  company  devoted 
to  Masonic  or  charitable  purposes  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
taxation.     At  the  organization  of  said  company,  its  capital 
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Block  shall  not  exceed  twenty -five  thounand  dollurs,  bat  may 
be  thereafter  increased,  from  time  to  time,  to  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  capital  stock  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each ;  and  the 
varioQS  Masonic  lodges  and  bodies  in  said  city  of  New- 
port may  take  and  hold  stock  in  said  company,  and  dispose 
of  the  same  as  any  individuals  may  do,  and  may  appoint 
agents  to  represent  them  in  respect  thereto;  said  Corporators 
or  said  company,  or  its  board  of  directors,  may  prescribe 
the  terms  upon  which  the  slock  may  be  taken,  and  may 
include  in  such  terms  the  forfeiture  o(  the  stock  and  pay- 
ments thereon  to  the  company  for  nonpayment  of  balances 
that  may  be  due  at  anj-  time  and  unpaid.  Each  share  of 
stock  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote  thereon  in  all  elec- 
tions by  the  stockholders,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting  at 
any  election  shall  prevail.  In  the  election  of  officers,  those 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed 
elected. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than 
five  (5)  nor  more  than  nine  (9),  the  number  to  be  fixed  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  stockholders,  and  the  same  may  be 
changed  by  them  at  any  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders; 
said  board  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders;  said  board 
shall  elect  from  among  themselves  a  president,  and  shall 
appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  may,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint  or  employ  such  other  officers  and  agents  aa 
may  seem  proper,  and  remove  them  at  pleasure.  The  board 
shall  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  board  or  any  of  said 
officers.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
and  in  case  of  vacancies  in  the  Ibard  by  death  or  otherwise, 
a  majority  of  the  remaining  members  may  fill  such  vacancies. 
Of  those  directors  first  elected,  the  terms  of  three  shall  ex- 
pire in  one  year,  and  upon  thoir  successors  being  elected  and 
'assuming  the  duties  of  the  office,  said  three  to  be  ascertained 
by  lot  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the  election.  The  remain- 
ing members  shall  be  deemed  elected  for  two  years,  and  shall 
hold  over  accordingly;  and  those  elected  after  the  first  y^ear 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  elected  for  two  years,  and  until  others 
succeed  them.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  in  paying  losses  incurred  by  reason  of  the  death 
of  a  holder  of  a  certificate  of  membership  in  the  Kentucky 
Masonic  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  issued  after  tho 
passage  of  this  act,  the  company  shall  be  required  to  pay  the 
beneficiaries  of  such  certificates  only  the  amount  of  money 
actually  realized  from  assessments. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  the  act  incorporating 
the  said  company  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  shall  apply 
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to  all  Master  MaRone,  affiliated  and.  nonaffiliated,  residing  in 
Kentucky,  except  snch  as  may  have  been  expelled  from  the 
Masonic  order  for  unmasonic  conduct. 

§  3.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  membership  fee 
in  this  company  shali  be  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  by 
all  persons,  without  regard  to  age,  to  whom  certificates  of 
membership  shali  be  issued.

the  age  of  50  and  60  years,  $2;  and  10  cents  of  amount  paid 
as  above  shall  be  retained  by  the  agent  ooHccting  and  remit- 
ting the  assessment:  Provided,  however,  If  any  person,  becom- 
ing a  member  of  this  company  after  the  passage  of  this  act,

§  2.  Before  any  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  to 
keep  a  coffee-house,  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act,  the 
applicant  therefor  shall  execute  bond,  with  good  surety,  in 
such  penalties  as  the  trustees  of  said  town  may  prescribe, 
conditioned  that  he  will  keep  an  orderlj*  house,  and  obey  the 
laws  of  this  State. 

§  3.  The  trustees  are  authorized  to  charge  and  collect  a  tax 
of  not  less  than  twenty -five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars on  each  license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  no  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  fees  are  paid:  Pro- 
videdy  Thai  the  applicant  shall  pay  the  State  tax  required  by 
law  before  any  license  shall  be  issued. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  aotborise  the  Shelby  Railroad  Company  to  iBsae  and  sell  its 
mortgaice  bonds  to  pay  its  present  bonded  debt. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Shelby  Railroad  Company  be,  and  is  hereby, 
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authorized  to  issae  and  sell  its  mortgage  bonds  for  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sam  of  ($50,000)  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  to  be  applied  to  the  payment 
of  its  existing  bonded  debt,  and  the  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  all  its  property, 
cboses  in  action,  income,  rights,  and  franchises. 

§  2.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  of  such  denominations,  and 
payable,  principal  and  interest,  at  such  point  in  the  United 
States,  as  the  president  and  directors  may  determine.  The 
principal  shall  be  due  and  payable  not  longer^ than  twenty 
years  after  the  date  of  issue.  The  board  of  directors  may 
fix  a  time,  to  be  specified  in  the  face  of  the  bonds,  after  which 
they  shall  be  payable  at  the  option  of  said  company.  They 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  with  coupons  attached  for  the  inter- 
est.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  H.  Perkins,  late  sheriff  of  Dftriess  countj. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  W.  H.  Perkins,  late  sheriff  of 
Daviess  county,  did,  during  the  yearn  of  1873  and  1874,  settle 
with  the  State  the  amount  of  the  State  the  whole  of  the  reve- 
nue for  the  two  above  mentioned  years,  and  did  settle  out  of 
his  own  means;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentiLc/ty : 

§  1.  That  W.  H.  Perkins,  late  sheriff  of  Daviess  county,  be 
allowed  the  further  time  of  one  year,  from  the  1st  of  October, 
1880,  in  which  to  collect  the  unpaid  taxes  for  the  years  of 
1873  and  1874. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  668. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  tlif>  sale  and  restraiu  the  harferinfr,  giving,  or  loaning  of 
spirituons,  malt,  or  vinoas  liquors,  or  any  mixtore  with  either  of  said 
liquors,  in  school  di.Hrict  No.  17,  including  the  town  of  Clinton,  in  said 
district,  in  Hickraan  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

9f  Kentucky  : 

§  1  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1880, 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell  spirita* 
ous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  any  quantity,  for  any  purpose, 
or  in  any  capacity  or  business  whatever,  within  the  limits  of 
school  district  number  seventeen,  as  now  established  by  the 
common  school  commissioner,  in  Hickman  county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  the  provisions 
of  the  preccdini^  section  of  this  act  shall,  upon  indictment 
and  conviction  thereof  in  the  Hickman  circuit  court,  be  con- 
fined  in  the  county  jail  of  said  county  six  months,  and  fined 
in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 

§  3.  In  addition  to  the  penalties  provided  for  in  the  second 
section  of  this  act,  every  husband,  wife,  child,  parent,  brother, 
sister,  guardian,  or  employer,  who  shall  be  injured  in  person, 
property,  or  means  of  support,  by  any  intoxicated  person,  or 
in  consequence  of  the  intoxication  of  any  person  in  whole  or 
in  part,  shall  have  a  right  of  action,  and  enforce  the  same  in 
any  court  of  this  Commonwealth  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
same,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  severally  or  jointly,  against 
any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  by  selling,  bartering,  loan- 
ing, or  giving  away  such  intoxicating  liquors,  or  any  mixture 
with  cither  of  them,  in  said  district,  have  caused  the  intoxi- 
cation in  whole  or  in  part  of  such  person  or  persons,  and  shall 
recover  of  the  person  or  persons  so  selling,  bartering,  loaning, 
or  giving  such  liquors,  or  mixture  or  mixtures  aforesaid,  just 
damages  for  any  property  injured  as  aforesaid,  and  exemplary 
damages  for  injuries  to  the  person  or  means  of  support  afore- 
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snid;  and  a  married  woman  shull  havo  the  same  right  to  bring 
an  action  under  this  act,  and  control  the  same,  and  the  amount 
recovered,  as  a  feme  sole. 

§  4.  The  third  section  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passn^e. 

g  5.  All  lavv8,  acts,  or  parts  of  acts  now  in  force  in  the  town 
of  Clinton,  in  said  district,  or  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  con- 
flict with  ihe  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

CHAPTER  669. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  stock  from  ranningat  large  in  Hancock  roantj. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  Any  person,  being  the  owner  or  having  the  custody  or 
control  of  any  stock  of  any  kind,  in  Hancock  county,  who 
shall  knowingly  suffer  or  permit  said  stock  to  run  at  large  in 
said  county,  or  be  without  his  own  inclosure  or  premises 
under  his  charge,  unless  under  the  care  of  some  competent 
attendant,  shall  be  fined  in  any  amount  not  lesa  than  one  dol- 
lar nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace. 

§  2.  Any  person  whose  premises  or  property  may  be  in- 
jured b}^  stock  running  at  large  in  said  count}',  with  the 
knowledge,  permission,  or  consent  of  the  owner  or  custodian 
thereof,  shall  have  a  right  of  action  against  the  owner  of 
such  stock,  notwithstanding  the  premises  or  propert}^  so  in- 
jured may  not  be  inclosed  by  a  lawful  fence,  as  now  required 
.  by  law,  for  any  damages  he  maj'  have  sustained,  and  may 
also  have  a  lien  upon  the  stock  so  trespassing  to  satisfy  any 
judgment  he  may  recover,  nnd  may  also  have  execution  levied 
upon  said  stock,  and  the  same  sold  in  satisfaction  thereof,  not- 
withstanding it  may  be  exempt  from  said  levy  and  sale  under 
the  present  law. 

§  3  Any  person  finding  any  stock  upon  his  premisec,  or  on 
premises  under  his  control,  shall  have  the  right  to  take  und 
hold  the  same  as  estrays  are  now  taken  up  and  held. 
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g  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  after  its  ratification  by  the 
voters  of  said  coantj,  a  majorilj  of  those  voting  in  favor  of 
this  act. 

§  5.  It  shall  bo  the  daty  of  the  officers  of  the  election  to 
open  the  polls  at  each  precinct  in  the  county,  and  compare 
the  votes  as  in  other  elections,  the  votes  to  be  taken  the  next 
regular  election.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Han- 
cock county  to  cause  notices  to  be  posted  up  at  a  public  place, 
in  each  voting  precinct,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  elec- 
tion.

AN   ACT  creaticg  an  addiiiooal  rotiofir  and  magisterial  district  in  Moot- 

fromerj  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  and  formed  an  addi- 
tional voting  and  magisterial  district  in  Montgomery  county, 
bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  in  the  center  of  Spencer 
pike,  near  Dr.  B.  F.  Cox's,  at  the  railroad  tank;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  the  forks  of  the  Howard's  Mill  and  Owings- 
ville  Turnpike;  thence  with  the  Owingsville  pike  to  the  Bath 
county  line,  so  as  to  include  all  the  waters  and  tributaries  of 
Little  Slate  within  Montgomery  county;  thence  with  the 
divide  between  Little  Slate  and  the  town  branch  so  as  to 
include  the  farms  of  James  Ogg,  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Spencer  pike;  thence  with  said  Spencer  pike  to  the  begin- 
ning. Said  district  is  to  be  known  as  the  Howard's  Mill 
magisterial  and  voting  precinct,  and  the  place  of  voting  in 
said  district  shall  be  at  the  town  of  Howard's  Mills. 

g  2.  The  Governor,  after  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  commis- 
sion two  suitable  persons  as  justices  of  the  peace  for  said 
district,  and  they  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  At  the  regular  August  election,  1880,  there  shall  be 
elected  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  a  constable  for  said  dis- 
trict, until  which  time  the  county  court  shall  appoint  a  con* 
stable  for  said  district. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporftte  the  Park  Rnilway  Company,  of  the  citj  of  Padn- 

cah. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Henry  H.  Hoaston  and  W.  E.  Reid,  and  thoir 
associateR  and  BucceBBors,  are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate 
and  politic,  under  and  by  the  name  of  Park  Railway  Com- 
pany, of  the  city  of  Paducah  ;  and  by  that  name  may  make 
contracts;  may  borrow  money  and  isRue  bonds  therefor,  and 
secare  same  b}'  mortgage  of  the  property  and  franchises ; 
may  sue  and  be  saed ;  may  acquire,  hold,  and  sell  such  real 
and  personal  property  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  its  business;  and  may  have  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  This  corporation  may  construct,  operate,  and  main- 
tain, for  hire,  lines  of  street  railways,  upon  such  streets  in  the 
city  of  Paducah  as  it  may  be  authorized  to  do  by  the  com- 
mon council,  by  ordinance  or  contract,  as  prescribed  in  the 
charter  of  said  city ;  and  may  extend  one  or  more  of  buch 
railway  lines  a  distance,  not  exceeding  three  miles  out  from 
the  boundary  of  said  city,  as  the  manager  and  directors  may 
determine;  and  for  this  purpose  may  receive  and  hold,  by 
purchase  or  donation,  the  right  of  way  necessary  to  construct 
and  operate  said  line  or  lines,  not  exceeding  eighty  feet  in 
width;  and  where  amicable  arrangement  cannot  be  had  con- 
cerning a  proposed  right  of  way,  this  corporation  shall  have 
the  right  to  sue  out  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  from  the  Mc- 
Cracken  county  court,  and  have  such  disputed  right  of  way 
condemned  for  the  use  of  this  corporation,  the  corporation 
not  taking  said  right  of  way  until  the  same  shall  be  paid  for 
under  said  writ  and  valuation;  and  all  proceedings  under 
said  writ  shall  be  the  same  as  required  by  the  general  laws 
regulating  such  proceedings;  but  the  jury,  in  estimating  the 
damage,  shall  take  into  consideration  and  deduct  the  benefit 
which  would  result  to  the  land  of  the  owner  by  said  proposed 
railway;  and  this  corporation  may  establish  and  maintain 
two  parks  or  pleasure  gardens,  not  exceeding  in  area  fifty 
acres  each,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public  at  the  times,  and 
upon  such  conditions  and  terms,  as  the  manager  and  direct- 
ors shall  see  proper  to  prescribe.

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§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  this  corporation  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  five  dollars 
each,  and  for  which  shares  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued, 
which  shall  bo  transferable  only  upon  the  books  of  the  cor- 
poration, after  payment  of  all  arrear^^os  which  may  be  due  the 
corporation  by  the  stockholder;  and  in  elections  lor  direct- 
ors, each  share  of  stock  shall  represent  one  vote;  and  this 
corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase,  on  its  own 
account,  any  share  or  shares  of  stock,  not  to  exceed  in  the 
a^gre^ato  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  which  shall  then 
have  been  issued;  and  the  shares  so  purchased  shall  be  can- 
celed or  transferred  pro  rata  to  remaining  stockholders. 

§4.  That  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  within 
the  next  two  years  hereafter,  the  said  corporators  shall  open 
books  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock;  and  when  ^ve 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  stockholders 
may  meet  and  elect  three  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
manager;  and  the  manager  and  directors  shall  control  and 
manage  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  corporation  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  directors  shall  be 
elected  annually  thereafter. 

§  5.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  not  be 
liable  for  the  debts  of  this  corporation,  unless  such  stockholder 
shall  be  in  arrears  in  the  payment  of  subscription,  and  then 
only  to  the  amount  of  such  arrearage  of  subscription  to  stock, 
and  no  more. 

g  6.  The  directors  ma}'  prescribe  alt  needful  rules  for  the 
management  of  the  affairs  of  this  corporation,  not  contrary 
to  the  general  law,  and  employ  all  necessary  officers  and 
agents  as,  in  their  discretion,  may  seem  advisable ;  and  said 
directors  may,  at  any  time  they  see  proper,  sell  additional 
shares  of  stock,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  authorized  in  sec- 
tion three  supra,  &nd  issue  certificates  therefor;  and  should 
the  stock  of  the  corporation,  at  the  times  of  such  issue,  be 
above  par  in  value,  said  directors  may  sell  said  stock  at  the 
market  value,  placing  the  premium  to  the  credit  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

§  7.  This  corporation  shall  have  succession,  and  continue 

for  the  period  of  thirty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  date  of  its  passage.

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  and  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  ofi^ense.  Said  fine  shall  be  recovered  in  any 
court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  etfect  from  and  after  its  passasfe.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Central  Kentucky  Camp  Meeting  Associa- 
tion of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Charch,  situated  ia  Bojie  county.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  give  or  sell 
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to  any  person  any  vinoas,  malt,  or  spirituous  liquors  of  any 
kind,  witiiin  one  mile  of  the  camp  ground  of  the  Centrat 
Kentucky  Camp  Meeting  Association  of  the  Methodist  Kpis- 
copal  Church,  situated  in  Boyle  county,  Kentucky,  near  the 
crossing  of  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Kailroad  and  the  Louis- 
ville and  Nashville  Eailroad,  while  any  religious  meeting  i» 
being  held  on  said  grounds. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
fined  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  recoverable  by 
indictment. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  680. 

AN  ACT  to  prercDt  the  sale  and  firing  away  spirituous,  riaou?,  or  malt 
liqnors  within  two  miles  of  Richelieu  Church,  in  Butler  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  no  one  shall  sell  or  give  away  any  spirituous^ 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  two  miles  of  Kichelieu  Church, 
in  Butler  county. 

§  2.  That  anj'  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  the 
penalty  prescribed  b^'  the  General  Statutes  for  retailing 
liquors  without  license.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  vend 
any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either, 
in  any  quantity  whatever,  within  one  mile  of  Mt.  Pisgah 
Church,  in  Wayne  county. 

§  2.  That  if  any  person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  such  person,  on  conviction  thereof, 
shall,  for  each  violation  of  said  section,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  689. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mechanics' 
Building  and  Loan  Association  of  Lexington.'' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

%  I.  That  the  charter  of  said  association  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  amended  as  follows,  to- wit :  Stockholders  in  said 
association,  under  the  original  charter,  shall  constitute  the 
first  class. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  established  in  said  association  a  second 
Second ciaushail  class,  the  Capital  stock  of  which  class  shall  be  one  hundred 
^  '     and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  stockholders  in 

weekly  installments  of  fifty  cents  on  each  share  until  said 
installments,  with  their  net  accumulations,  shall  amount  to 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each,  or  at  the  expi- 
ration of  six  years  fVom  the  approval  of  this  amendment, 
when  there  shall  be  a  distribution  thereof  to  the  stockhold- 
ers and  a  liquidation  of  its  affairs;  and  after  that  the  corporate 
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existence  of  said  socond  clasH  shall  continue  to  settle  up  its 
business  and  affairs. 

§  3.  The  object  being  the  same  as  set  forth  in  section  6ve 
of  the  original  charter,  said  second  class  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  make  loans  upon  the  same  character  of  securities  as 
the  first  claRs;  but  in  making  loans  for  said  second  class,  pref- 
erence shall  be  given  to  its  stockholders.  AH  loans  shall  be 
made  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§  4.  Section  six  of  the  original  charter  shall  apply  to  bor- 
rowers of  money  from  the  second  class,  and  a  prior  lien  is 
given  said  association  upon  each  borrower's  interest  and 
stock  in  said  association  for  any  loan  made  to  him  by  said 
association ;  but  for  a  loan  made  by  the  first  class,  no  lien 
shall  exist  against  the  stock  and  interest  of  the  borrower  in 
the  second  class,  nor  for  a  loan  made  by  the  second  class  shall 
any  lien  exist  upon  the  borrower's  stock  and  interest  in  the

§  5.  Section  eight  of  the  orignal  charter  shall  apply  to  said 
second  class,  except  that  a  quarterly  advanced  payment  of 
fifty  cents  on  each  share  may  be  required  from  its  stock- 
holders, and  section  nine  of  the  original  charter  shall  con- 
stitute a  part  of  this  amendment.
